qua.nted  tne  Governor,    that  being  weary  from 
the  Hague  of  then  long  Journey,0  they  ^3 
crave  three  or  four  Days  to  reft  themfdves  before 
hey  proceeded  to  theirBufinefs  :  In  the  mean  Time 
they  would  wait  on  the  Governor  to  difcourfe,  ac-

The  Governor  opened  the  Conference,  as  follows  ; 

*  Brethren, 

e  The  Proprietor  having  purchafed  certain  Lands 
c  from  your  Nations  about  fix  Years  ago,  a  Moiety 
€  of  what  was  agreed  to  be  given  in  Confideration 

*  of  that  Purchafe,  was  at  that  Time  delivered  to 
c  them,  and  the  other  being  at  their  Defire  left  in 

*  the  Proprietor's  Hands,  he  prefTed  you  by  Sbika- 
4  lamy  to  fend  laft  Year  for  it,  and  would  have 
4  been  glad  to  have  (ecn  you,  and  taken  you  by 

*  the  Hand  before  his  Departure.  But  as  the  De- 
c  fign  of  this  Meeting  is  to  hear  your  News,  and 
c  converfe  together  in  a  free  and  friendly  Manner, 

*  I  (hall  fay  no  more  about  the  Goods,  than  that 
4  they  lie  ready  at  the  Proprietor's  Houfe,  and  will 

■  be 
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*  be  delivered  when  you  fhall  have  fufficicntly  refted 
<:  from  the  Fatigue  of  your  Journey.' 

The  Chief  of  the  Onondagocs  fpoke  : 

*  Brethren, 

4  We  propofe  to  reft  four  Days,  and  then  come 
c  to  the  main  Bufinefs.  At  prefent  we  are  at  a 
€  private  Conference  about  News,  and  have  fome- 
c  thing  of  this   Sort   to  mention  to  our  Brother 

*  Onas!  And  on  the  Governor's  fignifying  they 
would  be  glad  to  know  what  it  was,  the  Chief 
proceeded. 

*  Brethren, 

*  It  is  our  Way  when  we  come  to  our  Brethren, 
c  or  any  other  Perfons,   whom  we  live  in  ftrict 

*  Friendfhip  with,  to  remove  all  Obftru&ions  to 
c  a  good  Unfterftanding  ;   with  this  View  we  are 

*  to  inform  you  of  a  Piece  of  difagreeable  News 

*  that  happen'd  in  our  Journey. — Some  White 
c  People,  living  at  a  Place  called  Conegocheegoey 
'  whofe  Names  we  cannot  tell,  nor  whether  they 
4  belong  to  this  or  the  neighbouring  Government, 
6  but  one  of  them,  as  we  heard,  had  his  Houfe 
c  burnt  over  his  Head  fome  Years  ago,  and  he  was 
c  brought  down  a  Prifoner,  and  committed  to  the 
'  Gaol  of  this  City  :  Thefe  People  lighting  of  our 
c  young  Warriors,  as  they  were  hunting,  made 
6  fome  Propofals   about  the  purchafing   of  Land 

*  from  them,  and    our  young  Men  being  indif- 

*  creet,  and  unacquainted  with  public  Bufinefs, 
c  were  foolifh  enough  to  hearken  to  them,  and 

*  to  receive  five  Duffil  Strowds  for  two  Plantations 
c  on  the  River  Cohongoronto.  A  Coneftogoe  Indian r, 
«  and  a  French  Indian^    and  fome  others  that  were 

B  2  «  in 
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4  in   Company,   had   three   DufRl  Strowds,    and11 
c  went  away  with   them  ;  and   our  young  Men 

*  carried  off  the  other  two.     As  foon  as  this  came 

*  to  -our  Knowledge,  we  fent  for  our  Warriors, 
1  and  after  examining  and  rebuking  them  feverely, 

*  we  took  away  their  two  Strowds,  and  publrckly 
c  cenfured  them  for  expofing  us  to  our  Brethren  of 
c  Penfylvania^    in  doing  a  Thing  fo  inconfiftent 

*  with  our  Engagements  to  them ;  "  You  are, 
"  faid  we  aloud,  that  all  our  People  might  hear 
c<  and  take  Notice,  to  know  and  remember,  that 
"  the  Six  Nations  have  obliged  themfelves  to  fell 
"  none  of  the  Land  that  falls  within  the  Province 
"  of  Penfylvahici)  to  any  other  but  our  Brother 
"  OnaS)  and  that  to  fell  Lands  to  any  other  is  an 
cc  high    Breach    of  the   League   of    Friendfhip." 

*  Brethren,  this  rafh  Proceeding  of  our  young 
c  Men  makes  us  afhamed.  We  always  mean 
c  well,  and  fhall  perform  faithfully  what  we  have 
c  promifed  :    And  we  afTure  you,  this  Affair  was 

*  tranfa&ed  in  the  Manner  we  have  related,  with- 

*  out  our  Privity  or  Confent.     And  that  you  may 

*  be  fully  convinced  of  this,  and  of  the  Sincerity 

*  of  our  Intentions,  we  have  brought  you   thefe 

*  two  Strowds  [here  he  prefented  two  red  Strowds 
k  to  the  Governor]  they  are  the  very  Strowds  our 
c  foolifh  young  Men  received  ;  we  took  them  from 

*  them,  and  we  give  them  to  you,  to  return  to 
c  thofe  white  People  who  made  the  Bargain,  and 
c  defire  when  the  Strowds  are  returned  to  them, 
c  they  may  be  told  what  we  now  fay,  and  that  we 
c  mall  not  confirm  fuch  Bargains,  nor  any  other 
c  that  may  interfere  with  our  Engagements  to  our 
c  Brother  Onus' 


The 
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The  Governor  then  fpoke  : 

4  Brethren, 

c  I  thank  you  for  this  Piece  of  News ;  you  have 

k  taken  this  Matter  perfectly  right.     All  Bargain- 

:  ing  for  Land  within  this  Province  is,    to  be  fure, 

1  a  manifeft  Breach   of  your  Contract  with   ths 

Proprietor,    and   what  we  know  you  will  not 

•  countenance.     We  have  hitherto  found  the  Six 
■  Nations  faithful  to  their  Engagements,  and  this 

•  is  a  frefh  Inftance  of  their  Punctuality.  You 
could  not  help  thefe  Miftakes  of  your  young 
Men;  they  were  not  done  in  your  Prefence: 
But  as  feveral  Inconveniencies  may  arife  from 
thefe  kind  of  clandeftine  Sales,  or  from  any 
fuch  loofe  Sales  of  Land  by  your  People,  we  de- 
fire  you  will,  on  your  Return  Home,  give  public 
Notice  to  all  your  Warriors,  not  to  bargain  for 
any  Land  ;  or  if  they  do,  that  you  will  not 
confirm  fuch  Bargains;  and  that  this  very  Affair, 
together  with  what  you  have  done  therein,  may 
be  particularly  reported  to  all  your  Nation  af- 
fembled  in  Council.' 

The  Onondago  Chief  promifed  to  give 
public  Notice  •,  and  defiring  Liberty  to 
mend  his  former  Speech,  he  proceeded  : 

4  Brethren, 

1  I  forgot  one  Circumffance  :  Our  People,  whtfT 
pretended  to  fell  the  Land,  demanded  a  Belt  of 
Wampum  of  the  Buyers  to  carry  to  their  Chiefs-; 
and  on  their  declaring  they  had  no  Wampum, 
our  Warriors  faid,  they  would  not  anfwer  that 
their  Chiefs  would  confirm  this  Bargain,  fines 
£  3  *riiey 
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*  they  never  did  any  thing  of  this  Nature  without 

*  Wampum/ 

The  Governor,  after  a  fhort  Paufe,  fpoke  : 

€  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations^ 

*  I  take  this  Opportunity  to  relate  to  you  a  Piece 
c  of  difagreeable  News  I  received  fome  Days  ago 
4  in  a  Letter  from  Le  Tort,  the  Indian  Trader,  at 
c  Allegheny,  who  fays,  "  That  in  May  laft,  fome 
"  Indians  of  the  Taway  Nation,  fuppofed  by  us  to 
"  be  the  Twightwees,  in  their  Return  from  War, 
"  called  and  ftaid  fome  Time  with  the  Shaw- 
"  anefe\  who  being  afked,  and  denying  they 
"  had  brought  either  Scalps  or  Prifoners,  the 
"  Shawanefe  fufpecling  them,  had  the  Curiofity  to 
<c  fearch  their  Bags,  and  finding  two  Scalps  in 
"  them,  that  by  the  Softnefs  of  the  Hair  did  not 
"  feel  like  Indian  Scalps,  they  wafh'd  them  clean, 
"  and  found  them  to  be  the  Scalps  of  fome  Chrif- 
<c  tians.  On  this  Difcovery,  the  ^wightwees  were 
4C  fo  much  afhamed,  that  they  ftole  away  from 
<c  their  Town  in  the  Night-time ;  and  coming,  as 
<c  they  afterwards  underftood,  to  a  little  Village 
"  belonging  to  the  Sbawanefe,  they  told  our  Peo- 
4C  pie  that  their  Hearts  were  full  of  Grief  ;  for,  as 
<c  they  came  along  the  Road,  they  found  it  all 
"  bloody  ;  and  having  good  Caufe  to  believe  it 
<c  was  made  bloody  with  the  Blood  of  fome  of  the 
"  white  Brethren,  they  had  very  forrowfully  fwept 
<;  the  Road  ;  and  defired  them  to  inform  the  Go- 
"  vernor  of  Penfylvania  of  their  (the  Tivightwees) 
"  Grief;  and  how  they  had  fwept  the  Road 
"  clean."  c  Le  Tort  adds,  on  Behalf  of  the 
4  Shawanefe,  "  That  they  were  much  grieved  at 
"  this  unfortunate  Accident ;  and  prayed,  as  they 
<c  had  no  Concern  in  it,  more  than  by  being  In- 

"  ftruments 
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c  flruments  to  difcover  it,  their  Brethren  would 
K  not  blame  them,  nor  fuffer  a  Mifunderftanding 
"  to  arife  between  them  on  this  Accounts  They 
M  would  fweep  the  Road  clean,  and  wipe  all  the 
cc  Blood  away  ;  and  dcfired  their  Brethren  would 
"  be  fatisfied  with  this,  and  not  weep  too  much  for 
<c  a  Misfortune  that  might  not  happen  again  as 
u  long  as  the  Sun  and  Moon  {hone." 

f  The  Perfon  who  delivered  me  Le  Tort's  Let* 
c  ter,  brought  this  Bundle  of  Skins  as  a  Prefent  to 
c  me;  but  I  told  the  Meflenger,  I  would  not 
c  meddle  with  it  ;  he  might  leave  it  if  he  pleafed  : 
c  The  Affair  appear' d  to  me  in  a  bad  Light,  and 
c  I  would  reprefent  it  to  the  Six  Nations,  who  were 
c  expected  in  Town  every  Day.  This  is  the  Fact, 
c  as  1  have  it  from  Le  Tort :  1  deilre  to  be  inform'd 
c  if  you  know  any  Thing  of  this  Matter;  and  if 
c  you  do  not,  that  you  will  make  diligent  Enquiry 
4  who  committed  the  Murder,  and  who  are  the  uri- 
*  happy  Sufferers,  and  afliffc  us  to  obtain  Satisfac- 
c  tion,  if  it  fliall  appear  to  be  any  of  our  Fel- 
«  low-Subjects  that  have  been  treated  in  this  Man- 

«  ml 

To  inforce  this  Requejly   I  prefent  you  with 
this  String  of  Wampum. 

The  Onondago   Chief,  in  Reply,   faid  : 

Brethren, 

c  We  take  this  Information  kindly  at  your 
c  Hands;  we  will  take  this  String  of  Wampum 
c  home  with  us  to  our  Lodgings,  and  there  cori- 
«  fult  about  the  moft  regular  and  proper  Steps  to 
c  be  taken  by  us  to  anfwer  your  Expectations  ;  and 
c  when  we  have  duly  confidered  the  Matter,  we 
«  will  return  you  an  Anfwer/ 

B  4  Upon 
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Upon  this  the  Governor  put  aft  End  to  i*e 
Conference;  and  calJing  for  Wine,  and  other  Li- 
quors, according  to  the  Indian  Cuftom,  after  a 
decent  and  chearful  Entertainment,  the  Indium 
withdrew.

It  being  judg'd  proper,  at  this  critical  Time, 
when  we  are  in  daily  Expectation  of  a  French  War, 
to  found  the  Indians,  and  difcover  what  Depen- 
dance  we  might  have  on  them,  in  cafe  their  h\i 
fhou-Id  be  wanted,  an  handfome  Dinner  was  pro- 
vided for  their  Chiefs,  and  after  they  had  made  an 
hearty  Meal,  and  drank  his  Majefty's  Health,  the 
Proprietor's,  and  the  Health  of  the  'Six  Nations,  the 
Chiefs  gave  the  folemn  Cry,  in  Teftimony  of  their 
'J  hanks  for  the  Honour  done  them.  And  foon 
alter  the  Governor  began,  in  a  free  Way,  to  en- 
quire for  what  Reafon'  the  Senecas  were  not  conic 
down,  fince  they  had  an  equal  Share  of  the  Goods 

with    the    other  Nations. CanaJ/ateego,     their 

r  peaker,  faid,  '  The  Senecas  were  in  great  Diftrek, 
on  Account  of  a  Famine  that  raged  in  their  Coun- 
try,   which  had   reduced  them  to  fuch   Want, 
*  that  a  Father  had  been  obliged  to  kill  two  of

*  his  Children,  to  preferve  his  own,  and  the  reft  of 

*  his  Family's  Lives;  and  they  could  not  now 
f  come  down,   btit  had  given    Directions    about 

*  their  Share  of  the  Goods.' — The  Governor  ex 
prefs'd  his  Concern  for  the  unhappy  Circumftances 
of  their  Brethren  of  the  Seneca  Nation;  and,  after 
a  fhort  Refpite,  enquired  if  any  of  their  Deputies 
were  then  at  Canada,  and  whether  the  French  Go- 
vernor was  making  any  warlike  Preparations. 
And  on  their  anfwering  Yes,  the  Governor  fajd, 
with  a  fmiling  pleafant  Countenance,    *  I  fuppofe, 

*  if  the  French  fhould  go  to  War  with  us,  you  will 

*  join,  them/  The  Indians  conferr'd  together  for 
fome  Time,  and  then  Canajfateego,  in  a  ehearful 
lively  Manner,  made  Anfwer. s  We  allure  you^ 

*  the  Governor  of  Canada  pays  our  Nations  great 
4  Court  at  this  Time,  well  knowing  of  what  Con- 

*  fequence  we  are  to  the  French  Intereft  :  He  has  al~ 

*  ready  told  us,  he  was  uncovering  the  Hatchet, 

*  and  iharpening  it,,  arid   hoped,  if  he  mould   be 

*  obliged  to  lift  it  up  againft  the  Englijh,  our  Na«- 
4  tions    would   remain   neuter,   and  aflift  ^neither 

c  Side. But  we  will  now  fpeak  plainly  to  our 

.c  Brethren  :  Why  fhould  we,  who  are  one  Flefh 
1  with  you,  refufe  to  help  you,  whenever  you  want 

*  our  Afliftance  ? We  have  continued  a  long, 

c  Time  in  the  ftri&eft  League  of  Amity  and 
c  Friendfhip  with  you,  and  we  mail  always  be  faith- 

*  ful  and  true  to  you,  our  old  and  good  Allies. — 

*  The  Governor  of  Canada  talks  a  great  deal,,  but 
c  ten  of  his  Words  do  not  go  fo  far  as  one  of 

*  yours. We  do  not  look  towards  them  ;    we 

*  look  towards  you  ;    and  you  may  depend  on  our 

*  Affirmance/  Whilft  the  Onondago  Chief  made 
this  open  and  hearty  Declaration,  all  the  other  In- 
dians made  frequently  that  particular  Kind  of  Noife 
which  is  known  to  be  a  Mark  of  Approbation* 
The  Governor  bid  the  Interpreter  tell  C6naJJatee?oy 

B  5  <  lie 
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4  He  did  not  fet  on  foot  this  Enquiry  from  any 
4  Sufpicion  he  had  of  the  Six  Nations  wanting  a 

*  due  Regard  for  the  Englijh.— -Our  Experience 
4  of  their  Honour  and  Faith,  faid  he,  would  not 

*  permit  us  to  think  any  other  of  them,  than 
4  that  they  would  efteem  our  Friends  their  Friends, 
4  and  our  Enemies  their  Enemies,  agreeable  to  the 
4  ftri&  Union  which  had  ever  fubfifted  between 

*  us. As  to  the  Governor  of  Canada,  he  told 

*  them  they  need  not  mind  what  he  faid. — ■ 

4  The    Englijh,  on   equal  Terms,  had  beat  the 

*  French,  and  could  beat  them  again  :    And  were 

*  they  but  to  confider  the  Advantages  which  the 

*  Englijh  have,  by  poflefling  fo  many  large  and 
4  populous  Countries,  and  fo  many  good  Ports  on 
4  the  Continent  of  America^  they  would  foon  fee 
4  who  had  moft  Reafon  to  fear  a  War,  the  French 
4  or  the  Englijh: 

Here  the  Converfation  dropped ;  and  after  ano- 
ther Glafs  of  Wine,  the  Indians  refumed  the  Dif- 
courfe,  by  afking  whether  their  Brethren  had  not 
been  for  fome  Time  engaged  in  a  War  with  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  what  Succefles  they  had  met 
with. 

The  Governor  told  them,  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  lived  in  an  Ifland,  and  being  furrounded 
with  the  Sea,  his  chief  Strength  lay  in  his  Ships  ; 
in  which  he  was  fo  much  fuperior  to  his  Enemies, 
that  they  were  feldom  to  be  met  with  on  the  broad 
Ocean,  but  fculk'd  and  hid  themfelves,  only  ven- 
turing out  now  and  then  j,  and  whenever  they  did, 
they  were  almoft  fure  to  be  taken ;  and  that  the 
King  of  Great-Britain  had,  with  his  Ships,  beat 
down,  or  taken,  feveral  of  the  Spaniards  great  Forts 
in  America*—- — The  Indians  faid,  they  were  pleafed 

to 
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to  hear  their  Brethren  were  an  Over-match  for 
their  Enemies,  and  wifh'd  them  good  Succefs. 

The  Governor  then  enquired  into  the  State  and 
Condition  of  the  Nations,  to  the  Weftward  of  the 
Great  Lakes,  and  whether  they  had  any  Warriors 
then  in  thofe  Countries  ?  Whether  they  had  con- 
eluded  Peace  with  the  Southern  Indians?  And 
whether  they  had  heard  what  their  Deputies  hatt 
done  at  Albany? 

They  made  Anfwer:  That  they  had  always 
Abundance  of  their  Men  out  amongft  the  Nati- 
ons fituate  to  the  Weft  of  their  Lakes. That 

they  had  kindled  a  Fire  with  a  vaft  many  Nations,, 
fome  whereof  were  Tributaries,  and  they  had   a 

good  Underftanding  withal. They  fet  out  from 

their  own  Country  in  Company  with  two  Sets  of 
Deputies,  one  going  to  hold  a  Treaty  with  the 
Southern  Indians^  and  they  believed  a  Peace  would 
be  concluded  :  The  other  going  to  meet  the  Go- 
vernor of  Nezu-York,  at  Albany,     but  they  could 

not  tell  what  had  been  done  at  either  Place. •■ 

On  their  Return,  they  were  to  hold  a  general  Coun- 
cil, and  would  inform  their  Brethren  of  thefe  Par- 
ticulars. 

Then  the  Governor  put  an  End  to  the  Confe- 
rence, by  telling  the  Indians  the  Goods  would  be 
delivered  to  them  at  a  Council  to  be  held  To- 
morrow Afternoon  at   the   Meeting-Heufe*

*  Friends  and  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations  y 

c  Six  Years  ago  a  Number  of  your  Chiefs  obli- 
ged us  with  a  Vifit,  when  they  agreed  on  Behalf 
of  your  Nations,  to  the  Releafe  of  certain  Lands 
on  both  Sides  the  River  Safquehannah,  to  the 
Southward  of  the  Endlefs- Mountains ,  and  within 
the  Limits  and  Bounds  of  the  King's  Grant  of 
this  Province.  In  Confideration  of  which,  a  cer- 
tain Quantity  of  Goods  was  agreed  on,  and  de- 
livered, as  a  full  Satisfaction  for  the  faid  Lands* 
lying  on  the  Eaftern  Side  of  the  faid  River  :  And 
for  the  Lands  on  the  Weftern  Side  of  the  faid 
River,  you  defired  the  Payment  fhould  be  de- 
ferr'd  till  another  Opportunity.  Thefe  Goods, 
which  are  exactly  the  fame  in  Quantity  as  thofe 
you  received  the  laft  Time  the  Chiefs  of  your 
Nations  were  here,  have  been  ready  a  confider- 
able  Time,  and  kept  in  Expectation  of  your 
coming  for  them  :  And  now  you  are  come  down, 
fully  impowered  by  your  refpe£tive  Councils  to 
receive  them,  we  are  well  pleafed  to  deliver  them  ;. 
leaving  it  to  you  to  make  a  fair  and  equal  Di- 
vifion  of  them  amongft  yourfelves.  We  are 
forry  for  the  Abfence  of  our  Brethren  the  Senecas* 
and  much  more  fo,  that  it  fhould  be  owing  to 
their  Diftrefs  at  Home  by  a  Famine  that  rages  in 

their  Country: A  Famine  fo  great,  that  you 

tell  us  a  Father  has  been  obliged  to  facrifice  one 
Part  of  his  Family,  even  his  own  Children,  for 

4  thp 
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c  the  Support  and  Prefervation  of  hirnfelf,  and  the 

*  other  Part. — We  heartily  commiferate  their  Con- 

*  dition,  and  do  not  doubt  but  you  will  do  them 

*  fair  and  ample  Juftice  in  the  Difpofal  of  their 

*  Part  of  the  Goods,  in  fuch  Manner  as  they  have 
c  inftruc"ted  you.  You  fhall  now  hear  the  Lift  of 
€  the  Goods  read  to  you/

c  Harmony  with  all  the  Indians:  Of  thefe  your  Na- 

*  tions  have  ever  been  fully  fenfible ;  but  more 
1  efpecially  a  Number  of  your  Chiefs,  about  ten 
4  Years  ago,  when,  on  the  Arrival  of  a  Son  of 

*  your  faid  great  Friend  William  Pennr  large  and 
c  valuable  Prefents  were  exchanged  by  us  with  you-; 
4  a  new  Road  was  made  and  clear'd  -,  a  new  Fire 
4  kindled  ;  and  the  Chain  of  Friendfhip  made 
4  itronger,  fo  as  to  laft  while  the  Sun  and  Mooa 
6  endure. 

4  And  now  we  cannot  but  congratulate  ourfelves, 
4  that  your  coming  fhould  happen  at  a  Time,  when 
4  we  are  in  daily  Expectation  of  a  War  being  de- 
4  clared  between  the  King  of 'England^  and  the 
4  French  King,  well  knowing  that  fhould  fuch  a 
4  War  happen,  it  muft  very  fenfibly  affect  you, 
4  confidering  your  Situation  in  the  Neighbourhood 
4  of  Canada.  Your  coming  at  this  Juncture  is 
x  particularly  fortunate,  fince  it  gives  us  an  Op- 
4  portunity  of  mentioning  feveral  Things  that  may 
w  be  necelTary  to  be  fettled,  between  People  fo 
fc  ftricSlly  and  clofely  united  as  we  are* — An  Union 
4  not  to  be  exprefTed  by  any  Thing  lefs  than  the 
6  affectionate  Regards  which  Children  of  the  fame 
4  Parents  bear  for  each  other,  as  conceiving  our- 
1  felves  to  be  one  Flefh  and  one  People. 

4  The  utmoft  Care  therefore  ought  mutually  to 
4  be  taken  by  us  on  both  Sides,  that  the  Road  be- 
4  tween  us  be  kept  perfectly  clear  and  open,  and 
4  no  Lets  nor  the  leaft  Obftruction  be  fu  ffered  to 
4  lie  in  the  Way  ;  or  ifany  fhould  by  Accident  be 
4  found,  that  may  hinder  our  free  Intercourfc  and 
4  Correspondence,  it  mufl:  forthwith  be  removed. 

To  inforce  this  we  lay  down  a  String  of  IVampitm. 

4  In  the  next  Plae,  we,  on  our  Part,  fhall  in- 
4  large  our  Fire  that  burns  between  us.  We  fhall 
4  provide  more  Fewel  to  increafe  it,  and  make  it

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*  burn  brighter  and  clearer,  and  give  a  ftr&ngcr 
6  and  more  lafting  Light  and  Warmth. 

In  Evidence  of  our  fmcere  Intentions  we  hy 
doivn  this  Belt  of  IVampum. 

1  In  the  laft  Place,  confidering  the  Obligations 
c  we  are  mutually  under  by  our  feveral  Treaties, 
"  That  we  fhould  hear  with  our  Ears  for  you,  and 
4<  you  hear  with  your  Ears  for  us  ;  "  we  fhall  a: 
'  Times  very  willingly  give  you  the  earlier*  and 

*  beft  Intelligence,  of  any  Deiigns  that  may  be 
4  form'd  to  your  Difadvantage. — And  if  you  dif~ 
c  cover  any  Preparations  that  can  hurt  us,  we  de- 
'  fire  you  will  immediately  difpatch  fome  fuitable 
v"  Perfon,  in  whom  we  can  place  a  Confidence,  to 

*  give  us  a  proper  Information.' 

To  inforce  this  Requeft,  as  well  as  to  brighten  the 
Chain^  we  lay  down  this  other  Belt  of  Wam- 
pum* 

On  the  Governor's  concluding  the  Speech,  the 
folemn  Cry,  by  Way  of  Approbation,  was  repeated 
by  the  Indians,  as  many  Times  as  there  were  Na- 
tions prefent  5  and  then  Canaffateego  rofe  up  and 
fpoke. 

'  Brethren, 

c  We  thank  you  for  your  kind  Speech  :  What 
c  you  have  faid  is  very  agreeable  to  us ;    and  To. 

*  morrow,  when  we  have  deliberated  on  the  fe- 

*  veral  Matters  recommended  to  us,  we  will  give 

*  you  our  Anfwer.     We  defire,  as  our  Time  will 

*  be  wholly  taken  up  in  Council,  you  will  order 
c  the  Goods  to  be  carried  back  to  the  Proprietaries, 
4  to  prevent  their  being  loft,  and  that  they  may 
c  continue  there  till  we  call  for  them/

'Brethren,  the  Governor  and  Council, 
4  and  all  prefent, 

*  According  to  our  Promife  we  now  propofe  to 
€  return  you  an  Anfwer  to  the  feveral  Things 

*  mentioned  to  us  Yefterday,  and  ftiall  beg  Leave 

*  to  fpeak  to  public  Affairs  firft,  tho'  they  were 
?  what  you  fpoke  to  laft.  On  this  Head  you  Yef- 
4  terday  put  us  in  Mind,  firft,  "  Of  William 
<c  Penn's  early  and  conftant  Care  to  cultivate 
"  Friendfhip  with  all  the  Indians  5  of  the  Treaty 
cc  we  held  with  one  of  his  Sons,  about  ttn  Years 
<c  ago  ;  and  of  the  Neceflity  there  is  at  this  Time 
<c  of  keeping  the  Roads  between  us  clear  and  free 
"  from  all  Obftr tactions."  We  are  all  very  fen- 
c  fible  of  the  kind  Regard  that  good  Man  William 

*  Penn  had  for  all  the  Indians,  and  cannot  but  be; 

*  pleafed  to  find  that  his  Children,  have  the  fame. 

*  We  well  remember  theTreaty  you  mention  held 

*  with  his  Son  on  his  Arrival  here,  by  which  we  con- 

*  firmed  our  League  of  Friendfhip,  that  is  to  laft 

*  as  long  as  the  Sun  and  Moon  endure  :  In  Confe- 

'  quence 
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4  qucncc  of  this,  we,  on  our  Part,  fhall  preferve 

*  the  Road  free  from  all  Incumbrances  5  in  Con- 
4  firmation  whereof  we  lay  down  this  String  of 

*  Wampum. 

4  You,  in  the-  next  Place,  faid  you  would  en- 
4  large  the  Fire,  and  make  it  burn  brighter,  which 
4  we  are  pleafed  to  hear  you  mention  ;  and  allure 
c  you,  we  fhall  do  the  fame,  by  adding  to  it  more 
4  Fuel,  that  it  may  ftill  flame  out  more  ftrongly 
4  than  ever  :  In  the  laft  Place,  you  were  pleafed  to 
c  fay  that  we  are  bound  by  the  ftrifleft  Leagues, 
4  to  watch  for  each  others  Prefervation  ;  that  we 
4  mould  hear  with  our  Ears  for  you,  and  you  hear 
4  with  your  Ears  for  us  :  This  is  equally  agreea- 
4  ble  to  us  ;  and  we  fhall  not  fail  to  give  you  early 
4  Intelligence,  whenever  any  Thing  of  Confe- 
4  quence  comes  to  our  Knowledge  :  And  to  en- 
4  courage  you  to  do  the  fame,  and  to  nourifh  in 
4  your  Hearts  what  you  have  fpoke  to  us  with 
4  your  Tongues,  about  the  RenewaL  of  our  Amity, 
4  and  the  Brightening  of  the  Chain  of  Friendfhip, 
4  we  confirm  what  we  have  faid  with  another  Belt 
4  of  Wampum/ 

4  Brethren, 

4  We  received  from  the  Proprietor's  Yefterday* 
4  fome  Goods  in  Confideration  of  our  Releafe  of 
4  the  Lands  on  the  Weft-fide  of  Safquehannak,  It 
4  is  true,  we  have  the  full  Quantity  according  to 
4  Agreement ;  but  if  the  Proprietor  had  been  here 
4  himfelf,  we  think,  in  Regard  of  our  Numbers 
4  and  Poverty,  he  would  have  made  an  Addition 
4  to  them. — If  the  Goods  were  only  to  be  divided 
4  amongft  the  Indians  prefent,  a  fingle  Perfon 
c  would  have  but  a  fmall  Portion  ;  but  if  you  con^ 
4  fider  what  Numbers  are  left  behind,  equally  en- 
4  titled  with  us  to  a  Share,  there  will  be  extremely 

4  little. 
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little.  We  therefore  defire,  if  you  have  the 
Keys  of  the  Proprietor's  Cheft,  you  will  open 
it,  and  take  out  a  little  more  for  us. 
'  We  know  our  Lands  are  now  become  more 
valuable  :  The  white  People  think  we  do  not 
know  their  Value  ;  but  we  are  fenfible  that  the 
Land  is  everlafting,  ami  the  few  Goods  we  re- 
ceive for  it  are  foon  worn  out  and  gone.  For 
the  future,  we  will  fell  no  Lands  but  when  Bro- 
ther Onas  is  in  the  Country  ;  and  we  will  know 
before-hand,  the  Quantity  of  the  Goods  we  are 
to  receive.  Beiides,  we  are  not  well  ufed  with 
refpedt.  to  the  Lands  ftill  unfold  by  us.  Your 
People  daily  fettle  on  thefe  Lands,  and  fpoil  our 
Hunting. — We  mull  infift  on  your  removing 
them,  as  you  know  they  have  no  Right  to  fettle 
to  the  Northward  of  Kittocbt'mny- Hills. — In  par- 
ticular, we  renew  our  Complaints  againft  fome 
People  who  are  fettled  at  Juniata,  a  Branch  of 
Safquehannah,  and  all  along  the  Banks  of  that 
River,  as  far  as  Mahaniay  ;  and  defire  they  may 
be  forthwith  made  to  go  off  the  Land,  for  they 
do  great  Damage  to  our  Coufins  the  Delawares. 
1  We  have  further  to  obferve,  with  refpecl:  to 
the  Lands  lying  on  the  Weft-fide  of  Safquebannab^ 
that  though  Brother  Onas  (meaning  the  Proprie- 
tor) has  paid  us  for  what  his  People  poffefs,  yet 
fome  Parts  of  that  Country  have  been  taken  up 
by  Perfons,  whofe  Place  of  Refidence  is  to  the 
South  of  this  Province,  from  whom  we  have 
never  received  any  Confideration.  This  Affair 
was  recommended  to  you  by  our  Chiefs  at  our 
laft  Treaty  ;  and  you  then,  at  our  earned  De- 
fire, promifed  to  write  a  Letter  to  that  Perfon 
who  has  the  Authority  over  thofe  People,  and  to 
procure  us  his  Anfwer  :  As  we  have  never  heard 
any  from  you  on  this  Head,  we  want  to  know 
what  you  hare  done  in  it.     If  you  have  not 

*  done 
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*  done  any  Thing,  we  now  renew  our  Requeft, 
4  and  defire  you  will  inform  the  Perfon  whofe 
4  People  are  feated  on  our  Lands,  that  that  Coun- 
4  try  belongs  to  us,  in  Right  of  Conqueft ;    we 

*  having  bought  it  with  our  Blood,  and  taken  it 

*  from  bur  Enemies  in  fair  War  ;  and  we  expect, 

*  as  Owners  of  that  Land,  to  receive  fuch  a  Con- 

*  fideration  for  it  as  the  Land  is  worth.  We  de- 
4  fire  you  will  prefs  him  to  fend  a  pofitive  Anfwer  : 

*  Let  him  fay  Tes  or  No  :  If  he  fays  Yes,  we  will 
4  treat  with  him;  if  No,  we  are  able  to  do  our- 
4  felves  Juflice  ;  and  we  will  do  it,  by  going  to 
4  take  Payment  ourfelves. 

4  It  is  cuftomary  with  us  to  make  a  Prefent  of, 
4  Skins,  whenever  we  renew  our  Treaties.  We 
4  are  afliamed  to  offer  our  Brethren  fo  few,  but 
4  your  Horfes  and  Cows  have  eat  the  Grafs  our 
4  Deer  ufed  to  hcd  on.  This  has  made  them 
4  fcarce,  and  will,  we  hope,  plead  in  Excufe  for 
4  our  not  bringing  a  larger  Quantity.  If  we  could 
4  have  fpared  more,  we  would  have  given  more  ; 
4  but  we  are  really  poor;  and  defire  you'll  not 
4  confider  the  Quantity,  but,  few  as  they  are,  ac- 
4  cept  them  in  Teftimony  of  our  Regard.' 

Here  they  gave  the  Governor  a  Bundle  of  Skins, 
The  Governor  immediately  replied  : 

4  Brethren, 

4  We  thank  you  for  the  many  Declarations  of 
1  RefpecT:  you  have  given  us,  in  this  folemn  Re- 
'  newal  of  our  Treaties  :  We  receive,  and  fhall 
c  keep  your  String   and   Belts  of  Wampum,    as 

*  Pledges  of  your  Sincerity,  and  defire  thofe  we 
9  gave  you  may  be  carefully  preferved,  as  Tefti- 
1  monies  of  ours. 

4  In 
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J  In  Anfwer  to  what  you  fay  about  the  Proprie- 
taries.— They  are  all  abfent,  and  have  taken  the 
Keys  of  their  Cheft  with  them  ;  fo  that  we  can- 
not, on  their  Behalf,  enlarge  the  Quantity  of 
Goods  :  Were  they  here,  they  might,  perhaps, 
be  more  generous ;  but  we  cannot  be  liberal  for 
them. — The  Government  will,  however,  take 
your  Requeft  into  Confideration  ;  and  in  Regard 
to  your  Poverty,  may  perhaps  make  you  a  Pre- 
fent.  I  but  juft  mention  this  now,  intending  to 
refer  this  Part  of  your  Speech  to  be  anfwered  at 
our  next  Meeting. 

<  The  Number  of  Guns,  as  well  as  every  Thing 
elfe,  anfwers  exaclly  with  the  Particulars  fpeci- 
fied  in  your  Deed  of  Conveyance,  which  is  more 
;  than  was  agreed  to  be  given  you.  It  was  your 
:  own  Sentiments,  that  the  Lands  on  the  Weft- fide 
:  of  Safquebannah  were  not  fo  valuable  as  thofe 
'  on  the  Eaft ;  and  an  Abatement  was  to  be  made, 

•  proportionable  to  the  Difference  in  Value  :  But 

•  the  Proprietor  overlooked  this,  and  ordered  the 

•  full  Quantity  to  be  delivered,  which  you  will 
1  look  on  as  a  Favour. 

'  *  It  is  very  true,  that  Lands  are  of  late  become 

•  more  valuable  ;  but  what  raifes  their  Value  ?  Is 
i  it  not  entirely  owing  to  the  Induftry  and  Labour 
'  ufed  by  the  white  People,  in  their  Cultivation 
:  and  Improvement  ?  Had  not  they  come  amongft 

<  you,  thefe  Lands  would  have  been  of  no  Ufe  to 
■  you,  any  farther  than  to  maintain  you.  And  is 
6  there  not,   now  you  have  fold  fo  much,  enough 

<  left  for  all  the  Purpofes  of  Living  ?— What  you 
1  fay  of  the  Goods,  that  they  are  foon  worn  out, 

<  is  applicable  to  every  Thing  \  but  you  know  very 
c  well,  that  they  coft  a  great  deal  of  Money  \  and 
'  the  Value  of  Land  is  no  more  than  it  is  worth 
B  in  Money.

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c  On  your  former  Complaints  againft  People's 
4  fettling  in  the  Lands  on  Juniata,  and  from  thence 
c  all  along  on  the  River  Safquehannab  as  far  as 
4  Mabaniaby,  fome  Magiftrates  were  fent  exprefsly 

*  to  remove  them,  and  we  thought  no  Perfons 
Q  would  prefume  to  ftay  after  that.' 

Here  they  interrupted  the  Governor,  and  faid  : 
—  44  Thefe  Perfons  who  were  fent  did  not  do 
4C  their  Duty :  So  far  from  removing  the  People, 
44  they  made  Surveys  for  themfelves,  and  they  are 
<c  are  in  League  with  the  TrefpafTers.  We  defire 
"  more  effectual  Methods  may  be  ufed,  and  ho- 
4C  nefter  Perfons  employed." 

Which  the  Governor  promifed,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded : 

4  Brethren, 

€  According  to  the  Promife  made  at  our  laft 
4  Treaty  with  you,  Mr.  Logan,  who  was  at  that 
4  Time  Prefident,  did  write  to  the  Governor  of 
4  Maryland,  that  he  might  make  you  Satisfaction 
4  for  fuch  of  your  Lands  as  his  People  had  taken 

*  up,  but  did  not  receive  one  Word  from  him 
4  upon  that  Head.  I  will  write  to  him  again, 
4  and  endeavour  to  procure  you  a  fatisfa&ory  An- 
4  fwer.  We  do  not  doubt  but  he  will  do  you 
4  Juftice  :    But  we  exhort  you  to  be  careful  not  to 

*  exercife  any  Acts  of  Violence  towards  his  Peo- 
4  pie,  as  they  likewife  are  our  Brethren,  and  Sub- 

*  jecls  of  the  fame  great  King ;  and  therefore 
4  Violence  towards  them  muft  be  productive  of 
4  very  evil  Confequences. 

4  I  fhall  conclude  what  I  have  to  fay  at  this 
4  Time,    with  Acknowledgments  for  your  Pre- 

*  fent ;  which  is  very  agreeable  to  us,  from  the 
4  Expreflions  of  Regard  ufed  by  you  in  prefenting 
4  it ;   Gifts  of  this  Nature  receiving  their  Value 

4  from 
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€  from  the  Affection  of  the  Giver,  and  not  from 
1  the  Quantity  or  Price  of  the  Thing  given/

The  Board  taking  into  Confideration  whether  it 
be  proper  or  not  at  this  Time,  to  make  a  Prefent 
to  the  Indians  of  the  Six  Nations  now  in  Town, 
in  Return  for  their  Prefent  to  this  Government  at 
Yefterday's  Treaty; 

Refolved, 

That  it  is  highly  fit  and  proper  that  a  Prefent  be 
made  to  the  faid  Indians  at  this  Time. 

And  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Board,  that  the 
faid  Prefent  fhould  be  of  the  Value  of  500  L  or  at 
lea  ft  300  /. 

And  it  is  recommended  to  Mr.  Logan,  Mr. 
Pre/ton,  and  Mr.  Lawrence,  to  acquaint  Mr,  Kin- 
fey,  the  Speaker  of  the  Aflembly,  with  the  Opinion 
of  this  Board  5  and  that  they  requeft  him  to  confer 
with  fuch  other  Members  of  the  Aflembly  as  are  in 
Town,  and  report  their  Sentiments  thereupon. 

The  Board  taking  into  Confideration  the  Threats 
cxpreffed  by  the  Indians,  at  the  Treaty  Yefterday, 
againft  the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland,  fettled  on  cer- 
tain 
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tain  Lands  on  the  Weft-fide  of  Safquehannah,  which 
the  Indians  claim,  and  for  which  they  require  Sa- 
tisfaction ;  and  confidering,  that  mould  thofe 
Threats,  in  any  Sort  be  put  in  Execution,  not  only 
the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland,  but  of  this  Govern- 
ment, and  all  his  Majefty's  Subjects  on  the  Northern 
Continent  of  America,  may  thereby  be  involved  in 
much  Trouble,  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Board, 
that  the  Governor  write  to  the  Governor  of  Mary- 
land without  Delay,  to  inform  him  of  the  Indians 
Complaints  and  Threats,  and  to  requeft  a  fatis- 
factory  Anfwer  ;  and  that  his  Letter  be  fent  by  a 
fpecial  Meflenger,  at  the  public  Expence.

The  Governor  informed  the  Board,  that  the  In- 
dian Chiefs  dining  with  him  Yefterday,  after  Din- 
ner delivered  their  Anfwer  to  two  Affairs  of  Con- 
fequence : 

The  firft  related  to  the  violent  Battery  com* 
mitted  on  William  Webb,  in  the  Forks  of  Delaware* 
whereby  his  Jaw-bone  was  broke,  and  his  Life 
greatly  endangered,  by  an  unknown  Indian.  Ca~ 
najfateego  repeating  the  Meffage  delivered  to  the 
Six  Nations  by  Shickcalamy,  in  the  Year  1 740,  with 
a  String  of  Wampum,  faid  in  Anfwer  :  c  The  Six 
«  Nations  had  made  diligent  Enquiry  into  the  Affair, 

Vol.  II.  C  «  and 
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4  and  had  found  out  the  Indian  who  had  commit- 

4  ted  the  Fact ;  he  lived  near  J/opus,  and  had  been 

4  examined  and  feverely  reprov'd  :  And  they  hoped, 

*  as  William  Webb  was  recovered,  the  Governor 
4  would  not  expect  any  further  Punifhment ;    and 

*  therefore  they  returned  the  Str:ng  of  Wampum 

*  received  from  their  Brethren,  by  the  Hand  of 
4  Shickcalamy,  in  token  that  they  had  fully  complied 
4  with  their  Requefr..' 

I  thank'd  them,  faid  he,  for  their  Care;  but  re- 
minded them,  that  though  the  Man  did  not  die,  yet 
he  lay  a  long  Time  in  extreme  Mifery,  and  would 
never  recover  the  free  Ufe  of  his  Speech,  and  was 
rendered  lefs  able  to  get  his  Livelihood  ;  and  in 
fuch  Cafes  the  Englijk  Laws  obliged  the  Afiailant 
to  make  good  all  Damages,  befides  paying  for  the 
Pain  endured. — —But  as  the  Indian  was,  in  all 
Probability,  poor,  and  unable  to  make  Satisfaction, 
1  told  them,  that  for  their  Sake  I  would  forgive 
him;  adding,  had  Webb  died,  1  make  no  Doubt 
but  you  would  have  put  the  Indian  to  Death,  juft 
as  we  did  two  of  our  People  who  had  killed  an 
Indian ;  we  caufed  them  to  be  hung  on  a  Gallows, 
in  the  Prefence  of  many  Hundreds  of  our  People, 
to  deter  all  others  from  doing  the  like,  CanaJ/a- 
ieego  made  me  this  Reply :  «  The  Indians  know 
4  no  Punifhment  but  Death ;    they  have  no  fuch 

*  Thing  as  pecuniary  Mulcts;  if  a  man  be  guilty 
4  of  a  Crime,  he  is  either  put  to  Death,  or  the  Fault 
c  is  overlook'd.  We  have  often  heard  of  your 
«  hanging^  up  tbofe  two  Perfons ;  but   as  none  of 

*  our  Indians  faw  the  Men  die,  many  believe  they 
4  were  not  hanged,  but  tranfported  to  fome  other 
4  Colony  :  And  it  would  be  fatisfactory  to  the  In- 
c  diaxs,  if,  for  the  future,  ibme  of  them  be  fent 
4  for,  to  be  WitnelTes  of  fuch  Executions.'  I 
aflured  them,  that  whoever  gave  them  that  Infor- 
mation  abufed  them;    for  the  Perfons    certainly 

fuffercd 
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fuffered  Death,    and  in   the  Prefence  of   all  the 
People. 

Canajfateego  then  proceeded  to  give  an  Anfwer 
to  what  was  faid  to  them  the  2d  Inftant,  relating  to 
Le  Tori's  Letter :     i  That  they  had,   in  Council, 

<  confidered  in  what  Manner  the  Matter  recom- 

<  mended  to  them  ought  to  be  conducted  ;  and 
c  they  were  of  Opinion,  that  as  the  Sbavjaneje,  not 
c  the  Twightwys  (for  they  knew  fo  much  of  it, 
c  that  the  People  were  of  the  Twigbtwy  Nation  in 
€  whofe  Bags  the  Scalps  were  found)  had  fent  me 
«  a  Prefent  of  Skins,  I  mould  in  Return,  fend  them 
*  a  Blanket  or  a  Kettle,  and  with  it  a  very  fharp 
c  MefTage;  that  tho'  they  had  done  well  in  fweep- 
4  ing  the  Road  from  Blood,  yet  that  was  but  a 
4  fmall  Part  of  their  Duty;  they  ought  not  to  have 
«  fuffered  the  Tivzghtwys,  after  their  Lye,  and  the 
4  Difcovery  of  the  Scalps,  to  have  left  them,  'till 
4  they  had  given  a  full  and  true  Account  how  they 
4  came  by  them,  whofe  Scalps  they  were,  and  in 
4  what  Place,  and  for  what  Reafon  the  Men  were 
4  kill'd ;  and  when  they  had  been  fully  fatisfied 
4  of  all  thefe  Particulars,  then  it  was  their  Duty 
4  to  have  given  Information  to  the  Government 

c  where  the  white  People  lived,  that  the  Murder- 
4  ers  might  be  complained  againft,  and  punifhed 
c  by  the  Nation  they  belonged  to :  And  as  the 
4  Shawanefe  had  omitted  to  perform  the  Part  of 
4  Brethren,  that  I  mould  reprove  them  for  it,  and 
8  charge  them  to  make  Amends  for  their  Neglecl, 
4  by  uiing  all  poffible  Expedition  to  come  at  the 
c  Knowledge  of  thefe  Things,  and  to  aid  their 
c  Brethren  the  white  People  in  obtaining  Juftice/ 
The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Council  being 
read,  Mr.  Logan  reported,  on  Behalf  of  himfelf, 
and  the  other  Gentlemen  to  whom  it  was  recom- 
mended, that  they  had  confer'd  with  Mr.  Kmjty, 
and  requefted  him  to  confult  the  other  Members 
C  2  of 
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of  the  AfTembly  concerning  the  making  a  Prefent 
to  the  Indians ;  and  that  Mr.  Kinfey,  having  col- 
lected the  Sentiments  of  feveral  Members  of  the 
AfTembly  in  Town,  whom  he  had  confer'd  with 
on  that  Subjeft,  found  them  generally  of  Opinion, 
that  a  Prefent  fhould  at  this  Time  be  made  ;  but 
that  they  had  declined  nominating  any :  Sum : 
However,  that  Mr.  Kinfey  had  given  it  as  his  own 
Opinion,  that  the  Governor  and  Council  might  go 
as  far  as  three  hundred  Pounds. 

And  accordingly  it  is  refer'd  to  Mr.  Logan,  Mr. 
Prejlon  and  Mr.  Lawrence,  to  confider  of,  and  pre- 
pare a  proper  Lift  of  the  Goods  whereof  the  Pre- 
fent fhould  be  compofed,  to  the  Value  of  three 
hundred  Pounds,  as  aforefaid  ;  advifing  with  the  In- 
terpreter as  to  the  Quantity  and  Quality.

4  were  here,  they  were  informed,  that  your  Coufins, 

4  a  Branch   of  the  Delawares,  gave  this  Province 

4  fome  Difturbance  about  the  Lands  the  Proprietor 

*  purchafed  from  them,  and  for  which  their  An- 

*  ceftors  had  received  a  valuable  Confideration, 
4  above  fifty-jive  Years  ago,  as  appears  by  a  Deed 
4  now  lying  on  the  Table. — Some  time  after  this, 

*  Conrad  Weifer  delivered  to  your  Brother  Thomas 
4  Penn  your  Letter,  wherein  you  requeft  of  him, 
4  and  James  Logan,  that  they  would  not  buy  Land, 

<  &Ct This  has  been  (hewn  to  them,  and  in- 

4  terpreted ;  notwithstanding  which,  they  have  con- 
4  tinued  their  former  Difturbances,  and  have  had 

*  the  Infolence  to  write  Letters  to  fome  of  the 
4  Magiftrates  of  this  Government,  wherein  they 
4  have  abufed  your  good  Brethren,  our  worthy 
4  Proprietaries,  and  treated  them  with  the  utmoft 
4  Rudenefs  and  III- Manners.  Being  loth,  from 
4  our  Regard  to  you,  to  punifh  them  as  they  de- 
4  ferve,  I  fent  two  MefTengers  to  inform  them  that 
4  you  were  expected  here,  and  mould  be  acquainted 
4  with  their  Behaviour. — As  you,  on  all  Occafions, 
4  apply  to  us  to  remove  all  white  People  that  are 
«•  fettled  on  Lands  before  they  are  purchafed  from 

*  you,  and  we  do  our  Endeavours  to  turn  fuch 
4  People  off,  we  now  expect  from  you,  that  you 
4  will  caufe  thefe  Indians  to  remove  from  the  Lands 
4  in  the  Forks  of  Delaware,  and  not  give  any 
4  further  Difturbance  to  the  Perfons  who  are  now 

<  in  PofTeffion.' 

To  inforce  this  we  lay  down  a  String  of  Wampum, 
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Then  were  read  the  feveral  Conveyances,  the 
Paragraph  of  the  Letter  wrote  by  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Six  Nations  relating  to  the  Delawares ;  the  Letters 
of  the  Fork  Indians  to  the  Governor  and  Mr.  Lang- 
home,  and  a  Draught  of  the  Land  ;  thefe  were  then 
delivered  to  Conrad  Weifer,  who  was  defired  to  in- 
terpret them  to  the  Chiefs,  when  they  ihould  take 
this  Affair  into  their  Confideration.

The  Governor  laid  before  the  Board  an  Extract 
from  the  Treaty  held  here  the  7th  Inftant  with  the 
Indians  of  the  Six  Nations,  fo  far  as  it  related  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  Maryland-,  as  alfo  a  Letter  he  had 
prepared  for  the  Governor  of  Maryland  upon  that 
SubjecT:;  both  of  which  being  approved,  were  or- 
dered to  be  tranferibed  fair,  in  order  to  be  dif- 
patch'd  the  following  Morning.  The  Letter  was 
as  follows : 


SIR, 


Philadelphia,  July  io,  1742. 


CTH  E  inchfed  Extra cl  of  the  Speech  made  by  the 
-*•  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nations,  before  a  very  nume- 
rous Audience,  in  this  Place,  with  my  Anfwer  to  it, 
is  of  fo  great  Importance  to  all  his  Majejlfs  Colonies 
in  this  Part  of  his  Dominions,  and  to  your  Govern- 

merit 
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ment  in  particular,  that  I  have  employed  a  fpecial 
Meffenger  to  deliver  it  you.  I  hope  you  will  enable 
me  to  fend  them  a  fatisfaclory  Anfiver.  It  would  be 
impertinent  in  me  to  fay  ?nore  to  one  fo  well  informed 
as  you  are  of  ihefe  Nations,  and  of  their  abfolute 
Authority  over  all  the  Indians  bordering  upon  us,  or 
of  the  Advantages  of  ?naintaining  a  Jlricl  Friend/hip 
with  them  at  all  Times,  but  more  efpecially  at  this  cri- 
tical Junclure.

An  Account  exhibited  by  Conrad  Weifer  of  his 
Expences  upon  the  Indians,  and  Indian  Affairs, 
from  February  laft  to  July  i,  1742,  amounting  to 
36/.  J 8  s.  3d.  was  laid  before  the  Board,  and 
examin'd,  and  allow'd  to  be  a  juft  and  very  mo- 
derate Account. 

And  the  Board  taking  into  Confideration  the 
many  fignal  Services  performed  by  the  faid  Conrad 
Weifer  to  this  Government,  his  Diligence  and 
Labour  in  the  Service  thereof,  and  his  Skill  in 
the  Indian  Languages  and  Methods  of  Bufinefs, 
are  of  Opinion,  that  the  faid  Conrad  fhould  be  al- 
lowed, as  a  Reward  from  the  Province  at  this 
Time,  the  Sum  of  Thirty  Pounds,  at  leaft,  befides

will  be,  your  fteady  and  fincere  Friends. 
4  It  is  a  Cuftom  when  we  renew  our  Treaties 
with  our  good  Friends  the  Indians,  to  clear  the 
Road,  and  make  our  Fire  burn  bright  :  We 
have  done  fo  upon  this  Occafion ;  and,  in 
Token  of  our  Sincerity,  we  deliver  you,  as  a 
Prefent  from  the  Governor,  the  Council,  the 
AfTembly,  and  all  the  People  of  Penfylvania,  the 
following  Goods,  viz.

c  Brethren,  the  Governor  and  Council, 
*  The  other  Day  you  informed  us  of  the  Mif- 

*  behaviour  of  our  Coufins  the  Delawares,  with 

*  Refpecl  to  their  continuing  to  claim,  and  refufing 
1  to  remove  from  fome  Land  on  the  River  Dela- 
1  ware,  notwithflanding  their  Anceflors  had  fold  it 

*  by  a  Deed  under  their  Hr.nds  and  Seals  to  the 
c  Proprietaries,  for  a  valuable  Confideration,  up- 

*  wards  of  fifty  Years  ago,  and  notwithftanding 
'  that,  they  themfelves  had  alfo  not  many  Years 
1  ago,  after  a  long  and  full  Examination,  ratified 
c  that  Deed  of  their  Anceflors,  and  given  a  frefh 
Vkone  under  their  Hands  and  Seals  5  and  then  you 

*  re- 
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■  requefted  us  to  remove  them,  inforcing  yourRe- 

*  queft  with  a  String  of  Wampum.— Afterwards 
<  we  laid  on  the  Table  our  own  Letters  by  Con- 
4  rad  Weifer  ;  fome  of  our  Coufins  Letters,  and 
4  the  feveral  Writings  to  prove  the  Charge  againft 

*  our  Coufins,  with  a  Draught  of  the  Land  in 
4  Difpute. — We  now  tell  you,  we  have  perufed 
4  all  thefe  feveral  Papers :  We  fee  with  our  own 
4  Eyes,  that  they  have  been  a  very  unruly  People, 
c  and  are  altogether  in  the  Wrong  in  their  Deal- 
4  ings  with  you. — We  have  concluded  to  remove 
4  them,  and  oblige  them  to  go  over  the  River 
4  Delaware ■,  and  quit  all  Claim  to  any  Lands  on 
4  this  Side  for  the  future,  fince  they  have  received 
4  Pay  for  them9  and  it  is  gone  through  their  Guts 

*  long  ago. — To  confirm  to  you  that  we  will  fee 

*  your  Requeft  executed,  we  lay  down  this  String 

*  of  Wampum  in  Return  for  yours.' 

Then  turning  to  the  Delawares^  holding  a  Belt 
of  Wampum  in  his  Hand,  he  fpoke  to  them  as  fol- 
lows : 

4  Cousins, 
4  Let  this  Belt  of  Wampum  ferve  to  chaftife 
6  you.  You  ought  to  be  taken  by  the  Hair  of 
4  the  Head,  and  fhaked  feverely,  till  you  recover 
f  your  Senfes,  and  become  fober.  You  don't 
4  know  what  Ground  you  ftand  on,  nor  what 
4  you   are  doing.     Our  Brother  Onas's  Caufe  is 

*  very  juft   and   plain,  and  his  Intentions  are  to 

*  preferve  Friendfhip.  On  the  other  Hand,  your 
c  Caufe  is  bad ;  your  Heart  far  from  being  up- 
*•  right  ;  and  you  are  malicioufly  bent  to  break  the 
4  Chain  of  Friend  fnip  with  our  brother  Onas,  and 
4  his  People.  We  have  ken  with  our  Eyes  a 
4  Deed  fign'd  by  nine  of  your  Anceftors  above 
4  fifty  Years  ago  for  this  very  Land,  and  a  Releafe 
4  ngn'd,  not  many  Years  fince^  by  forne  of  your- 

4  felves 
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felyes  and  Chiefs  now  living,  to  the  Number  of 
Rfreen  or  upwards. — But  how  came  you  to  take 
upon  you  to  fell  Land  at  all  ?  We  conquered 
you  ;  v/e  made  Women  of  you  ;  you  know  you 
are  Women,  and  can  no  more  fell  Land  than 
Women  ;  nor  is  it  fit  you  mould  have  the 
Power  of  felling  Lands,  fince  you  would  abufe 
it.  This  Land  that  you  claim  is  gone  thro* 
your  Guts ;  you  have  been  furnifhed  with 
Cloaths,  Meat,  and  Drink,  by  the  Goods  paid 
you  for  it  \  and  now  you  want  it  again,  like 
Children  as  you  are. — But  what  makes  you  fell 
Land  in  the  Dark  I  Did  you  ever  tell  us  that  you 
had  fold  this  Land  ?  Did  we  ever  receive  any 
Part,  even  the  Value  of  a  Pipe-fhank,  from  you  for 
it?  You  have  told  us  a  blind  Story,  that  you 
fent  a  Meffenger  to  us  to  inform  us  of  the  Sale  ; 
but  he  never  came  amongft  us,  nor  we  ncvei 
heard  any  Thing  about  it. — This  is  acting  in  the 
Dark,  and  very  different  from  the  Conduct  our 
Six  Nations  obferve  in  the  Sales  of  Land ;  on 
fuch  Occafions  they  give  publick  Notice,  and 
invite  all  the  Indians  of  their  united  Nations, 
and  give  them  all  a  Share  of  the  Prefent  they 
receive  for  their  Lands. — This  is  the  Behaviour 
of  the  wife  united  Nations. — -But  we  find  you 
are  none  of  our  Blood  :  You  acl:  a  dimoneft 
Part,  not  only  in  this,  but  in  other  Matters  : 
Your  Ears  are  ever  open  to  ilanderous  Reports 
about  our  Brethren;  you  receive  them  with  as  much 
Greedinefs  as  lewd  Women  receive  the  Embraces 
of  bad  Men.  And  for  all  thefe  Reafons,  we  charge 
you  to  remove  inftantly  y  we  don't  give  you  the 
Liberty  to  think  about  it.  You  are  Women. 
Take  the  Advice  of  a  wife  Man,  and  remove 
immediately.  You  may  remove  to  the  other 
Side  of  Delaware,  where  you  came  from  :  But 
we  do  not  know  whether;  cciifidering  how  you 

*  have 
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c  have  demeaned  yourfelves,  you  will  be  permitted 
4  to  Jive  there ;  or  whether  you  have  not  fwal- 
4  lowed  that  Land  down  your  Throats,  as  well 
4  as  the  Land  on  this  Side.     We   therefore  aflign 

*  you  two  Places  to  go,  either  to  TVyomen  or  Sba- 
4  mokin.     You  may  go  to  either  of  thefe  Places, 

*  and  then  we  fhall  have  you  more  under  our 
4  Eye,  and  fhall  fee  how  you  behave.  Don't  de- 
4  liberate,  but  remove  away,  and  take  this  Belt  of 
4  Wampum.' 

This  being  interpreted  by  Conrad  Weifer  into 
Engli/h,  and  by  Cornelius  Spring  into  the  Dela- 
ware Language,  Canaffateego  taking  a  String  of 
Wampum,  added  further : 

4  After  our  juft:  Reproof,  and  abfohite  Order 
4  to  depart  from  the  Land,  you  are  now  to  take 
4  Notice  of  what  we  have  further  to  fay  to  you. 
4  This  String  of  Wampum  ferves  to  forbid  you,, 
4  your  Children  and  Grand-children,  to  the  lateft 
4  Pofterity  for  ever,  meddling  in  Land  -  affairs  | 
4  neither  you,  nor  any  who  (hall  defcend  from 
*  you,  are  ever  hereafter  to  prefume  to  fell  any 
4  Land  :  For  which  Purpofe  you  are  to  preferve 
4  this  String,  in  Memory  of  what  your  Uncles 
4  have  this  Day  given  you  in  Charge. — We  have 
4  fome  other  Bufinefs  to  tranfacl  with  our  Bre- 
4  thren,  and  therefore  depart  the  Council,  and 
4  confider  what  has  been  faid  to  you/ 

Canaffateego  then  fpoke  to  the  Governor  and 
Council : 

4  Brethren, 

4  We  called  at  our  old  Friend  James  Logan's^ 
*  in  our  Way  to  this  City,  and,  to  our  Grief,  we 

4  found

f  found  him  hid  in  the  Bufhes,  and  retired,  thro* 

c  Infirmities,   from  publick  Bufinefs.     We  prefs'd 

f  him  to  leave  his  Retirement,  and  prevailed  with 

4  him  to  aflift  once  more  on  our  Account  at  your 

*  Councils.     We  hope,  notwithftanding  his  Age, 

*  and  the  Effects  of  a  Fit  of  Sicknefs,  which  we 
c  underftand  has  hurt  his  Conftitution,  that  he 
c  may  yet  continue  a  long  Time  to  aflift  this  Pro- 
c  vince  with  his  Counfels.  He  is  a  wife  man, 
c  and  a  faft  Friend  to  the  Indians  ;  and  we  defire, 
c  when  his  Soul  goes  to  G  O  D,  you  may  chufe 
c  in  his  Room  juft  fuch  another  Perfon,  of  the 
c  fame  Prudence  and  Ability  in  counfelling,  and 
c  of  the  fame  tender  Difpofition  and  Affection 
c  for  the  Indians.  In  Teftimony  of  our  Gratitude 
'  for  all  his  Services,  and  becaufe  he  was  fo  good 
€  as  to  leave  his  Country-houfe,  and  follow  us  to 
c  Town,  and  be  at  the  Trouble,  in  this  his  ad- 
e  vanced  Age,  to  attend  the  Council,  we  prefent 
€  him  with  this  Bundle  of  Skins.' 


*  Brethren, 

c  It  is  always  our  Way,  at  the  Conclufion  of  a 
Treaty,  to  defire  you  will  ufe  your  Endeavours 
with  the  Traders,  that  they  may  fell  their  Goods 
cheaper,  and  give  us  a  better  Price  for  our 
Deer- Huns.  Whenever  any  particular  Sort  of  In- 
dian Goods  is  fcarce,  they  conftantly  make  us  pay 
the  dearer  on  that  Account.  We  muft  now  ufe 
the  fame  Argument  with  them  :  Our  Deer  are 
killed  in  fuch  Quantities,  and  our  Hunting- 
Countries  grown  lefs  every  Day  by  the  Settlement*4 
of  white  People,  that  Game  is  now  difficult  to 
find,  and  we  muft  go  a  great  Way  in  queft  of 
it  ;  they  therefore  ought  to  give  us  a  better 
Price  for  our  Skins ;  and  we  defire  you  would 
;  fpeak  to  them  to  do  fo.     We  have  been  ftinted 

!  in 
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in  the  Article  of  Rum  in  Town.  We  defire 
you  will  open  the  Rum-bottle,  and  give  it  to  us 
in  greater  Abundance  on  the  Road.' 

To  inforce  our  Requeji  about  the  Indian  Traders, 
zve  prefent  you  with  this  Bundle  of  Skins. 

€  Brethren, 

6  When  we  firft  came  to  your  Houfes  we  found 
them  clean,  and  in  Order,  but  we  have  (raid  fo 
long  as  to  dirty  them  ;  which  is  to  be  imputed 
to  our  different  Way  of  Living  from  the  white 
People  :  And  therefore,  as  we  cannot  but  have 
been  difagreeable  to  you  on  this  Account,  we 
prefent  you  with  fome  Skins,  to  make  your 
Houfes  clean,  and  put  them  into  the  fame  Con- 
dition they  were  in  when  we  came  amongfl 
you.' 

^Brethren, 

c  The  Bufinefs  the  Five  Nations  tranfacT:  with 
you  is  of  great  Confequence,  and  requires  a 
fkilful  and  honeft  Perfon  to  go  between  us  ; 
one  in  whom  both  you  and  we  can  place  a  Con- 
fidence.-—We  efteem  our  prefent  Interpreter  to 
be  fuch  a  Perfon,  equally  faithful  in  the  Inter- 
pretation of  whatever  is  laid  to  him  by  either  of 
us,  equally  allied  to  both  ;  he  is  of  our  Nation* 
and  a  Member  of  our  Council,  as  well  as  of 
yours.  When  we  adopted  him,  we  divided  him 
into  two  equal  Parts  :  One  we  kept  for  ourfelves3 
and  one  we  left  for  you.  He  has  had  a  great 
Deal  of  Trouble  with  us,  wore  out  his  Shoes  in* 
our  MefTages,  and  dirtied  his  Cloaths  by  being 
amongft  us,  fo  that  he  is  become  as  nafty  as  an 
Indian.

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*  In  return  for  thefe  Services,  we  recommend 
him  to  your  Generofity  ;  and  on  our  own  Behalf,

6  We  have  ftill  one  more  Favour  to  afk.  Our 
c  Treaty,  and  all  we  have  to  fay  about  public  Bu- 
€  finefs,  is  now  over,  and  To-morrow  we  defign 

<  to  leave  you.     We  hope,  as  you  have  given  us 

*  Plenty  of  good  Provifion  whilft  in  Town,  that 

*  you  will  continue  your  Goodnefs  fo  far  as  to 
'  fupply  us  with  a  little  more  to  ferve  us  on  the 

*  Road.  And  we  likewife  defire  you  will  provide 
4  us  with  Waggons,  to  carry  our  Goods  to  the

To  thefe  feveral  Points  the  Governor  made 
the  following  Reply. 

1  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations, 

j  The  Judgment  you  have  juft  now  parted  on 
4  your  Coufins  the  Delaware*,  confirms  the  high 

*  Opinion  we  have  ever  entertained  of  the  Juftice 
«  of  the  Six  Nations.   This  Part  of  your  Character, 

*  for  which  you  are  defervedly  famed,   made  us 

*  wave  doing  ourfelves  Juftice,  in  order  to  give 

<  you  another  Opportunity  of  convincing  the 
«  World  of  your  inviolable  Attachment  to  your 
1  Engagements.      Thefe  unhappy   People  might 

*  have  always  lived  eafy,  having  never  received  the 

*  leaft  Injury  from  us  ;    but  we  believe  fome   of 

*  our  own  People  were  bad  enough  to  impofe 
f  on  their  Credulity,  and  engage  them  in  thde 
\  wrong  Meafures,  which  we  wiih*  fox  their  Sakes, 

*  they  had  avoided.

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•  We  hoped,  from  what  we  have  conftantly 
<  given  in  Charge  to  the  Indian  Traders,  that  they 

*  would  have  adminiftred  no  juft  Caufe  of  Com- 

*  plaint  :  If  they  do  you  Wrong,  it  is  againft  our 

*  Inclinations,    and  contrary  to  our  exprefs  Di- 

*  reclions.     As  you  have  exhibited  no  particular 

*  Charge  againft  them,  we  fhall  ufe  cur  beft  En- 
H  deavours  to  perfuade  them  to  give  you  as  much 

*  for  your  Skins  as  they  can  poflibly  afford  j  and  to 

*  take  Care  that  their  Goods,  which  they  give  in 
4  Exchange  for  Skins,  be  of  the  beft  Sort.  We 
4  will  likewife  order  you  fome  Rum  to  ferve  you 

*  on  your  Journey  Home,  fince  you  defire  it. 

4  We  wifh  there  had  been  more  Room  and  bet- 
4  ter  Houfes  provided  for  your  Entertainment; 
4  but  not  expecting  fo  many  of  you,  we  did  the 
4  beft  we  could.    'Tis  true/  there  are  a  great  many 

*  Houfes  in  Town,  but  as  they  are  the  Property 

*  of  other  People,  who  have  their  own  Families 
4  to  take  Care  of,  it  is  difficult  to  procure  Lodg- 

*  ings  for  a  large  Number  of  People,  efpecially  if 

*  they  come  unexpectedly. 

4  We  entertain  the  fame  Sentiments  of  the  Abi- 
c  lities  and  Probity  of  the  Interpreter,  as  you  have 
4  exprefTed.  We  were  induced  at  firft  to  make 
4  Ufe  of  him  in  this  important  Truft,  from  his 
4  being  known  to  be  agreeable  to  you,  and  one 
4  who  had  lived  amongft  you  for  fome  Years,  in 
4  good  Credit  and  Efteem  with  all  your  Nations  ; 
'and  have  ever  found  him  equally  faithful  to  both. 
4  We  are  pleafed  with  the  Notice  you  have  taken 
4  of  him,  and  think  he  richly  deferves  it  at  your 
4  Hands.  We  fhall  not  be  wanting  to  make  him 
4  a  fuitable  Gratification,  for  the  many  good  and 

*  faithful  Services  he  hath  done  this  Government. 

4  We  have  already  given  Orders  for  Waggons 

*  to  carry  your  Goods,  and  for  a  Supply  of  Provi- 

*  fions  to  ferve  yoa  on  the  Road  in  your  Return 

4  Home, 
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c  Home,  where  we  heartily  wifh  you  may  arrive 
6  in  good  Health.' 

After  the  Governor  had  concluded,  Mr.  Logan 
returned  an  Anfwer  to  that  Part  of  Canaffateego's 
Speech,  which  related  to  him,  and  faid,  '  That 
4  not  only  upon  the  Account  of  his  Lamenefs,  of 
c  which  the  Indians  themfelves   were  WitnefTes  ; 

*  but  on  Account  of  another  Indifpofition,  which 
c  about  three  Years  fince  had  laid  him  under  an 
c  Incapacity  of  exprefling  himfelf  with  his  former 
c  ufual  Freedom,  he  had   been  obliged  to  live  re- 

*  tired  in  the  Country.  But  that  our  firft  Pro- 
c  prietor,  the  Honourable  William  Penn,  who  had 

*  ever  been  a  Father  and  true  Friend   to  all   the 

*  Indians,  having  about  forty  Years  fince  recom- 
c  mended  them  to  his  particular  Care  ;  he  had  al- 
c  ways,  from  his  own  Inclination,  as  well  as  from 
c  that  Ariel:  Charge,  endeavoured  to  convince  all 

*  the  Indians,  that  he  was  their  true  Friend  ;  and 
c  was  now  well  pleafed,  that  after  a  Trad  of 
6  fo  many  Years,  they  were  not  infcnfible  of 
e  it.     He  thanked  them  kindly  for  their  Prefent, 

*  and  heartily  joined  with  them  in  their  Defires, 
4  that  this  Government  may  always  be  furnifhed 
c  with  Perfons  of  equally  good  Inclinations,  and 
4  not  only  with  fuch,  but  alfo  with  better  Abilities 
4  to  ferve  them/ 

And  then  Canaffateego  faid,  He  had  forgot  to 
mention,  that  Shickcalamy  and  Caxhayn  had  been 
employ'd  on  feveral  Meflages  to  this  Government, 
and  defired  they  might  be  confidered  on  that  Ac- 
count.

The  Board  taking  into  Confideration  the  Regu- 
lation of  the  neceflary  Expences  of  the  Indians  tra- 
velling down  hither,  and  returning  ;  and  upon  an 
Eftimate  made  by  Conrad  Weifer,  amounting  to 
about  one  hundred  Pounds,  it  appearing  that  the  faid 
Sum  of  100  L  will  be  neceflary  to  be  advanced  to 
Conrad  Weifer  to  defray  thofe  Expences  ;  Mr.  Lo- 
gan, on  the  Proprietaries  Behalf,  propofes  to  ad- 
vance 40/.  and  the  Treafurer  declaring  he  had  no 
public  Money  in  his  Hands,  and  that  if  he  had, 
he  would  not  advance  Money  without  the  AfTem- 
bly's  Order  ;  it  is  recommended  to  Mr.  Prefton 
and  Mr.  Lawrence,  to  confer  with  Mr.  Kinfey,  and 
know  whether  he,  as  Speaker  of  the  Aflembly, 
and  Truftee  of  the  Loan-Office,  will  advance  the 
other  60  /. 

And  the  Indians  having  requefted  that  they 
might  have  a  fmall  Quantity  of  Rum,  to  be  added 
to  their  Provifions,  to  comfort  them  on  the  Road  ;

#  §  took  fome  of  the  Indian  Chiefs  by  the 

ST  §•  Hand,  and  after  they  had  feated  them- 
%  felves,  the  Governor  bid  them  welcome 
#####  into  the  Government ;  and  there  being 
Wine  and  Punch  prepared  for  them,  the  Governor

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Governor  and  the  feveral  Commiflloncrs  drank 
Health  to  the  Six  Nations  ;  and  CanaJJateego, 
Tachanoontia^  and  fome  other  Chiefs,  returned  the 
Compliments,  drinking  the  Healths  of  *  Onas,  f 
AJfaragoa^    and  the  Governor  of  Maryland. 

After  they  were  all  ferved  with  Wine,  Punch, 
Pipes  and  Tobacco,  the  Governor  told  the  Indians^ 
that  as  it  was  cuftomary,  and  indeed  necefTary,  they 
fliould  have  fome  Time  to  reft  after  fo  long  a 
Journey,  and  as  he  thought  three  Days  would  be 
no  more  than  fufficient  for  that  Purpofe,  he  pro- 
pofed  to  fpeak  to  them  on  Monday  next ;  after  which, 
the  honourable  Commiflioners  would  take  their  own 
Time  to  deliver  what  they  had  to  fay. 

CANASSATEEGO  anfwered  the  Governor: 
We  thank  you  for  giving  us  Time  to  reft ;  we  are 
come  to  you,  and  fhall  leave  it  intirely  to  you  to 
appoint  the  Time  when  we  fhall  meet  you 
again.  We  likewife  leave  it  to  the  Governor 
of  Maryland^  by  whofe  Invitation  we  came  here,  to 
appoint  a  Time  when  he  will  pleafe  to  mention  the 
Reafon  of  his  inviting  us.  As  to  our  Brother  AJJa- 
ragoa,  we  have  at  this  prefent  Time  nothing  to  fay 
to  him ;  not  but  we  have  a  great  deal  to  fay  to 
Aj/aragoa,  which  muft  be  faid  at  one  Time  or 
another ;  but  not  being  fatisfied  whether  he  or  we 
fhould  begin  flrft,  we  fhall  leave  it  wholly  to  our 
Brother  Onas  to  adjuft  this  between  us,  and  to  fay 
which  fhall  begin  firft.

The  Governor  fpoke  as  follows  : 

*  Honourable  Gentlemen,  Commiffioners  for  the  Govern* 
ments  ^Virginia  and  Maryland,  and  Brethren, 
Sachims,  or  Chiefs  of  the  Indians  of  the  Six 
Nations  -, 

AT  a  Treaty,  held  by  me  two  Years  ago,  in 
Behalf  of  the  Government  of  Penfylvania, 
with  a  Number  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Indians  of  the 
Six  Nations,  I  was  deiired  by  them  to  write  to  the 
Governor  of  Maryland  concerning  fome  Lands  in 
the  back  Parts  of  that  Province,  which  they  claim 
a  Right  to  from  their  Conquefts  over  the  ancient 
PofTeflbrs,  and  which  have  been  fettled  by  fome  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  that  Government,  without  their 
Confent,  or  any  Purchafe  made  from  them.  It 
was  at  that  Time  underflood  that  the  Claim  was 
upon  Maryland  only ;  but  it  has  fince  appeared,  by 
fome  Letters  formerly  wrote  by  Mr.  Prefident  Lo- 
Vol,  II.  D  gan 
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gan  to  the  late  Governor  of  Maryland,   that  it  re- 
lated likewife  to  fome  Lands  in  the  back  Parts  of 
Virginia.     The  Governors  of  thofe  Colonies  foon 
manifefted  a  truly  equitable  Difpofition  to  come  to 
any  reafonable  Terms   with  the  Six  Nations  on 
account  of  thofe  Lands,  and  defired,   that  for  that 
End  a  Time  and  Place  might  be  fixed  for  a  Treaty 
with  them ;    but  before  this  could  be  effected,  an 
unfortunate  Skirmifh  happened  in  the  back  Parts  of 
Virginia,  between  fome  of  the  Militia  there,  and  a 
Party  of  the  Indian  Warriors  of  the  Six  Nations, 
with  fome  Lofs  on  both  Sides.     Who  were  the  Ag- 
greffors  is  not  at  this  Time  to  be  difcufTed,  both  Parties 
having  agreed  to  bury  that  Affair  in  Oblivion,  and 
the  Government  of  Virginia  having,  in  Token  of 
the  Continuance  of  their  Friendfhip,  prefented  the 
Six  Nations,  through  my  Hands,   with  Goods   to 
the  Value  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling.     To 
prevent  further  Hoftilities,  and  to  heal  this  Breach, 
I  had,  before  the  Prefent  was  given,  made  a  Tender 
of  my  good  Office;  which  both  Parties  accepted, 
and  contented,  on  my  Inftances,  to  lay  down  their 
Arms  :    Since  which  the  Faith  pledged  to  me  has 
been  mutually  preferved,  and  a  Time  and  Place 
has  been  agreed  upon,  through  my  Intervention, 
for  accommodating  all  Differences,  and  for  fettling 
a  firm  Peace,  Union  and  Friendfhip,   as  well  be- 
tween the    Government    of  Virginia    as    that   of 
Maryland,  and  the  Indians  of  the  Si*  Nations  *. 
The  honourable  the  Commiffioners  for  thefe  two 
Governments,  and  the  Deputies  of  the  Stx  Nations, 
are  now  met  at  the  Place  appointed  for  the  Treaty. 
It  only  remains  therefore  for  me  to  fay,  that  if  my 
iurther  good  Offices  fhall  be  thought   ufeful  for

But  I  hope,  honourable  Gentlemen  Commiilion- 
ers,  it  will  not  be  taken  amifs  if  I  go  a  little  further, 
and  briefly  reprefent  to  you,  how  efpccially  necef- 
fary  it  is  at  this  Juncture,  for  his  Majefty's  Service, 
and  the  Good  of  all  his  Colonies  in  this  Part  of  his 
Dominions,  that  Peace  and  Friendihip  be  eftablifh'd 
between  your  Governments  and  the  Indians  of 
the  Six  Nations. 

Thefe  Indians^  by  their  Situation,  are  a  Frontier 
to  fome  of  them ;  and,  from  thence,  if  Friends, 
are  capable  of  defending  their  Settlements  ;  if  Ene- 
mies, of  making  cruel  Ravages  upon  them;  if 
Neuters,  they  may  deny  the  French  a  PafTage 
through  their  Country^  and  give  us  timely  Notice 
of  their  Defigns.  Thefe  are  but  fome  of  the  Mo- 
tives for  cultivating  a  good  Underilanding  with 
them  -,  but  from  hence  the  Difad  vantages  of  a  Rup- 
ture are  abundantly  evident.  Every  Advantage 
you  gain  over  them  in  War,  will  be  a  weakening 
of  the  Barrier  of  thofe  Colonies  ;  and  confequently 
be,  in  Effect,  Victories  over  yourfelves  and  your 
Fellow  Subjects.  Some  Allowances  for  their  Pre- 
judices and  Paflions,  and  a  Prefent  now  and  then 
for  the  Relief  of  their  Neceflities5  which  have,  in 
fome  Meafure,  been  brought  upon  them  by  their 
Intercourfe  with  us,  and  by  our  yearly  extending 
our  Settlements,  will  probably  tie  them  more  clofely 
to  the-jBr/V^Intereft.  This  has  been  the  Method 
of  New-York  and  Penfylvania^  and  will  not  put  you 
to  fo  much  Expence  in  twenty  Years,  as  the  carry- 
ing on  a  War  againft  them  will  do  in  one.  The 
French  very  well  know  the  Importance  of  thefe  Na- 
tions to  us,  and  will  not  fail  by  Prefents,  and  their 
other  ufual  Arts,  to  take  Advantage  of  any  Mifun- 
D  2  derftanding 
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derftanding  we  may  have  with  them  f .  But  I  will 
detain  you,  Gentlemen,  no  longer.  You  own  fu- 
perior  Knowledge  will  fuggeft  to  you  more  than  I 
can  fay  on  this  Subject.' 


c  Friends  and  Brethren^  Sachims,  or  Chiefs  of   the 
Indians  of  the  Six  Nations  : 

Thefe,  your  Brethren  of  Virginia  and  Maryland^ 
are  come  to  enlarge  the  Fire,  which  was  almofr, 
gone  out,  and  to  make  it  burn  clearer ;  to  brighten 
the  Chain,  which  had  contracted  fome  Ruft,  and 
to  renew  their  Friendftiip  with  you ;  which  it  is 
their  Defire  may  laft  fo  long  as  the  Sun,  the  Moon 
and  the  Stars,  fhall  give  Light.  Their  Powers  are 
derived  from  the  Great  King  of  England,  your 
Father;  and  whatever  Conclufions  they  fhall  come 
to  with  you,  will  be  as  firm  and  binding  as  if  the 
Governors  of  thefe  Provinces  were  themfelves  here. 
I  am  your  Brother,  and,  which  is  more,  I  am  your 
true  Friend.  As  you  know,  from  Experience, 
that  I  am  fo,  I  will  now  give  you  a  few  Words  of 
Advice.  Receive  thefe  your  Brethren  with  open 
Arms;  unite  yourfelves  to  them  in  the  Covenant 
Chain,  and  be  you  with  them  as  one  Body,  and 
one  Soul.  I  make  no  doubt  but  the  Governor  of 
Canada  has  been  taking  Pains  to  widen  the  Breach 
between  thefe  your  Brethren  of  Virginia  and  you  ; 
but  as  you  cannot  have  forgot  the  Hatred  the 
French  have  always  borne  to  your  Nations,  and 

how 

\  The  two  preceding  Paragraphs  were  allowed  by  the  Commifii- 
oners  of  Virginia,  whilft  they  were  at  Pbiladelpb  a,  to  be  very  pro- 
per to  be  fpoken  by  the  Governor  of  Penfylvania,  at  the  Opening  of 
the  Treaty  j  but  taking  up  an  Opinion,  from  what  pafTed  at  the  fir/!: 
friendly  Interview  with  the  Indians,  that  they  would  not  make  any 
CJa  m  upon  Lands  within  the  Government  of  Virginia,  the  Gover- 
nor conferred  to  decline  freaking  them  in  the  Prcfencc  of  the  In* 
<L\ani» 
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how  kindly,  on  the  contrary,  you  have  been  treat- 
ed, how  faithfully  you  have  been  prote&ed  by  the 
Great  King  of  England  and  his  Subje&s,  you 
will  not  be  at  a  Lofs  to  fee  into  the  Defigns  of  that 
Governor.  He  wants  to  divide  you  from  us,  in  order 
the  more  eafily  to  deftroy  you  ;  which  he  will  moil 
certainly  do,  if  you  fuffer  yourfelves  to  be  deluded 
by  him. 

As  to  what  relates  to  the  Friendfhip  eftablifhed 
between  the  Government  of  Penfylvania  and  your 
Nations,  I  will  take  another  Day  to  fpeak  to  you 
upon  it.' 

To  enforce  what  had  been  faid,  /&?  Governor 
laid  down  a  Belt  of  lVampum\  upon  which 
the  Indians  gave  the  *  Yo-hah. 

After  a  fiiort  Paufe,  the  Governor  ordered  the 
Interpreter  to  tell  the  Indians,  that  as  they  had 
greatly  exceeded  their  appointed  Time  for  meeting 
the  Commifiioners,  he  recommended  to  them  to 
ufe  all  the  Expedition  poffible  in  giving  their  An- 
fwer  to  what  had  been  faid,  that  they  might  forth- 
with proceed  to  treat  with  the  refpeclive  Commif- 
fioners  on  the  Bufinefs  they  came  about. 

Then  Canaffateego  repeated  to  the  Interpreter  the 
Subftance  of  what  the  Governor  had  fpoke,  in 
order  to  know  if  he  had  underftood  him  right  (a 
Method  generally  made  ufe  of  by  the  Indians)  and 
when  the  Interpreter  told  him  he  had  taken  the  true 
S^nk,  Canaffateego  proceeded  to  return  the  Thanks 
of  the  Six  Nations  for  the  Governor's  kind  Advice, 
promifing  to  follow  it  as  far  as  lay  in  their  Power; 
D  3  but 

*r7^  ***-**£  denotes  Approbation,  being  a  loud  Shout  or  Cry, 
confifang  of  a  few  Notes,  pronounced  by  all  the  Indians  in  a  very  Ma- 
fical  Manner,  ia  the  Nature  of  our  Huzza'*, 
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but  as  it  was  their  Cuftom  when  a  Belt  was  given 
to  return  another,  they  would  take  Time  till  the 
Afternoon  to  provide  one,  and  would  then  give 
their  Anfwer.

CanafTateegoV  Anfwer  to  the  Governor's  Speech  deli- 
vered in  the  Morning. 

Brother  Onas, 

YOU  fpoke  in  the  Prefence  of  AJfaragca  and 
the  Governor  of  Maryland  to  us,  advifing 
us  to  receive  them  as  our  Brethren,  and  to  unite 
with  them  in  the  Covenant  Chain  as  one  Body,  and 
one  Soul.  We  have  always  confidered  them  as  our 
Brethren,  and,  as  fuch,  ftiall  be  willing  to  brighten 
the  Chain  of  Friendfhip  with  them  ;  but  fince  there 
are  fome  Difputes  between  us  refpecling  the  Lands 
poffeffed  by  them,  which  formerly  belonged  to  us, 
we,  according  to  our  Cuftom,  propofe  to  have 
thofe  Differences  firft  adjufted,  and  then  we  (hall 
proceed  to  confirm  the  Friendfhip  fubfifting  be- 
tween us,  which  will  meet  with  no  Obftruclion  after 
thefe  Matters  are  fettled.' 

H$re 
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Here  they  prefented  the  Governor  with  a 
Belt  of  Wampum^  in  return  for  the  Belt 
given  them  in  the  Morning  by  the  Gover- 
nor ;  and  the  Interpreter  was  ordered  t$ 
return  the  Yo-hah. 

Then  the  Governor,  in  Reply,  fpoke  asfolloivs: 

6 1  receive  your  Belt  with  great  Kindnefs  and 
Affection  ;  and  as  to  what  relates  to  the  Govern- 
ments of  Virginia  and  Maryland,  the  honourable 
Commiflioners,  now  prefent,  are  ready  to  treat  with 
you.  I  mail  only  add,  that  the  Goods  for  the 
Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  put  into  my  Hands  by 
the  Governor  of  Virginia,  as  a  Token  of  his  good 
Difpofitions  to  preferve  Friendfhip  with  you,  are 
now  in  Town,  and  ready  to  be  delivered,  in  con- 
sequence of  what  was  told  you  by  Conrad  Weifer 
when  he  was  laft  at  Onondago.' 

Thenfthe  Governor,  turning  to  the  Commiflion- 
ers of  Virginia  and  Maryland,  faid,  *  Gentlemen,  I 
now  finifhed  what  was  incumbent  upon  me  to  fay, 
by  Way  of  Introduction  to  the  Indians  ;  and  as  you 
have  a  full  Authority  from  your  refpe&ive  Govern- 
ments to  treat  with  them,  I  (hall  leave  the  reft  in- 
tirely  to  you,  and  either  flay  or  withdraw,  as  you 
mail  think  moil:  for  your  Service.' 

The  Commiflioners  faid,  they  were  all  of  Opi- 
nion, it  would  be  for  their  Advantage,  that  the  Go- 
vernor mould  Hay  with  them  ;  and  therefore  they 
unanimoufly  defired  he  would  favour  them  with 
the  Continuance  of  his  Prefonce  whilft  they  mould 
be  in  Treaty  with  the  Indians :  Which  his  Honour 
faid  he  would  at  their  Inliance  very  readily  do,  be- 
lieving it  might  expedite  their  Bufmefs,  and  pre- 
vent any  Jealoufy  the  Indians  might  conceive  at  his 
withdrawing. 
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The  Commifjioners  ^Maryland  ordered  the  Interpre- 
ter to  acquaint  the  Indians  that  the  Government  of 
Maryland  was  going  to  /peak  to  them,  and  then 
/poke  as  follows : 

1  Friends  and  Brethren  of  the  United  Six  Nation?, 

We,  who  are  deputed  from  the  Government  of 
Maryland  by  a  CommiiTion  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  that  Province,  now  in  our  Hands  (and  which 
will  be  interpreted  to  you)  bid  you  welcome  ;  and 
in  Token  that  we  are  very  glad  to  fee  you  here 
as  Brethren,  we  give  you  this  String  of  Wam- 
pum. 

Upon  which)  the  Indians  gave  the  Yo-hah. 

When  the  Governor  of  Maryland  received  the 
firft  Notice,  about  feven  Years  ago,  of  your  Claim 
to  fome  Lands  in  that  Province,  he  thought  our 
good  Friends  and  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations  had 
little  Reafon  to  complain  of  any  Injury  from  Mary- 
land^  and  that  they  would  be  fo  well  convinced 
thereof,  on  farther  Deliberation,  as  he  fliould  hear 
no  more  of  it  ;  but  you  fpoke  of  that  Matter  again 
to  the  Governor  of  Penfylvania^  about  two  Years 
fmce,  as  if  you  defigned  to  terrify  us. 

It  was  very  inconfiderately  faid  by  you,  that  you 
would  do  yourfelves  Juftice,  by  going  to  take  Pay- 
ment yourfelves  :  Such  an  Attempt  would  have  in- 
tirely  diffolved  the  Chain  of  Friendfhip  fubfifting,  not 
only  between  us,  but  perhaps  the  other Englijh  and  you. 

We  affure  you,  our  People,  who  are  numerous, 
courageous,  and  have  Arms  ready  in  their  Hands, 
will  not  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  hurt  in  their  Lives 
and  Eftates. 

But,  however,  the  old  and  wife  People  of  Mary- 
land  immediately  met  in  Council,  and  upon  con - 
lidering  very  coolly  your  rafh  Expreflions,  agreed 
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to  invite  their  Brethren,  the  Six  Nations,  fb  this 
Place,  that  they  might  learn  of  them  what  Right 
they  have  to  the  Land  in  Maryland,  and,^  if  they 
had  any,  to  make  them  fome  reafonable  Compen- 
fation  for  it;  therefore  the  Governor  of  Maryland 
has  fent  us  to  meet  and  treat  with  you  about  this 
Affair,  and  the  brightening  and  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  Chain  which  hath  long  fubfifted  between 
usf  And  as  an  Earned  of  our  Sincerity  and  Good- 
will towards  you,  we  prefent  you  with  this  Belt 
of  Wampum. 

On  which  the  Indians  gave  the  Yo-hah, 

Our  Great  King  ^England,  and  his  Subjects, 
have  always  pofTeffed  the  Province  of  Maryland 
free  and  undifturbed  from  any  Claim  of  the  Six 
Nations,  for  above  one  hundred  Years  paft,  and  your 
not  faying  any  thing  to  us  before,  convinces  us 
you  thought  you  had  no  Pretence  to  any  Lands  in 
Maryland ;  nor  can  we  yet  find  out  to  what  Lands, 
or  under  what  Title  you  make  your  Claim  :  For 
the  Safquehannah  Indians,  by  a  Treaty  above  ninety 
Years  fince  (which  is  on  the  Table,  and  will  be  in- 
terpreted to  you)  give,  and  yield  to  the  Englijh  Na- 
tion, their  Heirs  and  AfTigns  for  ever,  the  greateft 
Part  (if  not  all)  of  the  Lands  we  poffefs,  from 
Patuxent  River,  on  the  Weftern,  as  well  as  from 
Choptank  River,  on  the  Eaftern  Side  of  the  great 
Bay  of  Chejfapeak.  And,  near  fixty  Years  ago,  you 
acknowledged  to  the  Governor  of  New-York  at 
Albany ',  "  That  you  had  given  your  Lands,  and 
"  fubmitted  yourfelves  to  the  King  of  England.'9 

We  are  that  great  King's  Subje&s,  and  we  pof- 
fefs and  enjoy  the  Province  of  Maryland  by  Virtue 
of  his  Right  and  Sovereignty  thereto.  Why,  then, 
will  you  ftir  up  any  Quarrel  between  you  and  our- 
felves,  who  are  as  one  Man,  under  the  Protection 
of  that  Great  King? 
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We«need  not  put  you  in  mind  of  the  Treaty, 
(which  we  fuppofe  you  have  had  from  your  Fathers) 
made  with  the  Province  of  Maryland  near  feventy 
Years  ago,  and  renewed  and  confirmed  twice  fince 
that  Time. 

By  thefe  Treaties  we  became  Brethren;  we 
have  always  lived  as  fuch,  and  hope  always  to  con- 
tinue fo. 

We  have  this  further  to  fay,  that  altho'  we  are 
not  fatisfied  of  the  Juftice  of  your  Claim  to  any 
Lands  in  Maryland,  yet  we  are  defirous  of  mew- 
ing our  brotherly  Kindnefs  and  Affection,  and  to 
prevent  (by  any  reafonable  Way)  every  Mifun- 
derftanding  between  the  Province  of  Maryland  and 
you  our  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations, 

For  this  Purpofe  we  have  brought  hither  a 
Quantity  of  Goods  for  our  Brethren  the  Six  Na- 
tions, and  which  will  be  delivered  you  as  foon  as 
we  mall  have  received  your  Anfwer,  and  made  fo 
bright  and  large  a  Fire  as  may  burn  pure  and  clear 
whilft  the  Sun  and  Moon  fhall  mine. 

We  have  now  freely  and  openly  laid  our  Bofoms 
bare  to  you ;  and  that  you  may  be  the  better  con- 
firmed of  the  Truth  of  our  Hearts,  we  give  you 
this  Belt  of  Wampum.' 

Which  was  received  with  the  Yo  hah, 

Jfter  a  little  Time  Canaffateego  /poke  as  follows  : 

*  Brother ',  the  Governor  ^Maryland, 

We  have  heard  what  you  have  faid  to  us ;  and, 
as  you  have  gone  back  to  old  Times,  we  cannot 
give  you  an  Anfwer  now,  but  fhall  take  what  you 
have  faid  into  Confideration,  and,  return  you  our 
Anfwer  feme  Time  To-morrow.'  He  then  fat 
down j  and  after  fome  Time  he  fpoke  again. 

«  Brother, 
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*  Brother,  the  Governor  of  Maryland, 

If  you  have  made  any  Enquiry  into  'Indian  Af- 
fairs/you will  know,  that  we  have  always  had  our 
Guns,  Hatchets  and  Kettles  mended  when  we 
came  to  fee  our  Brethren.  Brother  Onas  and  the 
Governor  of  York  always  do  this  for  us ;  and  we 
give  you  this  early  Notice,  that  we  may  not  there- 
by be  delayed,  beine;  defirous,  as  well  as  you,  to 
give  all  poffibleDifyatch  to  the  Bufinefs  to  be  trani- 
acted  between  us.' 

The  Commiffioners  of  Virginia  and  Maryland 
faid,  fince  it  was  cuftomary,  they  would  give  Or- 
ders to  have  every  Thing  belonging  to  them  mend- 
ed that  mould  want  it.

c Brother,  the  Governor  ^Maryland, 

WHEN  you  invited  us  to  kindle  a  Council 
Fire  with  you,  Conedogivainet  was  the  Place 
agreed  upon  >  but  afterwards  you,  by  Brother  Onas, 
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upon  fecond  Thoughts,  confidering  that  it  would 
be  difficult  to  get  Prcvifions  and  other  Accommo- 
dations where  there  were  but  few  Houfes  or  Inha- 
bitants, defired  we  would  meet  our  Brethren  at 
Lmcafter^  and  at  his  Inftances  we  very  readily  agreed 
to  meet  you  here,  and  are  glad  of  the  Change  •  for 
we  have  found  Plenty  of  every  Thing;  and  as 
fefterday  you  bid  us  welcome,  and  told  us  you 
were  glad  to  fee  us,  we  likewife  a  flu  re  you  we 
areas  glad  to  fee  you;  and,  in  Token  of  our 
Satisfadion,  we  prefent  you  with  this  String  of 
Wampum. 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony. 

Br  other  t  the  Governor  ^Maryland, 

You  tell  us,  that  when  about  Seven  Years  a»o 
you  heard,  by  our  Brother  Onas,  of  our  Claim  \ 
fome  Lands  in  your  Province,  you  took  no  Notice 
of  it,  believing,  as  you  fay,  that  when  we  fho/ild 
come  to  reconfider  that  Matter,  we  fhould  find  that 
we  had  no  Right  to  make  any  Complaint  of  the 
Governor  of  Maryland*  and  would  drop  our  De- 
mand. And  that  when  about  two  Years  ao-0  we 
mentioned  it  again  to  our  Brother  Onas,  you  fay 
we  did  it  in  fuch  Terms  as  looked  like  a  DehVn 
to  terrify  you  ;  and  you  tell  us  further,  that 
we  muft  be  befide  ourfelves,  in  ufing  fuch  a  ra/h 
£xpreflion  as  to  tell  you,  We  know  how  to  do 
ourfelves  Juftice  if  you  ftill  refufe.  It  is  true  we 
did  fay  fo,  but  without  any  ill  Defign ;  for  we 
muft  inform  you,  that  when  we  fir  ft  defired  our 
Brother  Onas  to  ufe  his  Influence  with  you  to  pro- 
cure us  Satisfaction  for  our  Lands,  we,  at  the  fame 
Time,  defired  him,  in  cafe  you  fhould  difregard 
our  Demand,  to  write  to  the  Great  King  beyond 
the  Seas,  who  would  own  us  for  his  Children  as 
well  ?.s  you,  to  compel  you  to  do  us  Juftice ;  And, 
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two  Years  ago,  when  we  found  that  you  had  paid 
no  Regard  to  our  juft  Demand,  nor  that  Brother 
Onas  had  conveyed  our  Complaint  to  the  Great 
King  over  the  Seas,  we  were  refolved  to  ufe  fuch 
Expreflions  as  would  make  the  greateft  Impreflions 
on  your  Minds,  and  we  find  it  had  its  Effect;  for 
you  tell  us,  "  That  your  wife  Men  held  a  Council 
"  together,  and  agreed  to  invite  us,  and  to  enquire 
"  of  our  Right  to  any  of  your  Lands;  and  if  it 
"  ftiould  be  found  that  we  had  a  Right,  we  were 
"  to  have  a  Compenfation  made  for  them  :  And 
"  likewife  you  tell  us,  that  our  Brother,  the  Go- 
"  vernor  of  Maryland,  by  the  Advice  of  thefe  wife 
"  Men,  has  fent  you  to  brighten  the  Chain,  and 
"  to  aflure  us  of  his  Willingnefs  to  remove  what- 
"  ever  impedes  a  good  Underftanding  between  us." 
This  mews  that  your  wife  Men  underftood  our 
Expreflions  in  their  true  Senfe.  We  had  no  De- 
fign  to  terrify  you,  but  to  put  you  on  doing  us  the 
Juftice  you  had  fo  long  delayed.  Your  wife  Men 
have  done  well ;  and  as  there  is  no  Obftade  to  a 
good  Underftanding  between  us,  except  this  Affair 
of  our  Land,  we,  on  our  Parts,  do  give  you  the 
ftrongeft  Aflurances  of  our  good  Difpofition  to- 
wards you,  and  that  we  are  as  defirous  as  you  to 
brighten  the  Chain,  and  to  put  away  all  Hinder- 
ances  to  a  perfect  good  Underftanding;  and,  in 
Token  of  our  Sincerity,  we  give  you  this  Belt  of 
Wampum. 

Which  was  received,   and  the  Interpreter  m> 
dered  to  give  the  Yo-hah. 

Brother,  the  Governor  gf  Maryland, 

When  you  mentioned  the  Affair  of  the  Land 
Yefterday,  you  went  back  to  old  Times,  and  told 
us,  you  had  been  in  Pofleffion  of  the  Province  of 
Maryland above  One  Hundred  Years  >  but  what  is 
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One  Hundred  Years  in  Companion  of  the  Length 
ofTimefince  our  Claim  began?    fince  we  came 
out  of  this  Ground  ?  .  For  we  muft  tell  you,   that 
long  before  One  Hundred  Years,   our  Anceflors 
came  out  of  this  very  Ground,  and  their  Children 
have  remained  here  ever  fince.     You  came  out  of 
the  Ground  in  a  Country  that  lies  beyond  the  Seas, 
there  you  may  have  a  juft  Claim,  but  here  you  muft 
allow  us  to  be  your  elder  Brethren,  and  the  Lands 
to  belong  to  us  long  before  you  knew  any  Thing 
of  them.     It  is  true,  that  above  One  Hundred  Years 
ago  the  Dutch  came   here  in  a  Ship,  and  brought 
with  them  feveral  Goods;  fuch  as  Awls,  Knives, 
Hatchets,  Guns,  and  many  other  Particulars,  which 
they  gave  us;    and  when  they  had   taught  us  how 
to  ufe   their  Things,  and  we   faw   what  Sort  <tf 
People  they  were,  we  were  fo  well   pleafed  with 
them,  that  we  tied  their  Ship  to  the  Bufhes  on  the 
Shore  5  and  afterwards,  liking  them  ftill  better  the 
longer  they  ftaid  with  us,  and  thinking  the  Bufhes 
tooflender,  we  removed  the  Rope,  and  tied  it  to 
the  Trees ;  and   as   the  Trees  were  liable   to   be 
blown  down  by  high  Winds,  or  to  decay  of  them- 
felves,  we,  from  the  Affe&ion  we  bore  them,  again 
removed  the  Rope,   and  tied  it  to  a  ftrong  and  big 
Rock  [here  the  Interpreter  /aid,  they  mean  the  Oneido 
Country]  and  not  content  with  this,  for  its  further 
Security,  we  removed  the  Rope  to  the  big  Moun- 
tain [here  the  Interpreter  faL^  they  mean  the  Onon- 
dago  Country]  and  there  we  tied  it  very  faft,  and  . 
rolTd    Wampum  about   it  5    and,   to  make  it  ft  ill 
more  iecure,   we  flood  upon  the  Wampum,  and 
fat  down  upon  it,  to  defend  it,  and  to  prevent  any 
Hurt  coming  to  it,  and  did  our  beft  Endeavours 
that  it  migh?  remain  uninjured  for  ever.     During 
all  this  Time  the  New-comers,  the  Dutch,  acknow- 
ledged our  Right  to  the  Lands,   and  fohcted  us, 
from  Time  to  Time,  to  grant  them  Parts  of  cur 
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Country,  and  to  enter  into  League  and  Covenant 
with  us,  and  to  become  one  People  with  us. 

After  this,  the  Englijh  came  into  the  Country, 
and,  as  we  were  told,  became  one  People  with  the 
Dutch.  About  two  Years  after  the  Arrival  of  the 
Englijh^  an  Englijh  Governor  came  to  Albany,  and 
finding  what  great  Friendfhip  fubfifted  between  us 
and  the  Dutch,  he  approved  it  mightily,  and  defired 
to  make  as  flrong  a  League,  and  to  be  upon  as 
good  Terms  with  us  as  the  Dutch  were,  with  whom 
he  was  united,  and  to  become  one  People  with  us : 
And  by  his  further  Care  in  looking  into  what  had 
pafTed  between  us,  he  found  that  the  Rope  which 
tied  the  Ship  to  the  great  Mountain  was  only  fafl- 
ened  with  Wampum,  which  was  liable  to  break 
and  rot,  and  to  perifh  in  a  Courfe  of  Years ;  he 
therefore  told  us,  he  would  give  us  a  Silver  Chain, 
which  would  be  much  ftronger,  and  would  Jail  for 
ever.  This  we  accepted,  and  fattened  the  Ship 
with  it,  and  it  has  lailed  ever  fince.  Indeed  we 
have  had  fome  fmall  Differences  with  the  Englijh, 
and,  during  thefe  Mifunderftandings,  fome  of  their 
young  Men  would,  by  way  of  Reproach,  be  every 
now  and  then  telling  us,  that  we  mould  have  periih- 
ed  if  they  had  not  come  into  the  Country,  and  fur- 
nifhed  us  with  Strowds,  and  Hatchets,  and  Guns, 
and  other  Things  neceffary  for  the  Support  of  Life ; 
but  we  always  gave  them  to  underdand  that  they 
were  miftaken,  that  we  lived  before  they  came 
amongft  us,  and  as  well,  or  better,  if  we  may  be- 
iieve  what  our  Forefathers  have  told  us.  We  had 
then  Room  enough,  and  Plenty  of  Deer,  which  was 
eafily  caught;  and  tho'  we  had  not  Knives,  Hat- 
chets, or  Guns,  fuch  as  we  have  now,  yet  we  had 
Knives  of  Stone,  and  Hatchets  of  Ikone,  and  Bows 
and  Arrows,  and  thofe  ferved  our  Ufes  as  well 
then,  as  the  Englijh  ones  do  now.  We  are  now 
itraitened,  and   fometimes  in  want  of  Deer,  and 
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liable  to  many  other  Inconveniencies  fince  the 
Englijh  came  among  us,  and  particularly  from  that 
Pen  and  Ink  Work  that  is  going  on  at  the  Table 
(pointing  to  the  Secretary)  and  we  will  give  you  an 
Inftance  of  this.     Our  Brother  Onas,  a  great  while 
ago,  came  to  Albany  to  buy  the  Safquehannah  Lands 
of  us ;   but  our  Brother  the  Governor  of  New-York, 
who,  as  we  fuppofe,  had  not  a  good  Underftand- 
ing  with  our  Brother  Onas,  advifed  us  not  to  fell 
him  any  Land,  for  he  would  make  an  ill  Ufe  of  it ; 
and,  pretending  to  be  our  good  Friend,  he  advifed 
us,  in  order  to  prevent  Onas's,  or  any  other  Perfon's 
impofing  upon  us,  and  that  we  might  always  have 
our  Land  when  we  fhould  want  it,  to  put  it  into 
his  Hands  ;   and  told  us,  he  would  keep  it  for  our 
Ufe,  and  never  open  his  Hands,  but  keep  them 
clofe  fhut,  and  not  part  with  any  of  it,  but  at  our 
Requeft.     Accordingly  we  trufted  him,  and  put  our 
Land  into  his  Hands,  and  charged  him  to  keep  it 
fafe  for  our  Ufe ;  but,   fome  Time  after,  he  went 
to  England,  and  carried  our  Land  with   him,  and 
there  fold  it  to  our  Brother  Onas,  for  a  large  Sum  of 
Money  ;  and  when,  at  the  Inftance  of  our  Brother 
Onas,  we  were  minded  to  fell  him  fome  Lands,  he 
told  us  he  had  fold  the  Safquehannah  Lands  already 
to   the  Governor  of  New-Fork,  and  that  he   had 
bought  them  from  him  in  England-,   tho',  when  he 
came  to  underftand  how  the  Governor  of  New-York 
had  deceived  us,  he  very  generouily  paid  us  for  our 
Lands  over  again. 

Tho'  we  mention  this  Inftance  of  an  Impofition 
put  upon  us  by  the  Governor  of  New-York,  yet  we 
muft  do  the  Englijh  the  Juftice  to  fay,  we  have  had 
their  hearty  Aftiftances  in  our  Wars  with  the 
French,  who  w:;e  no  fooner  arrived  amongft  us, 
than  they  began  to  render  us  uneafy,  and  to  pro- 
voke us  to  War,  and  we  had  feveral  Wars  with 
them  ;  during  all  which,  we  conftantly  received 
5  Aflift- 
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Affiftance  from  the  Engttjh>  and,  by  their  Means, 
we  have  always  been  able  to  keep  up  our  Heads 
againft  their  Attacks. 

We  now  come  nearer  Home.  We  have  had  your 
Deeds  interpreted  to  us,  and  we'acknowledge  them 
to  be  good  and  valid,  and  that  the  Conejhgoe  or 
Safquehannah  Indians  had  a  Right  to  fell  thofe  Lands 
to  you,  for  they  were  then  theirs ;  but  fince  that 
Time  we  have  conquered  them,  and  their  Country 
now  belongs  to  us,  and  the  Lands  we  demanded 
Satisfaction  for  are  no  Part  of  the  Lands  comprized 
in  thofe  Deeds ;  they  are  the*  Cohongorontas  Lands ; 
thofe^J  we  are  fure,  you  have  not  pofTeiTed  One 
Hundred  Years,  no,  nor  above  Ten  Years,  and 
we  made  our  Demands  fo  foon  as  we  knew  your 
People  were  fettled  in  thofe  Parts.  Thefe  have 
never  been  fold,  but  remain  ftill  to  be  difpofed  of; 
and  we  are  well  pleafed  to  hear  you  are  provided 
with  Goods,  and  do  affure  you  of  our  Willingnefs 
to  treat  with  you  for  thofe  unpurchafed  Lands';  in 
Confirmation  whereof,  we  prefent  you  with  this 
Pelt  of  Wampum/ 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremonies » 

CANASSJTEEGO  added,  that  as  the  three 
Governors  of  Virginia^  Maryland^  and  Penfylvania9 
had  divided  the  Lands  among  them,  they  could 
not,  for  this  Reafon,  tell  how  much  each  had  got, 
nor  were  they  concerned  about  it,  fo  that  they  were 
paid  by  all  the  Governors  for  the  feveral  Parts  each 
pofTeiTed  ;  and  this  they  left  to  their  Honour  and 
Juftice.

The  CommiJJioners  of  Virginia  ordered  the  Interpreter 
to  let  the  Indians  know  the  Government  0/*  Virginia 
was  going  to  /peak  to  them,  and  then  ihey  /poke  as 
follows : 

{  Sachims  and  Warriors  of  the  Six  United  Nations, 
our  Friends  and  Brethren, 

AT  our  Defire  the  Governor  of  Penfylvania 
invited  you  to  this  Council  Fire ;  we  have 
waited  a  long  Time  for  you,  but  now  you  are  come, 
you  are  heartily  welcome ;  we  are  very  glad  to 
fee  you  ;    we  give  you  this  String  of  Wampum.' 

Which  was  received  with  their  ufual  Approbation. 

c  Brethren, 

In  the  Year  1736,  four  of  your  Sachims  wrote 
a  Letter  to  James  Logan,  Efq;  then  Prefident  of 
Penfylvania,  to  let  the  Governor  of  Virginia  know 
that  you  expe&ed  fome  Confideration  for  Lands  in 
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the  Occupation  of  fome  of  the  People  of  Virginia. 
Upon  feeing  a  Copy  of  this  Letter,  the  Governor, 
with  the  Council  of  Virginia,  took  fome  Time  to 
confiderof  it.  They  found,  on  looking  into  the 
old  Treaties,  that  you  had  given  up  your  Lands 
to  the  Great  King,  who  has  had  PoiTeffion  of  Fir- 
ginia  above  One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Years,  and 
under  that  Great  King  the  Inhabitants  of  Virginia 
hold  their  Land,  fo  they  thought  there  might  be 
fome  Miftake. 

Wherefore  they  defired  the  Governor  of  New- 
York  to  enquire  of  you  about  it.  He  fent  his  Inter- 
preter to  you  in  May  1743,  who  laid  this  before 
you  at  a  Council  held  at  Onandago,  to  which  you 
anfwer,  "  That  if  you  had  any  Demand  or  Pre- 
"  tenfions  on  the  Governor  of  Virginia  any  Way, 
«  you  would  have  made  it  known  to  the  Governor 
"  of  New-York"  This  correfponds  with  what 
you  have  faid  to  Governor  Thomas,  in  the  Treaty 
made  with  him  at  Philadelphia  in  July,  1742  ;  for 
then  you  only  make  your  Claim  to  Lands  in  the 
Government  of  Maryland. 

We  are  fo  well  pleafed  with  this  good  Faith  of 
you  our  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  your  Re- 
gard to  the  Treaties  made  with  Virginia,  that  we 
are  ready  to  hear  you  on  the  Subject  of  your  Mef- 
fage  of  eight  Years  fince. 

Tell  us  what  Nations  of  Indians  you  conquered 
any  Lands  from  in  Virginia,  how  long  it  is  fince, 
and  what  PolTelTion  you  have  had  ;  and  if  it  does 
appear  that  there  is  any  Land  on  the  Borders  of 
Virginia,  that  the  Six  Nations  have  a  Right  to,  we 
are  willing  to  make  you  Satisfaction. 
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Then  laid  down  a  String  of  Wampum,  which 
was  accepted  with  the  ufual  Ceremony  ;  and 
then  added) 

We  have  a  Cheft  of  new  Goods,  and  the  Key 
is  in  our  Pockets.  You  are  our  Brethren;  the 
Great  King  is  our  common  Father,  and  we  will 
live  with  you,  as  Children  ought  to  do,  in  Peace 
and  Love. 

We  will  brighten  the  Chain,  and  ftrengthen  the 
Union  between  us  ;  fo  that  we  fhall  never  be  di- 
vided, but  remain  Friends  and  Brethren  as  long  as 
the  Sun  gives  Light  ;  in  Confirmation  whereof, 
we  give  you  this  Belt  of  Wampum.' 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony.

You  have  made  a  good  Speech  to  us,  which  is 
very  agreeable,  and  for  which  we  return  you  our 
Thanks.  We  (hall  be  able  to  give  you  an  Anfwer 
to  every  Part  of  it  fome  Time  this  Afternoon,  and 
we  will  let  you  know  when  we  are  ready/

SI^CE  y0U  have  Joined  with  the  Governor  of 
Maryland  and  Brother  Oms,  in  kindling  this 
Fire,  we  gladly  acknowledge  the  Pleafure  we  have 
in  feeing  you  here,  and  obferving  your  good  Dif- 
pofitions,  as  well  to  confirm  the  Treaties  of 
Fnendfhip,  as  to  enter  into  further  Contra&s 
about  Land  with  us  ;  and,  in  Token  of  our  Sa- 
tisfaction, we  prefent  you  with  this  Strino-  0f 
Wampum. '  ° 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremonies. 
6  Brother  Affaragoa, 

In  your  Speech  this  Morning  you  were  pleafed 
to  fay  we  had  wrote  a  Letter  to  James  Logan, 
about  feven  Years  ago,  to  demand  a  Confideration 
tor  our  Lands  in  the  Poffeffion  of  fome  of  the  Fir- 
ginians;  that  you  held  them  under  the  Great  King 

for 
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for  upwards  of  One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Years,  and 
that  we  had  already  given  up  our  Right  ;  and  that 
therefore  you  had  deiired  the  Governor  of  New- 
York  to  fend  his  Interpreter  to  us  laft  Year  to 
OnandagOy  which  he  did  ;  and,  as  you  fay,  we 
in  Council  at  Onandago  did  declare,  that  we  had 
no  Demand,  upon  you  for  Lands,  and  that  if  we 
had  any  Pretenfions,  we  fhould  have  made  them 
known  to  the  Governor  of  New  York ;  and  like- 
wife  you  defire  to  know  if  we  have  any  Right  to 
the  Virginia  Lands,  and  that  we  vvill  make  fuch 
Right  appear,  and  tell  you  what  Nations  of  In- 
dians we  conquered  thofe  Lands  from. 

Now  we  anfwer,  We  have  the  Right  of  Con- 
quer!:, a  Right  too  dearly  purchafed,  and  which 
coft  us  too  much  Blood,  to  give  up  without  any 
Reafon  at  all,  as  you  fay  we  have  done  at  Many  ; 
but  we  mould  be  obliged  to  you,  if  you  would  let 
us  fee  the  Letter,  and  inform  us  who  was  the  In- 
terpreter, and  whofe  Names  are  put  to  that  Let- 
ter ;  for  as  the  whole  Tranfa&ion  cannot  be  above 
a  Year's  Handing,  it  muft  be  frefli  in  every  Body's 
Memory,  and  fome  of  our  Council  would  eafily 
remember  it ;  but,  we  affure  you,  and  are  well 
able  to  prove,  that  neither  we,  nor  any  Part  of  us, 
have  ever  relinquifhed  our  Right,  or  ever  gave 
fuch  an  Anfwer  as  you  fay  is  mentioned  in  your 
Letter.  Could  we,  fo  few  Years  ago,  make  a 
formal  Demand,  by  James  Logan,  and  not  be  fen- 
fxble  of  our  Right?  And  hath  any  Thing  hap- 
pened fince  that  Time  to  make  us  lefs  fenlible  ? 
No.  And  as  this  Matter  can  be  eafily  cleared  up, 
we  are  anxious  it  fhould  be  done ;  for  we  are  pofitive 
nofuchThing  was  ever  mentioned  to  us  at  Onandago, 
nor  any  where  elfe.  All  the  World  knows  we  con- 
quered the  feveral  Nations  living  on  Safquehannao, 
Coboneoronta,  and  on  the  Back  of  the  Great 
6  Mountains 
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Mountains  in  Virginia  ;  the  Conoy-uch  fuch-roona^ 
Cocb-  now-was-roonan,  Tcboa-irough-roOnan,  and  Con- 
nutJkin-ongh-roonaW)  feel  the  Effects  of  our  Con- 
quers, being  now  a  Part  of  our  Nations,  and  their 
Lands  at  our  Difpofal.  We  know  very  well,  it 
hath  often  been  faid  by  the  Virginians^  that  .the 
Great  King  of  England,  and  the  People  of  that 
Colony,  conquered  the  Indians  who  lived  there  ; 
but  it  is  not  true.  We  will  allow  they  have  con- 
quered the  SacbdagngbroonaW)  and  drove  back  the 
Tufcarroraws -,  and  that  they  have,  on  that  Account, 
a  Right  to  fome  Part  of  Virginia  -,  but  as  to  what 
lies  beyond  the  Mountains,  we  conquered  the  Na- 
tions refiding  there,  and  that  Land,  if  the  Virgi- 
nians ever  get  a  good  Right  to  it,  it  muft  be  by  us; 
and  in  Teftimony  of  the  Truth  of  our  Anfwer  to 
this  Part  of  your  Speech,  we  give  you  this  String  of 
Wampum.' 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony L 

Q  Brother  Afiaragoa, 

We  have  given  you  a  full  Anfwer  to  the  firft 
Part  of  your  Speech,  which  we  hope  will  be  fatis- 
factory.  We  are  glad  to  hear  you  have  brought 
with  you  a  big  Cheil  of  new  Goods,  and  that  you 
have  the  Key  in  your  Pockets.  We  do  not  doubt 
but  we  fnall  have  a  good  Underftanding  in  allPoints, 
and  come  to  an  Agreement  with  you. 

We  mall  open  all  our  Hearts  to  you,  that  you 
may  know  every  Thing  in  them ;  we  will  hide  no- 
thing from  you  ;  and  we  hope,  if  there  be  any 
Thing  {till  remaining  in  your  Bread  that  may  oc- 
cafion  any  Difpute  between  us,  you  will  take  the 
Opportunity  to  unbofom  your  Hearts,  and  lay  them 
open  to  us,  that  henceforth  there  may  be  no  Dirt, 
nor  any  other  Obftacle  in  the  Road  between  us ; 
and  in  Token  of  our  hearty  Wifiies  to  bring  about 
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fo  good  an  Harmony,  we  prefent  you  with  this  Belt 
of  Wampum.

Brother  Aflaragoa, 

We  muft  now  tell  you  what  Mountains  we  mean 
that  we  fay  are  the  Boundaries  between  you  and  us. 
You  may  remember,  that  about  twenty  Years  ago 
you  had  a  Treaty  with  us  at  Albany,  when  you  took 
a  Belt  of  Wampum,  and  made  a  Fence  with  it  on 
the  Middle  of  the  Hill,  and  told  us,  that  if  any  of 
the  Warriors  of  the  Six  Nations  came  on  your  Side 
of  the  Middle  of  the  Hill,  you  would  hang  them  ; 
and  you  gave  us  Liberty  to  do  the  fame  with  any 
of  your  People,  who  mould  be  found  on  our  Side  of 
the  Middle  of  the  Hill.  This  is  the  Hill  we  mean, 
and  we  delire  that  Treaty  may  be  now  confirmed. 
After  we  left  Albany,  we  brought  our  Road  a  great 
deal  more  to  the  Weft,  that  we  might  comply  with 
your  Propofal ;  but,  tho'  it  was  of  your  own  ma- 
king, your  People  never  obferved  it,  but  came  and 
lived  on  our  Side  of  the  Hill,  which  we  don't  blame 
you  for,  as  you  live  at  a  great  Diftance,  near  the 
Seas,  and  cannot  be  thought  to  know  what  your 
People  do  in  the  Back-parts  :  And  on  their  fettling, 
contrary  to  your  own  Propofal,  on  our  new  Road, 
it  fell  out,  that  our  Warriors  did  fome  Hurt  to  your 
People's  Cattle,  of  which  a  Complaint  was  made, 
and  tranfmitted  to  us  by  our  Brother  Onas  -y  and  we, 
at  his  Requeft,  altered  the  Road  again,  and  brought 
it  to  the  Foot  of  the  Great  Mountain,  where  it 
now  is ;  and  it  is  impofTible  for  us  to  remove  it 
any  further  to  the  Weft,  thofe  Parts  of  the  Country 
being  abfolutely  impaffable  by  either  Man  or 
Beaft. 

We  had  not  been  long  in  the  Ufe  of  this  new 
Road  before  your  People  came,  like  Flocks  of  Birds, 

and 
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and  fat  dswn  on  both  Sides  of  it,  and  yet  we  never 
made  a  Complaint  to  you,  tho'  you  muft  be  fenlible 
thofe  Things  muft  have  been  done  by  your  People, 
in  manifeft  Breach  of  your  own  Propofal  made  at 
Albany ;  and  therefore,  as  we  are  now  opening  our 
Hearts  to  you,  we  cannot  avoid  complaining,  and 
defire  all  thefe  Affairs  may  be  fettled  ;  and  that  you 
may  be  ftronger  induced  to  do  us  Juftice  for  what  is 
part,  and  to  come  to  a  thorough  Settlement  for  the 
future,  we,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Governor  of 
Maryland,  and  Brother  Onas9  prefeftt  you  with  this 
Belt  of  Wampum/ 

Which  was  received  with  the  nfual  Ceremony. 

Then  Tachanoontia  addedy 

That  he  forgot  to  fay,  that  the  Affair  of  the  Road 
muft  be  looked  upon  as  a  Preliminary  to  be  fettled 
before  the  Grant  of  Lands ;  «  and,  faidhe,  either  the 
Virginia  People  muft  be  obliged  to  remove  mora 
Ealterly,  or,  if  they  are  permitted  to  ftay,  our. War- 
riors,--marching  that  Way  to  the  Southward,  fhalL 
go  Sharers  with  them  in  what  they  plant/

The  Governor  fpoke  as  follows, 

c  Friends  and  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations, 

I  Am  always  forry  when  any  Thing  happens  that 
may  create  the  leaft  Uneafinefs  between  us ;  but 
as  we  are  mutually  engaged  to  keep  the  Road  be- 
tween us  clear  and  open,and  to  remove  every  Ob- 
llrucYion  that  may  lie  in  the  Way,  I  muft  inform 
you,  that  three  of  the  Delaware  Indians  lately 
murdered  John  Armjlrong,  an  Indian  Trader,  and 
his  two  Men,  in  a  moft  barbarous  Manner,  as  he 
was  travelling  to  Allegheny,  and  dole  his  Goods  of 
a  confiderable  Value.  Shickcalamy,  and  the  Indi- 
ans* fettled  at  Shamokin,  did  well ;  they  feized  two 
of  the  Murderers,  and  fent  them  down  to  our  Settle- 
ments ;  but  the  Indians,  who  had  the  Charge  of 
them,  afterwards  fuffered  one  of  them  to  efcape, 
on  a  Pretence  that  he  was  not  concerned  in  the 
bloody  Deed ;  the  other  is  now  in  Philadelphia 
Gaol.  By  our  Law  all  the  AccefTaries  to  a  Mur- 
derer are  to  be  tried,  and  put  to  Death,  as  well  as 
the  Perfon  who  gave  the  deadly  Wound.     If  they 
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conferred  to  it,  encouraged  it,  or  any  ways  affiled 
in  it,  they  are  to  be  put  to  t)eath  ;  and  it  is  juft  it 
fliould  be  fo.  If,  upon  Trial,  the  Perfons  prefent 
at  the  Murder  are  found  not  to  have  done  any  of 
thefe  Things,  they  are  fet  at  Liberty.  Two  of  our 
People  were,  not  many  Years  ago,  publickly  put 
to  Death  for  killing  two  Indians  \  we  therefore  ex- 
ped  you  will  take  the  moft  effe&ual  Meafures  to 
feize  and  deliver  up  to  us  the  other  two  Indians 
prefent  at  thefe  Murders,  to  be  tried  with  the  Prin- 
cipal now  in  Cuftody.  If  it  fhall  appear,  upon 
their  Trial,  that  they  were  not  advifing,  or  any  Way 
aflifting  in  this  horrid  Fad,  they  will  be  acquitted, 
and  fent  Home  to  their  Towns.  And  that  you  may 
be  fatisfied  no  Injuftice  will  be  done  to  them,  I  do 
now  invite  you  to  depute  three  or  four  Indians  to 
be  prefent  at  their  Trials.  1  do  likewife  expeel  that 
you  will  order  ftri&  Search  to  be  made  for  the  Re- 
mainder of  the  ftoien  Goods,  that  they  may  be  re- 
ftored  to  the  Wife  and  Children  of  the  Deceafed. 
That  what  I  have  faid  may  have  its  due  Weight 
with  you,  I  give  you  this  String  of  Wampum/ 

Which  was  accepted  with  the  Yo-hah* 

The  Governor  afterwards  ordered  the  Interpreter 
to  tell  them,  he  expe&ed  a  very  full  Anfwer  from 
them,  and  that  they  might  take  their  own  Time  to 
give  it ;  for  he  did  not  delire  to  interfere  with  the 
Bufinefsof/^/Wtf  and  Maryland. 

They  faid  they  would  take  "it  into  Confideration* 
and  give  a  full  Anfwer. 

Then  the  Commiflioners  of  Virginia  let  them 
know,  by  the  Interpreter,  that  they  would  fpealc 
to  them  in  the  Afternoon.

The  CommiJJioners  defired  the  Interpreter  to  tell  the 
Indians  they  were  going  to  [peak  to  them,   .  Mr. 
'  Weifer  acquainted  them  herewith.     After  which  the 
faid  CommiJJioners  /poke  as  follows : 

*  Our  good  Friends  and  Brethren,  the  Six  iTnited 
Nations, 

'  E  have  confidered  what  you  faid  concerning 
your  Title  to  fome  Lands  now  in  our  PrqT 
Vince,  and  alfo  of  the  Place  where  they  lie.  Altho* 
we  cannot  admit  your  Right,  yet  we  are  To  r-efol- 
ved  to  live  in  Brotherly  Love  and  Affection  with 
the  Six  Nations,  that  upon  your  giving  us  a  Releafe 
in  Writing  of  all  your  Claim  to  any  Lands  in  Mary- 
land, we  mail  make  you  a  Compenfation  to  die. 
Value  of  Three  Hundred  Pounds  Currency,,  for 
the  Payment  of  Part  whereof  we  have-,  brought 
ibme  Goods,  and  (hall  make  up  the  reft  in  what 
Manner  you  think  fit. 

As  we  intend  to  fay  fomething  to  you  about  our 
Chain  of.Friendfliip  after  this  Affair  of  the  Land  is 
icttied,  we  defire  you  will  now  examine  the  Goods, 
<  nd  make  an  End  of  this  Matter. 

We  will  not  omit  acquainting  our  good  Friends 
the  Six  Nations,  that  notwithftanding  we  are  likely 
10  come  to  an  Agreement  about  your  Claim  of 
1  ands,  yet  your  Brethren  of  Maryland  look  on  you 
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to  be  as  one  Soul  and  one  Body  witli  themfejves  \ 
and  as  a  broad  Road  will  be  made  between  us,  wc 
ihall  always  be  defimus  of  keeping  it  clear,  that  wc 
may  from  Time  to  Time'talra  care  that  the  Links 
of  our  Friend{h4r>  be  not  rufled.  In  Teftimony 
that  our  Words  and  our  Hearts  agi*eea  we  give  you 
this  Belt  of  Wampum/ 

On  prefenting  of  which  ^  the  Indians  gave  the 
ufual  Cry  of  approbation. 

Mr.  KtVeifer  acquainted  the  India nk%  they  might 
now  look  over  the  fever  al  Goods  placed  oa  a  .Table 
in  the  Chamber  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  the  honour- 
able CommifTioners  bid  him  tell  them,  if  they  di(- 
liked  any  of  the  Goods,  or,  if  they  were  damaged, 
the  Commiflioners  would  put  a  lefs  Price  on  fucb 
as  were  either  difliked  or  damnified. 

The  Indians  having  viewed  and  examined  the 
Goods,  and  feerning  diflatisfied  at  the  Price  and 
Worth  of  them,  required  Time  to  go  down  into 
the  Court-Houfe,  in  order  for  a  Confutation  to  be 
had  by  the  Chiefs  of  them  concerning  the  faid  Goods, 
andlikewife,  that  the  Interpreter  mi^ht  retire  with 
them' 5  which  he  did.  Accordingly  they  went 
down  into  the  Court>Houfe,  and  foon  after  return- 
ed again  into  the  Chamber. 

Mr.  Weifer  fat  down  among  the  Indians,  and  dif- 
courfed  them  about  the  Goods,  and  in  fome  fhort; 
Time  after  they  chofe  the  following  from  among 
the  others,  and  the  Price  agreed  to  be 
them  by  the  Six  Nations  was,  viz.

When  the  Indians  had  agreed  to  take  thefe  Goods 
at  the  Rates  above  fpecified,  they  informed  the  In- 
terpreter, that  they  would  give  an  Anfwer  to  the 
Speech  made  to  them  this  Morning  by  the  honour- 
able the  CommiiTioners  of  Maryland,  but  did  not 
exprefs  the  Time  when  fuch  Anfwer  fhould  be 
made.  At  12  o'Clock  the  CommiiTioners  departed 
the  Chamber.

57;*  CemmiJJioners  of  Virginia  defired  the  Interpreter 
to  let  the  Indians  know,  that  their  Brother  AiFara- 
goa  was  now  going  to  give  his  Reply  to  their 
Anfwer  to  his  fir/I  Speech^  delivered  them  the  Day 
before  in  the  Forenoon* 

€  Sachims and  Warrior t  of  the  United  Six  Nations, 

WE  are  now  come  to  anfwer  what  you  faid 
to  us  Yefterday,  fince  what  we*  faid  to  you 
before  on  the  Part  of  the  Great  King,  our  Father, 
has  not  been  fatisfactory.  You  have  gone  into  old 
Times,  and  fo  muft  we.  It  is  true  that  the  Great 
King  holds  Virginia  by  Right  of  Conqueft,  and 
the  Bounds  of  that  Conqueft  to  the  Weftward  is 
the  Great  Sea. 

If  the  Six  Nations  have  made  any  Conqueft  over 
Indians  that  may  at  any  Time  have  lived  on  the 
Weft  Side  of  the  Great  Mountains  of  Virginia,  yet 
they  never  pofleffed  any  Lands  there  that  we  have 
ever  heard  of.  That  Part  was  altogether  deferted, 
E  4  and 
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2nd  free  for  any  People  to  enter  upon,  as  the  People 
of  Virginia  have  done,  by  Order  of  the  Great 
-JCing,  very  juftly,  as  well  by  ancient  Right,  as  by 
its  being  freed  from  the  Pofleilion  of  any  other,  and 
from  any  Claim  even  of  you  the  Six  Nations,  our 
Brethren,  until  within  thefe  eight  Years.  Thefirft 
Treaty  between  the  Great  King,  in  Behalf  of  his 
Subjects  of '  Virginia,  and  you,  that  we  can  find, 
was  made  at  Albany,  by  Colonel  Henry  Courfey, 
feventy  Years  fince  ;  this  was  a  Treaty  of  Friend- 
Ihip,  when  the  firfb  Covenant  Chain  was  made, 
when  we  and  you  became  Brethren. 

-The  next  Treaty  was  alfo  at  Albany,  above  fifty- 
eight  Years  ago,  by  the  Lord  Howard,  Governor 
of  Virginia ;  then  you  declared  yourfelves  Subjects 
to  the  Great  King,  our  Father,  and  gave  up  to  him 
all  your  Lands  for  his  Protection.  This  you  own 
in  a  Treaty  made  by  the  Governor  of .  New-Tor  k 
with  you,  at  the  fame  Place,  in  the  Year  1687,  and 
you  exprefs  yourfelves  in  thefe  Words,  "  Brethren, 
"  you  tell  us  the  King  of  England  is  a  very  great 
"  King,  and  why  mould  not  you  join  with  us  in  a 
"  very  juft  Caufe,  when  the  French  join  with  bur 
"  Enemies  in  an  unjuft  Caufe  ?  O  Brethren,  we 
**  fee  the  Reafon  of  this ;  for  the  French  would 
"  fain  kill  us  all,  and  when  that  is  done,  they 
«  would  carry  all  the  Beaver  Trade  to  Canada,  and 
"  the  Great  King  of  England  would  lofe  th? 
*6  Land  likewife  ;  and  therefore,  O  Great  Sachimp 
"  beyond  the  Great  Lakes,  awake,  and  fuffer  not 
*<  thofe  poor  Indians,  that  have  given  themfelves 
"  and  their  Lands  under  your  Protection,  to  be  de- 
-*ci,ftrqyed  by  the  French  without  a  Caufe.*'

It  is  the  In* 
marts*  tributary  to  Virginia^  that  are  reftrained,  as 
you  and  your  tributary  Indians  are,  from  pafling  to 
the  Eaftward  of  the  fame  Mountains,  or  to  the 
Southward  of  Cohongcrooton^  and  you  agree  to  this 
Article  in  thefe  Words;  "  That  the  great  River 
"  of  Potowmack,  and  the  high  Ridge  of  Moun-

"  Virginia^  to  the  Weftward  of  the  prefent  Settle-

ct  or  Eastward  of  the  faid  Boundaries,  without  a 
"  Paflport  in  like  Manner  from  the  Governor  or 
"   Commander  in  Chief  of  New-York" 

And  what  Right  can  you  have  to  Lands  that 
you  have  no  Right  to  walk  upon,  but  upon  cer- 
tain Conditions  ?  It  is  true,  you  have  not  obferved 
this  Part  of  the  Treaty,  and  your  Brethren  of  Vir- 
ginia have  not  infifted  upon  it  with  a  due  Stricl:- 
nefs,  which  has  occafioned  fome  Mifchief. 
^  This  Treaty  has  beerrfent  to  the  Governor  of 
Virginia  by  Order  of  the  Great  King,  and  is  what 
we  muft  rely  on,  and,  being  in  Writing,  is  more 
certain  than  your  Memory.  That  is  the  Way  the 
white  People  have  of  preferring  Tranfadions  $f 
every  Kind,  and  tranfrnitting  them  down  to  their 
Childrens  Children  for  ever^  and  all  Difputes  among 
them  are  fettled  by  this  faithful  Kind  of  Evidence^ 
and  muft  be  the  &ule  between  the  Great  King  and 
E  5  a  ou. 
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yoa.  This  Treaty  your  Sachims  and  Warriors 
figned  fome  Years  after  the  fame  Governor  Spotf- 
wood,  in  the  Right  of  the  Great  King,  had  been, 
with  fome  People  of  Virginia,  in  Poffeffion  of  thefe 
very  Lands,  which  you  have  fet  up  your  late  Claim 
to. 

The  Commiffioners  for  Indian  Affairs  at  Albany 
gave  the  Account  we  mentioned  to  you  Yefterday 
to  the  Governor  of  New-Tor i,  and  he  fent  it  to  the 
Governor  of  Virginia;  their  Names  will  be  given 
you  by  the  Interpieter.

*  Brethren, 

This  Difpute  is  not  between  Virginia  and  you  ; 
it  is  fetting  up  your  Right  againft  the  Great  King, 
under  whofe  Grants  the  People  you  complain  of 
are  fettled.  Nothing  but  a  Command  from  the 
Great  King  can  remove  them ;  they  are  too 
powerful  to  be  removed  by  any  Force  of  you,  our 
Brethren  ;  and  the  Great  King,  as  our  common 
Father,  will  do  equal  Juftice  to  all  his  Children  ; 
wherefore  we  do  believe  they  will  be  confirmed 
in  their  Poffefiions. 

As  to  the  Road  you  mention,  we  intended  te 
prevent  any  Occafion  for  it,  by  making  a  Peace  be- 
tween you  and  the  Southern  Indians,  a  few  Years 
fince,  at  a  confiderable  Expence  to  our  Great  King, 
which  you  confirmed  at  Albany,  It  feems,  by  your 
being  at  War  with  the  Catawbas,  that  it  has  not 
l?een  long  kept  between  you. 

However,  if  you  defire  a  Road,  we  will  agree 
to  one  on  the  Terms  of  the  Treaty  you  made  with 
Colonel  Spot/wood,  and  your  People,  behaving 
themfelves  orderly  like  Friends  and  Brethren,  fhall 
be  ufed  in  their  Paflage  through  Virginia  with  the 
fame  Kindnefs  as  they  are  when  they  pafs  through 

the 
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the  Lands  of  your  Brother  Onas.     This  we  hope 
will  be  agreed  to  by  you  our  Brethren,  and  we  will 
abide  by  the  Promife  made  to  you  Yefterday. 

We  may  proceed  to  fettle  what  we  are  to  give 
you  for  any  Right  you  may  have,  or  have  had  to 
all  the  Lands  to  the  Southward  and  Weft  ward  of 
the  Lands  of  your  Brother  the  Governor  of  Mary- 
land, and  of  your  Brother  Onas ;  tho'  we  are  in- 
formed that  the  Southern  Indians  claim  thefe  very 
Lands  that  you  do.  r> 

We  are  defirous  to  live  with  you,  our  Brethren, 
according  to  the  old  Chain  of  Friendfiiip,  to  fettle 
all  thefe  Matters  fairly  and  honeftly ;  and,  as  a 
Pledge  of  our  Sincerity,  we  give  you  this  Belt  of 
Wampum.'

YESTERDAY  you  fpoke  to  us  concerning 
the  Lands  on  this  Side  Potowmack  River,  and 
sis  we  have  deliberately  confidered  what  you  faid 
to  us  on  that  Matter,  we  are  now  very  ready  to 
fettle  the  Bounds  of  fueh  Lands,  and  releafe  our 
Right  and  Claim  thereto. 

We  are  willing  to  renounce  all  Right  to  Lord 
Baltimore  of  all  thofe  Lands  lying  two  Miles  above 
the  uppermoft  Fork  of  Potowmack  or  Cohongoruton 
Rrver,  near  which  Thomas  Crtjfap  has  a  hunting  or 
trading  Cabin,  by  a  North-line,  to  the  Bounds  of 
Penfylvania.  But  in  Cafe  fuch  Limits  (hall  not  in  - 
elude  every  Settlement  or  Inhabitant  of  Maryland,

We  earneftly  defire  to  live  with  you  as  Brethren, 
and  hope  you  will  fiiew  us  all  Brotherly  Kindnefs ;

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony. 

Soon  after  theCommifHoners  and  Indians  departed 
from  the  Court-Houfe  Chamber.

Tho'  great  Things  are  well  remembered  among 
us,  yet  we  don't  remember  that  we  were  ever  con- 
quered by  the  Great  King,  or  that  we  have  been 
employed  by  that  Great  King  to  conquer  others  ; 
if  it  was  fo,  it  is  beyond  our  Memory.  We  do 
remember  we  were  employed  by  Maryland  to  con- 
quer the  Conejiogoes,  and  that  the  fecond  Time  we 
were  at  War  with  them,  we  carried  them  aH  off.* 

*  Brother  Aflaragoa, 

You  charge  us  with  not  acting  agreeable  to  our 
Peace  with  the  Catawbas,  we  will  repeat  to  you 
truly  what  was  done.  The  Governor  of  New- 
York  at  Albany »,  in  Behalf  of  AJfaragoa,  gave  us  fe- 
veral  Belts  of  Wampum  from  the  Cherikees  and 
Catawbas,  and  we  agreed  to  a  Peace,  if  thofe  Na- 
tions would  fend  fome  of  their  great  Men  to  us  to 
confirm  it  Face  to  Face,  and  that  they  would  trade 
with  us  5  and  defired  that  they  would  appoint  a

*  Brother  AfTaragoa, 

We  then  defired  a  Letter  might  be  fent  to  the 
Catawbas  and  Cherikees,  to  defire  them  to  come 
and  confirm  the  Peace,     It  was  long  before  an 

Anfwer 
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Anfwer  came;  but  we  met  the  Cheriktes^  and  con- 
firmed the  Peace,  and  fent  fome  of  our  People  to 
take  care  of  them,  until  they  returned  to  their  own 
Country. 

The.  Catawbas  refufed  to  come,  and  fent  us 
Word,  That  we  were  but  Women,  that  they  were 
Men,  and  double  Men  ;  that  they  could  makeWo- 
men  of  us,  and  would  be  always  at  War  with  us. 
They  are  a  deceitful  People.  Our  Brother  AJfa~ 
ragoa  is  deceived  by  them  ;  we  don't  blame  him 
for  it,  but  are  forry  he  is  fo  deceived.  * 


*  Brother  AiTaragoa, 

We  have  confirmed  the  Peace  with  the  Cherikees^ 
but  not  with  the  Catawbas.  They  have  been  trea- 
cherous, and  know  it;  fo  that  the  War  mull  con- 
tinue till  one  of  us  is  deftroyed.  This  we  think 
proper  to  tell  you,  that  you  may  not  be  troubled  at 
what  we  do  to  the  Catawbas* 


*  Brother  AiTaragoa, 

We  will  now  fpeak  to  the  Point  between  us. 
You  fay  you  will  agree  with  us  as  to  the  Road  ; 
we  defire  that  may  be  the  Road  which  was  laft 
made  (the  Waggon-Road).  It  is  always  a  Cuf- 
tom  among  Brethren  or  Strangers  to  ufe  each  other 
kjndly  ;  you  have  fome  very  ill-natured  People 
Jiving  up  there  ;  fo  that  we  defire  the  Perfons  in 
Power,  may  know  that  we  are  to  have  reafonable 
IVi<5hialls  when  we  are  in  want. 

You  know' very  well,  when  the  white  People 
came  firfl:  here  they  were  poor;  but  now  they 
have  got  our  Lands,  and  are  by  them  become 
rich,  and  we  are  now  poor  ;  what  little  we  have 
had  for  the  Land  goes  foon  away,  but  the,  Land 
lafts  for  ever.

Days  part,  and  have  not  dene  any  thing  to  the 
Purpofe.' 

The  Commiilioners  told  .them  they  mould  fee

great  Con  fequence,  and  attended  with  Abundance 
of  Form,  the Teveral  Nations  had  drawn  Lots  for 
the  Performance  of  the  Ceremony,  and  the  Lot 
falling  on  the  Cayogo  Nation,  fchfcjP  had  chofen 
GuihradodoiUs  one  of  their  Chiefs,  to  be  their 
Speaker,  and  he  defired  Leave  to  begin  ;  which 
bein^  given,  he,  on  an  elevated  Part  of  the  Court- 
HouiV  with  all  the  Dignity  of  a  Warrior,  the 
Geilure  of  an  Orator,  and  in  a  very  graceful  Pof- 
ture,  (aid,  That, 

"  As  the  Governor  of  Maryland  h^  invited 
-*  them  here  to  treat  about:  their  Landsy  ^nd 
ifc  brighten  the  Chain  of  Fnendmip,  the  United 
u  Nations  thought  themlelves-  fo  much  obliged  to 
"  them,  that  they  had  come  to  a  Refolution  in 
**  Council  to  give  to  the  great  Man,  who  is  a 
"  Proprietor  of  Maryland,  a  particular  Name,  by 
"  which  they  might  hereafter  correfpond  with 
u  him  ;  and  as  it  had  fallen- to  the  Cayogoes  Lot 
"  in  Council  to  confider  of  a  proper  Name  for 
.;'  that  chief  Man,  they  had:  agreed  to  give -him 
-"  the  Name  of  Tocarryhcgan,  denoting  Prece- 
;c  dency,;  Excellency,  or  living  an  the  middle  oir 
"  honourable  Place  betwixt.  Ajjamgo^  ;artd  their 
"  Brother  Otw^by  whom  their  Treaties  might  be 
"  better  carried  on."  And  thenrad'drefikig  feimfelf 
to  his  Honour  the  Governor  of  Penfylvania,  the 
honourable  the  CommifTioners  of  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  and  to  the  Gentlemen  then  prefent,  he 
proceeded  : 

"  As  there  is  a  Company  of  great  Men  now 
"  affembled,  we  take  this  Time  and  Opportunity 
"  to  publifh  this  Matter,  that  it  may  be  known 
"  Tocarryhogan  is  our  Friend,  and  that  we  are 
u  ready  to  honour  him,  and  that  by  fuch  Name 
cc  he  may  be  always  called  and  known  among  us, 
*  And  we  hope  he  will  ever  aclr  towards  us  ac-

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"  cording  to  the  Excellency  of  the  Name  we 
"  have  now  given  him,  and  enjoy  a  Jong  and 
"  happy  Life." 

The  honourable  the  Governor  and  Commif- 
fioners,  and  all  the  Company  prefent,  returned  the 
Compliment  with  three  Huzza's  ;  and,  after  drink- 
ing Healths  to  our  gracious  King  and  the  Six 
Nations,  the  Commiflioners  of  Maryland  proceeded 
to  Bufinefs  in  the  Court- Houfe  Chamber  with  the 
Indians,  where  Conrad  Weifer,  the  Interpreter,  was 
prefent. 

The  honourable  the  Comm im" oners  ordered 
Mr.  Weifer  to  tell  the  Indians,  that  a  Deed,  re- 
leafmg  all  their  Claim  and  Title  to  certain  Lands 
lying  in  the  Province  of  Maryland,  which  by  them 
Was  agreed  to  be  given  and  executed  for  the  Ufe 
of  the  Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore,  Lord  Proprietary 
of  that  Province,  was  now  on  the  Table,  and  Seals 
ready  fixed  thereto.  The  Interpreter  acquainted 
them  therewith  as  defired,  and  then  gave  the  Deed 
to  CanaJJateego,  the  Speaker,  who  made  his  Mark, 
and  put  his  Seal,  and  delivered  it  ;  after  which, 
thirteen  other  Chiefs  or  Sachims  of  the  Six  Na~ 
tions  executed  it  in  the  fame  Manner,  in  the  Pre- 
fence  of  the  honourable  the  Commiflioners  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  divers  other  Gentlemen  of  that  Colony, 
and  of  the  Provinces  of  Penfylvania  and  Maryland.

Three  Indians  have  been  killed  at 
different  Times  at  Ohio,  and  we  never  mentioned 
any  of  them  to  you,  imagining  it  might  have 
been  occafioned  by  fome  unfortunate  Quarrels  ;

well;  and,  to.tajce  the  Grief  from  your  Heart,

c  Brother  Onas,  , 

We  have  heard  of  the  Murder  of  John  Arm- 
ftrong  ;  and,  in  our  Journey  here,  we  had  Con- 
ference with  our  Coufins  the  Delaware s  about  it, 
and  reproved  them  feverely  for  it,  and  charged 
them  to  go^fown  to  our  Brother  Onas,  and  make 
him  Satisfs'cHon,  both  for  the  Men  that  were 
killed,  and  for  the  Goods.  We  underftood,  by 
them ;  that  the  principal  Actor  in  thefe  Murders  is 
in  your  Prifon,  and  that  he  had  .done  all  the  Mif- 
chief  himfelf ;  but  that  befides  hina,  you  had  re- 
quired and  demanded,  two  others,  who  were  in  his 
Company  when  the  Murders  were  committed. 
W^e  promife  faithfully,  in  our  Return,  to  renew 
our  Reproofs,  and  to  charge  t\\Qx Delawares  to  fend 
down  fome  of  their  Chiefs  with  thefe  two  young 
Men  (but  not  as  Prifoners^  to  be  'examined  by 
you  y  and,  as  we  think,  upon;Exaxninationv  ypu 
will  not  find  them  guilty,  we  rely  on  your  J  u  ft  ice 
not  to  do  them  any  Harm,  but  to  permit  them  to 
return  Home  in  Safety. 
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We  likewife  underftand,  that  Search  has  been 
made  for  the  Goods  belonging  to  the  Deceafed,  and 
that  fome  have  been  already  returned  to  your 
People,  but  that  fome  are  ftill  miffing.  You  may 
depend  upon  our  giving  the  ftri&eft  Charge  to  the 
Delawares  to  fearch  again  with  mpre  Diligence  for 
the  Goods,  and  to  return  them,  or  the  Value  of 
them,  in  Skins.

*  The  Conoy  Indians  have  informed  us,  that  they 
fent  you  a  Meffage,  fome  Time  ago,  to  advife  you, 
that  they  were  ill  ufed  by  the  white  People  in  the 
Place  where  they  had  lived,  and  that  they  had 
come  to  a  Refolution  of  removing  to  Shamokin^  and 
requeued  fome  fmall  Satisfaction  for  their  Land  y 
and  as  they  never  have  received  any  Anfwer  fiom 
you,  they  have  defired  us  to  fpeak  for  them  y  we 
heartily  recommend  their  Cafe  to  your  Generofity. 
And,  to  give  Weight  to  your  Recommendation, 
we  prefent  you  with  this  String  of  Wampum/ 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony. 

The  Governor  having  conferred  a  little  Time  wi$h  the 
honourable  Commifftoners  of  Virginia  and  Mary- 
"  land,  made  the  following  Reply: 

«  Brethren, 

I  am  glad  to  find  that  you  agree  with  me  in  the 
Neceflity  of  keeping  the  Road  between  us  clear 
and  open,  and  .the  Concern  you  have  expreffed  on 
account  of  the  barbarous  Murders  mentioned  to  you, 
is"  a  Proof  of  your  Brotherly  Affection  for  us.     If 

Crimes 
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Crimes  of  this  Nature  be  not  ftriclly  enquired  into, 
and  the  Criminals  feverely  punifhed,  there  will  be 
an  End  of  all  Commerce  between  us  and  the  Iridic 
ans,  and  then  you  will  be  altogether  in  the  Power 
of  the  French.  They  will  fet  what  Price  they 
pleafe  on  their  own  Goods,  and  give  you  what 
they  think  fit  for  your  Skins ;  fo  it  is  for  your  own 
Intereft  that  our  Traders  fhould  be  fafe  in  their 
Perfons  and  Goods,  when  they  travel  to  your 
Towns. 


c  Brethren, 

Iconfidered  this  Matter  well  before  I  came  from 
Philadelphia,  and  I  advifed  with  the  Council  there 
upon  it,  as  I  have  done  here  with  the  honourable 
the  Commiffioners  of  Virginia  and  Maryland.  I 
never  heard  before  of  the  Murder  of  the  three  /«- 
dtans.vtOhio-,  had  Complaint  been  made  to  me  of 
it,  and  it  had  appeared  to  have  been  committed  by 
any  of  the  People  under  my  Government,  they 
fliould  have  been  put  to  Death,  as  two  of  them  were, 
iome  Years  ago,  for  killing  two  Indians.  You  are 
not  to  take  your  own  Satisfaction,  but  to  apply  to 
me,  and  I  will  fee  that  Juftice  be  done  you:  and 
fhould  any  of  the  Indians  rob  or  murder  any 
of  our  People,  I  do  exped  that  you  will  deliver 
them  up,  to  be  tried  and  punifhed  in  the  fame  Man- 
ner as  white  People  are.  This  is  the  Way  to  pre- 
ferve  Friendfhip  between  us,  and  will  be  for  your 
Benefit  as  well  as  ours.  I  am  well  pleafed  with 
the  Steps  you  have  already  taken,  and  the  Reproofs 
you  have  given  to  your  Coufins  the  DelawarJx  and 

of  their  Chiefs  to  bring  down  the  two  young  Men 
that  were  prefent  at  the  Murders;  if  they  are  not 
SBJ^jgg^  IM  ^k  "Pon  it  as  a7Proofof 

If, 
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If,  upon  Examination,  they  fhall  be  found  not 
to  have  been  concerned  in  the  bloody  Action,  they 
ihall  be  well  ufed,  and  fent  Home  in  Safety  :  I  will 
take  it  upon  myfelf  to  fee  that  they  have  no  In- 
juftice  done  them.  An  Inventory  is  taken  of  the 
Goods  already  reftored,  and  I  expect  Satisfaction 
will  be  made  for  fuch  as  cannot  be  found,  in  Skins, 
according  to  Promife. 

I  well  remember  the  coming  down  of  one  of  the 
Conoy  Indians  with  a  Paper,  fetting  forth,  That  the 
Conoys  had  come  to  a  Refolution  to  leave  the  Land 
referred  for  them  by  the  Proprietors,  but  he  made 
no  Complaint  to  me  of  ill  Ufage  from  the  white 
People.  The  Reafon  he  gave  for  their  Removal 
was,  That  the  fettling  of  the  white  People  all  round 
them  had  made  Deer  fcarce,  and  that  therefore  they 
chofe  to  remove  to  Juniata  for  the  Benefit  of 
Hunting.  I  ordered  what  they  faid  to  be  entered 
in  the  Council -Btfok.  The  old  Man's  Expences 
were  borne,  and  .a  Blanket  given  him  at  his  Return 
Home.  I  have  not  yet  heard  from  the  Proprietors 
on  this  Head;  but  you  may  be  affured,  from  the 
Favour  and  juftice  they  have  always  fhewn  to  the 
Indian^  that  they  will  do  every  Thing  that  may  be 
leafcnaMv  expected  of  them  in  this  Cafe/

TJk  Indians  being  told,  by  the  Interpreter,  that  their 
Brother  Aflaragoa  was  going  to  /peak  to  them, 
the  Commijjioners  /poke  as  follows  : 

c  Sachims  and  Warrior \r,  our  Friends  and  Brethren, 

AS  we  have  already  faid  enough  to  you  on 
the  Subject  of  the  Title  to  the  Lands  you 
claim  from  Virginia,  we  have  no  Occafion  to  fay 
any  Thing  more  to  you  on  that  Head,  but  come 
directly  to  the  Point. 

We  have  opened  the  Cheft,  and  the  Goods  are 
now  here  before  you;  they  coft  Two  Hundred 
Pounds  Penfyhania  Money,  and  were  bought  by 
a  Perfon  recommended  to  us  T>y  the  Governor  of 
Penfyhania  with  ready  Cafh.  We  ordered  them 
to  be  good  in  their  Kinds,  and  we  believe  they  are 
fo.  Thefe  Goods,  and  Two  Hundred  Pounds  in 
Gold,  which  lie  on  the  Table,  we  will  give  you, 
our  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations,  upon  Condition 
that  you  immediately  make  a  Deed,  recognizing  the 
King's  Right  to  all  the  Lands  that  are,  or  fliall  be 
by  his  Majefty's  Appointment,  in  the  Colony  of 
Virginia. 

As  to  the  Road,  we  agree  you  (hall  have  one 
and  the  Regulation  is  in  Paper,  which  the  Inter- 
preter now  has  in  his  Cuftody  to  fhew  you      The

People  of  Virginia  fhall  perform  their  Part,  if 
you  and  your  Indians  perform  theirs  ;  we  are 
your  Brethren,  and  wilJ  do  no  Hardfnips  to 
you,  but,  on  the  contrary,  all  the  Kindnefs  we 
can." 

The  Indians  agreed  to  what  was  faid,  and  Ca- 
itajjateego  defired  they  would  reprefent  their  Cafe 
to  the  King,  in  order  to  have  a  further  Considera- 
tion when  the  Settlement  increafed  much  further 
back.  To  which  the  Commiflioners  agreed,  and 
promifed  they  would  make  fuch  a  Reprefentation 
faithfully  and  honeftly ;  and,  for  their  further  Se- 
curity that  they  would  do  fo,  they  would  give  them 
a  Writing,  under  their  Hands  and  Seals,  to  that 
Purpofe. 

They  defired  that  fome  Rum  might  be  given 
them  to  drink  on  their  Way  Home,  which  the  Com- 
miilioners  agreed  to,  and  paid  them  in  Gold  for 
that  Purpofe,  and  the  Carriage  of  their  Goods  from 
Philadelphia^  Nine  Pounds,  Thirteen  Shillings,  and 
Three-pence,  Penfylvania  Money. 

Canajjateego  further  faid,  That  as  their  Brother 
*Iocarry-hogan  fent  them  Provifion  on  the  Road 
foere,  which  kept  them  from  flarving,  he  hoped 
their  Brother  AJfaragoa  would  do  the  fame  for  them 
back,  and  have  the  Goods  he  gave  them  carried  to 
the  ufual  Place;  which  the  Commiilioners  agreed 
to,  and  ordered  Provifions  and  Carriages  to  be  pro- 
vided accordingly. 

After  this  Conference  the  Deed  was  produced, 
and  the  Interpreter  explained  it  to  them  ;  and  they, 
according  to  their  Rank  and  Quality,  put  their 
Marks  and  Seals  to  it,  in  the  Prefence  of  feveral 
Gentlemen  of  Maryland^  Penfylvania  and  Virginia  \ 
and  when  they  delivered  the  Deed,  Canajfateego  de- 
livered it  for  the  Ufc  of  their  Father,  the  Great 
King,  and  hoped  he  would  confider  them;    on 

which 
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which  the  Gentlemen  and  Indians  then  prefent  gave 
three  Shouts.

The  Governor  fpoke  as  follows ; 
c  Friends  and  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations, 

AT  a  Treaty,  held  with  many  of  the  Chiefs 
of  your  Nations  Two  Years  ago,  the  Road 
between  us  was  made  clearer  and  wider  ;  our  Fire 
was  enlarged,  and  our  Friendfhip  confirmed  by  an 
Exchange  of  Prefents,  and  many  other  mutual  good 
Offices. 

We  think  ourfelves  happy  in  having  been  infW 
mental  to  your  meeting  with  our  Brethren  of  Vir- 
ginia and  Maryland-,  and  we  perfwade  ourfelves 
that  you,  on  your  Parts,  will  always  remember  it 
as  an  Inftance  of  our  Good-will  and  Affection  for 
you.     This  has  given  us  an  Opportunity  of  feeing 
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you  fooner  than  perhaps  we  fhould  otherwife  have 
done  ;  and,  as  we  are  under  mutual  Obligations  by 
Treaties,  we  to  hear  with  our  Ears  for  you,  and 
you  to  hear  with  your  Ears  for  us,  we  take  this 
Opportunity  to  inform  you  of  what  very  nearly 
concerns  us  both. 

The  Great  King  of  England  and  the  French 
King  have  declared  War  againft  each  other.  Two 
Battles  have  been  fought,  one  by  Land,  and  the 
other  by  Sea.  The  Great  King  ^England  com- 
manded the  Land-Army  in  Perfon,  and  gained  a 
compleat  Victory.  Numbers  of  the  French  were 
killed  and  taken  Prifoners,  and  the  reft  were  forced 
to  pafs  a  River  with  Precipitation  to  fave  their  Lives. 
The  Great  God  covered  the  King's  Head  in  that 
Battle,  fo  that  he  did  not  receive  the  leaft  Hurt ; 
for  which  you,  as  well  as  we,  have  Reafon  to  be 
very  thankful. 

The  Engagement  at  Sea  was  likewife  to  the  Ad- 
vantage of  the  Englijh.  The  French  and  Spaniards 
joined  their  Ships  together,  and  came  out  to  fight 
us.  The  brave  Englijh  Admiral  burnt  one  of  their 
largeft  Ships,  and  many  others  were  fo  mattered, 
that  they  were  glad  to  take  the  Opportunity  of  a 
very  high  Wind,  and  a  dark  Night,  to  run  away, 
and  to  hide  themfelves  again  in  their  own  Har- 
bours. Had  the  Weather  proved  fair,  he  would, 
in  all  Probability,  have  taken  or  deftroved  them 
all. 

I  need  not  put  you  in  mind  how  much  TViliiam 
Penn  and  his  Sons  have  been  your  Friends,  and  the 
Friends  of  all  the  Indians.  You  have  long  and 
often  experienced  their  Friendfhip  for  you ;  nor 
need  I  repeat  to  you  how  kindly  you  were  treated, 
and  what  valuable  Prefents  were  made  to  you  two 
Years  ago  by  the  Governor,  the  Council,  and  the 
AfTembly  of  Pcnfolvania.  The  Sons  of  WiHia?n 
Penn  are  all  now  in  England^  and  have  left  me  in 

their 
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their  Place,  well  knowing  how  much  I  regard  you 
and  all  the  Indians.  As  a  frefh  Proof  of  this,  I 
have  left  my  Houfe,  and  am  come  thus  far  to  fee 
you,  to  renew  our  Treaties,  to  brighten  the  Cove- 
nant-Chain, and  to  confirm  our  Friendfhip  with 
you.  In  Teftimony  whereof,  I  prefent  you  with 
this  Belt  of  Wampum. 

Which  was  received  with  the  Yo-hah. 


As  your  Nations  have  engaged  themfelves  by 
Treaty  to  ailift  us  your  Brethren  of  Penfylvania9 
in  cafe  of  a  War  with  the  French,  we  do  not  doubt 
but  you  will  pun&ually  perform  an  Engagement 
fo  folemnly  entered  into.  A  War  is  now  de- 
clared, and  we  expert  that  you  will  not  fuffer  the 
French,  or  any  of  the  Indians  in  Alliance  with  them, 
to  march  through  your  Country,  to  difturb  any  of  our 
Settlements;  and  that  you  will  give  us  the  earl  ieft  and 
beft  Intelligence  of  any  Defigns  that  may  be  formed 
by  them  to  our  Difadvantage,  as  we  promife  to  do  of 
any  that  may  be  to  yours.  To  enforce  what  I  have 
now  faid  to  you  in  the  ftrongeft  Manner,  I  prefent 
you  with  this  Belt  of  Wampum.' 

Which  was  received  with  the  Yo-hah. 

After  a  little  Paufe,  his  Honour  the  Governor 
/poke  again : 

*  Friends  and  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations, 
What  I  have  now  faid  to  you  is  in  Conformity 
to  Treaties  fubfifting  between  the  Province  of  which 
I  am  Governor,  and  your  Nations.  I  now  pro- 
ceed, with  the  Confent  of  the  honourable  Commif- 
fioners  for  Virginia  and  Maryland,  to  tell  you,  that 
all  Differences  having  been  adjufted,  and  the  Roads 
between  us  and  you  made  quite  clear  and  open,  wc 
are  ready  to  confirm  our  Treaties  with  your  Na- 
tions, and  eftablifh  a  Friendfhip  that  is  not  to  end, 
F  3  but 
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but  with  the  World  itfelf.  And,  In  Behalf  of  the 
Province  of  Penfylvania,  I  do,  by  this  fine  Belt  of 
Wampum,  and  a  Prefent  of  Goods,  to  the  Value 
of  Three  Hundred  Pounds,  confirm  and  eftablifh 
the  faid  Treaties  of  Peace,  Union  and  Friendfhip, 
you  on  your  Parts  doing  the  fame.' 

Which  was  received  with  a  loud  Yo-hah, 

The  Governor  further  added,  <  The  Goods  bought 
with  the  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  put  into 
my  Hands  by  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  are  ready 
to  be  delivered  when  you  pleafe.  The  Goods 
bought  and  fent  up  by  the  People  of  the  Province 
of  Penfyhania,  according  to  the  Lift  which  the  In- 
terpreter will  explain,  are  laid  by  themfelves,  and 
are  likewife  ready  to  be  delivered  to  you  at  your 
own  Time.' 

Srfitr  a  Ihtle  Paufe  the  CommiJJioners  of  Virginia 
/poke  as  follows ; 

*  Sachims  and  Warriors  of  the  Six  Nations, 

The  Way  between  us  being  made  fmooth  by 
what  pafFed  Yefterday,  we  defire  now  to  confirm 
all  former  Treaties  made  between  Virginia  and  you, 
our  Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  to  make  our 
Chain  of  Union  and  Friend/hip  as  bright  as  the 
Sun,  that  it  may  not  contracl  any  more  Ruft  for 
ever ;  that  our  Childrens  Children  may  rejoice  at, 
and  confirm  what  we  have  done  ;  and  that  yon  and 
your  Children  may  not  forget  it,  we  give  you  One 
Hundred  Pounds  in  Gold,  and  this  Belt  of  Wam- 
pum.5 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony.

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c  Friends  and  Brethren? 

Altho'  we  have  been  difappointed  in  our  Endea- 
vours to  bring  about  a  Peace  between  you  and 
the  Catawbas?  yet  we  defire  to  fpeak  to  you  fomer 
thing  more  about  them.  We  believe  they  have 
been  unfaithful  to  you,  and  fpoke  of  you  with  a 
foolifh  Contempt ;  but  this  may  be  only  the  R  afh~ 
nefs  ©f  fome  of  their  young  Men.  In  this  Time 
of  War  with  our  common  Enemies  the  French  and 
Spaniards?  it  wilM)e  the  wifeit  Way  to  be  at  Peace 
among  ourfelves.  They,  the  Catawbas?  are  alfo 
Children  of  the  Great  King,  and  therefore  we  defire 
you  will  agree,  that  we  may  endeavour  to  make  a 
Peace  between  you  and  them.  That  we  may  be  all 
united  by  one  common  Chain  of  Friendfhip,  we 
give  you  this  String  of  Wampum. 

Which  was  received  with  the  nfual  Ctremony. 


6  Brethren, 

Our  Friend  Conrad  Weifer?  when  he  is  old,  will 
go  into  the  other  World,  as  our  Fathers  have  done, 
our  Children  will  then  want  fuch  a  Friend  to  go  be- 
tween them  and  your  Children,  to  reconcile  any 
Differences  that  may  happen  to  arife  between  them, 
that,  like  him,  may  have  the  Ears  and  Tongues  of 
our  Children  and  yours. 

The  Way  to  have  fuch  a  Friend,  is  for  you  to 
fend  three  or  four  of  your  Boys  to  Virginia?  where 
we  have  a  fine  Houfe  for  them  to  live  in,  and  a 
Man  on  purpofe  to  teach  the  Children  of  you,  our 
Friends,  the  Religion,  Language  and  Cuftoms  of 
the  white  People.  To  this  Place  we  kindly  invite 
you  to  fend  fome  of  your  Children  ;  and  we  pro- 
mife  you  they  fhall  have  the  fame  Care  taken  of 
them,  and  be  inftrucled  in  the  fame  Manner  as  our

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own  Children,  and  be  returned  to  you  again  when 
vou  pleafe ;  and,  to  confirm  this,  we  give  you  this 
String  of  Wampum.'

Then  the  Commijftoners  of  Maryland  /poke  as  follows  : 

f  Friends  and  Brethren,  the  Chiefs  or  Sachims  of 
the  Six  United  Nations, 

The  Governor  of  Maryland  invited  you  hither, 
we  have  treated  you  as  Friends,  and  agreed  with 
you  as  Brethren. 

As  the  Treaty  now  made  concerning  the  Lands 
in  Maryland  will,  we  hope,  prevent  effe&ually  every 
future  Mifunderftanding  between  us  on  that  Ac- 
count, we  will  now  bind  fafter  the  Link  of  our 
Chain  of  Friendfhip,  by  a  Renewal  of  all  our  for- 
mer Treaties;  and  that  they  may  ftill  be  the  better 
fecured,  we  mall  prefent  you  with  One  Hundred 
Pounds  in  Gold. 

What  we  have  further  to  fay  to  you  is,  Let  not 
our  Chain  contradr.  any  Ruft  \  whenever  you  per- 
ceive the  leaft  Speck,  tell  us  of  it,  and  we  will 
make  it  clean.  This  we  alfo  expecl  of  you,  that 
it  may  always  continue  fo  bright  as  our  Genera- 
tions may  fee  their  Faces  in  it ;  and,  in  Pledge  of 
the  Truth  of  what  we  have  now  fpoken,  and  our 
Affection  to  you,  we  give  you  this  Belt  of  Wam- 
pum/ 

Winch  was  received  ivith  the  ufual  Ceremony. 

CANASSATEEGO,  in  Return,  fpoke  as  follows: 
^ €  Brother  Onas,  AlTaragoa,  and  Tocarry-hogan, 

We  return  you  Thanks  for  your  feveral  Speeches, 
which  are  very  agreeable  to  us.     They  contain 

Matters 
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Matters  of  fuch  great  Moment,  that  we  propofe  to 
give  them  a  very  ferious  Confideration,  and  to  an- 
iwer  them  fuitably  to  their  Worth  and  Excellence ; 
and  this  will  take  till  To-morrow  Morning,  and 
when   we  are  ready  we  will  give  you  due  No- 

You  tell  us  you  beat  the  French;  iffo,  you 
muft  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  Rum  from  them, 
and  can  the  better  fpare  us  fome  of  that  Liquor, 
to  make  us  rejoice  with  you  in  the  Victory.' 

The  Governor  and  Commiffioners  ordered  a 
Dram  of  Rum  to  be  given  to  each  in  a  fmall  Glafs, 
calling  it,  A  French  Glafs.

create  a  good  Underftanding,  and  to  clear  the  Road; 
and,  in  Token  of  our  Gratitude,  we  prefent  you 
with  this  String  of  Wampum. 

Which  was  received  with  the  ufual  Ceremony. 

Brother  Onas, 

You  was  pleafed  Yeflerday  to  inform  us,  "  That 
<*  War  had  been  declared  between  the  Great  King  of 
*<  England  and  the  FrenchKmg;  that  two  great 
€A  Battles  had  been  fought,  one  by  Land,  and  the 
cc  other  at  Sea;  with  many  other  Particulars." 
We  are  glad  to  hear  the  Arms  of  the  King  of  Eng- 
land were  fuccefsful,  and  take  Part  with  you  in  your 
Joy  on  this  Occafion.  You  then  came  nearer 
Home,  and  told  us,  "  You  had  left  your  Houfe, 
cc  and  were  come  thus  far,  on  Behalf  of  the  whole 
<;  People  cf  Pen fy Ivan ia,  to  fee  us,  to  renew  your 
"  Treaties,  to  brighten  the  Covenant-Chain,  and 
*4  to  confirm  your  Friendfhip  with  us."  We  ap- 
prove this  Proportion,  we  thank  you  for  it.  We 
own,  with  Pleafure,  that  the  Covenant-Chain  be- 
tween us  and  Penfylvania  is  of  old  Standing,  and 
has  never  contracted  any  Ruft ;  we  wifh  it  may 
always  continue  as  bright  as  it  has  done  hitherto; 
and,  in  Token  of  the  Sincerity  of  our  Wifhes,  we 
prefent  you  with  this  Belt  of  Wampum.

Brother  On  as, 

You  was  pleafed  Yefterday  to  remind  us  of  our 
mutual  Obligation  to  affift  each  other  in  cafe  of  a 
War  with  the  French ,  and  to  repeat  the  SubfUncc 

of 
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of  what  we  ought  to  do  by  our  Treaties  with  you ; 
and  that  as  a  War  had  been  already  entered  into 
with  the  French^  you  called  upon  us  to  aflift  you, 
and  not  to  differ  the  French  to  march  through  our 
Country,  to  difturb  any  of  your  Settlements, 

In  Anfwer,  we  afllire  you  we  have  all  thefe  Par- 
ticulars in  our  Hearts,  they  are  frefli  in  our  Me- 
mory. We  (hall  never  forget  that  you  and  we  have 
but  one  Heart,  one  Head,  one  Eye,  one  Ear,  and 
one  Hand.  We  (hall  have  all  your  Country  under 
our  Eye,  and  take  all  the  Care  we  can  to  prevent 
any  Enemy  from  coming  into  it ;  and,  in  Proof  of 
our  Care,  we  mutt  inform  you,  that  before  we 
came  here,  we  told  *Onandio>  our  Father,  as  he  is 
called,  that  neither  he,  nor  any  of  his  People, 
fhould  come  through  our  Country,  to  hurt  our 
Brethren  the  Englijb,  or  any  of  the  Settlements 
belonging  to  them ;  there  was  Room  enough  at 
Sea  to  fight,  there  he  might  do  what  he  pleafed* 
but  he  mould  not  come  upon  our  Land,  to  do  any 
Damage  to  our  Brethren.

After  fome  little  Time,  the  Interpreter  /aid,  Canada- 
teego  had  forgot  fomething material \  and  defired 
to  mend  his  Speech,  and  to  do  fo  as  often  as  he 
Jhould  omit  any  Thing  of  Moment ;  and  thereupon 
he  added) 

The  Six  Nations  have  a  great  Authority  and 
Influence  over  fundry  Tribes  of  Indians  in  Alli- 
ance with  the  French,  and  particularly  over  the 

Praying 

*  Onandfr;  tbs  Governor  o(  Qanada, 
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Praying  Indians,  formerly  a  Part  with  ourfelves, 
who  ftand  in  the  very  Gates  of  the  French  ;  and, 
to  fhew  our  further  Care,  we  have  engaged  thefe 
very  Indians,  and  other  Indian  Allies  of  the  French^ 
for  you.  They  will  not  join  the  French  againft 
you.  They  have  agreed  with  us  before  we  fet 
out.  We  have  put  the  Spirit  of  Antipathy  againft 
the  French  in  thofe  People.  Our  Intereft  is  very 
confiderable  with  them,  and  many  other  Nations  ; 
and  as  far  as  ever  it  extends,  we  fhall  ufe  it  for 
your  Service.' 

The  Governor  faid,  CanaJJateego  did  well  to 
mend  his  Speech  ;  he  might  always  do  it  when- 
ever his  Memory  mould  fail  him  in  any  Point  of 
Confequence  ;  and  he  thanked  him  for  the  very 
agreeable  Addition. 


*  Brother  AfTaragoa, 

You  told  us  Yefterday,  that  all  Difputes  with 
you  being  now  at  an  End,  you  defired  to  confirm 
all  former  Treaties  between  Virginia  and  us,  and 
to  make  our  Chain  of  Union  as  bright  as  the 
Sun. 

We  agree  very  heartily  with  you  in  thefe  Pro- 
portions ,  we  thank  you  for  your  good  Inclina- 
tions ;  we  defire  you  will  pay  no  Regard  to  any 
idle  Stories  that  may  be  told  to  our  Prejudice.

You  did  let  us  know  Yefterday,  that  tho'  you 
had  been  difappointed  in  your  Endeavours  to  bring 
about  a  Peace  between  us  and  the  Catawbas,  yet 
you  would  ftill  do  the  beft  to  bring  fuch  a  Thing 
about.  We  are  well  pleafed  with  your  Defign, 
and  the  more  fo,  as  we  hear  you  know  what  Sort 
of  People  the  Catawbas  are,  that  they  are  fpiteful 
and  offenfive,  and  have  treated  us  contemptuoufly. 
We  are  glad  you  know  thefe  Things  of  the  Ca- 
tawbas \  we  believe  what  you  fay  to  be  true,  that 
there  are,  notwithstanding,  fome  amongft  them 
who  are  wifer  and  better  ;  and,  as  you  fay  they 
are  your  Brethren,  and  belong  to  the  Great  King 
over  the  Water,  we  fhall  not  be  againft  a  Peace 
on  reafonable  Terms,  provided  they  will  come  to 
the  Northward  to  treat  about  it.

You  told  us  likewife,  you  had  a  great  Houfe 
provided  for  the  Education  of  Youth,  and  that 
there  were  feveral  white  People  and  Indians  Chil- 
dren there  to  learn  Languages,  and  to  write  and 
read,  and  invited  us  to  fend  fome  of  our  Children 
amongft  you,  &c, 

We 
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We  muft  let  you  know  we  love  our  Children 
too  well  to  fend  them  fo  great  a  Way,  and  the 
Indians  are  not  inclined  to  give  their  Children 
Learning.  We  allow  it  to  be  good,  and  we  thank 
you  for  your  Invitation  ;  but  our  Cuftoms  differ- 
ing from  yours,  you  will  be  fo  good  as  to  ex- 
cufe  us. 

We  hope  *  Tarachaivagon  will  be  preferved  by 
the  good  Spirit  to  a  good  old  Age ;  when  he  is 
gone  under  Ground,  it  will  be  then  Time  enough 
to  look  out  for  another ;  and  no  doubt  but  amongft 
fo  many  Thoufands  as  there  are  in  the  World,  one 
fuch  Man  may  be  found,  who  will  ferve  both  Par- 
ties with  the  fame  Fidelity  as  Tarachawagon  does  ; 
while  he  lives  there  is  no  Room  to  complain.  In 
Token  of  our  Thankfulnefs  for  your  Invitation, 
we  give  you  this  String  of  Wampum.

Brother  Tocarry-hogan, 

You  told  us  Yefterday,  that  fmce  there  was  now 
nothing  in  Controverfy  between  us,  and  the  Af- 
fair of  the  Land  was  fettled  to  your  Satisfaction, 
you  would  now  brighten  the  Chain  of  Friendfhip, 
which  hath  fubfifted  between  you  and  us  ever  fince 
we  became  Brethren  ;  we  are  well  pleafed  with 
the  Propofition,  and  we  thank  you  for  it  ;  we  alfo 
are  inclined  to  renew  all  Treaties,  and  keep  a  good 
Correfpondence  with  you.  You  told  us  further, 
if  ever  we  mould  perceive  the  Chain  had  con- 
tracted any  Ruft,  to  let  you  know,  and  you  would 
take  Care  to  take  the  Ruft  out,  and  preferve  it 
bright.

We  have  now  finifhed  our  Anfwer  to  what  yotl 
faid  to  us  Yefterday,  and  fliall  now  proceed  to 
Indian  Affairs,  that  are  not  of  fo  general  a  Con* 
cern. 

4  Brother  AfTaragoa, 

There  lives  a  Nation  of  Indians  on  the  other 
Side  of  your  Country,  the  Tufcaroraes,  who  are 
our  Friends,  and  with  whom  we  hold  Corre- 
fpondence ;  but  the  Road  between  us  and  them  has 
been  flopped  for  fome  Time,  on  account  of  the 
Mifbehaviour  of  fome  of  our  Warriors.  We 
have  opened  a  new  Road  for  our  Warriors,  and 
they  fhall  keep  to  that  %  but  as  that  would  be  in- 
convenient for  MefTengers  going  to  the  Tufcaroraes9 
we  defire  they  may  go  the  old  Road.  We  fre- 
quently fend  Meffengers  to  one  another,  and  fhall 
have  more  Occafion  to  do  fo  now  that  we  have 
concluded  a  Peace  with  the  Cherikees.  To  enforce 
our  Requeft,  we  give  you  this  String  of  Wam- 
pum. 

Which  was   received  with   the  ufual  Cry  of 
Approbation. 


*  Brother  AfTaragoa, 

Among  thefe  Tufcaroraes  there  live  a  few  Fami- 
lies of  the  Conoy  Indians i  who  are  defirous  to  leave 
them,  and  to  remove  to  the  reft  of  their  Nation 

among 
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among  us,  and  the  flrait  Road  from  them  to  us 
lies  through  the  Middle  of  your  Country.  We 
defire  you  will  give  them  free  Paflage  through  Vir- 
ginia, and  furnifh  them  with  PaiTes  5  and,  to  en- 
force our  Requeft,  we  give  you  this  String  of 
Wampum. 

IVhich  was  received  with  the  ufual  Cry  *f 
approbation. 


€  Brother  Onas,  Aflaragoa,  and  Tocarry-hogan, 

At  the  Clofe  of  your  refpe&ive  Speeches  Yef- 
terday,  you  made  us  very  handfome  Prefents,  and 
we  mould  return  you  fomething  fuitable  to  your 
Generofity  ;  but,  alas  !  we  are  poor,  and  fhall 
ever  remain  fo,  as  long  as  there  are  fo  many  In- 
dian Traders  among  us.  Theirs  and  the  white 
Peoples  Cattle  have  eat  up  all  the  Grafs,  and 
and  make  Deer  fcarce.  However,  we  have  pro- 
vided a  fmall  Prefent  for  you  ;  and  though  fome 
of  you  gave  us  more  than  others,  yet,  as  you  are 
all  equally  our  Brethren,  we  fhall  leave  it  to  you 
to  divide  it  as  you  pleafe. — And  then  prefented 
three  Bundles  of  Skins,  which  were  received  with 
the  ufual  Ceremony  from  the  three  Governments. 

We  have  one  Thing  further  to  fay,  and  that  is, 
We  heartily  recommend  Union  and  a  good  Agree- 
ment between  you  our  Brethren.  Never  difagree, 
but  preferve  a  ftricT:  Friendfhip  for  one  another, 
and  thereby  you,  as  well  as  we,  will  become  the 
ftronger. 

Our  wife  Forefathers  eftablifhed  Union  and 
Amity  between  the  Five  Nations  \  this  has  made  us 
formidable  ;  this  has  given  us  great  Weight  and 
Authority  with  our  neighbouring  Nations. 

We  are  a  powerful  Confederacy;  and,  by  your 
©bferving  the  fame  Methods  our  wife  Forefathers 

have 
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have  taken,  you  will  acquire  frefh  Strength  and 
Power ;  therefore,  whatever,  befals  you,  never  fall 
out  one  with  another.' 

The  Governor  replied, 

c  The  honourable  Commiflioners  of  Virginia  and 
Maryland  have  defired  me  to  fpeak  for  them  ; 
therefore  I,  in  Behalf  of  thofe  Governments,  as  well 
as  of  the  Province  of  Penfylvania,  return  you  Thanks 
for  the  marry  Proofs  you  have  given  in  your  Speeches 
of  your  Zeal  for  the  Service  of  your  Brethren  the 
Engli/b,  and  in  particular,  for  your  having  fo  early 
engaged  in  a  Neutrality  the  feveral  Tribes  of  In- 
dians in  the  French  Alliance.  We  do  not  doubt 
but  you  will  faithfully  difcharge  your  Promifes. 
As  to  your  rWents,  we  never  eftimate  thefe 
Things  by  their  real  Worth,  but  by  the  Difpofi- 
tion  of  the  Giver.  In  this  Light  we  accept  them 
with  great  Pleafure,  and  put  a  high  Value  upon 
them.  We  are  obliged  to  you  for  recommend- 
ing Peace  and  good  Agreement  amongft  ourfelves. 
We  are  all  Subjects,  as  well  as  you,  of  the  Great 
King  beyond  the  Water;  and,  in  Duty  to  his 
Majefty,  and  from  the  good  Affection  we  bear 
to  each  other,  as  well  as  from  a  Regard  to  our  own 
Intereft,  we  fhall  always  be  inclined  to  live  in 
Friendihip.' 

Then  the  Commiffioners  of  Virginia  presented 
the  hundred  Pounds  in  Gold,  together  with  a  Pa- 
per, containing  a  Promife  to  recommend  the  Six 
Nations  for  further  Favour  to  the  King ;  which 
they  received  with  Yo-hah^  and  the  Paper  was  given 
by  them  to  Conrad  Weifer^  to  keep  for  them.  The 
Commiflioners  likewife  promifed  that  their  publick 
Meffengers  mould  not  be  molefted  in  their  Paflage 
through  Virginia*    and  that  they  would  prepare 

Pafle* 
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Paffes  for  fuch  of  the  Corny  Indians  as  were  will- 
ing to  remove  to  the  Northward. 

Then  the  Commiffioners  of  Maryland  prefented 
their  hundred  Pounds  in  Gold,  which  was  likewifc 
received  with  the  Yo-hah. 

CANASSATEEGO  faid, 

•We  mentioned  to  you  Yefterday  the  Booty  you 
had  taken  from  the  French,  and  afked  you  for  fome 
of  the  Rum  which  we  fuppofed  to  be  Part  of  it,  and 
you  gave  us  fome ;  but  it  turned  out  unfortunately 
that  you  gave  it  in  French  Gaffes,  we  now  defue 
you  will  give  us  fome  in  Englijb  Gaffes/ 

The  Governor  made  Anfwer, 

<  We  are  glad  to  hear  you  have  fuch  a  DifliJce 
for  what  k  French.  They  cheat  you  inyour  Gaffes 
as  well  as  in  every  Thing  elfe.  You  muft  confider 
we  are  at  a  Diftance  from  Williamfburg,  Annapolis* 
and  Philadelphia,  where  our  Rum  Stores  are ;  and 
that  although  we  brpught  up  a  good  Quanti- 
ty with  us,  you  have  almoft  drank  it  out ;  but 
notwithstanding  this,  we  have  enough  left  to  fill 
our  Englijh  Glaffes,  and  will  {hew  the  Difference 
between  the  Narrownefs  of  the  French,  and  the 
Generality  of  your  Brethren  the  Englijh  towards 
you.' 

The  Indians  gave,  in  their  Order,  five  Yo-hahs ; 
and  the  honourable  Governor  and  Commiffioners 
calling  for  fome  Rum,  and  fome  middle-fized 
Wine-Glaffes,  drank  Health  to  the  Great  King  of 
England,  and  the  Six  Nations,  and  put  an  End  to 
the  Treaty  by  three  loud  Huzza's,  in  which  all  the 
Company  joined. 

In  the  Evening,  the  Governor  went  to  take  his 
Leave  of  the  Indians,  and,  prefenting  them  with  a 

String 
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String  of  Wampum,  he  told  them,  that  was  in  re- 
turn for  one  he  had  received  of  them,  with  a  Mef- 
fage  to  defire  the  Governor  of  Virginia  to  fuffer 
their  Warriors  to  go  through  Virginia  unmolefted, 
which  was  rendered  unneceffary  by  the  prefent 
Treaty, 

Then,  prefenting  them  with  another  String  of 
Wampum,  he  told  them,  that  was  in  return  for 
theirs,  praying  him,  that  as  they  had  taken  away 
one  Part  of  Conrad  Weifer's  Beard,  which  frighten- 
ed their  Children,  he  would  pleafe  to  take  away 
the  other,  which  he  had  ordered  to  be  done. 

The  Indians  received  thefe  two  Strings  of  Warn* 
pum  with  the  ufuat  Yo-hah. 

The  Governor  then  afked  them  what  was  the 
Reafon  that  more  of  the  Shavmnaes^  from  their 
Town  on  Hohio,  were  not  at  the  Treaty  ?  But  fee- 
ing that  it  would  require  a  Council  in  Form,  and 
perhaps  another  Day  to  give  an  Anfwer,  he  defired 
they  would  give  an  Anfwer  to  Conrad  Weifer  upon 
tuc  xvoau  oh  ineir  j^eiiirii  riome  ;  for  ht  was  to  fe| 
eut  for  Philadelphia  the  next  Morning, 


CANJSSATEEGO  in  Conclufton  /poke  as foU 
lows  : 

c  We  have  been  hindered,  by  a  great  deal  of  Bu- 
finefs,  from  waiting  on  you,  to  have  fome  private 
Converfation  with  you  ;  chiefly  to  enquire  after  the 
Healths  of  Onas  beyond  the  Water  $  we  defire  you 
will  tell  them,  we  have  a  grateful  Senfe  of  all  their 
KindnelTes  for  the  Indians.  Brother  Onas  told  us* 
when  he  went  away,  he  would  not  ftay  long  from 
us ;  we  think  it  is  a  great  While,  and  want  to 
know  when  we  may  expecl:  him ;  and  defire,  when 
you  write,  you  will  recommend  us  heartilv  to  him/ 

'    Which 
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Which  the  Governor  promifed  to  do,  and  then  took 
his  Leave  of  them. 

The  Commiflioners  of  Virginia  gave  Canajfateego 
a  Scarlet  Camblet  Coat,  and  took  their  Leave  of 
them  in  Form  ;  and  at  the  fame  Time  delivered  the 
PaiTes  to  them,  according  to  their  Requeft. 

The  Commiflioners  of  Maryland  prefented  Gach- 
radodow  with  a  broad  Gold-laced  Hat,  and  took 
their  Leave  of  them  in  the  fame  Manner.

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TREATY 

BETWEEN 

HIS    EXCELLENCY 

The   Honourable   George  Clinton, 

Captain-General  and  Governor  in  Chief 
of  the  Province  of  New-Tor  k,  and 
the  Territories  thereon  depending 
in  America,  Vice- Admiral  of  the 
fame,  and  Vice- Admiral  of  the  Red 
Squadron  of  His  Majefty's  Fleet. 

AND 

The  Six  United  Indian  Nations,  and 
other  Indian  Nations,  depending  on 
the  Province  of  NEW-TOR K. 

Held  at  ALB  ANT  in  Augufi  and  Septem- 
ber *   1 7 46. 
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T  is  well  known  in  the  Province  of 
New-York,  that  the  Six  Nations  of 
I  j£aS  Indians  depending  on  this  Province, 
^  (called  Iroquois  by  the  French)  had 
j^^OR?  latety>  on  feveral  Occafions,  appear'd 
diflatisfied  and  wavering  in  their  Fi- 
delity to  the  Britijh  Crown.  No  doubt,  this  was 
principally  occafion'd  by  the  Artifices  of  the  French 
of  Canada,  who  had  conftantly  Emiffaries  among 
them :  But  at  the  fame  Time  there  is  Reafon  to 
think,  the  fufpicious  Behaviour  of  thefe  Nations, 
in  Favour  of  their  once  inveterate  Enemy  the 
French^  could  not  have  arriv'd  to  the  Pitch  it  did, 
otherwife  than  by  fpme  Neglecls  or  Mifconduct  of 
thofe  who  were  entrufted  by  the  Government  of 
New-York  with  the  Management  of  the  Indian 
Affairs. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  New-York,  ha- 
ving received  his  Majefty's  Commands,  to  engage 
the  Indian  Nations  depending  on  his  Government, 
to  join  in  the  Expedition  then  intended  againft 
Canada,  and  to  make  them  the  ufual  Prefents  on 
that  Occafion  ;  and  being  fenfible  of  the  great  Ufe 
thefe  Nations  might  be  to  the  Succefs  of  this  En- 
terprize,  and  likewife  of  the  Difficulties  that  pro- 
bably might  attend  his  Endeavours  at  this  Time, 
was  defirous  to  have  had  the  Afliftance  of  as  many 
of  the  Members  of  his  Majefty's  Council  as  the 
Circumftances  of  Affairs  would  permit;  but  they 
all  declined  to  give  their  Attendance,  except  Mr. 
C olden  and  Mr.  Living/Ion.  His  Excellency  was 
therefore  obliged  to  adt  with  the  fmalleft  Number 

of 
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of  Members,  which,  by  his  Majefty's  Commiffion, 
can  form  a  Council,  viz.  Three  ;  the  above  two 
Gentlemen  and  Capt.  Rutherford,  who  was  then 
at  his  Poft  in  Albany. 

As  foon  as  his  Excellency  received  his  Majefty's 
Commands,  he  difpatched  from  Albany  fuch  Per- 
fons  as,  by  the  beft  Information  he  could  receive, 
had  Influence  among  the  Six  Nations,  to  invite 
them  feverally  to  meet  him  at  Albany,  on  the  20th 
of  July.  His  Excellency  arriv'd  at  Albany  the  aift 
of  July,  where  having  heard,  that,  befides  the 
Small-Pox,  (which  his  Excellency  never  had)  many 
were  Tick  of  a  contagious  malignant  Fever,  he 
continued  on  board  the  Sloop  which  carried  him 
up,  to  confider  where  to  lodge  with  the  leaft 
Danger  to  his  Perfon  from  the  Infection  of  thefe 
Diftempers  \  and  the  next  Morning  refolved  to  go 
into  the  Fort.  He  was  received  at  his  Landing 
with  the  ufual  Marks  of  Refpecl  from  the  Cor- 
poration, the  independent  Companies  of  regular 
Troops  then  in  the  Place,  and  the  Militia,  under 
a  Difcharge  of  the  Cannon  of  the  Fort  and  Town. 
In  the  Afternoon  of  the  fame  Day  on  which 
his  Excellency  came  on  Shore,  three  Indians,  viz. 
two  Onandagos  and  an  Oneydo,  brought  two  French 
Scalps  and  prefented  to  his  Excellency  :  At  which 
Time  the  Leader  of  the  Party  made  a  formal 
Speech,  to  the  following  Purpofe :  c  That  having 
c  had  repeated  Accounts  of  the  Mifchiefs  done  by 
6  the  French,  and  of  the  frequent  Murders  com- 
4  mitted   by  them,  and  that  the  Mohawks ,  not- 

*  withftanding  their  ProfeiTions  of  Friendfhip,  fuf- 
c  fered  this  Bloodfhed  to  remain  unrevenged,  his 
4  Heart  could  bear  it  no  longer;  he  thereupon 
1  refolved   to  open  for  his  Brethren  the  Path  to 

*  Revenge:  That  thefe  two  Scalps  which  he  now 
'  prefented  were  taken  at  Noon-day,  in  Sight  of  the 

*  French  Fort  at  Crown  Point?    His  Excellency 

told 
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told  him  how  well  he  took  this  fpecial  Mark  of 
his  Fidelity,  and  allured  him,  that  he  would  not 
only  now  reward  him  and  his  Companions,  by 
particular  Prefents,  but  would  always  remember 
this  Act  of  Friendmip.  They  had  already  re- 
ceived the  Reward  given  by  the  AcT:  of  AiTembly. 
His  Excellency  gave  each  of  them  four  Spanijb 
Dollars  ;  to  the  Leader  a  fine  laced  Coat  and  Hat, 
and  a  filver  Breaft-Plate  ;  and  to  each  of  the  others 
a  Stroud  Blanket  and  a  lac'd  Hat. 

Thefe  Indians  told  us,  that  they  lay  feveral  Days 
among  the  Bufties,  from  whence  they  could  fee 
every  Man  that  came  out  of  the  Fort-Gate.  They 
endeavoured  for  fome  Time  to  take  a  Prifoner,  but 
obferving  that  none  went  to  fuch  a  Diftance  from 
the  Fort  that  they  could  hope  to  carry  him  off, 
they  refolved  to  take  the  fir  ft  Opportunity  for  a 
Scalp  :  Two  Soldiers  coming  out  of  the  Fort,  after 
the  Chapel  Bell  had  rung  about  Noon,  one  of  the 
Indians^  by  their  Leader's  Order,  fired  with  Swan 
Shot  upon  them  while  they  were  near  to  each  other. 
It  is  a  conftant  Rule  among  thefe  fculking  Parties, 
never  to  fire  without  Orders  from  their  Leader. 
One  of  the  Frenchmen  was  killed  upon  the  Spot, 
the  other  wounded,  and  fled  immediately  towards 
the  Fort  Gate.  The  Indian  who  had  fired,  purfu'd, 
and  with  his  Hatchet  brought  him  down  within 
a  hundred  Steps  of  the  Fort  Gate;  and,  though 
the  French  in  the  Fort  rufhed  out  at  the  Gate,  he 
took  his  Scalp  off;  the  others  had  fcalped  the  Man 
that  was  firft  killed,  and  then  they  all  fled.  The 
French  in  their  Hurry  had  run  out  without  their 
Arms,  and  upon  recollecting  themfelves,  return'd 
to  Arms,  which  facilitated  the  Efcape  of  the  Indians. 

His  Excellency  being  informed  that  the  Leader 
of  this  Party  was  defirous  to  be  diftinguifhed  by 
his  Excellency's  giving  him  a  new  Name,  and 
that  a  Name,  which,  in  the  Language  of  the  Six 

Nations, 
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Nations  fignified  the  Path- opener,  would  be  moft 
acceptable  to  him  \  his  Excellency  honour'd  him 
with  that  Title;  which  he  accepted  very  thank- 
fully, and  feem'd  exceedingly  pleafed  with  it  : 
Whereupon  he  faid,  that  the  other  two  ledums', 
having  aflbciated  with  a  Mehikander,  or  River 
Indian,  were  refolved  to  go  out  againft  the  Enemy : 
But  as  he  thought  he  might  be  more  ufeful  by 
flaying,  to  aflift  at  the  enfuing  Treaty,  he  was 
refolved  to  remain  here.  He  added,  that  in  cafe 
the  Interpreter,  and  others  fent  to  invite  the  Six 
Nations  to  meet  here,  fail'd  in  any  part,  he  would 
go  among  the  Six  Nations,  and  doubted  not  to 
bring  many  by  his  Influence,  who  otherwife  mi*ht 
ftay.  ° 

In  a  Day  or  two  after,  fix  of  (even  Indians,  who 
had  been  fent  out  by  the  Commiffioners  for  Indian 
Affair*  to  Crown-Point,  to  take  Prifoners,  and  gain 
Intelligence,    returned,  and  faid,  That   they   had 
gone  to  that  Place,  and  that  in  Sight  of  it  they  had 
feparated,  with   Defign   thereby  to   furprize    any 
straggler  that  might  have  come  out  of  the  Fort  * 
That  while  they  were  thus  feparated,  two  of  their 
Number  were  fuddenly  furrounded  and  taken   by 
the  Enemy  :  One  of  thefe  two,  after  having  b^n 
detained  three  or  four  Days,  join'd  the  others  at 
baraghtoga.     He  faid,  that  he  had  been  threatened 
with  Death  by   the  Adirondach  ;  *  but  that  the 
Cahnuagas  f  interpos'd,  and  by  their  Interceffion 
he  was  fet  at  Liberty ;  and  feme  of  the  Cahnuagas 
conduced   him   through  Lac  Sacrement.     He  re- 
ported, that  there  was  a  great  Number  of  Men,

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'French  and  Indians,  at  Crown- Point,  The  other 
Prifoner,  an  Onondaga,  confented  to  remain  with 
the  French,  and  was  fent  to  Canada, 

Soon  after  this,  fixteen  Mohawk  Indians  came  to 
the  Town,  who  had  been  fent  out  from  the  lower 
Mohawk  Caftle  by  Mr.  John/on,  to  gain  Intelli- 
gence near  Crown-Point,  and   to  take  Prifoners. 
They  reported  that  they  had  difcovered  fo  great  a 
Number  of  French  and  Indians   at  Crown-Point, 
that  they  had  no  Hopes  of  being  able  to  bring  off 
any  Prii oners,  and  thought  it  advifeable  to  return 
fpeedily,   and   inform   of  the   great  Danger   they 
thought  this  Place  was  in.     His  Excellency  invited 
thern  to  go  thither  again,  in  order  to  defcry  the 
Motions   of  the  Enemy :  And  as  a  farther   En- 
couragement to  them,     to   either   fcalp   or   take 
Prifoners,  he  offered  every  Perfon  of  the  faid  Party 
that  fliould  take  a  Scalp  or  Prifoner,  a  Piece  of 
.Stroud,  and  a  Suit  of  laced  Clothes,  befides  the 
Bounty ;  but  they,  being  frightened  with  the  Ap- 
prehenfions  of  Danger,  declined  going  back,  and 
faid,  They  muft  return  Home,   and  acquaint  their 
Friends  and  Relations,  with  what  they  had   heard 
and  feen.     Several  other  Indians  likewife  alarmed 
the  Mohawks,  by  telling  them  that  the  French  had 
a  great  Force  at  Crown-Point,  and  that  they  would 
certainly  attack  either  Albany  or  Scheneclade,  or  the 
Settlements  on  the  Mohawks  River,    or   perhaps 
feveral  Places  at  the  fame  Time. 

Mr.  John/on,  and  the  commanding  Officer  of 
the  Garrifon  of  regular  Troops  in  the  Mohawks 
Country,  by  their  Letters  to  his  Excellency,  con- 
firm'd  thefe  Reports ;  and  added,  the  Mohawks 
had  entertain'd  Apprehenfions  of  the  French  Force 
at  Crown-Point,  which  was  like  to  have  a  bad 
Effecl.  On  this,  his  Excellency  wrote  to  Mr. 
John/on,  that  all  thefc  Stories  of  the  French  Force 
at  Crown-Point  were  only  Artifices  of  the  French 


to 
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to  intimidate  the  Indians,  or  to  amufe  them,  with 
JDefign  to  fruftrate  the  Treaty  which  he  intended 
to  have  with  them  ;  and  that  he  was  to  affure  the 
Indians,  that  they  could  be  in  no  Danger  from  the 
French:  However,  that  they  might  fee  that  he 
would  omit  nothing  which  they  might  think 
neceflary  for  their  Security,  he  had  ordered  a 
Lieutenant  of  Militia,  with  thirty  Men,  to  rein- 
force the  lower  Caftle,  and  had  likewife  ordered 
the  Captain  of  Militia  near  the  upper  Caftle,  to 
aflift  the  Indians  there  in  fortifying  their  Caftle,  and 
to  hold  himfelf  in  Readinefs  to  fupport  them  on  any 
Emergency. 

One  John  Golan,  a  Frenchman,  who  fome  Years 
Jince  had  removed  from  Canada,  and   fettled  and 
married    at   Scheneclade,   and  who  has  fince  that 
Time  lived  in  good  Reputation  there,  was  fent  by 
Major  Glen  to    inform  his  Excellency,  that  one 
Aaron,  a  noted  Mohavjk  Sachim,  who,  with  feverai 
others  of  the  Six  Nations,  had  been  iaft  Sprint  in 
Canada  to  treat  with  the  Governor  there,  did  then 
entertain  two  Cahunaga  Indians.     This  Man,  John 
Colan,  acquainted  his  Excellency,  that  bavins  dif- 
covered  the  Cahnuaga  Indians,  he  told  them  he  was 
a  Frenchman,  and  was  defirous  of  returning  to  his 
own  Country,  on  which  they  began  prefently  to 
propofe  to  him  Methods  for  his  Efcape  •  at  which 
Time,  this  Jaron  coming  near  them,  he  exprefs'd 
his   Fears    of   being  difcovered    by   him.    'They 
anfwered,  that  he  need  not  fear  Aaron,  for  he  was 
their  Friend,  and  defigned  to  go  with  them.     As 
they  propofed  to  him  to  efcape  privately  by  himfelf 
and  to  meet  them  at  a  Place  they  named,  he  told 
hem  of  his  Fears,  in  that  Cafe,  of  meeting  with 
the    French  Indians   while  he   was   alone.     Thev 
anfwered    that  if  he  drefs'd  himfelf  like  an  Indian, 
th  i  French  Indians  would  do  him  no  Hurt,  without 
nrft  calling  to  him  5  upon  which,  if  he  ftopp'd  and 
G  *  called 
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call'd  out  Maria,  the  French  Indians  would  be  To 
far  from  hurting  him,  that  they  would  immediately- 
come  up  to  him,  and  take  him  by  the  Hand.  From 
this,  and  feveral  other  Incidents,  which  it  would 
be  tedious  to  relate,  his  Excellency  was  convinced 
of  fome  fecret  Underftanding  between  the  Six  Na- 
tions and  the  Cahnuagas,  or  French  Indians :  And 
that,  however  any  Party  of  our  Indians  might  be 
induced  to  fall  upon  the  French,  they  would  not  at 
that  Time  moleft  the  French  Indians,  nor  prevent 
the  Mifchiefs  which  the  Inhabitants  received  from 
their  fculking  Parties. 

For  this  Reafon,  his  Excellency  endeavoured  to 
fend  out  again  the  Company  of  Rangers,  which 
had  formerly  been  employed  againft  the  fculking 
Indians :  But,  as  the  Aflembly  had  made  no  Pro- 
vifion  for  this  Expence,  they  rdufed  to  go,  unlefs 
lie  gave  his  perfonal  Bond  for  their  Pay,  at  three 
Shillings  a  Day  for  each  private  Man,  befides 
their  Provifion  \  and  would  not  be  fatisfied  with 
the  Promifes  that  he,  by  the  Advice  of  the  Coun- 
cil, made  them  of  recommending  their  Service  to 
the  General  Aflembly,  and  the  Aflurances  he 
gave  them  of  their  being  rewarded  as  they  de- 
4Ired. 

On  their  continuing  obftinate,  his  Excellency 
was  of  Opinion,  that  no  confiderable  Service  could 
he  expected  from  Men,  who  were  moved  by  no 
other  Principle  but  that  of  exceflive  Wages :  And 
he  had  Reafon  afterwards  to  be  confirmed  in  this 
Opinion,  when  Captain  Langdon,  and  afterwards 
Captain  Tkebout,  voluntarily  went  with  their  Com- 
panies of  the  new-levied  Troops,  to  fcour  the 
Woods,  and  took  fome  of  thefe  Albany  Men  with 
them  as  Guides  3  who,  whenever  they  apprehended 
thcmfelves  in  Danger,  by  the  Difcovery  of  recent 
Traces,  fome  one  or  other  of  them  could  not  be 
kept  from  firing  their  Guns,  or  making  fome  Noife, 

by 
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by  which  the  French  Indians,  if  any  were  near  therrr, 
niuft  know  how  to  avoid  them.  Some  Indians^ 
who  were  likewife  fent  out  in  Company  with  thefe 
Men,  complained  in  like  Manner. 

The  publick  Interpreter,  whom  the  Governor 
(as  before  obferved)  had  fent  with  others,  to  invite 
the  Six  Nations  to  meet  him  at  Jlhany,  wrote  to 
the  Commifiioners  for  Indian  Affairs,  That  they 
met  with  great  Difficulties  and  Obftrudions  from 
the  Sachims,  who  had  been  lately  at  Canada:  That 
the  Oneydoes  refufed  to  give  any  Anfwer,  tho'  they 
had  ftaid  there  thirteen  Days  endeavouring  to  per- 
fuade  them ;  and  that  the  Cayugas  had  abfolutely 
refufed  to  meet  the  Governor.  On  which,  his  Ex- 
cellency defired  to  be  informed  by  the  Commit 
fioners  of  Indian  Affairs,  whether  they  knew  of  any 
Perfon  of  Influence  or  Intereft  with  the  Indians >  and 
fit  to  be  knt  among  them  on  this  Occafion.  They 
anfwered,  that  they  knew  of  none ;  and  that  the 
Indians  were  in  a  very  bad  Difpofition,  and  much 
under  the  Influence  of  the  French. 

About  this  Time  his  Excellency  being  informed, 
that  the  Interpreter,  and  others  fent  with  him,  had 
negle&ed  to  fend  proper  Invitations  to  the  Indians 
living  on  the  Branches  of  Safquehannah  River ;  and 
that  Captain  Vroman,  of  Scohary,  was  a  proper  Per- 
fon to  be  fent  to  thofe  Indians;  he  fent  him,  in 
Company  with  Captain  Staats,  with  a  Belt  of  Wam- 
pum to  invite  them., 

While  the  Indian  Affairs  appeared  in  this  dis- 
couraging State,  an  Account  came  to  Town,  that 
about  twenty  young  Chickefaws  were  come  to  the 
Senecas,  to  defire  them  to  fliew  them  the  Way  to 
Canada.  The  Chickefaws  had  always  been  Enemies 
to  the .French  :  A  Party  of  about  five  Hundred  Me* 
had,  four  Years  before,  been  fent  out  agamft  them 
from  Canada,  who  were  fo  entirely  routed  by  the 
Chickefaws,  that  few  returned.  Thefe  young  Chicke- 
G  3  faws 
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faws  told  the  Senecas,  that  the  French  of  Canada 
had,  about  four  Years  fince,  made  them  a  Vifit, 
and  were  fo  kind  to  leave  them  four  Hundred  Guns, 
which  were  now  wore  out)  and,  fince  the  French 
had  not  thought  fit  to  bring  them  any  more  Guns, 
they  were  refolved  to  go  to  Canada  to  fetch  new  ones  ; 
and  promifed,  that  if  the  Senecas  would  fhew  them 
theWay,  they  would  go  Home,  and  return  with  four 
Hundred  flout  Fellows.  Some  other  Indian  Nations 
who  lived  to  the  Weftward,  difcovering  their  Aver- 
fion  to  the  French  at  the  fame  Time,  thefe  Incidents 
aflifted  the  Governor's' Meflengers  in  bringing  more 
Indians  to  Albany  than  they  expected, whc?h  they  wrote 
to  the  Commiflioners  for  Indian  Affairs. 

While  the  Interpreter  was  at  the  more  diftant 
Indian  Caftles,  Mr.  William  John/on  was  indefati- 
gable among  the  Mohawks;  he  dreffed  himfelf  after 
the  Indian  Manner,  made  frequent  Dances,  accord- 
ing to  their  Cuftom  when  they  excite  to  War,  and 
tiled  all  the  xMeans  he  could  think  of,  at  a  confider- 
rVe  E-xpcnce,  (which  his  Excellency  had  promifed 
uj  fpiaV  him)  in  order  to  engage  them  heartily  in 
t  c  War  againft  Canada.  Tho'  he  fucceeded  be- 
voiid  what°any  Man  in  Albany  thought  could  be 
done  yet  feveral  of  the  Sachims  (in  the  Conajohary, 
or  upper  Mohawk  Caftle,  chiefly)  refufed  to  engage 
in  the  War  ;  but  infifted,  that  as  this  War  was 
entered  into  between  the  Englijh  and  French,  in 
which  they  had  no  Intereft,  they  ought  to  remain 
neuter.  The  Englijh  and  French,  they  faid,  could 
at  any  Time  make  Peace  ;  but  if  they  fhould  enter 
into  the  War,  Indians  could  not  make  up  the  Quar- 
rel among  themfelves,  otherwife  than  by  the  De- 
ft m&i on  of  one  or  the  other.  The  French  could 
have  no  Hopes  of  engaging  the  Six  Nations  on 
their  Side  againft  the  Englijh,  and  therefore  wifely 
plav'd  this  Game  of  endeavouring  to  make  them 
ftand  neuter,  which  they  could  enforce  by  ftrong 
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political  Arguments,  of  which  the  Indians  were 
feniible  enough.  It  is  your  Inter  eft >  the  French 
EmiiTaries  faid,  not  to  fuffer  either  the  F rench  or  the 
Englifh  to  be  abfolnte  Mafters  ;  for  in  that  Cafe  you 
mufi  become  Slaves  to  the  one  or  the  other.  From  this 
politic  View  chiefly,  the  Interpreter  met  with  fa 
much  Oppofition  every  where:  Tho'  it  is  not  to  be 
doubted,  but  that  at  the  fame  Time  the  French  had 
gain'd  fome  particular  Sachims  entirely  into  their 
Intereft ;  however,  many  were  prevailed  on  to  come 
to  Albany,  to  hear  what  the  Governor  of  New-York 
had  to  fay  to  them ;  tho'  feveral  Sachims  ftaid  be- 
hind. When  they  of  the  more  diftant  Nations 
came  along  with  the  Interpreter  to  the  lower  Mo- 
hawk Caftle,  and  found  that  Mr.  fohnfon  had  al- 
ready engaged  many  of  the  young  Men  there  to 
join  the  Army  againil  Canada^  the  others  blamed 
the  Mohawks ;  telling  them  with  foaie  Warrni'% 
That  they  had  been  very  rafli  in  engaging  fo  rV;\ 
c  They  ought,  the  offers  faid,   to  have   confider*  I 

*  that   they,    the  Molxnvks,  were  the   frrialleii  hi 

*  Number  of  any  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  ought  not 
c  to  have  proceeded  to  fo  great  a  Length,  without 
1  the  previous  Confent  of  the  others.'  To  this  the 
Mohawks  anfwered,  //  is  true,  we  are  lefs  confiderabh 
as  to  Number,  than  any  of  the  other  Nations -,  but  our 
Hearts  are  truly  Englifh,  and  all  of  us  are  Men  *  ; 
fo  that,  if  our  Force  be  put  to  the  Trial,  perhaps  it  will 

be  found  greater  than  you  imagine.  Thefe  Difputes* 
however,  continued  fo  far,  that  the  Mohawks,  and 
the  .other  Five  Nations,  could  not  go  in  Company 
to  Albany  \  the  Mohawks  marched  on  one  Side  of 
the  River,  while  the  other  Nations  went  on  the 
other  Side.  [There  are  two  Roads  from  the  Mo- 
hawks Caflle  to  Scheneclada,  one  on  each  Side  of  the 
Mohawks  River,] 

*  The  Sx  Nations  reckon  all  other  Indian  Nations  Women   m 
comparifon  to  themfelves. 
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When  the  Indians  came  near  the  Town  of  Al- 
bany-,  on  the  8th  of  Auguft,  Mr.  John/on  put  himfelf 
at  the  Head  of  the  Mohawks,  drefled  and  painted 
after  the  Manner  of  an  Indian  War- Captain;  and 
the  Indians  who  followed  him,  were  likewife  dreffed 
and  painted,  as  is  ufual  with  them  when  they  fet 
out  in  War.  The  Indians  faluted  the  Governor  as 
they  pafled  the  Fort,  by  a  running  Fire ;  which  his 
Excellency  ordered  to  be  anfwered  by  a  Difcharge 
of  fome  Cannon  from  the  Fort :  He  afterwards  re- 
ceived the  Sachims  in  the  Fort-Hall,  bid  them  Wel- 
come, and  treated  them  with  a  Glafs  of  Wine. 

As,  by  all  Accounts,  the  Difpoution  of  the  Six 
Nations  feemed  at  this  Time  lefs  in  Favour  of  the 
Britijh  Intereil  than  was  to  be  wifhed,  his  Excel- 
lency thought  it  neceffary  to  have  frequent  Confe- 
rences5  in  private,  with  the  principle  Sachims  of 
each  Nation  ;  fometimes  feparately  and  fingly,  at 
other  'limes,  with  fome  of  each  Nation  jointly. 
There  were  only  two  of  the  Mohawks  Sachims  (be- 
fides  Aaron  beforementioned,  who  left  the  Caftle 
at  this  Time)  that  could  not  be  prevailed  on  by 
Mr.  John/on  to  declare  themfelves  for  entering  into 
the  War  againft  Canada  :  They  were  both  of  the 
Conajohary  or  Upper- Caftle,  and  one  of  them  the 
Head  of  the  Tribe,  called  the  Tortoife  \  (which, 
tho'  not  fo  numerous  as  that  of  the  Bear,  yet  is 
looked  on  as  the  firft  in  Rank  or  Dignity  ;)  and, 
as  he  had  been  with  the  Governor  of  Canada  laft: 
Spring,  it  was  thought  to  be  of  fome  Confequence 
to  gain  him.  Mr.  Colden,  above  twenty  Years  fince, 
had  the  Compliment  of  being  received  into  that 
Caftle;  and,  about  feven  Years  fince,  (the  laft 
Time  he  had  been  with  the  Mohawks)  had  contrac- 
ted fome  more  particular  Acquaintance  with  thefe 
two  Sachims :  He  invited  them  to  a  private  Confe- 
rence, at  which,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Barclay  aflifted 
as  Interpreter;   they  met  him,  and   brought  five 

more 
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more  with  them  :  After  this  Conference  thefe  Sa- 
chims  appear'd  as  hearty  as  any  of  the  others.  He 
that  was  Head  of  the  Tribe,  call'd  the  Tortoifey  faid, 
1  His  Uncle  had  been  the  chief  War-Captain 
c  among  the  Mohawks  :  That  his  Uncle  had  parti- 
'  cularly    diflinguifhed     himfelf   in    their    Wars 

*  againft  the  French,  and  he   was  refolved  to  fhew 

*  himfelf  not  unworthy  of  his  Anceftors,  nor  of  his 

*  Uncle's  Name,  which  he  had  obtained  after  his 
«  Death/ 

After  the  principal  Sachims  had,  at  thefe  Con- 
ferences, been  brought  to  a  good  Difpofition,  his 
Excellency  advifed  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council,  and  the  Commiflioners  from  the  MaJJa- 
chufets  Bay,  on  what  might  be  proper  to  be  faid  to 
the  Six  Nations  in  the  public  Speech,  which  he  now 
propofed  to  make  to  them.  Col.  Wendell  and  Mr. 
Wells  had  arrived  from  Bqflon  about  the  End  of  July? 
and  foon  after  they  came  to  Town,  his  Excellency 
ordered  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  to  commu- 
nicate to  them  all  the  Information  which  had  been, 
received,  with  refpedt.  to  the  Indian  Affairs :  And 
they  had  frequent  Conferences  together  from  Time 
to  Time,  as  Occafion  required:  It  was  likewife 
thought  proper  to  communicate  what  his  Excel- 
lency intended  to  fay  to  fome  of  the  Sachims  of 
each  Nation,  who  were  thought  moft  hearty  in  the 
Britijh  Intereft ;  who  faid,  that  it  was  well  con- 
ceiv'd  as  could  have  been  done,  had  they  them- 
felves  advifed  upon  the  Subject ;  only,  as  it  had  been 
advifed  to  obferve  in  the  flrft  Draught,  That  fome 
of  his  Majefty's  Subjects  had  been  inftigated  by  the 
French  to  rife  in  Rebellion  againft  the  King  j  that 
they  had  been  defeated  by  one  of  the  King's  Sons  ; 
that  thefe  poor  People  were  now  utterly  ruined,  and 
had  nothing  left  but  to  bewail  their  Folly  in  the 
Mifery  that  was  brought  upon  them,  by  fuffering 
themfelves  to  be  deluded  by  the  Promifes  of  the 
G  5  French  -9 
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French ;  they  faid,  that  they  did  not  underftand  the 
Affairs  on  the  other  Side  of  the  Sea,  nor  did  they 
trouble  their  Heads  about  them ;  and  as  they  had 
no  Method  of  retaining  what  is  fpoke  to  them 
but  by  their  Memories,  they  were  afraid  that  this 
might  perplex  their  Memories,  and  make  them  lefs 
attentive  to  what  was  properly  their  Bufinefs; 
and  advifed,  that  it  mould  be  left  out  j  which  ac- 
cordingly was  done. 

Another  Difficulty  remained.  The  publick  Inter- 
preter had  been  taken  dangeroufly  ill  in  his  Return 
to  Albany,  and  was  at  this  Time  confined  to  his 
Bed.    Tho'  feveral  were  employed,  who  had  Know- 
ledge fumcient  in  the  Language  of  the  Six  Nations, 
to  make  themfelves  be  underftood,  and  to  under- 
ftand what  was  fpoke  to  them  j  yet  none  of  them 
were  fo  much  Matters  of  the  Language,  as  to  fpeak 
with  that  Propriety  and  Diftinclnefs  that  is  expect- 
ed, and  ufual  on  fo  folemn  an  Occafion.     It  was 
thought  therefore  proper,  to  make  one  of  theSachims 
underftand  the  Speech,    by   the  Afliftance  of  the 
common  Interpreter,     that  he  might  be  able  to 
deliver  it  Paragraph  by  Paragraph,  as  it  mould  be 
fpoke.      At   firft  a  Mohawk  Sachim  was  pitched 
upon  -3    but  the  Sachims  themfelves  told  us,  That 
for  fomeTime  paft,  a  kind  of  Party- Divifion  among 
the  fix'  Nations  had  fubfifled  :    That  the  Mohawks, 
Onandagas,  and  Senccas,  form'd  one  Party ;    and  the 
GneydoeS)  Tufcaroras,  and  Cayugas,  the  other :  That, 
as  the  Mohawks  might  be  fufpecled  to  be  more  par- 
tial to  the  Englijb,  it  would  be  of  more  Ufe  to  em- 
ploy one  of  the  other  Party  j  and  an  Oneydo  Sachim 
was  propofed  for  that  Purpofe.     This  Man  was 
eafily  enough  made  to  underftand  the  Speech,  and 
he  repeated  it  feveral  Times  over  in  private,  and 
was   inftru&ed  where  to  make   the  proper  Stops. 
After  the  Speech  was  delivered,  fome  of  the  Com- 
tniffioners  for  Indian  Affairs,  and    other  Perfons 

prefent 
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prefent  at  the  Delivery,  who  underftood  both  Lap* 
guaoBs,  acknowledged,  that  this  Indian  had  acquir- 
ed °himfelf  of  his  Trull:  faithfully,  and  had  deli- 
vered   the   Senfe  of  the   Speech   clearly   and    di- 

ftindHy. 

While  thefe  laft  Preparations  were  making,  nis 
Excellency  was  taken  ill  of  a  Fever,  which  occa- 
fioned  feme  further  Delay ;  and  as  his  Excellency- 
did  not  recover  fo  foon  as  was  wifhed,  the  Sachirwr 
were  told,  that  his  Excellency  being  unwilling  to 
detain  them  without  Neceffity,  would,  if  they  de- 
fired  it,  direft  Mr.  Golden  to  fpeak  to  th<*m  in  his 
Name,  what  he  defigned  to  fay.  They  anfwered, 
that  they  would  be  well  pleafed  to  hear  it  from1 
Mr.  Golden**  Mouth.

Mr.  Golden  introduced  the  Speech  as  follows  :: 

HIS  Excellency  our  Governor  having  beerr 
taken  ill,  and  as  yet  not  fo  well  recovered  asr 
that  he  can  fafely  come  abroad  j  has  ordered  me* 

(being 
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(being  the  nextPerfon  to  him  in  the  Adminiftration) 
to  fpeak  to  you  in  his  Name,  which  I  fhall  do  in 
the  fame  Words  which  he  defigned  to  have  fpoke, 
had  he  not  been  prevented  by  Sicknefs. 

"  Brethren, 

Am  glad  to  fee  fo  many  of  our  ancient  Friends 
here,  and  heartily  bid  you  Welcome. 

[Gave  three  Strings  of  Wampum] 

"  I  have  call'd  you  to  this  PJace  for  two  great 
<c  Ends,  in  which  the  Province  of  the  MaJJachufets- 
"  Bay  have  fent  Commifgoners  to  concur  with  me, 
"  who  are  here  preient. 

"  The  Firji  is,  to  renew  the  Covenant-Chain 
<c  with  you  ;  and  I  now,  by  this  Belt,  in  your  Fa- 
«c  ther  the  King  of  Great- Britain's  Name,  in  Behalf 
"  of  his  Majefty's  Subjects  in  North  America,  re- 
*c  new  and  confirm  the  Covenant-Chain,  and  all 
**  former  Treaties  and  Engagements  entered  into 
<c  with  you.  This  Chain  has,  from  the  Beginning, 
4C  remained  fo  firm  and  ilrong,  that  it  has  never 
44  once  broke  or  flipt  fmce  it  was  firft  made  ;  and 
*c  we,  on  our  Parts,  fhall  endeavour  that  it  remain 
<c  fo,  unfhaken,  as  long  as  the  Sun  and  Moon 
€i  fhall  endure.  [Gave  a  Belt,] 

"  Brethren^  Laft  Fall  I  told  you,  that  his  Ma- 
<c  jefty's  Subjects  in  this  Country  had,  the  Summer 
<c  before,  lain  ftill,  without  attempting  any  thing 
«c  agalnft  the  French  Settlements :  But  that  the 
*c  French  had  by  Surprize  attacked  and  deftroyed 
€C  a  fmail  PJace  near  Cape- Breton,  belonging  to 
"  us. 

"  That  they  afterwards  laid  Siege  to  Annapolis- 
"  Royal>  and  were  beat  off. 

"  I  likewife  told  you,  That  the  Governor  of 
*  the  MaJJachufets-  Bay,  in  Conjunction  with  Con- 
"  neft'mt  and  New-Hampjhire>  had,  in  Revenge 

"  to 


(  *33  ) 
"  to  thefe  Injuries,  fent  an  Army  againft  Loulf- 
u  bourg,  on  the  Ifland  of  Cape-Breton ;  that  the 
"  Army  was  joined  by  a  Number  of  his  Majefty's 
"  Ships  of  War,  under  the  Command  of  your 
"  Friend  Admiral  Warren. 

M  I  told  you,  that  the  Town  of  LoulJburg% 
"  which  is  the  ftrongeft  the  French  have  in  Am- 
"  rica,  was  reduced  by  this  Force  ;  and  that  the 
"  French  there  had  Surrendered  themfelves  and 
"  their  Country  to  the  Englijh. 

"  I  likewife  told  you,  how  we,  in  this  Part  of 
"  the  Country,  had  lain  frill,  hoping  that  the 
44  French  in  Canada,  would  either  be  quiet,  or

"  And  Jaft  Fall,  when  I  delivered  the  Hatchet 
"  into  your  Hands,  you  told  me,  and  confirmed 
"  it  v/ith  a  Belt,  That  you  would  fend  fome  of 
"  your  People  (who  were  then  ready)  to  Canada^ 
"  to  demand  Satisfaction  ;  and  that  if  Satisfaction 
"  was  refufed,  you  would  ufe  the  Hatchet  againft 
"  them,  whenever  i  fnould  order  it. 

"  And  you  further  promifed,  That  if  the  Ene- 
"  my  fhould  commit  any  further  Hoftilities,  you

'*  I  need  not  tell  you  how  far  the  French  have 
44  been  from  giving  Satisfaction  ;  on  the  contrary, 
"  you  are  well  acquainted  with  the  cruel  and  bar- 
44  barous  Murders  that  have  been  committed, 
44  finds  that  Time,,  by  the  French  India?is  at  Sa-

44  cipal  Defign  of  our  pre  fen  t  Meeting,  in  which 
44  1  hope  and  expect  to  find  you  hearty,  and  united 
44  in  your  Councils  and  Opinions. 

[Gave  a  Belt.] 

44  The  King  your  Father,  having  been  informed 
64  of  the  unmanly  Murders  committed  on  the 
€4  Frontiers  of  New-England,  and  of  this  Province, 
C4  is  refolved  to  fubdue  the  Country  of  Canada^ 
44  and  thereby  put  an  End  to  all  the  mifchievous 
44  Defigns  of  the  French  in  thefe  Parts.  And  for 
44  this  Purpofe,  he  has  ordered  his  Governors  of 
44  Virginia,  Maryland,  Penfylvania,  and  New- 
44  Jerfey,  to  join  their  Forces  to  the  Forces  of  this 
44  Province,  to  attack  Canada  by  Land  :  They

"  You  may  perceive  the  King  has  ordered  a 
iC  Strength  fuflcient  to  fubdue  Canada  ;  but  at 
a  the  fame  Time,  the  King  your  Father  expects 
M  and  orders  you  his  Children,  to  join  with  your 
u  whole  Force  in  this  Entei prize;  and  thereby 
cc  gives  the  Six  Nations  a  glorious  Opportunity  of 
"  eftablifhing  their  Fame  and  Renown  over  all 
cc  the  Indian  Nations  in  America,  in  the  Conqueft 
lC  of  your  inveterate  Enemies  the  French  ;  who, 
"  however  they  may  diflemble  and  profefs  Friend- 
"  fhip,  can  never  forget  the  Slaughter  which  your 
«  Fathers  made  of  them  ;  and,  for  that  Purpofe, 
*'  carefs  thofe  Nations  who  have  always  been 
46  your  inveterate  Enemies,  and  who  deiire  no- 
"  thing  fo  much  as  to  fee  the  Name  of  the  Six 
"  Nations  become  obliterate,  and  forgot  for  ever. 

[Gave  a  Belt. J 

"  Brethren*,  The  French,  on  all  Occafions, 
"  fhew,  that  they  act  againft  your  Brethren  the 
iC  Englijbj  like  Men  that  know  they  dare  not  look 
"  them  in  the  Face  in  Day-light ;  and  therefore, 
"  like  Thieves,  (leal  upon  poor  People,  who  do 
«  not  expect  them  in  the  Night,  and  confequently 
M  are  not  prepared  for  them  :  Your  Brethren,  in 
"  their  Revenge,  have  acted  like  Men  of  Cou- 
<c  rage  ;  they  do  not  attack  poor  Farmers  at  their 
<c  Labour,  but  boldly  attempted  the  Reduction  of 
"  Louifiurg,  the  ftrongeft  Town  the  French,  had

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"  in  America,  in  the  fortifying  of  which  they  had

44  they  furprized  your  Countrymen  at  Cadarackut  \ 
44  how  they  invaded  the  Seneca s,  and  what  Mif- 
44  chiefs  they  did  to  the  Mohawks ;  how  many  of 
<c  your  Countrymen  fuffered  by  the  Fire  at  Mon- 
44  treal.  Before  they  entered  upon  thefe  cruel 
44  and  mifchievous  Defigns,  they  fent  Priefts  a- 
44  mong  you  to  delude  you,  and  lull  you  afleep, 
44  while  they  were  preparing  to  knock  you  on  the 
44  Head  ;  and  I  hear  they  are  attempting  to  do  the 
44  fame  now.  [Gave  a  Belt.} 

44  I  need  not  put  you  in  Mind  what  Revenge 
44  your  Fathers  took  for  thefe  Injuries,  when  they 
C4  put  all  the  Ifland  of  Montreal,  and  a  great  Part 
44  of  Canada,  to  Fire  and  Sword.  Can  you  think 
44  that  the  French  forget  this  ?  No,  they  have  the 
44  Ax  privately  in  their  Hands  againft  you,  and 
44  life  thefe  deceitful  Arts,  by  which  only  they 
44  have  been  able  to  gain  Advantage  over  you, 
44  that  by  your  trufting  to  them,  they  may  at 
44  fome  time  or  other,  at  one  Blow,  remove  from 
44  the  Face  of  the  Earth,  the  Remembrance  of  a 
4C  People  that  have  fo  often  put  them  to  Shame 
"  and  Flight. 

44  If  your  Fathers  could  now  rife  out  of  their 

44  Graves,  how  would  their  Hearts  leap  with  Joy 

45  to  fee  this  Day  5   when  fo  glorious  an  Opportu- 

"  nity 
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4C  nity  is  put  into  their  Hands  to  revenge  all  the 
"  Injuries  their  Country  has  received  from  the 
"  French,  and  be  never  more  expofed  to  their 
1C  Treachery  and  Deceit !  I  make  no  doubt  you 
<c  are  the  true  Sons  of  fuch  renowned  and  brave 
<c  Anceftors,  animated  with  the  fame  Spirit  for 
"  your  Country's  Glory,  and  in  Revenge  of  the 
"  Injuries  your  Fathers  received,  uncapable  of 
iC  being  deluded  by  the  flattering  Speeches  of  them,. 
4C  who  always  have  been,  and  always  rnuft  be,  in 
"  their  Hearts,  your  Enemies,  and  who  defire 
"  nothing  more  than  the  Deftru&ion  of  your 
"  Nations. 

cc  I  therefore  invite  you,  Brethren?  by  this  Belt,, 
44  to  join  with  us,  and  to  fhare  with  us,  in  the 
"  Honour  of  the  Conquer!  of  our,  and  your  de- 
"  ceitful  Enemies  ;  and  that  you  not  only  join  all 
"  the  Force  of  the  Six  Nations  with  us,  but  like- 
"  wife  invite  all  the  Nations  depending  on  you, 
"  to  take  a  Share  in  this  glorious  Enterprize  : 
<c  And  I  will  furnifh  your  fighting  Men  with 
<c  Arms,  Ammunition,  Cloathing,  Provifions, 
u  and  every  Thing  neceiTary  for  the  War  ;  and  in 
"  their  Abfence,  take  Care  of  their  Wives  and 
«  Children,  [Gave  the  War-Belt  J\ 

"  Brethren,  You  have  feen  how  daring  and  in- 
u  fulting  on  you,  as  well  as  us,  the  French  In- 
"  dians  have  been,  in  cruelly  murdering  feveral  of 
4C  our  People,  ilnce  you  have  come  to  this  Place ; 
"  and  therefore,  for  the  many  Reafons  now  laid 
"  before  you,  I  make  no  doubt  but  your  Anfwer 
"  will  clearly  manifeft  your  Duty  to  the  King 
<c  your  Father,  and  your  Love  to  your  Brethren ; 
"  and  by  this  Belt  I  do  afiure  you,  that  our  In- 
"  tent  is,  to  live  and  die  together/' 

[Gave  a  Belt  of  Friend/hip.]

I 
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At  every  Stop,  where  a  Belt  was  given,  one  of 
the  Sachims  called  out  Yo-bab,  to  which  all  the 
reft  anfwered  in  a  Sound  which  cannot  be  expreiTed 
in  our  Letters,  but  Teemed  to  confift  of  two  Words 
remarkably  diftinguifhed  in  the  Cadence  ;  it  Teemed 
to  this  Purpofe  ;  the  Sachim  calls,  Do  you  bear  ? 
The  AnTwer  is,  We  attend  and  remember,  or  un- 
derstand >  or  elTe  it  is  a  kind  of  Plaudit  our  In- 
terpreters could  not  explain.  At  the  Clofe  of  the 
Speech,  one  Sachim  of  each  Nation  called  out 
feverally  the  Yo-bab9  to  which  the  others  of  the 
fame  Nation  anfwered  feverally :  But  when  the 
War-Belt  was  thrown  down,  they  gave  the  War- 
Shout.  We  expected  but  fix  of  thefe  Plaudits, 
according  to  the  Number  of  the  Six  Nations*  but 
eight  were  diftindtly  delivered  ;  by  which  we  un- 
derftood  fome  other  Nations  were  united  with  them 
on  this  Occafion. 

After  the  Speech  was  delivered,  the  Sachims  of 
the  feveral  Nations  had  Conferences  together  ;  and 
Tome  Time  being  fpent  in  deliberating,  they  ac- 
quainted his  Excellency,  c  That  they  had  agreed 
4  upon  their  Anfwer,  which  they  were  ready  to 
*  give  whenever  he  would  appoint  a  Time  to  re- 
£  ceive  it ;'  and  he  named  the  next  Day. 

Accordingly,  on  the  23d  of  Augujt^  His  Excel- 
lency being  prefent  j  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council  ;  the  Commiflioners  from  Bofon\ 
the  Commiflioners  for  Indian  Affairs ;  the 
Corporation  of  Albany  ;  and  many  Gentle- 
men, as  at  the  Time  when  his  Excellency's 
Speech  was  delivered, 

An  Onondaga  Sachim,  who  had  formerly  been 
Speaker  for  the  Six  Nations  on  feveral  public  Oc- 
cafions,  rofe  up  and  fpoke  :  What  he  faid  was 
publickly    interpreted,  in  the  Hearing  of  feveral 

who 
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who   underflood  the   Indian    Language  well,    as 
follows  : 

Brethren  of  New-York,   and  of  the  Mafachufets- 
Bay, 

J17~E  the  Six  Nations  are  now  ajfembled  together 
"  as  one  Man,  and  we  take  in  the  MefTefagues 
for  thefeventh  Nation  ;  and  what  is  now  to  be  fpoken 
by  one  Mouth,  are  the  joint  and  fmcere  Thoughts  of 
every  Heart, 

We  are  pleafed  that  you  follow  the  Steps  of  our 
Fore-fathers,  in  wiping  off  the  for  row ful  Tears  from 
our  Eyes,  by  which  the  Stoppage  of  our  Throats  are 
opened,  and  the  bloody  Bed  waftfd  clean. 

[Gave  three  Strings  of  Wampum,] 

Brethren,  The  firft  Time  we  met  together,  we  only- 
faluted  each  other  by  /baking  of  Hands  ;  we  after- 
wards made  a  Covenant  Chain  of  Silver,  which  we 
mutually  have  held  f aft  to  this  Day  ;  fhmld  it  now, 
flip  from  either  of  our  Hands,  it  would  prove  Dc- 
jlruclion  to  both  Sides,  fince  our  Enemies  have  drawn 
the  Sword.  [Gave  a  Belt.] 

Brother  of  New  Tor k  ;  Lajl  Year  you  gave  us  the 
Hatchet  to  be  made  life  of  againft  your  Enemies,  the 
French,  which  we  accepted,  and  promifed  to  make 
ufi  of  it  if  they  Jhould  commit  any  farther  Hoft  ill  ties 
upon  the  Englifh,  which  they  have  now  done  by  de- 
fraying Saraghtoga,  and  Jliedding  a  great  deal  of 
Blood:  Hitherto  we  have  made  no  Ufe  of  the  Hatchet  5. 
but  as  you  now  call  upon  us,  we  are  ready,  and  do 
declare  from  the  Bottom  of  our  Hearts,  that  we  will 
from  this  Day,  make  ufe  of  it  againj^  the  French, 
and  their  Children,  (meaning  their  Indians), 

\N.  B.  The  Queftion  was  afked  them  by  his  Ex- 
cellency, Whether  by  the  Words  their  ChiL 
dren,  they  meant  all  the  Indians  in  Alliance 

with 
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with  the  French  ?  To  which  they  anfwered, 
Yes  ?] 
[At  the  End  of  the  foregoing  Paragraph,  the 
Speaker  threw  down  a  War-Belt  of  Wam- 
pum on  the  Ground,  it  being  the  Indian  Cuf- 
tom  to  deliver  War-Belts,  or  make  Decla- 
ration of  War  in  this  Manner  :  This  he  did 
with  a  remarkable  Shew  of  Indignation,  in- 
tending thereby  to  exprefs  their  Refentment 
againft  the  French  and  their  Allies,  and  their 
Zeal  for  the  Englijh.]  [Gave  a  Belt.} 

Brother  of  New-York  -,  According  to  your  Exhor- 
tation in  your  Speech  to  us,  we  are  firmly  united  to- 
gether from  this  Time,  to  ad  as  having  one  Heart  ; 
the  Meffefagues  are  in  the  fame  Manner  joined  and 
united  zvith  us,  likeivife  the  Southern  Nations  bordering 
upon  us  ;  and  we  hope  that  you,  and  the  other  Go- 
vernors on  the  Continent,  will  be  in  the  fame  Manner 
joined  and  united  together,  [Gave  a  Belt.  J:, 

[They  repeated  over  his  Excellency's  Speech  in 
Relation  to  the  Conqueft  of  Cape-Breton  ; 
and  added,  We  hope  that  our  Fleet  and  Army 
will  be  alfo  victorious  in  the  prefent  Expedition 
againjl  Canada  -,  for  the  French  are  a  mifchiev- 
cus  People.]  [Gave  a  Belt,] 

As  to  your  Sufpicions  of  our  admitting  French 
Priejls  among  us,  they  are  become  groundlefs,  fince 
we  have  now  declared  War  againjl  them  :  The  ad- 
mitting of  Priejls  would  only  tend  to  lull  us  afleep  to 
our  Dejlruclion.  Should  any  now  dare  to  come,  we 
know  no  Ufefor  them  but  to  roajl  them,  The  Thoughts 
of  the  Treatment  we  formerly  received  from  the  French, 
thro''  the  Means  of  their  Priejls,  and  which  you  now 
feafonably  have  brought  to  our  Remembrance,  ?nakes 
our  Blood  to  boiU 

Bro- 
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Brother  of  New-York ;  This  is  the  fecond  Time 
you  have  put  the  Hatchet  into  our  Hands,  which  we 
accept^  and  are  ready  to  go  upon  Service.  You  may 
fee  that  we  have  but  a  Handful  of  fighting  Men  here 
at  prefent ;  however,  fome  of  them  from  each  Nation 
Jhall  he  left  behind  us,  to  follow  your  Orders. 

When  we  return  to  our  refpeclive  Caflles,  we  /hall 
fend  down  a  great  Number  of  our  Warrior s,  and  ofthofe 
of  the  Nations  in  Alliance  with  us,  asfoon  as  poffible. 
This  we  affure  you  of  from  the  Truth  and  Sincerity 
vf  our  Hearts  ;  and  we  receive,  and  Jhall  preferve 
this  large  Belt,  [holding  it  up  at  the  fame  Time] 
which  you  have  now  given  us,  as  a  War-Hatchet. 

Brethren,  This  is  the  Belt  of  Union  with  which 
we  are  to  go  Hand  in  Hand  to  the  Gate  of  our  Ene- 
mies ;  and  by  it  we  declare  our  Intention  to  conquer  or 
die  in  the  common  Caufe. 

There  is  a  Nation  called  the  Meffefagues,  whofe 
Delegates  are  here  prefent :  They  conftfl  of  five  Ca/lles9 
containing  eight  hundred  Men,  who  are  all  deter- 
mined, and  do  agree  to  join  us,  in  this  common  Caufe*, 
again/l  our  Enemies  the  French,  and  their  Indians  ; 
and  we  hope  you,  and  the  Commijfioners  from  Bofton, 
will  ufe  them  in  fuch  a  Manner  that  they  will  go 
Home  content  and  fatisfied. 

[Gave  a  Belt  of  Union,  in  which  the  Figures 
of  feveral  Perfons  joined  Hand  in  Hand, 
was  wrought.] 

The  Perfon  who  interpreted,  returned  the  Yo- 
ba  at  the  End  of  every  Paragraph,  and  having 
done  the  fame  at  the  Time  they  declared  War,  it 
occafioned  Laughter  among  them ;  upon  which* 
obferving  his  Miflake,  he  began  the  War-Shout, 
in  which  all  the  Indians  joined. 

The  Mejfefagues  are  a  Nation  of  Indians,  living 
near  the  Place  called  De  Troit  by  the  French,  and 
fituate  between  Lake  Erie  and  the  Huron  Lake. 

After 
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After  the  Speaker  had  finimed,  his  Excellency 
told  them  by  the  Interpreter,  that  the  King  their 
Father  had  ordered  him  to  make  them  a  Prefent  on 
this  Occafion  ;  and  that  the  Government  of  Vir- 
ginia had,  on  the  fame  Occafion,  fent  them  a  Pre- 
fent. The  Commimoners  from  Bojion  at  the  fame 
Time  told  them,  that  they  had  a  Prefent  from 
their  Government ;  and  as  they  were  foon  to  re- 
turn Home,  defired  the  Six  Nations  to  come  to 
their  Lodgings  to  receive  it ;  on  which,  the  Indians 
defired  his  Excellency  to  delay  his  Prefent  to  next 
Day,  and  they  immediately  went  to  receive  their 
Prefents  from  the  Commimoners  of  the  Majfachu- 
Jets- Bay. 

The  next  Day,  the  Prefents  from  the  King  be- 
ing expofed  on  one  Part,  and  thofe  from  Virginia 
feparately  near  them,  it  was  agreed  by  the  People 
of  Albany,  who  had  feen  many  publick  Prefents 
given  to  the  Six  Nations  on  Treaties  with  them, 
that  this  was  the  moft  valuable  ever  given.  His 
Excellency,  on  giving  the  Prefents,  faid  -, 

"  Brethren, 
«  \7  O  U  here  fee  a  Token  of  the  Regard  the 

*c  JL  King  your  Father  has  for  you  ;  and  there 
"  is  a  Token  of  the  Friendfhip  of  the  Govern- 
€;  ment  of  Virginia  :  But  on  this  Occafion  I  can- 
"  not  forbear  taking  Notice  to  you,  that  fome  of 
"  your  People  being  at  Canada,  when  the  News 
"  of  the  Reduction  of  Cape-Breton  came  there, 
"  and  when  the  French  expected  that  Quebec 
"  would  be  immediately  attacked  in  Confequence 
"  of  it ;  feveral  of  them  joined  with  the  French, 
*c  and  promifed  them  Amftance.  This  occafioned 
"  fome  Uneafinefs  to  your  Brethren,  being  con- 
"  trary  to  the  Faith  of  your  Nations,  as  well  as 
<c  to  your  Brethren's  Expectations  ;  however,  you 
"  may  now,  by  performing  the  Promifes  you 
J  J  «  Yefter- 
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<c  Yefterday  made  in  the  moft  folemn  Manner, 
"  remove  all  Sufpicions,  and  for  ever  fecure  the 
"  Friendfhip  of  your  Brethren,  which  hitherto 
"  has  from  the  Beginning,  remained  unviolated 
"  on  their  Parts.  The  Goods  now  before  you, 
"  are  Prefents  to  the  Six  Nations  ;  and,  as  we 
*€  have  received  the  Meffefagues  into  the  Covenant 
"  between  you  and  us,  I  expect  that  they  fhall 
"  fhare  with  you.  Befides,  thefe  general  Prefents 
"  now  made  to  your  Nations,  I  have  prepared 
"  proper  Cloathing  for  your  War-Captains,  and 
"  the  Warriors  who  fhall  go  under  their  Com- 
u  mand  ;  together  with  Arms,  Ammunition  and 
M  Provifions,  which  (hall  be  delivered  to  the  fe- 
"  veral  Parties  at  the  Time  they  {hall  go  out  on 
"  Service." 

What  his  Excellency  faid,  having  been  inter- 
preted by  a  Mohawk  Sachim,  the  Sachim  added 
of  his  own  Head,  You  now  fee  how  you  are  here 
treated^  really  like  Brethren  ;  the  Governor  of  Canada 
does  not  treat  his  Indians /<?  ;  they  are  fet  on  like  his 
Dogs,  and  they  run  on  without  Thought  or  Confedera- 
tion :  Tou  fee  what  a  noble  Prefent  is  made  to  you  ;  if 
the  Governor  of  Canada  Jhould  feize  all  the  Goods  in 
that  Country i  it  would  not  be  in  his  Power  to  make 
fuch  a  Prefent. 

The  Onondaga  Sachim,  Speaker  of  the  Six  Na- 
tions, immediately  replied, 


Brethren  of  New-York,    New -England,    and 
Virginia, 

JJT^E  heard)  and  obferve  well,  what  you  now  and 
formerly  fpoke  to  us ;  and  we  beg  no  Mention 
?nay  hereafter  be  ?nade  of  what  faffed  la  ft  Fall,  fince 
we  are  now  heartily  entered  into  the  War  with  you, 
and  have  promifed  as  many  fighting  Mm  from  each 

Caftk 
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Cajlk  as  can  be  /pared ;  and  likewife  to  engage  as 
great  Numbers  of  every  Nation  in  Alliance  with  us, 
us  we  can,  to  join  immediately  with  us  in  the  War 
againft  the  French,  and  the  Nations  who  adhere  to 

them. 


Brethren  of  New-York^    New-England^ 
Virginia, 


and 


You  muft  notfufpecl  that  it  proceeds  from  any  Back- 
wardnefs  in  us,  that  a  greater  Number  of  our  People 
do  not  at  this  Injlant  join  with  you  ;  the  Reafon  is, 
our  Cajlles  have  but  few  fighting  Men  in  them,  many 
are  now  Abroad,  fome  hunting  and  trading  tuithfar 
diflant  Nations ,  and  others  out  fighting  againfl  our 
Enemies  ,  all  thefe  we  /hall  recal  Home,  as/oon  as 
poj/ible^  in  order  to  enter  with  all  our  Force,  into  the 
War  again/1  your  and  our  common  Enemy. 

Brother,  We  have  no  more  to  fay  at  this  Time,  but 
only  to  tell  you,  we  are  forry  that  we  can  fo  little  Jhew 
our  Hearts  by  the  Prefents  we  now  offer  ;  our  hunting 
has  been  fo  very  poor,  that  we  cannot  make  you  Pre- 
fents fuitable  to  our  Inclinations. 

The  Mohawks  added  feparately  :  We  have  been 
employed  all  Summer  in  your  Service  as  Outfcouts,  to 
gain  Intelligence,  or  in  fome  Manner  or  other,  and 
thereby  kept  from  hunting  :  We  have  no  Furrs  to  offer 
you,  but  we  here  prefent  our  Perfonsy  to  ferve  you 
wherever  you  Jha It  command. 

That  Day  was  fpent  in  dividing  the  Prefents 
among  themfelves.  We  were  told,  that  thefe  Pre- 
fents were  divided  into  eight  equal  Parts,  of  which 
they  gave  two  to  the  Meffefague  Deputies. 

The  next  Day  the  War-Kettle  was  fet  over  the 
Fire ;  and  towards  Evening  the  Indians,  in  his 
Excellency's  Prefence,  where  many  Gentlemen 
attended  him,  began  the  War-Dance,  and  conti- 
nued 
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nued  it  till  late  in  the  Night  :  They  were  painted 
as  when  they  go  to  War.  The  Dance  is  a  flow 
and  folemn  Motion,  accompanied  with  a  pathe- 
tick  Song.  The  Indians  in  their  Turns  perform 
this  fingly,  but  it  is  not  eafy  to  defcribe  the  Par* 
ticularitics  of  it. 

His  Excellency  called  feveral  of  the  chief  Sa- 
chims,  who  had  been  ufeful  in  the  Treaty,  to  him 
in  private,  and  gave  them  Prefects  feverally  ;  nei- 
ther did  he  forget  the  Mejfefague  Deputies  :  He  had 
a  particular  Conference  with  one  of  them  in  pri- 
vate, the  other  was  fick  of  the  Small- Pox.  At  this 
Conference,  this  Deputy  afiured  his  Excellency  of 
the  good  Inclinations  of  his  Nation  to  the  Engli/hy 
and  their  Averfion  to  the  French;  he  faid,  c  That 
4  many  of  the  Nations  to  the  Weftward  of  them 

*  difliked  the  French?  and  as  an  Inftance  of  it,  he 
told,    4  That  the  French  lately  having  prefTed  a 

*  neighbouring  Nation  to  take  up  the  Hatchet 
4  againft  the  Englijh>  they  received  it ;    but  made 

*  Ufe  of  it    againft  the  French  themfelves,    ant 

*  killed  all  the  French  then  with  them,  being  fixty 
6  in  Number,  with  the  Lofs  of  only  one  Man  of 

*  their  own  Nation/  His  Excellency  made  him 
handfome  Prefents,  and  gave  him  a  Belt  to  carry 
to  his  Nation,  with  an  Invitation  to  join  in  the 
War  againft  the  French  ;  the  Mejfefague  re- 
ceived them  with  a  Profeflion  ©f  the  moft  fincere 
and  hearty  Friendfliip  ;  and  that  he  made  no 
Doubt  of  bringing  two,  three,  or  four  hundred 
Men  of  his  Nation,  to  ferve  this  Fall  againft  the 
French,     He  added,   «  That  he  and  feveral  of  his 

*  Relations  would  immediately  ufe  their  beft  En- 

*  deavours,    with   feveral    other  Nations   to   the 

*  Weftward  of  them,  who  were  numerous,  to  join 
■  againft  the  French  j  in  which,  he  /aid,  he  had 
4  great  Hopes  of  Succefs,  becaufe  they  were  dif- 

*  fatisfied  with  the  French.9

His  Excellency  took  all  poflible  Care  of  the  fick 
Ji/Ieffefague,  bad  him  brought  into  a  Houfe,  and 
and  ordered  him  to  be  attended  by  two  Phyficians; 
but  the  poor  man  had  the  Misfortune  to  die,  after 
he  had  been  above  a  Fortnight  ill.  When  he  found 
himfelf  near  his  End,  he  fent  to  the  Governor,  to 
jdefire  him,  as  his  laft  Requeft,  that  his  Excellency 
would  fend  the  firft  French  Scalp  that  fhould  be 
taken,  to  his  Mother;  and  when  he  was  told  that 
bis  Excellency  had  promifed  it,  he  {hewed  a  Con- 
ientedneis  and  Refignation  to  Death.  This  Mif- 
fortune  was  increafed  by  the  Death  of  the  other 
Mejfefague  Deputy  likewife,  who  was  taken  ill  in 
his  Way  Home,  and  died.  The  Six  Nations  took 
Care  of  their  Wives  and  Children,  who  had  come 
with  them  ;  and  it  was  not  doubted  but  that  they, 
and  all  the  Prefents  given  them,  would  be  fafely 
conveyed  to  their  own  Homes. 

Having  fo  far  given  an  Account  of  what  paffed 
with  the  Six  Nations,  it  may  be  proper  next  to  re- 
late the  Treaty  with  the  Mehikanders,  ox  River  In- 
dians, viz.  the  feveral  Tribes  of  Indians  living  at 
feveral  Places  on  each  Side  of  Hudfotfs  River. 

On  his  Excellency's  Arrival  at  Many,  having 
found  that  there  had  been  a  Negleft  in  fending  for 
the  Efopus  and  Minijfmk  Indians,  he  fent  Orders  for 
them  to  be  invited.  The  Mehikanders  being  con- 
vened the  2ift,  his  Excellency  directed  Mr.  Col- 
den  to  fpeak  to  them  in  his  Name  and  Words ; 
which  Mr.  Colden  did  ;  the  other  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council,  the  Commiflioners  from  Bo/ion,  the  Com - 
jniflioners  for  Indian  Affairs,  and  feveral  other 
Gentlemen  being  prefent,  in  the  Words  follow- 


ing: 


"  Chil- 
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«  Children, 

<*  T  AM  glad  to  meet  you  at  this  Time,  as  are 
«  X  likewife  the  Commiifioners  from  the  Majfa- 
"  chufets-Bay,  who  are  now  come  hither  to  concur 
"  with  me  upon  the  prefent  Occafion ;  and  I  take 
"  this  Opportunity  to  renew  the  ancient  Covenant 
"  Chain  with  you,  in  Behalf  of  this  and  all  his 
"  Majefty's  Governments  in  America,  whkh  you 
f*  know  has  always  been  kept  bright  and  clean, 
"  without  any  of  the  leaft  Stain  or  Kurt,  and  which 
"  by  this  Belt  I  ftrengthen.  [Gave  a  Belt.] 

Cfc  Children,  My  meeting  you  here,  befides  re- 
u  newing  the  Covenant  Chain,  is  with  Intention 
a  that  you  mould  join  your  Force  with,  ours,  by 
cl  taking  up  the  Hatchet  againft  our  and  your  com- 
**  mon  Enemies  the  French,  and  their  Indians ; 
"  who  have  in  a  very  unmanly  Manner,  by  fculk- 
"  ing  Parties,  murdered  in  cold  Blood  many  of 
"  your  Brethren  in  this  and  the  Province  of  the 
"  Maffiichufefs-Bay. 

**  This  Behaviour  lays  us  under  a  Neceility  of 
*?  making  Reprifals  on  them  in  like  Manner,  in 
"  which  I  make  no  doubt  of  your  Aifrftance  •>  and 
"  we  are  refolved  to  take  a  thorough  Revenge  of 
"  our  and  your  perpetual  Enemies,  by  reducing 
11  the  Country  of  Canada,  that  it  may  not  be  in 
"  the  Power  of  thefe  perfidious,  deceitful,  and 
"  cruel  People,  to  do  you  or  us  any  Injury  for 
u  the  future:  For  which  Purpofe,  all  the  neigh- 
"  bouring  Colonies,  together  with  many  Ships  of 
"  War  and  Soldiers  from  Great- Britain,  are  refolved 
"  to  unite  their  Force,  and  to  attack  Canada  in  ail 
"  Parts,  both  by  Sea  and  Land  -,  and  I  make  no 
u  doubt  you  will,  on  this  Occafion,  mew  yourfelves 
"  dutiful  Children,  in  joining  heartily  with  us  and 
"  the  Six  Nations,  in  this  glorious  Enterprize;  by 
H  2  "  which 
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ff  which  you  will  not  only  gain  Honour  and  Rc- 

€C  nown,  but  alfo  Safety  and  Profperity  to  your- 

*<  felves,  your  Wives,  and  Children,  for  ever  after- 

«c  wards :  And  for  which  End  1  will  furnifh  your 

46  fighting  Men  with  Arms,  Ammunition,  Cloath- 

cc  ing,  Provifions,  and  every  Thing  neceflary  for 

fjj  the  War."                             [Gave  a  War-Belt.} 

On  the  26th  they  gave  their  Anfwer,  which  was 
Interpreted  in  the  following  Words;  (the  fame 
Perfons  being  prefent,  that  were  when  the  Gover- 
nor's Speech  was  delivered  to  them.) 


Father, 

TXT  E  are  glad  to  fee  you ;  and  we  are  come  to  re- 
*"  new  the  Covenant  Chain,  and  ?nake  it  fajl  and 
bright  as  ever,  and  free  from  Rttft  \  and  as  a  Token 
thereof  ive  give  you  this  Belt,  [Gave  a  Belt.] 

Father,  You  have  told  us  what  Mifchief  the 
French  have  done,  and  what  Murders  upon  the  Chrif 
tians  they  have  committed  \  therefore  we  declare  from 
cur  Hearts,  and  not  from  our  Lips  only,  that  as  yeu 
have  ordered  us  to  jhed  the  Enemies  Blood  in  return, 
for  what  they  have  done,  we  are  refolved  to  live  and 
die  with  you  in  the  Common  Caufe. 

When  you  Chrifiians  are  at  War,  you  make  Peace 
'with  one  another,  hut  it  is  not  fo  with  us,  therefore 
*we  depend  upon  you  to  take  Care  of  us  ;  in  Confidence 
cf  which,  we  now  take  up  the  Hatchet,  and  will 
make  ufe  of  it  againjl  the  French,  and  their  In- 
dians. 

[Gave  a  Belt  with  a  Hatchet.] 

After  their  Anfwer  they  began  the  War-Dance, 
and  his  Excellency  ordered  a  confiderable  Prefent 
in  Goods  to  be  publicly  given  them.  None  of 
thefe  are  fufpected  to  be  under  French  Influence. 

As 
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As  there  was  no  Advice  of  the  Arrival  of  the 
Fleet,  and  no  Plan  of  Operations  agreed  on  in 
Cafe  the  Fleet  did  not  arrive,  the  fupporting  of 
about  feven  Hundred  Indians  was  a  great  Expence 
to  his  Excellency,  for  which  he  had  no  Allowance 
from  the  Province  of  New-York,  or  for  any  other 
Charge  attending  this  Treaty :  And  as  many  of 
the  Indians,  (above  twenty)  had  got  the  Small-pox, 
it  being  impracticable  to  prevent  their  going  inta 
Town,  or  converfing  with  the  Town's  People,  and 
the  Indians  becoming  uneafy  by  Reafon  of  the 
Sicknefs  of  many,  and  the  Death  of  fome  ;  his  Ex- 
cellency thought  it  moft  prudent  to  difmifs  them 
as  foon  as  poflible  from  this  Place,  and  to  give 
Orders  to  Mr.  John/on,  to  fend  out  feveral  Parties 
from  Scheneftade,  or  his  own  Settlement  near  the 
lower  Mohawk  Caftle,  to  harrafs  the  French  Settle- 
ments in  Canada ;  and  for  that  Purpofe  delivered 
to  him  Cloathing,  Arms  and  Ammunition,  to  be 
given  to  the  fighting  Men,  as  his  Excellency  had 
promifed  them  whenever  they  entered  on  Ser- 
vice, and  impowered  him  to  furnifh  them  with 
Proviiions,  and  whatever  Neceflaries  they  fliould 
want. 

Before  they  went,  his  Excellency  fent  to  them, 
to  defire  them  to  leave  their  Sick,  with  a  Promife 
to  take  aH  Care  poffible  of  them,  and  that  he  would 
order  Phyficians  to  attend  them.  They  were  very 
fenfible  of  this  Kindnefs,  and  acknowledged  it; 
but  not  above  two  or  three  could  be  prevailed  on 
to  ftay,  who  were  fo  ill,  that  they  could  not  be  re- 
moved :  All  poflible  Care  was  taken  of  the  other 
Sick,  in  all  the  Waggons  which  carried  them  to 
Scheneftade. 

On  the  26th  of  September,  the  Captains  Starts 

and   Vromen,    brought  the   Indians   living  on   the 

Branches  of  the  Safquehannah  River;    they  came 

in   the  Indian  Order,  marching  in  a  fingle  Line

one  after  the  other ;  and  as  they  parTed  the 
Fort,  faluted  by  a  running  Fire  along  the  Line; 
which  Salute  the  Governor  ordered  to  be  re- 
turned, by  a  Difcharge  of  fome  Cannon  from  the 
Fort. 

On  Monday  the  8th  of  the  fame  Month  his 
Excellency  fpoke  to  them,  telling  them  the  Sub- 
ftance  of  what  he  had  ordered  to  be  faid  to  the 
Six  Nations,  and  their  Anfwer;  and  as  this  has 
been  fet  forth  at  Length  before,  it  is  needlefs  to 
repeat  what  was  then  faid.  The  Reafon  of  his 
Excellency's  fpeaking  to  them  in  this  Manner  was, 
becaufe  thefe  Nations  living  on  the  Safquehannah 
River  and  its  Branches,  are  known  to  be  Depen- 
dents on  the  Six  Nations. 

The  next  Day  they  gave  their  Anfwer ;  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Council,  the  Commifiioners  for  In- 
dian Affairs,  the  Corporation  of  Albany,  the  Officers 
of  the  four  independent  Companies,  and  feveral 
Officers  of  the  new  Levies,  and  other  Gentlemen 
being  prefent,  as  they  were  when  his  Excellency 
fpoke  to  the  Indians :  Their  Anfwer  was  publickly 
interpreted  as  follows : 


Brother  of  New-York, 

JJ/  E  live  at  Ohguago ;  what  News  you  fend  U 
*y  the  Six  Nations  is  not  truly  reported  to  us,  nor 
what  the  Governor  <?/* Canada  fends  to  them ;  we  have 
not  been  properly  taken  Notice  of,  nor  timely  acquainted 
with  your  Defign  to  treat  with  the  Six  Nations, 
t\U  near  the  Time  that  your  Interview  with  them  was 
ever;  other  wife  we  fhould  have  readily  come  along 
with  them,  to  hear  what  our  Brother  had  to  propofe 
to  us  5  and  if  we  had  received  earlier  Notice,  a  much 
larger  Number  of  our  fighting  Men  would  have  come 
along  with  us  :  Our  Settle?nents  are  fcattering,  and 
fme  of  them  at  a  great  D  fiance  from  others,  and  many 

V 
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of  our  Men  are  from  Home  a  hunting ;  we  have,: 
however (,  fent  the  Belt  of  Invitation  forward  to  thofe 
who  live  at  a  greater  Dijlance,  that  they  may  be  able 
at  the  Time  appointed,  to  come  and  join  us  in  the 
War,  as  by  your  Belt  we  vjere  defired. 

Brother, 

You  Yejlerday  informed  us  of  what  you  had  f aid  to 
the  Six  Nations,  and  their  Anfwer  ;  we  are  grieved 
that  the  Six  Nations  have  not  already  made  life  of  the 
Hatchet^  but  have  hitherto  kept  it  by  them,  and  have 
not  fent  out  their  young  Men  to  revenge  the  Murders 
which  have  been  committed  by  the  Enemy* 

We  are  refolved  to  make  ufe  of  the  Hatchet  againjl 
the  French,  to  revenge  the  Injuries  done  to  you  and 
your  People*,  our  Brethren. 

We  have  received  at  Times  very  different  Kind  of 
News  from  the  Six  Nations,  fometimes  it  feemed  as  if 
the  French  would  be  Majlers  ;  but  it  cannot  be  jcy 
they  are  a  deceitful  People,  and  cannot  be  trujled ;  they 
make  fair  Promifes,  and  have  no  Intention  to  perforin 
them ;  they  flatter  them/elves  with  Hopes  to  be  Maflersy 
hut  they  fhall  be  difappointed ;  for  we  Jhall  keep  the 
Hatchet  firmly  in  our  Hands ,  and  are  refolved  to  make 
Ufe  of  it. 

We  know  feveral  Roads  that  lead  to  Canada,  w# 
want  to  fee  the  Hatchet,  that  we  may  take  it  up. 

Upon  which,  his  Excellency  threw  down  a  Hang- 
er, which  the  Speaker  took  up,  and  began  the  War- 
Dance,  and  feveral  others  danced  the  fame  after  him. 
After  which,  they  defired  his  Excellency  to  take 
Care  of  them,  as  he  had  promifed. 

His  Excellency  returned  them  Thanks  for  their 
Co  readily  taking  up  the  Hatcher ;  he  faid,  that  he 
would  prefently  fet  the  War-Kettle  over  the  Fire, 
and  provide  them  with  every  Thing  neceflary  foi 
the  War.  His  Excellency  gave  them  a  handfeme 
Prefent  in  publick  for  their  Nations  in  general,  and 
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private  Prefcnts  to  their  principal  Sachims ;  one  of 
which  promifed,  that  after  his  Return  Home,  he 
would  go  round  all  the  Indian  Settlements,  to  in- 
vite them  into  the  War  againft  the  French,  and 
their  Indians  ;  and  that  he  did  not  doubt  to  be  able 
to  bring  fix  Hundred  Men  from  the  Indian  Settle- 
ments on  the  Safquehannah  River  and  its  Branches, 
to  march  at  any  Time,  and  to  any  Place,  his  Ex- 
cellency fhould  appoint,  in  order  to  join  the  Forces 
intended  againft  Canada;  in  the  mean  Time, 
they  would  caufe  a  Party  of  their  Men  to  go  out 
with  his  Men  to  fcour  the  Woods,  and  clear  them 
©f  the  French  fculking  Indians. 

About  this  Time,  a  Serjeant  of  Capt.  Living/ton's 
Company  was  furprized  and  killed  by  a  fculking 
Party  of  French  Indians :  In  a  few  Minutes  after 
the  Account  of  this  came  to  his  Excellency  *  who 
happened  to  be  dining  at  that  Time  in  Capt.  Wrex- 
tf//'s  Tent,  fourteen  of  the  Safquehannah  Indians 
were  obferved  running  paft  the  Tent,  in  order  to 
crofs  the  River,  and  meet  the  French  Indians; 
which  his  Excellency  obferving,  and  being  appre- 
henfive  that  they  might  meet  with  fome  of  the 
Parties  of  the  new  Levies  that  were  gone  out  for 
the  fame  Purpofe,  and  that  they  might  be  in  Dan- 
ger of  being  attacked  through  Miffake;  he  afk'd 
if  any  of  the  Guard  which  then  attended,  would 
voluntarily  go  along  with  the  Indians  ?  Two  Men 
offered  themfelves,  who  went  with  one  who  un- 
derftood  the  Indian  Language,  in  order  to  prevent 
Miftakes.  Happy  it  was  that  this  Precaution  was 
taken ;  for  Capt.  Fanning,  with  a  great  Part  of  his 
Company,  having  gone  out  with  the  fame  Inten- 
tion of  intercepting  the  French  Indians,  he  difcovcred 
this  Party  of  our  Indians,  and  taking  them  to 
be  French  Indians,  he  kept  his  Men  under  the  Cover 
of  fome  Bufhes,  with  their  Arms  ready  to  fire, 
expediting  the   nearer  Approach  of  the  Indians; 
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when  one  of  the  Chriftians  who  were  with  themr 
obferving  Capt.  Fanning9*  Men,  called  out,  and 
came  up  to  Capt.  Fanning  when  his  Men  were 
ready  to  fire.  None  of  the  Parties  that  went  out: 
were  able  to  difcover  any  of  the  Enemy. 

His  Excellency  afterwards  fent  out  fixteen  of 
thefe  Indians,  and  cloathed  them  for  that  Purpofe,, 
together  with  about  fixty  Men  detached  from  the 
Companies  levied  in  the  County  of  Albany  r  in  order 
to  fcour  the  Woods,  and  to  advance  as  far  as  the 
Lakes  to  gain  Intelligence,  by  taking  Prifoners  or 
otherwife.  While  this  Party  was  out,  fome  of  the 
Indians  fell  Tick,  and  the  others  being  apprehenfive 
of  the  fame  Misfortune,  they  return'd,  after  hav- 
ing been  but  a  few  Days  in  the  Woods.  His 
Excellency  then  perceiving  the  Uneafinefs ■■the  In- 
dians were  under  from  the  Apprehenfions  of  Sick- 
nefs,  found  it  neceflary  to  difmifs  them  all,  on  their 
Promife  to  return,  whenever  his  Excellency  fhoulcL 
order,  with  all  the  Force  they  fliould  be  able  to  col- 
lect; and  which^theyfaid,  as  before obiervedy  might 
amount  to  fix  Hundred  Men.  The  Number  o£ 
Indians  that  came  at  this  Time  from  the  Safque- 
hannah  River,  confifted  only  of  about  fixty  fight- 
ing Men,  befides  old  Men,  Women,  and  Chil- 
dren :  More  hadi  come  near  to  Albany,  but  having 
there  heard  of  the  Small-Pox  and  Sicknefs  that 
was  at  Albany r  and  that  many  of  the  Six  Nations  > 
had  catched  the  Infection,  and  feveral  of  therm 
were  dead,  they  returned  back. 

After  the  Six  Nations  left  Albany^  many  of  them* 
were  taken  fick  on  their  Way  Home,  before  they 
reached  the  Mohawk  Cafirles,.  and  a  confiderable 
Number  of  the  brifkeft  young  Men  of the  Mohawks- 
died.  This  retarded  the  Execution  of  the  Order 
given  to  Mr.  Johnfonyto  fend  out  Parties  to  ha rrafs 
the  French  Settlements  in  Canada,  though  he  ufed. 
all  the  Means  in  his  Power  to  effect  it.  While  lie 
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was  prdiing  them  to  this  Purpofe,  one  of  the  Sa- 
chims,  who  had  promifed  to  head  a  Party  from  the 
Canajohary  Caftle,  faid,  You  feem  to  think  that  we 
are  Brutes,  that  we  have  no  Senfe  of  the  Lofs  of  our 
dearejl  Relations,  and  fome  of  them  the  braveji  Men 
we  kad  in  our  Nation  :  You  mufl  allow  us  Time  to 
bewail  our  Misfortune. 

About  ten  Days  before  his  Excellency  left  Albany, 
a  Party  of  upwards  of  feventy  Men,  confuting  of 
fome  of  each  Nation,  went  againft  Canada  :  Some 
Chriftians  were  of  the  Party  to  aflift  and  direct;, 
and  to  be  WitneiTes  of  the  Behaviour  of  the  Indians. 
They  were  to  avoid  all  the  Lakes,  and  the  ufual 
"Roads  and  Paries  to  Canada,  and  were  to  go  thro' 
the  Woods  over  Mountains  that  are  feldom  paiTed, 
to  prevent  the  Enemies  difcovering  them:  But 
after  thefe  had  been  out,  Capt.  Butlers  Son,  to 
whom  the  chief  Direction  of  this  Party  was  com- 
mitted,  was  taken  ill  of  the  Small-pox,  and  five 
of  the  Indians  were  obliged  to  return  to  carry 
Mm  Home.  Another  fmall  Party  was  fent  out  to 
take  Prifoners,  and  gain  Intelligence  at  Crown-Point. 
At  the  writing  of  this,  it  is  not  known  what  Succefs 
they  have  had. 

When  the  Six  Nations  had  come  as  far  as  the 
lower  Mohawk  Caftle,  in  their  Return  Home,  they 
were  met  by  about  fix  Men  of  their  own  Nations, 
who  delivered  a  MeiTage  from  Canada*  which  had 
been  brought  by  the  Indian  who  was  taken  by  the 
French  at  Crown-  Point,  and  carried  to  Canada.  The 
MeiTage  was  interpreted  in  the  following  Words: 
"  The  Governor  of  Canada  had  called  the  Cahnu- 
"  aga  Indians  to  him,  and  then  complained  to  them, 
"  that  fome  of  the  Six  Nations,  his  Children,  had 
«  killed  fome  of  his  People:  You  all  know,  be 
«  /aid,  that  I  am  not  hafty  or  paffionate,  but  will 
'"  rather  bear  a  great  deal  than  fhew  Refentmcnr, 
"  wherefore  I  am  refolved  to  pafs  this  over;  but 
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"  in  the  mean  Time,  I  muft  dcfire  you  to  go 
«  among  the  Six  Nations,  to  find  out  the  Reafou 
"  of  this  Proceeding,  and  to  tell  them,  that  if  any 
"  Thing  like  it  happen  again,  I  will  make  them 
44  fmart :  You  may  neverthetefs  affure  my  Chil- 
"  dren  *  of  the  Six  Nations,  that  I  love  and  efteenx 
44  them  equally  with  the  Cahnuagas,  or  Shawenda- 
44  dies  f,  being  of  the  fame  Blood.  And  to  con- 
44  vince  them  of  my  Love,  I  now  fend  back  to* 
m  them  one  of  their  People  that  was  taken  at  Crown- 
44  Point,  without  eating  his  Flefh.  And  now  Cah- 
44  nuagas,  my  Children,  I  would  not  have  you  fpill 
44  any  more  Blood  from  Albany  upwards,  for  I  begirt 
44  to  pity  their  Weaknefs ;  but  turn  your  Arms 
44  towards  New-England,  againft  your  moll  invete- 
44  rate  Enemies ;  there  is  the  Place  for  you  to  gain* 
u  Honour  now.'* 

The  Cabnuagas  gave  the  following  Anfwer  to* 
the  Governor  of  Canada:  Father,  You  are  in  the 
wrong  to  defire  us  to  go  among  the  Six  Nations  for 
Intelligence,  or  with  Menaces ;  for  fuch  zvill  only  Jllr 
them  up,  and  bring  them,  and  all  their  Allies  (who  are- 
very  numerous)  upon  you,  to  deftroy  you  at  once.  We 
knoiv  they  art  not  to  be  bullied  by  your  Words  or  ours  ; 
wherefore,  Father,  we  muft  leave  you  to  go  through 
this  Work  by  your/elf. 

After  having,  as  above,  related  what  had  palled' 
between  them  and  the  Governor  of  Canada,  thcf 
fent  the  following  MefTage  from  themfelves. 

Brethren  of  the  Six  Nations,  "We  hear  the  Go^ 
44  vernor  of  New-York  has  invited  you  to  meet 
44  him  j  we-  intreat  you  not  to  mind  any  Thintr  fce 
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New-York  calls  them  Brethren. 

f  Another  Settlement  of  Defertm  from  the  Six  tfadwi4  2$& 
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"  (hail  fay,  in  order  to  fet  you  againft  us  ;  for  rf 
cc  you  do,  you,  as  well  as  we,  muft  all  die.  Wherc- 
**  fore,  Brethren,  we  conjure  you,  by  all  the  Ties 
4*  of  Friendfhip  fubfifting  between  us,  to  inform  us 
"  of  any  Defign  that  is  plotting  againft  us  j  and 
**  that  when  any  fuch  Thing  fhall  be  discovered, 
<c  you  will  fend  an  Exprefs  to  Cadarackui*,  where 
"  our  Fire  always  burns. 

"  Brethren,  We  (hall  be  glad  to  fee  you  next 
€i  Spring  at  Cahnuaga,  to  hold  a  Council  toge- 
*c  ther,  where  you  fhall  be  as  fafe  and  welcome  as 
4C  ever. 

■*  Brethren,  The  Governor  our  Father  being  in- 
*c  formed,  that  your  Governor  is  raifing  Men  to 
"  come  againft  Canada,  defires  us  to  tell  you  that 
"  he  has  one  Thou/and  eight  Hundred  Men  at  Crown 
"  Point,  ready  to  give  them  Battle;  in  which 
"  Number,  the  Men  of  eight  Caftles  of  the  l/ta- 
4*  wawas   are  included. 

*c  Brethren,  Be  not  angry  at  our  deftroying  &?-• 
cc  raghtoga  laft  Fall :  Col.  Schuyler  dar'd  us  to  it, 
"  by  faying  he  wifhed  to  fee  a  French  Army  there  t 
"  We  gratified  him  in  his  Wifh." 

A  Cahnuaga  Indian  was  fent  along  with  the  Pri- 
foner  that  was  reftored ;  but  when  he  came  near 
the  Settlements  of  the  Six  Nations,  his  Heart  fail'd 
him,  and  he  fent  the-  Prifoner  forward  by  himfelf 
with  the  MeiTage. 

The  Readinefs  with  which  the  Six  Nations  com- 
municated this  MeiTage,  and  the  Slight  they  in  all 
Appearance  put  upon  it,  is  fome  Proof  of  their  Sin- 
cerity in  the  Prornifes  they  made  to  his  Excellency ; 
neither  from  any  Thing  which  has  happened  can  it 
be  fliewn,  that  they  were  not  fincere.  On  the 
contrary,  it  appears  by  Mr.  Johnfon's  Letter  to  his 
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Excellency  of  the  aift  of  Ottober,  that  feverai 
Parties  are  now  out  againft  the  French  -,  and  that 
Mr.  Johnfon  having  received  Orders  from  Col.  Ro- 
berts, to  fend  as  many  Indians  as  poflible  to  join  the 
j^rmy,  all  the  Mohawks,  even  their  oldeft  Men, 
were  fitted  out  and  ready ;  and  having  font  to  the 
upper  Caftles  at  the  fame  Time,  they  appeared  fo 
hearty,  that  there  would  not  have  remained  above 
three  old  Men  in  any  of  the  next  Caftles  :  And 
that  Col.  Roberts  afterwards  contradicting  thefe 
Orders,  they  had  appeared  very  uneafy  on  their 
being  ftopt.  It  was  not  expected  that  they 
would  enter  into  the  War  without  us,  or  bv  them- 
(elves,  neither  are  they  a  People  of  fo  little 
Thought,  as  to  give  any  Reafon  to  expect  it 
from  them. 

When  the  Companies  raifed  in  Fenfylvania  ar- 
rived at  Albany,  his  Excellency  was  informed  by 
their  Captains,  that  Mr.  Thomas,  Governor  of  that 
Province,  had  fent  CanradWeifer  their  publick  In- 
terpreter, among  the  Safquehanrtah  Indians-,  and 
that  they  expeded  his  Arrival  at  this  Place  in  a 
little  Time,  with  at  leaft  three  hundred  Indians, 
The  Treaties  with  the  Indians,  which  Mr.  Thomas 
has  publifhed,  gave  great  Hopes  of  the  Succefs  that 
the  Interpreter  would  have;  and  thereby  increafed 
the  Disappointment,  when  Mr.  Weifer  arrived  a 
few  Days  before  bis  Excellency  left  Albany,  and 
did  not  bring  one  Indian  with  him. 

His  Excellency  Governor  Clintonkzd,  perhaps^ 
more  Difficulties  to  ftruggJe  with  on  this  Occa- 
fion,  than  any  Governor  of  New-Tor k  had  at  any 
Time  :  The  Six  Nations  had,  on  feverai  Qccafions* 
given  Grounds  ofMinruitj  the  Governor  of  Ca- 
nada was  attempting  all.  the  Means  in  his  Power 
to  divert  their  Affections  from  us ;  the  People  of 
the  County  of  Albany  had,  for  fome  Time  pafr^ 
entertained  a  Diffatisfaaion  in  the  Condu&  of  the 
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Commifiioners  for  Indian  Affairs  ;  the  Commiffi- 
oners  themfelves  were  divided  in  their  Sentiments, 
and  feveral  of  them  refufed  to  attend  their 
Meetings  ;  and  they  confefTed  to  his  Excellency, 
that  they  had  loft  all  Influence  on  the  Indians. 
Mr.  Gooch  having  declined  the  Command  of  the 
Forces  at  Albany,  his  Excellency  was  forced  like- 
wife  to  undertake  a  new  and  great  Care,  which  he 
in  no  Manner  expected  when  he  left  the  City  of 
New-York,  and  which,  from  many  Incidents,  was 
attended  with  many  Difficulties.  If  thefe  Things 
be  duly  confidered,  and  the  Dangers  his  Perfon 
was  in  from  the  Infection  of  two  different  Difeafes, 
which  at  that  Time  raged  in  the  City  of  Albany, 
of  which  great  Numbers  died  during  his  Refidence 
there,  of  near  three  Months  ;  none  can  doubt  of 
his  hearty  Zeal  for  the  Succefs  of  an  Affair,  in 
which  the  Safety  and  Profperity  of  all  the  Colonies 
in  North  America  were  immediately  concerned. 

But  as  every  one  may  not  be  fufficiently  apprized 
of  what  Confequence  the  Six  Nations  being  hearty, 
is  to  the  Intereft  of  Great- Britain,  it  may  be 
proper  to  obferve,  That  though  a  Number  of  In- 
dians to  march  with  the  Army,  which  was  in- 
tended to  attack  Canada,  would  be  of  great  Ufe  in 
difcovering  and  defeating  the  Ambufhes  of  the 
Enemy's  Indians,  while  they  were  every  Day  to  be 
guarded  againft  by  the  Forces  which  were  to  march 
by  Land  ;  and  would,  by  their  Incurfions  into  the 
Enemy's  Country,  terribly  harrafs  them,  and  keep 
them  from  joining  their  Forces  into  any  great  Body 
to  oppofe  the  Defign  ;  thefe  are  not  the  mod  con- 
fiderable  Advantages  which  might  be  gained  from  the 
Affeaion  of  the  Six  Nations  at  this  Time,  or  any 
Time  of  War  ;  for  if  the  inland  Extent  of  the 
Colonies  from  Nova  Scotia  to  Georgiabc  confidered, 
and  at  the  fame  Time  the  numerous  Indian  Na- 
tions on  the  Continent  of  America,  who  may,  by 
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the  Artifices  of  the  French,  be  induced  to  make  In- 
curfions  every  where  ;  and  the  cruel  Methods  by 
which  the  Indians  make  Incurfions  in  fmall  Par- 
ties, from  the  vaft  Force  which  every  where  co- 
vers the  Continent,  and  which  in  many  Places  is 
impenetrable ;  it  muft  evidently  appear,  that 
though  the  Englijh  Colonies  be  of  much  fuperior 
Force  in  Numbers  of  Men,  yet  their  Number 
would  not  be  fufficient  to  protect  their  Frontiers 
from  the  Incurfions  of  the  Indians  in  every  Place  : 
And  that,  while  their  Forces  muft  in  this  Cafe  be 
divided  and  fcattered  all  over  their  Frontiers,  it 
may  be  in  the  Power  of  the  French  in  Canada,  to 
invade  with  Succefs  any  Part  of  the  Englijh  Colo- 
nies. On  the  other  Hand,  if  a  proper  Attempt 
were  to  be  made  by  the  Northern  Colonies  alone, 
without  the  Afliftance  of  their  Mother  Country, 
but  with  the  Afliftance  of  the  Indians,  it  would  in 
all  Appearance  be  fufRcient  to  reduce  Canada  \  for 
if  the  Indian  Nations  can  be  perfuaded  to  join  hear- 
tily, (as  from  what  is  above  related  it  feems  pro- 
bable they  may)  it  will  be  impoflible  for  the  Inha- 
bitants of  Canada  to  defend  themfelves  from  the 
Incurfions  of  thefe  numerous  Indian  Nations,  and 
from  a  Body  of  regular  Troops  at  the  fame  Time, 
As  the  French  are  very  fenftble  of  thefe  Advantages 
to  be  gained  from  the  Friendfhip  of  th®  Indian 
Nations,  they  neglect  no  Means  in  their  Power  to 
procure  them  :  And  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the 
Northern  Colonies  will  be  no  lefs  aftiduous  in  a. 
Matter  on  which  their  Well-being  at  leaft  de- 
pends. 

Some  People  wifli  that  the  Indians  may  remain 
neuter,  and  think  it  advifeable  to  purfue  Meafures 
for  that  Purpofe,  by  which  many  horrid  Barbae 
rities  would  be  prevented.  No  doubt  this  is  to  be 
wifhed  ;  but  can  the  Englijh  Colonies  by  any 
Means  be  allured*  that  the  French  will  be  fincere 
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in  prefcrving  fuch  a  Neutrality  ?  And  if  they  be 
not  fincere>  we  (hall  more  certainly  expofe  our- 
felves  to  all  thefe  Calamities,  than  we  are  now,  by 
Indians  being  engaged  on  both  Sides.  The  Six 
Nations  are,  by  their  natural  Inclinations,  difpofed 
to  War-like  Enterprizes :  They  never  have  been 
at  Peace  with  all  their  Neighbours,  fince  they 
were  known  to  Chriftians.  The  Reputation  they 
have  gained  among  all  the  Indian  Nations  in  North 
America,  gives  them  an  Influence  in  the  Councils 
of  every  Nation.  It  may  then  be  eafy  for  the 
French  to  turn  this  Difpofition  of  War  in  the  &'* 
Nations,  againft  us,  and,  by  their  Influence,  draw 
all  the  Indian  Nations  in  North  America  upon  us- 
The  Genius  of  the  Site  Nations  will  not  fufFer  them 
to  remain  inactive,  while  their  Neighbours  are  at 
War. 

In  the  laft  Place,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  ob- 
ferve  at  this  Time,  that  though  the  Colonies  to 
the  Southward  (and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parts  of 
the  Northern  Colonies,  which  are  lefs  expofed  to 
the  Incurfions  of  Indians)  think  themfelves  little 
concerned  in  Intereft,  or  in  the  Confequences  of 
the  prefent  War ;  yet,  if  they  would  confider  that 
the  Northern  Colonies  are  really  their  Frontiers, 
and  that  they  defend  the  others  from  all  the  Ca- 
lamities of  a  moft  barbarous  War  ;  the  Southern. 
Colonies  muft  think  that  any  Contribution  of  Men. 
and  Money,  which  is  expected  from  them,  is  an 
eafy  Purchafe  of  the  Freedom  from  fuch  Calami- 
ties, to  which  their  Brethren  are  fubje&ed  ;  and 
that  while  they  can  follow  their  Occupations  at 
Eafe,  they  are  much  better  enabled  to  fupport  the 
Expence  of  a  War  than  the  Northern  Colonies 
are,  where  the  Inhabitants  are  every  Day  in 
Danger  of  their  Lives  from  a  cruel  Enemy,  while 
at  their  daily  and  innocent  Labours.  If  the 
Southern  Colonies  negled  to  keep  the  War  at  a 
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Diftancc  from  them,  they  may,  at  an  improper 
Time,  become  fenfible  of  the  Evils  their  Brethren 
fufter,  and  of  their  own  Folly  at  the  fame  Time. 

New-York^  Dec.  2,  1746. 
The  Party  of  feventy  Indians  and  Whites  men- 
tioned in  this  Treaty,  did  riot  go  out  together  as 
was  at  firft  intended ;  Sicknefs,  and  other  Incidents, 
made  it  neceffary  to  alter  the  Meafures  at  firft  pro- 
pofed.  One  Party  of  thirty  Indians  and  ten  Whites 
went  by  themfelves.  Thefe  fell  upon  a  French 
Settlement  on  the  North-fide  of  St.  Lawrence  Ri- 
ver, about  10  Leagues  above  Montreal,  and 
brought  away  eight  French  Prifoners,  one  of  them 
a  Captain  of  Militia,  and  four  Scalps.  Another 
Party  of  nine  Indians  went  to  the  Cahnuagas,  under 
Pretence  of  continuing  the  Neutrality  with  them  ; 
they  were  introduced  to  the  Governor  of  Montreal 
under  the  fame  Pretence,  who  made  them  Pre- 
fents  :  Their  Defign  was  to  gain  what  Intelligence 
they  could,  and  after  they  had  done  this,  they 
acled  their  Part  fo  well,  that  they  received  feveral 
Letters,  one  from  the  Governor  of  Montreal,  and 
others  from  confiderable  Perfons,  to  the  Comman- 
dant of  Fort  St.  Frederick  at  Crown  Point.  In 
their  Way  thither,  by  which  they  were  to  return 
Home,  they  furprized  fome  French  in  a  fmall  Fort, 
killed  five,  and  brought  away  one  Prifoner  and  one 
Scalp.  They  brought  the  French  Prifoner  and  the 
Letters  to  the  Commanding  Officer  at  Albany,  and 
informed  him  of  what  they  had  feen  and  heard  at 
Montreal.

i HAR LES,  by  the  Grace  ofGOD, 
King  of  Engldnd,  Scotland,  France,  and 
Ireland^  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c. 
To  all  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  fhall 
come,  Greeting.  WHEREAS  our 
trufty  and  well-beloved  SubjecT:  William 
Penn,  Efq;  Son  and  Heir  of  Sir  William  Penn 
deceafed,  (out  of  a  commendable  Defire  to  en- 
large our  Englijh  Empire,  and  promote  fuch  ufeful 
Commodities  as  may  be  of  Benefit  to  us  and  our 
Dominions,  as  alfo  to  reduce  the  favage  Natives 
by  gentle  and  juft  Manners,  to  the  Love  of  civil 
Society  and  the  Chriftian  Religion)  hath  humbly 
befought  Leave  of  us,  to  tranfport  an  ample  Co- 
lony  unto  a  certain  Country  herein  after  defcribed, 
in  the  Parts  of  America  not  yet  cultivated  and 
planted  ;  and  hath  like  wife  fo  humbly  befought 
our  Royal  Majefty  to  give,  grant,  and  confirm 
all  the  faid  Country,  with  certain  Privileges  and 
Jurifdictions,  requifite  for  the  good  Government 
and  Safety  of  the  faid  Country  and  Colony,  to 
him  and  his  Heirs  for  ever. 

SECT. 
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SECT.    I. 

KNOW  YE  THEREFORE,  That  we 
(favouring  the  Petition  and  good  Purpofe  of  the 
faid  TVilliam  Penn^  and  having  Regard  to  the  Me- 
mory and  Merits  of  his  late  Father  in  divers  Ser- 
vices, and  particularly  to  his  Conduct,  Courage, 
and  Difcretion  under  our  deareft  Brother  JAMES 
Duke  of  York)  in  that  fignal  Battle  and  Victory 
fought  and  obtained  againft  the  Dutch  Fleet,  com- 
manded by  the  Heer  Van  Opdam,  in  the  Year 
1665  :  In  Confideration  thereof^  of  our  fpecial 
Grace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  meer  Motion) 
have  given  and  granted,  and  by  this  our  prefent 
Charter,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  do  give 
and  grant  unto  the  faid  William  Penn^  his  Heirs 
and  Afligns,  all  that  Tract  or  Part  of  Land  in 
America*  with  the  Iflands  therein  contained,  as  the 
fame  is  bounded  on  the  Eaft  by  Delaware  River, 
from  twelve  Miles  Diftance  Northwards  of  New- 
cajlle  Town,  unto  the  three-and-fortieth  Degree  of 
Northern  Latitude,  if  the  faid  River  doth  extend 
fo  far  Northward  :  But  if  the  faid  River  fliall  not 
extend  fb  far  Northward,  then  by  the  faid  River 
fo  far  as  it  doth  extend,  and  from  the  Head  of 
the  faid  River  the  Eaftern  Bounds  are  to  be  deter- 
mined by  a  Meridian  Line,  to  be  drawn  from  the 
Head  of  the  faid  River,  unto  the  faid  forty-third 
Degree.  The  faid  Land  to  extend  Weftward  five 
Degrees  in  Longitude,  to  be  computed  from  the 
faid  Eaftern  Bounds  ;  and  the  faid  Lands  to  be 
bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Beginning  of  the 
three-and-fortieth  Degree  of  Northern  Latitude, 
and  on  the  South  by  a  Circle  drawn  at  twelve 
Miles  Diftance  from  Newcajlle  Northward,  and 
Weftward  unto  the  Beginning  of  the  fortieth  De- 
gree of  Northern  Latitude,  and  then  by  a  ftrait 
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Line  Weftwards  to  the  Limits  of  Longitude  abor«- 
mentioned. 

SECT.    II. 

We  do  alfo  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  William 
Perm,  his  Heirs  and  Affigns,  the  free  and  un- 
difturbed  Ufe  and  Continuance  in,  and  Paflage 
unto,  and  out  of  all  and  fingular  Ports,  Harbours, 
Bays,  Waters,  Rivers,  Ifles,  and  Inlets,  belonging 
unto,  or  leading  to  and  from  the  Country  orlflands 
aforefaid,  and  all  the  Soils,  Lands,  Fields,  Woods, 
Underwoods,  Mountains,  Hills,  Fenns,  Ifles, 
Lakes,  Rivers,  Waters,  Rivulets,  Bays,  and  In- 
lets, fituated  or  being  within,  or  belonging  to  the 
Limits  or  Bounds  aforefaid,  together  with  the  Fifh- 
ing  of  all  Sorts  of  Fifh,  Whales,  Sturgeon,  and 
all  royal  and  other  Fifties,  in  the  Seas,  Bays,  In- 
lets, Waters,  or  Rivers  within  the  Premiffes,  and 
all  the  Fifh  therein  taken;  and  alfo  all  Veins, 
Mines,  Minerals,  and  Quarries,  as  well  difcovered 
as  not  difcovered,  of  Gold,  Silver,  Gems,  and 
precious  Stones,  and  all  other  whatfoever,  be  it 
Stones,  Metals,  or  of  any  other  Thing  or  Matter 
whatfoever,  found  or  to  be  found  within  the 
Country,  Ifles,  or  Limits  aforefaid. 


SECT. 
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And  him,  the  faid  William  Perm,  his  Heirs  and 
Aniens,  we  do,  by  this  our  Royal  Charter,  for  us, 
our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  make,  create,  and  con- 
ftitute,  the  true  and  abfolute  Proprietary  ofthe 
Country  aforefaid,  and  of  all  other  the  Prem.flas: 
Saving  always  to  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  the 
Faith  and  Allegiance  of  the  faid  William  Pt>m,ha 
Heirs  and  Affigns,  and  of  all  other  P/°P"etar!e.s' 
Tenants,  and  Inhabitants,  that  are  orlhall  be  with- 
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in  the  Territories  and  Precincts  aforefaid  ;  and 
faving  alfo  unto  us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  the 
Sovereignty  of  the  aforefaid  Country,  to  have,  hold, 
pofTefs,  and  enjoy  the  faid  Trad  of  Land,  Country, 
Ifles,  Inlets,  and  other  the  Premiffes,  unto  the  faid 
William  Penn,  his  Heirs  and  Afligns,  to  the  only 
proper  Ufe  and  Behoof  of  the  faid  William  Perm, 
his  Heirs  and  Afligns,  for  ever,  to  be  holden  of  us, 
our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  Kings  of  England,  as  of 
our  Caftle  of  Windfor  in  our  County  of  Berks,  in 
free  and  common  Soccage,  by  Fealty  only  for  all 
Services,  and  not  in  Capite  or  by  Knights  Service  : 
Yielding  and  paying  therefore  to  us,  our  Heirs  and 
SuccefTors,  two  Beaver-fkins,  to  be  delivered  at  our 
Caftle  of  Windfor  on  the  firft  Day  of  January  in 
every  Year ;  and  alfo  the  fifth  Part  of  all  Gold  and 
Silver  Ore,  which  fhall  from  Time  to  Time  hap- 
pen to  be  found  within  the  Limits  aforefaid,  clear 
of  all  Charges.  And  of  our  further  Grace,  cer- 
tain Knowledge,  and  meer  Motion,  we  have 
thought  fit  to  erect,  and  we  do  hereby  erect  ths 
aforefaid  Country  and  Iflands  into  a  Province  and 
Seignorie,  and  do  call  it  PENNSYLVANIA, 
and  fo  from  henceforth  will  have  it  called. 

SECT.    IV. 

And  forafmuch  as  we  have  hereby  made  and 
ordained  the  aforefaid  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  and 
Afligns,  the  true  and  abfolute  Proprietaries  of  all 
the  Land  and  Dominions  aforefaid,  KNOW  YE 
THEREFORE,  That  we  (repofing  fpecial 
Truft  and  Confidence  in  the  Fidelity,  Wifdom, 
Juftice,  and  provident  Circumfpe&ion  of  the  faid 
William  Penn)  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors, 
do  grant  free,  full,  and  abfolute  Power  (by  Virtue 
of  thefe  Prefents)  to  him  and  his  Heirs,  to  his  and 
their  Deputies,  and  Lieutenants,  for  the  good  and 
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happy  Government  of  the  faid  Country,  to  ordain, 
make,  and  enadt,  and  under  his  and  their  Seals  to 
publifh,  any  Laws  whatfoever,  for  the  raifing  of 
Money  for  publick  Ufes  of  the  faid  Province,  or 
for  any  other  End,  appertaining  either  unto  the 
publick  State,  Peace,  or  Safety  of  the  faid  Country, 
or  unto  the  private  Utility  of  particular  Perfons, 
according  unto  their  beft  Difcretion,  by  and  with 
the  Advice,  Affent,  and  Approbation  of  the  Free- 
men of  the  faid  Country,  or  the  greater  Part  of 
them,  or  of  their  Delegates  or  Deputies,  whom,  for 
the  enacling  of  the  faid  Laws,  when,  and  as  often 
as  Need  {hall  require,  we  will  that  the  {aid  William 
Penn  and  his  Heirs,  mall  aflemble  in  fuch  Sort  and 
Form,  as  to  him  and  them  fhall  feem  beft ;  and 
the  fame  Laws  duly  to  execute,  unto  and  upon 
all  People  within  the  faid  Country  and  Limits 
thereof. 

SECT.    V. 

And  we  do  likewife  give  and  grant  unto  the 
faid  William  Penn,  and  to  his  Heirs,  and  their  De- 
puties and  Lieutenants,  full  Power  and  Authority 
to  appoint  and  eftablim  any  Judges  and  Juftices, 
Magiftrates,  and  other  Officers  whatfoever,  for  what 
Caufes  foever,  (for  the  Probates  of  Wills,  and  for 
the  granting  of  Adminiftrations  within  the  Precincts 
aforefaid)  and  with  what  Power  foever,  and  in  fuch 
Form,  as  to  the  faid  William  Penn>  or  his  Heirs, 
fhall  feem  moft  convenient :  Alfo  to  remit,  releafe, 
pardon,  and  abolifli  (whether  before  Judgment  or 
after)  all  Crimes  and  Offences  whatfoever,  com- 
mitted within  the  faid  Country,  againft  the  faid 
Laws,  (Treafon  and  wilful  and  malicious  Murder 
only  excepted,  and  in  thofe  Cafes  to  grant  Re- 
prieves, until  our  Pleafure  may  be  known  therein) 
and  to  do  all  and  every  other  Thing  and  Things, 
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which  unto  the  compleat  Eftablifliment  of  Juftice 
unto  Courts  and  Tribunals,  Forms  of  Judicature, 
and  Manner  of  Proceedings  do  belong,  although 
IB  thefc   Prefents  exprefs  Mention  be  not  made 
thereof;  and   by  Judges   by   them   delegated,    to 
award  Procefs,   hold  Pleas,  and  determine  in  all 
the  faid  Courts  and  Tribunals  all  Actions,  Suits, 
and  Caufes  whatfoever,  as  well   criminal  as  civil, 
perfonal,  real,  and  mixt;  which  Laws  fo,  as  afore- 
faid,  to  be  publifihed,   our  Pleafure  is,  and  fo  wc 
enjoin,  require,  and  command,  mall  be  moft  abfo- 
lute  and  available  in  Law;  and  that  all  the  Lie°-e 
People  and  Subjefts  of  us,   our  Heirs  and  Succef- 
fors,  do  obferve  and  keep   the  fame  inviolably  [a 
thofe  Parts,  fo  far  as  they  concern  them,  under  the 
Pain  therein  expreffed,  or  to  be  expreffed.     PR  Q~ 
V  I  D  E  D  neverthelefs,   That  the  fame  Laws  be 
confonant  to  Reafon,   and  not  repugnant  or  con- 
trary, but  (as  near  as  conveniently  may- be)  ao-rec- 
able  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes,  and  Rights  of  this 
our  Kingdom  of  England,  and  faving  and  refervin^ 
to  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  the  receiving,  hear- 
ing, and  determining  of  the  Appeal  and  Appeals  of 
all  or  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  of,  in,  or  beIon<nn<>. 
to  the  Territories  aforefaid,  or  touching  any  Jutk« 
ment  to  be  there  made  or  given.  to 

SECT.    VI, 

And  forafmuch  as  in  the  Government  of  Co  meit 
a  Country,  f^ddm  Accidents  do  often  happen, 
whereunto  it  will  be  necertary  to  apply  Remedv, 
before  the  Freeholders  of  the  faid  Province,  or 
their  Delegates  or  Deputies,  can  be  afTembled  to  the 
making  of  Laws  ;  neither  will  it  be  convenient  that 
inftantly  upon  every  fuch  emergent  Occafion ,'fo 
great  a  Multitude  mould  be  called  together-  There- 
fore (for  the  better  Government  of  the  faid  Coun- 
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•try)  we  will,  and  ordain,  and  by  thefe  Prefers, 
for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  do  grant  unto 
the  faid  William  Penn  and  his  Heirs,  by  themfelves, 
or  by  their  Magiftrates  and  Officers,  in  that  Behalf 
duly  to  be  ordained  as  aforefaid,  to  make  and  con- 
ftitute  fit  and  wholefome  Ordinances,  from  Time 
to  Time,  within  the  faid  Country  to  be  kept  and 
obferved,  as  well  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Peace, 
as  for  the  better  Government  of  the  People  there 
inhabiting;  and  publickly  to  notify  the  fame  to  all 
Perfons,  whom  the  fame  doth  or  may  any  Ways 
^concern.    Which  Ordinances  our  Will  and  Pleafure 
is,  (hall  be  obferved  inviolaby  within  the  faid  Pro- 
vince, under  the  Pains  therein  to  be  expreffed,  fo 
as  the  faid  Ordinances  be  confonantto  Reafon,  and 
be  not  repugnant  nor  contrary,  but  (fo  far  as  con- 
veniently may  be)  agreeable  with  the  Laws  of  our 
Kinedom  of  England,  zhd  fo  as  the  faid  Ordinances 
be  not  extended  in  any  Sort  to  bind,  change,  or 
take  away  the  Right  or  Intereft  of  any  Perfor i  or 
Perfons,  for  or  in  their  Life,  Members,  Freehold, 
Goods,  or  Chatties.     And  our  farther  Will  and 
Pleafure  is,  That  the  Laws  for  regulating  and  go- 
verning of  Property  within  the  faid  Province,   as 
well  for  the  Defcent  and  Enjoyment  of  Lands,  as 
likewife  for  the  Enjoyment  and  Succeflion  of  Goods 
and  Chatties,  and  likewife  as  to  Felomes,  fhall  be 
and  continue  the  fame,   as  they  fhall  be  for  the 
Time  being,  by' the  general  Courfc  of  the  Law  in 
our  Kingdom  of  England,  until  the  faid Taws  {hall 
be  altered  by  the  faid  William  Penn    his  heir,  or 
Affigns,  anTby  the  Freemen  of  the  faid  Province 
their  Delegates  or  Deputies,  or  the  greater  Part  of 
them. 
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SECT.    VII. 


And  to  the  End  that  the  faid  William  Ptnn,  o* 
his  Heirs,  or  other  the  Planters,  Owners,  or  In* 
habitants  of  the  faid  Province,  may  not  at  any 
Time  hereafter  (by  Mifconftruclion  of  the  Power 
aforefaid)  through  Inadvertency  or  Defign,  depart 
from  that  Faith  and  due  Allegiance,  which  by  the 
Laws  of  this  our  Realm  of  England,  they  and  all: 
our  Subjects,  in  our  Dominions  and  Territories* 
always  owe  to  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  by 
Colour  of   any   Extent   or  Largenefs  of  Powers 
hereby   given,  or   pretended  to  be  given,  or   by 
Force  or  Colour  of  any  Laws  hereafter  to  be  mad<£ 
m  the  faid  Province,  by  Virtue  of  any  fuch  Powers  ;' 
OUR  farther  Will  and  Plcafure  is,  That  aTran- 
fcript  or  Duplicate  of  all  Laws,  which  (hall  be  Co 
as  aforefaid  made  and  publiihed  within  the  faid 
Province,  fhall,  within  five  Years  after  the  making 
^hereof,  be  tranfmitted,  and  delivered  to  the  Privy 
Council,  for  the  Time  being,  of  us,  our  Heirs  and 
Succeflbrs  :  And  if  any  of  the  faid  Laws,  within* 
the  Space  of  fix  Months  after  that  they  fhall  befo 
tranfmitted  and  delivered,  be  declared  by  us,  our 
Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  in  our  or  their  Privy  Coun- 
cil, inconfiftent  with  the  Sovereignty,  or  lawful 
Prerogative  of  us,  our  Heirs  or  Succeflbrs,  or  con- 
trary to  the  Faith  and  Allegiance  due  to  the  legal 
Government  of  this  Realm,  from  the  faid  William 
Penn9  or  his  Heirs,  or  of  the  Planters  and  Inha- 
bitants of  the  faid  Province,  and  that  thereupon 
any  of  the  faid   Laws  fhall  be  adjudged  and  de- 
clared to  be  void  by  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs, 
under  our  or  their  Privy  Seal,  that  then  and  from 
thenceforth,  fuch   Laws,  concerning  which   fuch 
Judgment  and   Declaration   fhall  be  made,  fhall 
become  void  ;  Otherwife  the  faid  Laws  fo  tranf-

mitted,  fhall  remain,  and  ftand  in  full  Force,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  thereof. 

SECT.    VIII. 

Furthermore,  that  this  new  Colony  may  the 
more  happily  increafe,  by  the  Multitude  of  People 
reforting  thither ;  Therefore  we,  for  us,  our  Heirs 
and  SuccefTors,  do  give  and  grant  by  thefe  Prefents, 
Power,  Licence,  and  Liberty  unto  all  the  Liege 
People  and  Subjects,  both  prefent  and  future,  of 
us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  (excepting  thofe  who 
fhall  be  efpecially  forbidden)  to  transport  them- 
felves  and  Families  unto  the  faid  Country,  with 
fuch  convenient  Shipping  as  by  the  Laws  of  this 
our  Kingdom  of  England  they  ought  to  ufe,  and 
with  fitting  Provifion,  paying  only  the  Cuftoms 
therefore  due,  and  there  to  fettle  themfelves,  dwell 
and  inhabit,  and  plant  for  the  publick,  and  their 
own  private*  Advantage. 

SECT.     IX. 

And  furthermore,  that  our  Subjects  may  be  the 
rather  encouraged  to  undertake  this  Expedition 
with  ready  and  chearful  Minds,  KNOW  YE, 
That  we,  of  our  fpecial  Grace,  certain  Knowledge, 
and  mere  Motion,  do  give  and  grant  by  Virtue  of 
thefe  Prefents,  as  well  unto  the  laid  William  Penn, 
and  his  Heirs,  as  to  all  others,  who  fhall  from 
Time  to  Time  repair  unto  the  faid  Country,  with 
a  Purpofe  to  inhabit  or  trade  with  the  Natives  of 
the  faid  Country,  full  Licence  to  lade  and  freight 
in  any  Ports  whatfoever,  of  us,  our  Heirs  and 
SuccefTors,  according  to  the  Laws  made,  or  to  be 
made,  within  our  Kingdom  of  England,  and  un- 
to the  faid  Country,  by  them,  their  Servants  or 
Afligns,  to  tranfport  all  and  lingular  their  Goods, 

Wares 
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Wares  and  Merchandizes,  as  likewife  all  Sorts  of 
Grain  whatfoever,  and  all  other  Things  whatfoever, 
necefTary  for  Food  or  Cloathing,  not  prohibited  by 
the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  our  Kingdom  and  Do- 
minions to  be  carried  out  of  the  faid  Kingdom, 
without  any  Let  or  Moleftation  of  us,  our  Heirs 
or  Succeflbrs,  or  of  any  of  the  Officers  of  us,  our 
Heirs  or  Succeflbrs ;  faving  always  to  us,  our 
Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  the  legal  Impofitions,  Cu- 
floms,  or  other  Duties  and  Payments,  for  the 
faid  Wares  and  Merchandizes,  by  any  Law  or 
Statute  due,  or  to  be  due  to  us,  our  Heirs  and 
Succeflbrs. 

SECT.    X. 

And  we  do  further,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Suc- 
ceflbrs, give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  William  Pent?9 
his  Heirs,  and  Afligns,  free  and  abfolute  Power, 
to  divide  the  faid  Country  and  Iflands  into  Towns* 
Hundreds  and  Counties,  and  to  ere£t  and  incor- 
porate Towns  into  Boroughs,  and  Boroughs  into 
Cities,  and  to  make  and  conftitute  Fairs  and  Mar- 
kets therein,  with  all  other  convenient  Privileges 
and  Immunities,  according  to  the  Merits  of  the 
Inhabitants,  and  the  Fitnefs  of  the  Places,  and  to 
do  all  and  every  other  Thing  and  Things  touch- 
ing the  Premises,  which  to  him  or  them  {hall  feem 
meet  and  requillte  ;  albeit  they  be  fuch,  as  of  their 
own  Nature  might  other  wife  require  a  more  fpecial 
Commandment  and  Warrant,  than  in  thefe  Pre- 
fents  is  exprefied. 

SECT.     XL 

We  will  alfo,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  us,  our 
Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  we  do  give  and  o-rant  Li- 
cence by  this  our  Charter,  unto  the  faid°  IVilhom 
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JVff«,  his  Heirs  and  Afligns,  and  to  all  the  Inha- 
bitants and  Dwellers  in  the  Province  aforefaid, 
both  prefent  and  to  come,  to  import  or  unlade,  by 
themfelves  or  their  Servants,  Factors,  or  Afligns, 
all  Merchandizes  and  Goods  whatfoever,  that  mall 
arife  of  the  Fruits  and  Commodities  of  the  (aid 
Province,  either  by  Land  or  Sea,  into  any  of  the 
Ports  of  us,  our  Heirs  or  Succeflbrs,  in  our  King* 
<lom  of  England,  and  not  into  any  other  Country 
whatfoever  :  And  we  give  him  full  Power  to  dif- 
|>ofe  of  the  faid  Goods,  in  the  faid  Ports ;  and  if 
speed  be,  within  one  Year  next  after  the  unlading 
of  the  fame,  to  lade  the  faid  Merchandize  and 
Goods  again  into  the  fame  or  other  Ships,  and  to 
tranfport  the  fame  into  any  other  Countries,  either 
of  our  Dominions  or  foreign,  according  to  Law  ; 
provided  always,  that  they  pay  fuch  Cuftoms  and 
€mpofitions,  Subfidies,  and  Duties  for  the  fame, 
to  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  as  the  reft  of  our 
gubje&s  of  our  Kingdom  of  England,  for  the 
Time  being,  (hall  be  bound  to  pay,  and  do  ob- 
serve the  Acts  of  Navigation,  and  other  Laws  in 
that  Behalf  made. 

SECT.    XII. 

And  furthermore,  of  our  ample  and  fpeclal 
Grace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion, 
v/e  do,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  grant 
unto  the  faid  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  and  Afligns, 
full  and  abfolute  Power  and  Authority,  to  make, 
erect,  and  conftitute,  within  the  faid  Province, 
and  the  Ifles  and  Inlets  aforefaid,  fuch  and  fo  ma- 
ny Sea-ports,  Harbours,  Creeks,  Havens,  Quays, 
and  other  Places,  for  difcharging  and  unlading  of 
Goods  and  Merchandizes  out  of  the  Ships,  Boats* 
and  other  Veflels,  and  landing  them  unto  fuch  and 
ip  many  Places  and  with  fuch  Rights,  Junfdic- 
**"  J  uons* 
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tions,  Liberties  and  Privileges  unto  the  faid  Ports 
belonging,  as  to  him  and  them  (hall  feem  moft 
expedTent  >  and  that  all  and  lingular  the  Ships, 
Boats,  and  other  Veflels,  which  (hall  come  for 
Merchandize  and  Trade  into  the  faid  Province, 
or  out  of  the  fame,  fhall  be  laden  or  unladen  only 
at  fuch  Ports  as  fhall  be  created  and  conftituted  by 
the  faid  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  or  Afligns,  (any 
Ufe,  Cuftom,  or  Thing  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.) Provided,  that  the  faid  William  Penn> 
and  his  Heirs,  and  the  Lieutenants  and  Governors 
for  the  Time  being,  {hall  admit  and  receive  in, 
and  about  all  fuch  Havens,  Ports,  Creeks  and 
Quays,  all  Officers  and  their  Deputies,  who  fhall 
from  Time  to  Time  be  appointed  for  that  Purpofe* 
by  the  Farmers  or  Commiffioners  of  our  Cuftoms 
for  the  Time  being. 

SECT    XIII. 

And  we  do  further  appoint  and  ordain,  and  fey 
thefe  Prefents,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  we 
do  grant  unto  the  faid  William  Penny  his  Heirs  and 
AfTigns,  That  he,  the  faid  William  Penn^  his  Heirs 
and  Afligns,  may  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  have 
and  enjoy  the  Cuftoms  and  Subfidies,  in  the  Ports,, 
Harbours,   and  other  Creeks  and  Places  aforefaid*, 
withia  the  Province  aforefaid,  payable  or  due  for 
Merchandize  and  Wares  there  to  be  laded  and  un- 
laded, the   faid   Cuftoms  and  Subfidies  to  be  rea- 
fonably  affefled  upon  any  Occafion,  by  themfelvea 
and  the  People  there  as  aforefaid  to  be  afTembled  5, 
to  whom  we  give  Power  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  us*, 
our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  upon  juft  Caufe  and  due- 
Proportion,  to  alTefs  and  impofe  the  fame  ;  faving^ 
unto  us,  our   Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  fuch  Impofi- 
tions  and  Cuftoms,  as  by  Act  of  Parliament  are 
and  fhall  be  appointed.

And  it  is  our  farther  Will  and  Pleafure,  That 
the  &id  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  and  Affigns,  fhall 
from  Time  to  Time  conftitute  and  appoint  an  At- 
torney or  Agent,  to  refide  in  or  near  our  City  of 
JLondon,  who  fhall  make  known  the  Place  where 
lie  fhall  dwell,  or  may  be  found,  unto  the  Clerks 
of  our  Privy-Council  for  the  Time  being,  or  one 
of  them,  and  fhall  be  ready  to  appear  in  any  of 
cur  Courts  at  Weftminfter^  to  anfwer  for  any  Mif- 
demeanor  that  fhall  be  committed,  or  by  any  wilful 
Default  or  Neglect  permitted  by  the  faid  William 
Tenn^  his  Heirs  or  Affigns,  againft  the  Laws  of 
Trade  and  Navigation  y  and  after  it  fhall  be  afcer- 
tained  in  any  of  our  faid  Courts,  what  Damages 
we,  or  our  Heirs  or  Succeflbrs,  fhall  have  fuftained

Provided  always,  and  our  Will  and  Pleafure  isT 
That  neither  the  faid  William  Perm,  nor  his  Heirs* 
or  any  other  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Province,, 
fhall  at  any  Time  hereafter  have  or  maintain  any 
Correfpondence  with  any  other  King,  Prince,  or 
State,  or  with  any  of  their  Subjects,  who  (hall 
then  be  in  War  againft  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succef- 
fors  y  nor  (hall  the  faid  William  Perm,  or  his  Heirs* 
or  any  other  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Province, 
make  War,  or  do  any  Act  of  Hoftiiity  againft  any 
other  King,  Prince,  or  State,  or  any  of  their  Sub- 
jects, who  fhall  then  be  in  League  or  Amity  with 
us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs, 

SECT.     XVI. 

And,  becaufe  in  fo  remote  a  Country,  and  fi~ 
tuate  near  many  barbarous  Nations,  the  Incur- 
fions  as  well  of  the  Savages  themfelves,  as  of  other 
Enemies,  Pirates  and  Robbers,  may  probably  be 
feared  :  Therefore  we  have  given,  and  for  us,  our 
Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  do  give  Power  by  thefe  Pre- 
fents  to  the  faid  William  Perm,  his  Heirs  and  AC- 
figns,  by  themfelves  or  their  Captains,  or  other 
thetr  Officers,  to  levy*  mufter  and  train  all  Sorts>  of

And  furthermore,  of  our  fpecial  Grace,  and 
of  our  certain  Knowledge  and  mere  Motion,  we 
have  given  and  granted,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for 
us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  do  give  and  grant 
unto  the  faid  William  Perm,  his  Heirs  and  Afiigns, 
full  and  abfolute  Power,  Licence  and  Authority, 
that  he,  the  faid  William  Perm,  his  Heirs  and  Af- 
figns,  from  Time  to  Time  hereafter  for  ever, 
at°his  or  their  own  Will  and  Pleafure,  may  aflign, 
alien,  grant,  demife,  or  enfeoff  of  the  PremiiTes, 
fo  many  and  fuch  Parts  and  Parcels  to  him  that 
fhall  be  willing  to  purchafe  the  fame,  as  they  fhall 
think  fit,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  them  the  faid 
Perfon  and  Perfons  willing  to  take  and  purchafe,f 
their  Heirs  and  AiTigns,  in  Fee-fimple  or  Fee-tail,

And  to  the  fame  Perfon  or  Perfons,  and  to  all 
and  every  of  them,  we  do  give  and  grant  by  thefe 
Prefents,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  Li- 
cence, Authority  and  Power,  that  fuch  Perfon  or 
Perfons  may  take  the  Premiffes,  or  any  Parcel 
thereof,  of  the  aforefaid  William  Perm,  his  Heirs

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or  Affigns,  and  the  fame  hold  to  themfelves,  their 
Heirs  and  Affigns,  in  what  Eftate  of  Inheritance 
foever,  in  Fee-fimple  or  in  Fee-tail,  or  otherwife, 
as  to  him,  the  faid  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  or 
Affigns,  fhall  feem  expedient :  The  Statute  made 
in  the  Parliament  of  EDWARD,  Son  of  King 
HENRT,  late  King  of  England,  our  Predeceflbr, 
(commonly  called  The  Statute  quia  emptores 
terrarum,  lately  publifhed  in  our  Kingdom  of 
England)  in  any  wife  notwithftanding. 

SECT.    XIX. 

And  by  thefe  Prefents  we  give  and  grant  Li- 
cence unto  the  faid  Willliatn  Penn^  and  his  Heirs, 
and  likewife  to  all  and  every  fuch  Perfbn  or  Per- 
fons  to  whom  the  faid  William  Penn,  or  his  Heirs, 
fhall  at  any  Time  hereafter  grant  any  Eftate  or  In- 
heritance as  aforefaid,  to  erecl:  any  Parcels  of  Land 
within  the  Province  aforefaid  into  Manors,  by  and 
with  the  Licence  to  be  firft  had  and  obtained  for 
that  Purpofe,  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  the  laid- 
William  Penn,  or  his  Heirs ;  and  in  every  of  the 
faid  Manors  to  have  and  to  hold  a  Court-Baron, 
with  all  Things  whatsoever  which  to  a  Court- Ba- 
ron do  belong,  and  to  have  and  to  hold  View  of 
Frank-Pledge  for  the  Confervation  of  the  Peace* 
and  the  better  Government  of  thofe  Paris,  by 
themfelves  or  their  Stewards,  or  by  the  Lords  for 
the  Time  being  of  the  Manors  to  be  deputed  when: 
they  fhall  be  erecled,  and1  in  the  fame  to  ufe  alfr: 
Things  belonging  to  the  View  of  Frankpledge. 
And  we  do  further  grant  Licence  and  'Authority,. 
That  every  fuch  Perfon  or,Perfons  who  fhall  erecl 
any  fuch  Manor  or  Manors,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  or 
may  grant  all  or  any  Part  of  his  faid  Land  to  any 
Perfon  or  Perfons,  in  Fee-fimple,  or  any  other 
Eftate  of  Inheritance  to  beheld  of  the  faid  Manors- 
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refpe&ively,  fo  as  no  farther  Tenure  fhall  be 
created,  but  that  upon  all  further  or  other  Aliena- 
tions thereafter  to  be  made,  the  faid  Lands  fo 
aliened  fhall  be  held  of  the  fame  Lord  and  his 
Heirs,  of  whom  the  Aliener  did  then  before  hold, 
and  by  the  like  Rents  and  Services  which  were  be- 
fore due  and  accuftomed.

And  further  our  Pleafure  is,  and  by  thefe  Pre- 
fents,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  we  do  co- 
venant and  grant  to  and  with  the  faid  William  Penny 
his  Heirs  and  Afligns,  That  we,  our  Heirs  and 
SuccefTors,  fhall  at  no  Time  hereafter  fet  or  make, 
or  caufe  to  be  fet  or  made,  any  Impofltion,  Cu- 
flom,  or  other  Taxation,  Rate  or  Contribution 
whatfoever,  in  and  upon  the  Dwellers  and  Inha- 
bitants of  the  aforefaid  Province,  for  their  Lands, 
Tenements,  Goods  or  Chatties,  within  the  faid 
Province,  or  in  and  upon  any  Goods  or  Merchan- 
dizes within  the  Province,  or  to  be  laden  or  un- 
laden within  the  Ports  or  Harbours  of  the  faid  Pro- 
vince, unlefs  the  fame  be  with  the  Confent  of  the 
Proprietary,  or  chief  Governor,  or  Aflembly,  or 
by  Act  of  Parliament  in  England.

And  our  Pleafure  is,  arid  for  us,  our  Heiis  and 
SuccefTors,  we  charge  and  command,  That  this 
our  Declaration  fhall  from  henceforth  from  Time 
to  Time  be  received  and  allowed  in  all  our  Courts, 
and  before  all  the  Judges  of  us^  our  Heirs  and 
SuccefTors,  for  a  fufficient  lawful  Difcharge,  Pay- 
ment and  Acquittance ;  commanding  all  the  Of- 
ficers and  Ministers  of  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeilbrs , 
and  enjoining  them  upon  Pain  of  our  higheft  Dif- 

pleafure, 
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pleafure,  that  they  do  not  prefume  at  any  Time  to 
attempt  any  Thing  to  the  contrary  of  the  Premiffes, 
or  that  do  in  any  Sort  withftand  the  fame;  but  that 
they  be  at  all  Times  aiding  and  afMing,  as  is 
fitting  to  the  faid  William  Penn,  and  his  Heirs,  and 
unto  the  Inhabitants  and  Merchants  of  the  Province 
aforefaid,  their  Servants,  Minifters,  Factors,  and 
Afligns,  in  the  full  Ufe  and  Fruition  of  the  Benefit 
of  this  our  Charter. 

SECT.     XXII. 

And  our  farther  Pleafure  is,  and  we  do  hereby, 
for  us,  our  Heirs  and  SucceiTors,  charge  and  re- 
quire, That  if  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid 
Province,  to  the  Number  of  Twenty,  fhall  at  any 
Time  hereafter  be  defirous,  and  fhall  by  any 
Writing,  or  by  any  Perfon  deputed  by  thenr, 
fignify  fuch  their  Defire  to  the  Bifhop  of  London 
for  the  Time  being,  That  any  Preacher  or 
Preachers,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  faid  Bifhop9 
may  be  fent  unto  them  for  their  Initruclion;  That 
then  fuch  Preacher  or  Preachers  fhall  and  may  re- 
fide  within  the  faid  Province,  without  any  Denial 
or  Moleftation  whatfoever. 

SECT.    XXIII. 

And  if  perchance  hereafter  any  Doubt  or  Quef* 
tion  mould  arife,  concerning  the  true  Senfe  and 
Meaning  of  any  Word,  Claufe,  or  Sentence  con- 
tained in  this  our  prefent  Charter,  we  will,  ordain, 
and  command,  That  at  all  Times,  and  in  all 
Things,  fuch  Interpretation  be  made  thereof,  and 
allowed  in  any  of  our  Courts  whatfoever,  as  fhall 
be  adjudged  moft  advantageous  and  favourable 
unto  the  faid  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  and  AfTigns-; 
Provided  always  no  Interpretation   be  admitted 

thereof 
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thereof,  by  which  the  Allegiance  due  unto  usr  our 
Heirs  and  SuccefTors,.  may  fuffer  any  Prejudice  or 
Diminution;  although  exprefs  Mention  be  not 
made  in  thefe  Prefents  of  the  true  yearly  Value,  or 
Certainty  of  the  PremifTes,  or  any  Part  thereof, 
or  of  other  Gifts  and  Grants  made  by  us,  and  our 
Progenitors  or  Predeceflbrs,  unto  the  faid  William 
Penn:  Any  Statute,  Act,  Ordinance,  Provifion, 
Proclamation,  or  Reftraint  heretofore  had,  made, 
publifhed,  ordained,  or  provided,  or  any  other 
Thing,  Caufe  or  Matter  whatfoever,  to  the  con- 
trary thereof,  in  any  wife  notwithstanding.  IN 
WITNESS  whereof  we  have  caufed  thefe  our 
Letters  to  be  made  Patent:  WitnefsOUR  SELF, 
at  Weftminfter,  the  Fourth  Day  of  March^  in  the 
three  and  thirtieth  Year  of  our  Reign.  Annoqut 
Domini  One  Thou/and  Six  Hundred  and  Eighty  one.

The  PREFACE. 

Jjy  HEN  the  great  and  wife  GOD  had  made 

the  Worlds  of  all  his  Creatures  it  pleafed  him 

to  chufe   Man  his  Deputy  to  rule  it  j  and  to  ft  him 

far  fo  great  a  Charge  and  Trujl^  he  did  not  only  qua- 


( m ) 

lify  him  with  Skill  and  Power,  but  with  Integrity  t& 
life  them  juflly.  'This  native  Goodnefs  was  equally  his 
Honour  and  his  Happinefs  ;  and  whilfl  he  flood  here, 
all  went  well  y  there  was  no  need  of  coercive  or  com- 
pulftve  Means  \  the  Precept  of  divine  Love  and  Truth 
in  his  Bofom  was  the  Guide  and  Keeper  of  his  Inno- 
cency.  But  Lufl  prevailing  againfl  Duty,  made  a 
lamentable  Breach  upon  it  y  and  the  Law,  that  had 
before  no  Power  over  him,  took  place  upon  him  and  his 
dif obedient  Poflerity,  that  fuch  as  would  not  live  con- 
formable to  the  holy  Law  within,  Jhould  fall  under  the 
Reproof  and  Correclion  of  the  jujl  Law  without,  in 
a  judicial  Adminiflration^ 

This  the  Apojlle  teaches  in  divers  of  his  Epiflles  I 
The  Law  (fays  he)  was  added  becaufe  of  Tranf- 
greflion :  In  another  Place,  Knowing  that  the  Law 
was  not  made  for  the  righteous  Man ;  but  for  the 
difobedient  and  ungodly,  for  Sinners,  for  unholy 
and  prophane,  for  Murderers,  for  Whoremongers*. 
for  them  that  defile  themfelves  with  Mankind,  and 
for  Men-ftealers,  for  Liars,,  for  perjured  Perfons^ 
&c.  But  this  is  not  all,  he  opens  and  carries  the- 
Matter  of  Government  a  little  further  :...  Let  every 
Soul  be  fubjecl  to  the  higher  Powers ;  for  there  is 
no  Power  but  of  GOD.  The  Powers  that  be 
are  ordained  of  GOD  :  Whofoever  therefore  re- 
fifteth  the  Power,  refifteth  the  Ordinance  of  G  O  D. 
For  Rulers  are  not  a  Terror  to  good  Works,  but 
to  evil :  Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the 
Power?  Do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  fhalt  have 

Praife  of  the  fame. He  is  the  Minifter  of  GOD 

to  thee  for  good. Wherefore  ye  muft  needs  b§ 

fubje£t,  not  only  for.  Wrath,  but  for  Confcience 
fake. 

This  fettles  the  divine  Right  of  Government  beyond 
Exception,  and  that  for  two  Ends  :  Firft,  To  terrify 
evil  Doers  ;  Secondly,  To  cherijh  thofe  that  do  well  ; 
which  gives  Government  a  Life  beyond  Corruption, 

and 
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and-  makes  it  as  durable  in  the  Word,  as  good  Men 
Jball  be.  So  that  Government  feems  to  me  a  Part  of 
Religion  itfelf,  a  Thing  fa  ere  d  in  its  Injlitution  and 
End.  For  if  it  does  not  direclly  remove  the  Caufe,  it 
trujhes  the  E feels  of  Evil,  and  is  as  fuch  (though  a 
lower  yet)  an  Emanation  of  the  fame  divine  Power  y 
that  is  both  Author  and  Objecl  of  pure  Religion  ;  the 
Difference  lying  here,  that  the  one  is  more  free  and 
mental,  the  other  ?nore  corporal  and  compulfve  in  its 
Operations :  But  that  is  only  to  evil  Doers  ;  Govern- 
ment itfelf  being  otherwife  as  capable  of  Kindnefs9 
Goodnefs,  and  Charity,  as  a  more  private  Society* 
They  weakly  err,  that  think  there  is  no  other  Vfe  of 
Government  than  Correclion,  which  is  the  coarfejl 
Part  of  it :  Daily  Experience  tells  us,  that  the  Care 
and  Regulation  of  many  other  Affairs,  more  foft  and 
daily  neceffary,  make  up  much  the  greatefl  Part  of 
Government ;  and  tvhich  mufl  have  followed  the  Peo- 
pling of  the  World,  had  Adam  never  fell,  and  will 
continue  among  Men  on  Earth  under  the  highejl' At- 
tainments they  may  arrive  at,  by  the  coming  of  the 
hleffed  Second  Adam,  the  LORD  from  Heaven. 
Thus  much  of  Government  in  general^  as  to  its  Rife 
and  End. 

For  particular  Frames  and Models,  it  will  become 
me  to  fay  little  ;  and  comparatively  1  will  fay  nothing. 
My  Reafons  are  :  Firft,  That  the  Age  is  too  nice  and 
difficult  for  it  -,  there  being  nothing  the  Wits  of  Men 
are  more  bufy  and  divided  upon.  'Tis  true,  they  fe em 
to  agree  in  the  End,  to  wit,  Happinefs  ;  but  in  the 
Means  they  differ,  as  to  divine,  fo  to  this  human 
Felicity  ;  and  the  Caufe  is  much  the  fame,  not  always 
Want  of  Light  and  Knowledge,  but  Want  of  ufng 
them  rightly.  Men  fide  with  their  Paffions  againjl 
their  Reafon,  and  their  fni/ler  Inter efls  have  foflrong 
a  Biafs  upon  their  Minds,  that  they  lean  to  them 
againjl  the  Good  of  the  Things  they  know. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly,  /  do  not  find  a  Model  in  the  Worlds  that 
Time,  Place,  and  fo me  ftngular  Emergencies  have  not 
neceffarily  altered ;  nor  is  it  eafy  to  frame  a  civil 
Government,  that  Jhallferve  all  Places  alike. 

Thirdly,  /  know  what  is  /aid  by  the  feveral  Ad~ 
mirersof  Monarchy,  Ariftocracy,  and  Democracy, 
which  are  the  Rule  of  one,  a  few,  and  many,  and 
are  the  three  common  Ideas  of  Government,  when  Men 
difcourfe  on  that  Subjecl.  But  I  chufe  to  folve  the 
Controverjy  with  this  fmall  Diftinclion,  and  it  be- 
longs to  all  three  :  Any  Government  is  free  to  the 
People  under  it  (whatever  be  the  Frame)  where  they 
JLaws  rule,  and  the  People  are  a  Party  to  thofe 
Laws  ;  and  more  than  this  is  Tyranny,  Oligarchy,  of 
Confufion. 

But  Laflly,  when  all  is  /aid,  there  is  hardly  one? 
Frame  of  Government  in  the  World  fo  ill  defigned  by 
its  firfl  Founders,  that  in  good  Hands  would  not  do 
well  enough ;  and  Story  tells  us,  the  befi  in  ill  onet 
can  do  nothing  that  is  great  or  good-,  Witnefs  the 
Jewifh  and  Roman  States.  Governments,  like  Clocks V 
go  from  the  Motion  Men  give  them  ;  and  as  Govern- 
ments are  made  and  moved  by  Men,  fo  by  them  they 
are  ruined  too.  Wherefore  Governments  rather  depen  & 
upon  Men,  than  Men  upon  Governments.  Let  Men 
be  good,  and  the  Government  can't  be  bad-,  if  it  be 
ill,  they  will  cure  it.  But  if  Men  be  bad,  let  the 
Government  be  never  fo  good,  they  will  endeavour  to 
warp  and  fpoil  it  to  their  Turn. 

I  know,  fame  fay,  Let  us  have  good  Laws,  and  no 
matter  for  the  Men  that  execute  them :  But  lei  them 
confider,  That  though  good  Laws  do  well,  good  Men 
do  better  :  For  good  Laws  may  want  good  Men,  and 
be  abolijhed  or  evaded  by  ill  Men ;  but  good  Men  will 
never  want  good  Laws,  nor  fuffer  ill  ones.  7Tis  true, 
good  Laws  have  fome  Awe  upon  ill  Minifiers,  but  that 
is  where  they  have  no  Power  to  efcape  or  abolijh  them\ 
and  the  People  are  generally  wife  and  good :  But  a 

loyfe 
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leofe  and  depraved  People  (which  is  to  the  Quefliou) 
love  Laws  and  an  Adminijlration  like  them/elves.  That 
therefore  which  makes  a  good  Conjlitution,  mufi  keep 
lij  viz.  Mm  of  Wijdom  and  Virtue )  Qualities y  that 
hecaufe  they  defend  not  with  wordly  Inheritances,  muft 
be  carefully  propagated  by  a  virtuous  Education  of 
Youth ;  for  which  After- Ages  vjill  owe  more  to  the 
Care  and  Prudence  of  Founders  and  the  fuccejjive 
Magiflracy,  than  to  their  Parents  for  their  private 
Patrimonies. 

Thefe  Confederations  of  the  Weight  of  Government, 
and  the  nice  and  various  Opinions  about  it,  made  it 
uneafy  to  me  to  think  of  publijhing  the  enfuing  Frame 
and  conditional  Laws,  forefeeing,  both  the  Cenfures 
they  will  meet  with  from  Men  of  differing  Humours 
and  Engagements,  and  the  Occajion  they  may  give  of 
Difcourfe  beyond  my  Defign. 

But  next  to  the  Pozver  of  Necefftty,  (which  is  a 
Solicitor  that  will  take  no  Denial)  this  induced  7ne  ta 
a  Compliance,  that  we  have  (with  Reverence  to  G  OD 
and  good  Confcience  to  Men)  to  the  bejl  of  our  Skill, 
contrived  and  compofed the  FRAME  and  LAWS 
of  this  Government,  to  the  great  End  of  all  Go- 
vernment, viz.  To  fupport  Power  in  Reverence 
•with  the  People,  and  to  fecure  the  People  from  the 
Abufe  of  Power ;  that  they  may  be  free  by  their  jufl 
Obedience,  and  the  Magiflrates  honourable  for  their 
jufl  Adminijlration  :  For  Liberty  without  Obedience  is 
Confufion,  and  Obedience  without  Liberty  is  Slavery. 
To  carry  this  Evennefs  is  partly  owing  to  the  Confli- 
tution,  and  partly  to  the  Magijlracy :  Where  either 
of  thefe  fail,  Government  will  be  fubjecJ  to  Convul- 
sions y  but  where  both  are  wanting,  it  mufi  be  totally 
fubverted :  Then  where  both  meet,  the  Government  is 
like  to  endure.  Which  I  humby  pray,  and  hope  GOD 
ivill  pkafs  to  make  the  Let  of  this  of  Pennfylvania.

*0  ALL  PEOPLE,  To  whom  thefe  Pre- 
fents  fhall  come.  WHEREAS  King 
CHARLES  the  Second,  by  his  Letters  Patents, 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  for  the  Confider- 
ation  therein  mentioned,  hath  been  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me  William  Penn 
(by  the  Name  of  William  Penn,  Efq;  Son  and  Heir 
of  Sir  Willia?n  Penn,  deceafed)  and  to  my  Heirs 
and  Afligns  for  ever,  all  that  Tract  of  Land, 
or  Province,  called  Pennfylvania,  in  America,  with 
divers  great  Powers,  Preheminences,  Royal- 
ties, Jurifdi&ions,  and  Authorities,  neceflary  for 
the  Well-being  and  Government  thereof:  NOW 
KNOW  YE,  That  for  the  Well-being  and  Go- 
vernment of  the  faid  Province,  and  for  the  Encou- 
ragement of  all  the  Freemen  and  Planters  that 
may  be  therein  concerned,  in  Purfuance  of  the 
Powers  afore-mentioned,  I,  the  faid  William 
Penn,  have  declared,  granted  and  confirmed,  and 
by  thefe  Prefents,  for  me,  my  Heirs  and  Afligns, 
do  declare,  grant  and  confirm,  unto  all  the  Freemen  > 
Planters  and  Adventurers,  of,  in  and  to  the  faid 
Province,  thefe  Liberties,  Franchifes,  and  Proper- 
ties, to  be  held,  enjoyed  and  kept  by  the  Freemen, 
Planters  and  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Province  of 
Pennfylvania  for  ever* 

IMPRIMIS. 

That  the  Government  of  this  Province  fhaH, 
-according  to  the  Powers  of  the  Patent,  confift  of 
the  Governor  and  Freemen  of  the  faid  Province,  in 
Form  of  a  Provincial  Council  and  General  Aflemr 
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My,  by  whom  all  Laws  fhall  be  made,  Officers 
chofen,  and  publick  Affairs  tranfacted,  as  is  here- 
after refpectively  declared.  That  is  to  fay^ 
II. 
That  the  Freemen  of  the  faid  Province  fhall, 
on  the  twentieth  Day  of  the  twelfth  Month,  which 
fhall  be  in  this  prefent  Year  One  Thoufand  Six 
Hundred  Eighty  and  Two,  meet  and  affemble  infome 
fit  Place,  of  which  timely  Notice  fhall  be  before- 
hand given  by  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy,  and 
then  and  there  fhall  chufe  out  of  themfelves  feventy- 
two  Perfons,  of  molt  Note  for  their  W  ifdom,  Vir- 
tue and  Ability,  v/ho  fhall  meet  on  the  tenth  Day 
of  the  firft  Month  next  enfuing,  and  always  be 
called  and  act  as  the  provincial  Council  of  the  faid 
Province. 

III. 

■  That  at  the  firft.  Choice  of  fuch  Provincial 
Council,  one  third  Part  of  the  faid  Provincial  Coun- 
cil fhall  be  chofen  to  ferve  for  three  Years  then 
next  enfuing,  one  third  Part  for  two  Years  then 
next  enfuing,  and  one  third  Part  for  one  Year  then 
next  following  fuch  Election,  and  no  longer ;  and 
that  the  faid  third  Part  fhall  go  out  accordingly ; 
And  on  the  twentieth  Day  of  the  twelfth  Month 
as  aforefaid,  yearly  for  ever  afterward,  the  Freemen 
of  the  faid  Province  fhall  in  like  Manner  meet  and 
afTemble  together,  and  then  chufe  twenty-four 
Perfons,  being  one  third  of  the  faid  Number,  to 
ferve  in  Provincial  Council  for  three  Years :  It  be- 
ing intended,  that  one  third  Part  of  the  whole  Pro- 
vincial Council  (always  confuting,  and  to  confift 
of  feventy-twa  Perfons  as  aforefaid)  falling  off 
yearly,  it  fhall  be  yearly  fupplied  by  fuch  new 
yearly  Elections,  as  aforefaid  ;  and  that  no  one 
Perfon  fhall  continue  therein  longer  than  thre6 
Years :    And    in  cafe  any  Member  fhall  deceafe 

before  the  laft  Election  during  his  Time,  that  then 

at 
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at  the  next  Election  enfuing  his  Deceafe,  another 
fhall  be  chofen  to  fupply  his  Place  for  the  remain- 
ing Time  he  was  to  have  ferved,  and  no  longer. 
IV. 

That  after  the  firffc  (even  Years,  every  one 
of  the  faid  third  Parts  that  goeth  yearly  off,  fhall 
be  uncapable  of  being  chofen  again  for  one  whole 
Year  following  :  That  fo  all  may  be  fitted  for  Go- 
vernment, and  have  Experience  of  the  Care  and 
Burden  of  it. 

V. 

That  the  Provincial  Council  in  all  Cafes  and 
Matters  of  Moment,  as  their  arguing  upon  Bills 
to  be  paft  into  Laws,  erecting  Courts  of  Juftice, 
giving  Judgment  upon  Criminals  impeached,  and 
Choice  of  Officers,  in  fuch  Manner  as  is  herein 
after  mentioned ;  not  lefs  than  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  Provincial  Council  fhall  make  a  Quorum, ; 
and  that  the  Confent,  not  Approbation,  oftwo-thirds 
of  fuch  Quorum  fhall  be  had  in  all  fuch  Cafes  and 
Matters  of  Moment.  And  moreover,  that  in  all  Cafes 
and  Matters  of  lefler  Moment,  twenty- four  Mem- 
-bers  of  the  faid  Provincial  Council  fhall  make  a 
Quorum,  the  Majority  of  which  twenty-four  fhall 
and  may  always  determine  in  fuch  Cafes  and  Caufes 
of  lefler  Moment. 

VI. 

That  in  this  provincial  Council  the  Gover- 
nor, or  his  Deputy,  fhall  or  may  always  prefide, 
and  have  a  treble  Voice ;  and  the  faid  provincial 
Council  fhall  always  continue,  and  fit  upon  its 
own  Adjournments  and  Committees. 
VII. 

That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council 
fhall  prepare  and  propofe  to  the  General  AfTembly 
hereafter  mentioned,  all  Bills  which  they  fhall  at 
any  Time  think  fit  to  be  palled  into  Laws  within 
the  faid  Province  \  which  Bills  fhall  be  publifhed 

and 
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and  affixed  to  the  moft  noted  Places  in  the  inha- 
bited Parts  therof,  thirty  Days  before  the  Meet- 
ing of  the  General  AfTembly,  in  order  to  the  paf- 
Cng  them  into  Laws,  or  rejecting  of  them*  as  the 
general  AfTembly  fhall  fee  meet. 
VIII. 

That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fhall 
take  care,  that  all  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
which  fhall  at  any  Time  be  made  within  the  faid 
Province,  be  duly  and  diligently  executed. 
IX. 

That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fhall 
at  all  times  have  the  Care  of  the  Peace  and  Safety 
of  the  Province,  and  that  nothing  be  by  any  Per- 
fon  attempted  to  the  Subverfion  of  this  Frame 
of  Government. 

X 

That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council 
fhall  at  all  Times  fettle  and  order  the  Situation 
of  all  Cities,  Ports,  and  Market-Towns  in  every 
County,  modelling  therein  all  publick  Buildings, 
Streets,  and  Market-Places,  and  fhall  appoint 
all  neceffary  Roads  and  High-ways  in  the  Pro- 
vince. 

XL 

That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fhall 
at  all  Times  have  Power  to  infpecl:  the  Manage- 
ment of  the  publick  Treafury,  and  punifh  thofe 
who  fhall  convert  any  Part  thereof  to  any  other 
Ufe,  than  what  hath  been  agreed  upon  by  the 
Governor,  provincial  Council,  and  General  Af- 
fembly. 

XII. 

That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fhall 
erect  and  order  all  publick  Schools,  and  encourage 
and  reward  the  Authors  of  ufeful  Sciences  and 
laudable  Inventions  in  the  faid  Province. 

XIII. 
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XIII. 
That  for  the  better  Management  of  the  Powers 
and  Truft  aforefaid,   the  provincial  Council  (hall 
from  Time  to  Time  divide  itfelf  into  four  diftincT: 
and  proper  Committees,  for  the  more  eafy  Admi- 
niftration  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Province,  which 
divides  the  Seventy-two  into  four  Eighteens,  every 
one  of  the  which  Eighteens  fhall  confift  of  fix  out 
of  each  of  the  three  Orders  or  yearly  Elections, 
each  of  which  (hall  have  a  diftin£t  Portion  of  Bu- 
finefs,  as  followeth  :  Fir/l,  A  Committee  of  Plan- 
tations,  to   fituate  and  fettle  Cities,    Ports,  and 
Market-Towns,  and  High-ways,  and  to  hear  and 
decide  all  Suits  and  Controveriies  relating  to  Plan- 
tations.     Secondly,  A  Committee  of  Juftice  and 
Safety,  to  fecure  the  Peace  of  the  Province,  and 
punifh  the  Male  Admin iftration  of  thofe  who  fub- 
vert  Juftice   to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Publick  or 
private  Intereft.     Thirdly,  A  Committee  of  Trade 
and  Treafury,  who  fhall  regulate  all  Trade  and 
Commerce  according  to  Law,  encourage  Manu- 
facture   and   Country-Growth,    and    defray    the 
publick  Charge  of  the  Province.    And,  Fourthly,  A 
Commitee  of  Manners,  Education,  and  Arts,  that 
all  wicked  and  fcandalous  Living  may  be  prevented, 
and  that  Youth  may  be  fucceflively  trained  up  in 
Virtue  and  ufeful  Knowledge  and  Arts:  The  Quo- 
rum of  each  of  which  Committees  being  fix,  that  isy 
two  out  of  each  of  the  three  Orders,  or  yearly  Elec- 
tions, as  aforefaid,  make  a  conftant  and  ftanding 
Council  of  Twenty-four,  which  will  have  the 
Power  of  the  provincial  Council,  being  the  Quo- 
rum of  it,  in  all  Cafes  not  excepted  in  the  fifth  Arti- 
cle ;  and  in  the  faid  Committees  and  ftanding  Coun- 
cil of  the  Province,  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy 
fhall  or  may  prefide,  as  aforefaid  ;  and  in  the  Ab- 
fence  of  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy,  if  no  one  is 
by  either  of  them  appointed,  the  faid  Committees 
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or  Council  mall  appoint  a  Prefident  for  that  Time, 
and  not  otherwife ;  and  what  fhall  be  refolved  at 
fuch  Committees,  fhall  be  reported  to  the  faid  Coun- 
cil of  the  Province,  and  fhall  be  by  them  refolved 
and  confirmed  before  the  fame  fhall  be  put  in  Exe- 
cution i  and  that  thefe  refpe&ive  Committees  fhall 
not  fit  at  one  and  the  fame  Time,  except  in  Cafes 
of  Neceflity. 

XIV. 
And,  to  the  End  that  all  Laws  prepared  by 
the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  aforefaid,  may 
yet  have  the  more  full  Concurrence  of  the  Freemen 
of  the  Province,  it  is  declared,  granted,  and  con- 
firmed, That  at  the  Time  and  Place  or  Places  for 
the  Choice  of  a  provincial  Council  as  aforefaid,  the 
faid  Freemen  fhall  yearly  chufe  Members  to  ferve 
in  a  General  Affembly  as  their  Reprefentatives,  not 
exceeding  two  Hundred  Perfons,  who  fhall  yearly 
meet  from  the  twentieth  Day  of  the  fecond  Month, 
which  fhall  be  in  the  Year  One  Tboufand  Six  Hun- 
dred Eighty  and  Three^  following,  in  the  capital 
Town  or  City  of  the  faid  Province  where  during 
eight  Days  the  feveral  Members  may  freely  confer 
with  one  another;  and,  if  any  of  them  fee  meet, 
with  a  Committee  of  the  provincial  Council  (con- 
futing of  three  out  of  each  of  the  four  Committees 
aforefaid,  being  twelve  in  all)  which  fhall  be  at 
that  Time  purpofely  appointed  to  receive  from 
any  of  them  Propofals  for  the  Alterations  or  A- 
jnendment  of  any  of  the  faid  propofed  and  pro- 
mulgated Bills :  And  on  the  ninth  Day  from  their 
fo  meeting,  the  faid  General  Aflembly,  after  read- 
ing over  the  propofed  Bills  by  the  Clerk  of  the  pro- 
vincial Council,  and  the  Occafions  and  Motives 
for  them  being  opened  by  the  Governor  or  his  De- 
puty, fhall  give  their  Affirmative  or  Negative, 
which  to  them  feemeth  beft,  in  fuch  Manner  as 
herein  after  is  exprefs'd.     But  not  lefs  than  two 
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thirds  fhall  make  a  Riorum  in  the  Palling  of  Laws, 
and  Choice  of  fuch  Officers  as  are  by  them  to  be 
cho  fen. 

XV. 
That  the  Laws  fo  prepared  and  propofed  as 
aforefaid,  that  are  alTented  to  by  the  General  AfTem- 
biy, fhall  be  enrolled  as  Laws  of  the  Province, 
with  this  Stile  :  By  the  Governor,  with  the  Aflhnt  and 
Approbation  of  the  Freemen  in  provincial  Council  and 
general  Ajjembly. 

XVI. 
That,  for  the  better  Eftabliihment  of  the  Go- 
vernment and  Laws  of  this  Province,  and  to  the 
End  there  may  be  an  univerfal  Satisfaction  in  the 
Laying  of  the  Fundamentals  thereof;  the  general 
AfTembiy  {hall,  or  may  for  the  firft  Year,  confift 
of  all  the  Freemen  of  and  in  the  faid  Province,  and 
ever  after  it  fhall  be  yearly  chofen  as  aforefaid  $ 
which  Number  of  two  Hundred  fhall  be  enlarged 
as  the  Country  fhall  encreafe  in  People,  fo  as  if 
<lo  not  exceed  five  Hundred  at  any  Time :  The 
Appointment  and  proportioning  of  which,  as  alfo 
the  laying  and  methodizing  of  the  Choice  of  the 
provincial  Council  and  general  AfTembiy  in  future 
Times,  moft  equally  to  the  Divifions  of  the  Hun- 
dreds  and  Counties,  which  the  Country  fhall  here- 
after be  divided  into,  fhall  be  in  the  Power  of  the 
provincial  Council  to  propofe,  and  the  general  Af- 
fembly  to  refolve. 

XVIL 
.  That  the  Governor  and  the  provincial  Coun* 
cil  fhall  ere<a  from  Time  to  Time  ftanding  Courts 
of  Juftice,  in  fuch  Places  and  Number  as  they  fhall 
judge  convenient  for  the  good  Government  of  the 
faid  Province.  And  that  the  provincial  Council 
fhall,  on  the  thirteenth  Day  of  the  firft  Month 
yearly,  eleft  and  prefent  to  the  Governor  or  his 
Deputy,  a  double  Number  of  Perfons,  to  ierve  for 
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Judges,  Treafurers,  Matters  of  Rolls,  within  the 
faid  Province  for  the  Year  next  enfuing ;  and  the 
Freemen   of    the  faid   Province  in  the  County- 
Courts,  when  they  fhall  be  erected  -,  and  till  then, 
in  the  general  Afiembly,  (hall,  on  the  three  and 
twentieth  Day  of  the  fecond  Month  yearly,    elecl 
«ind  prefent  to  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  a 
double  Number  of  Perfons  to  ferve  for  Sheriffs, 
Juftices  of  the  Peace,  and  Coroners,  for  the  Year 
next  enfuing  ;    out  of  which  refpective  Elections 
-and  Preferments,   the  Governor  or  his  Deputy 
Jthall  nominate  and  commiffionate  the  proper  Num- 
Sber  for  each  Office  the  third  Day  after  the  faid 
Preferments  ;  or  elfe  the  firft  named  in  fuch  Pre- 
ferment for  each  Office,,  fhall  ftand  and  ferve  for 
ihat  Office  the  Year  enfuing. 
XV1IL 
But  forafmuch  as  the  prefent  Condition  of  .the 
Province  requires  fome  immediate  Settlement,  and 
admits  not  of  fo  quick  a  Revolution  of  Officers ; 
and  to  the  End  the  faid  Province  may,  with  all 
convenient  Speed,  be  well  ordered  and  fettled,  I 
William  Penn  do  therefore  think  fit  to  nominate 
and  appoint  fuch  Perfons  for  Judges,  Treafurers, 
Matters  of  the  Rolls,    Sheriffs,    Juftices   of  the 
Peace,   and   Coroners,  as  are  moft  fitly  qualified 
for  thofe  Employments  ;  to  whom  I  mall  make 
and  grant  Commiffions  for  the  faid  Offices,  re- 
fpec~lively,    to  hold  to  them  to  whom  the  fame 
fhall  be  granted,  for  fo  long  Time  as  every  fuch 
Perfon  fhall  well  behave  himfelf  in  the  Office  or 
Place  to  him  refpeclively  granted,  and  no  longer.

fuch  Time  as  the  Governor  and  provincial  Coun- 
cil fhall  declare  that  they  have  nothing  further  to 
propofe  unto  them  for  their  Aflcnt  and  Approba- 
tion :  And  that  Declaration  fhall  be  a  Difmifs  to 
the  general  AfTembly  for  that  Time ;  which  general 
Aflembly  fhall  be  notwithftanding  capable  of  af- 
fembling  together  upon  the  Summons  of  the  pro- 
vincial Council,  at  any  Time  during  that  "Year,  if 
the  faid  provincial  Council  fhall  fee  Occafioa  for 
their  fo  aflembling. 

XX. 

That  all  the  Elections  of  Members  or  Repre- 
fentatives  of  the  People  to  ferve  in  provincial  Coun- 
cil and  general  Aflembly,  and  all  Queftions  to  be 
determined  by  both  or  either  of  them,  that  relate 
to  palling  of  Bills  into  Laws,  to  the  Choice  of 
Officers,  to  Impeachments  made  by  the  general 
Aflembly,  and  Judgment  of  Criminals  upon  fuch- 
Impeachments  by  the  provincial  Council,  and  to 
all  other  Cafes  by  them  refpeclively  judged  of  Im- 
portance, fhall  be  refolved  and  determined  by  the 
Ballot  ;  and  unlefs,  vn  fudden  and  jndifpenfible 
Occafions,  no  Bufinefs  in  provincial  Council,  or 
its  refpe&ive  Committees,  fhall  be  finally  deter- 
mined the  fame  Day  that  it  is  moved. 
XXL 

That  at  all  Times,  when,  and  fo  often,  as  it 
fhall  happen,  that  the  Governor* fhall  or  may  be 
an  Infant  under  the  Age  of  one  and  twenty  Years, 
and  no  Guardians  or  Commiffioners  are  appointed 
in  Writing  by  the  Father  of  the  faid  Infant,  of 
that  fuch  Guardians  or  Commiffioners  fhall  be 
deceafed  ;  that  during  fuch  Minority,  the  provin- 
cial Council  fhall,  from  Time  to  Time,  as  they 
fhall  fee  meet,  conftitute  and  appoint  Guardians 
or  Commiffioners,  not  exceeding  three  j  one  of 
K  2  which 
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which  three  fhall  prefide  as  Deputy  and  chief 
Guardian,  during  fuch  Minority,  and  fhall  have, 
and  execute,  with  the  Confent  of  the  other  two, 
all  the  Power  of  a  Governor,  in  all  the  public 
Affairs  and  Concerns  of  the  laid  Province.

That  no  A&,  Law,  or  Ordinance  whatfoever, 
fhall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  made  or  done  by 
the  Governor  of  this  Province,    his  Heirs  or  Af- 
figns,  or  by  the  Freemen  in  the  provincial  Coun- 
cil, or  the  general  Aflembly,  to  alter,  change  or 
diminifh  the  Form  or  Effect  of  this  Charter,  or 
any  Part  or  Claufe  thereof,    or  contrary  to  the  true 
Intent  and  Meaning  thereof,  without  the  Confent 
'  of  the  Governor,    his  Heirs  or  Affigns,  and  fix 
Parts  of  feven  of  the  faid  Freemen  in   provincial 
Council  and  general  Affembly. 
XXIV. 
And  laflly,  That  I  the  faid   William  Perm,  for 
myfelf,  my  Heirs  and  Affigns,  have  folemnly  de- 
clared,   granted,    and  confirmed,    and   do   hereby 
folemnly  declare,  grant,  and  confirm,  That  nei- 
ther I,  my  Heirs  nor  Affigns,  fhall  procure  or  do 
any  Thing  or  Things,    whereby  the  Liberties  in 
this  Charter,    contained  and  expreiTed,  fhall  be  in- 
fringed or  broken  ;    and  if  any  Thing  be  procuied 
by  any  Perfon  cr   Perfons   contrary  to  thefe  Pre- 
milies,  it  fhall  be  held  of  no  Force  or  Effedh     I|i 
Witnefs   whereof,  I  the  faid   William  Perm  have 
unto  this  prefent  Charter  of  Liberties  fet  my  Hand 
and  Broad  Seal,  this  five-  and-twentictb  Day  of  the 
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fecond  Month,  vulgarly  called  April,  in  the  Year 
of  our  LORD  One  Tboufand  Six  Hundred  and 
Eighty-two.

LAWS  agreed  upon  in  England,  &c. 


THAT  the  Charter  of  Liberties,  declared, 
granted,  and  confirmed  the  five- and- twentieth 
Day  of  the  fecond  Month,  called  April,  1682, 
before  divers  WitnefTes,  by  William  Penn,  Go- 
vernor and  chief  Proprietor  of  Pennfyhania,  to  aljt 
the  Freemen  and  Planters  of  the  faid  Province, 
is  hereby  declared  and  approved,  and  fhall  be  for 
ever  hekLfor  Fundamental  in  the  Government 
thereoftned^>rding  to  the  Limitations  mentioned 
in  the  laid  Charter. 

II. 
That  every  Inhabitant  in  the  faid  Province, 
that  is,  or  fhall  be  a  Purchafer  of  one  hundred 
Acres  of  Land,  or  upwards,  his  Heirs  and  AfEgns, 
and  every  Perfon  who  fhall  have  paid  his  Paf- 
fage,  and  taken  up  one  hundred  Acres  of  Land,  at 
one  Penny  an  Acre,  and  have  cultivated  ten  Acres 
thereof  \  and  every  Perfon  that  hath  been  a  Ser- 
vant or  Bondfman,  and  is  free  by  his  Service, 
that  fhall  have  taken  up  his  fifty  Acres  of  Land, 
and  cultivated  twenty  thereof;  and  every  In- 
habitant, Artificer,  or  other  Refident,  in  the 
faid  Province,  that  pays  Scot  and  Lot  to  the 
Government,  fhall  be  deemed  and  accounted  a 
Freeman  of  the  faid  Province :  And  every  fuch 
K  2  'Perfon 
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Perfon  frail  and  may  be  capable  of  electing,  or 
being  elected  Reprefentatives  of  the  People  in  pro- 
vincial Council,  or  general  Affembly  in  the  faid 
Province. 

HI. 

That  all  Erections  of  Members,  or  Reprefen- 
Natives  of  the  People  and  Freemen  of  the  Province 
of  Pennfyhania,  to  ferve  in  provincial  Council  or 
general  Affembly  to  be  held  within  the  faid  Pro- 
vince, fhall  be  free  and  voluntary  :  And  that  the 
Elector  that  fhall  receive  any  Reward  or  Gift,  in 
Meat,  Drink,  Monies,  or  otherwife,  fhall  forfeit 
his  Right  to  elect ;  and  fuch  Perfon  as  fhall  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  give,  promife,  or  beftow  any 
fuch  Reward,  as  aforefaid,  to  be  elected,  fhall  for- 
feit his  Election,  and  be  thereby  incapable  to  fervc 
as  aforefaid  :  And  the  provincial  Council  and  ge- 
neral Affembly  fhall  be  the  fole  Judges  of  the  Re- 
gularity or  Irregularity  of  the  Elections  of  theis 
own  refpective  Members, 

IV.  <  fi"  L 

That  no  Money  or  Goods  fhall  be  raf&e  upon,, 
or  paid  by  any  of  the  People  of  this  Province,  by 
way  of  Public  Tax,  Cuftom,  or  Contribution, 
but  by  a  Law  for  that  Purpofe  made  5  and  who- 
soever fhall  levy,  collect,  or  pay  any  Money  or 
Goods  contrary  thereunto,  fhall  be  held  a  public 
Enemy  to  the  Province,  and  a  Betrayer  of  the 
Liberties  of  the  People  thereof. 
V. 

That  all  Courts  fhall  be  open,  and  Juftice  fhall 
neither  be  fold,  denied,  nor  delayed. 
VI. 

That  in  all  Courts,  all  Perfons  of  all  Perfua- 
fions  may  freely  appear  in  their  own  Way,  and 
according  to  their  own  Manner,  and  there  per- 
fonally  plead  their  own  Caufe  themfelves  ;  or  if 
unable,  their  Friend  :    And  the  firft  Procefs  fhall 
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be  the  Exhibition  of  the  Complaint  in  Court, 
fourteen  Days  before  the  Trial  3  and  that  the  Party 
complained  againft  may  be  fitted  for  the  fame,  he 
or  {he  fliall  be  fummoned,  no  lefs  than  ten  Day3 
before,  and  a  Copy  of  the  Complaint  delivered 
him  or  her,  at  his  or  her  Dwell  ing-houfe.  But 
before  the  Complaint  of  any  Perfon  be  received,  he 
fhall  folemuly  declare  in  Court,  That  he  believer 
in  his  Conference  his  Caufe  is  juft. 

VII. 

That  all  Pleadings,  ProceiTes,  and  Records  in 
Court  fhall  be  fliort,  and  in  Englijh^  and  in  an 
ordinary  and  plain  Character,  that  they  may  be 
underftood,  and  Juftice  fpeedily  adminiftred. 

VIII. 

That  all  Trials  (hall  be  by  twelve  Men,  and  a$ 
near  as  may  be,  Peers  or  Equals,  and  of  the 
Neighbourhood,  and  Men  without  juft  Exception 
in  Cafes  of  Life.  There  fliall  be  firft  twenty  -  four 
returned  by  the  Sheriffs  for  a  Grand  Inqueft,  of 
whom  twelve  at  leaft  fliall  find  the  Complaint  to 
be  true  ;  and  then  the  twelve  Men,  or  Peers,  to 
be  likewife  returned  by  the  Sheriff,  fhall  have  the 
final  Judgment.  But  reafonable  Challenges  fliall 
be  always  admitted  againft  the  faid  twelve  Men? 
or  any  of  them. 

IX. 

That  all  Fees  in  all  Cafes  fliall  be  moderate? 
and  fettled  by  the  provincial  Council  and  general 
Affembly,  and  be  hung  up  in  a  Table  in  every 
refpeclive  Court ;  and  whomever  fhall  be  con~ 
viewed  of  taking  more,  fhall  pay  two-fold,  and  be 
difmiiTed  his  Employment,  one  Moiety  of  which 
fhall  go  to  the  Party  wronged. 
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X. 

That  all  Prifons  fhall  be  Work-houfes  for  Fe- 
lons, Vagrants,  and  loofe  and  idle  Perfons  j  where- 
of one  (hall  be  in  every  County. 
XL 
That  all  Prifoners  fhall  be  bailable  by  fufEcient 
Sureties,  unlefs   for   capital    Offences,  where   the 
Proof  is  evident,  or  the  Preemption  great. 
XII. 
That  all  Perfons  wrongfully  imprifoned  or  pro- 
fecuted  at  Law,  fhall  have  double  Damages  againii 
the  Informer  or  Profecutor, 
XIII. 
That  all  Prifons  fhall  be  free  as  to  Fees,  Food, 
and  Lodging. 

XIV. 
That  all  Lands  and  Goods  fhall  be  liable  to  pay 
Debts,  except  where  there  is  legal  Iffue,  and  then 
d\  the  Goods,  ond  one  Third  of  the  Land  only. 
XV. 
That  all  Wills  in  Writing,'  attefted  by  two  Wit- 
neffes,  fhall  be  of  the  fame  Force,  as  to  Lands^  as 
other  Conveyances,  being  legally   proved   within 
forty  Days,  either  within  or  without  the  laid  Pro- 
vince. 

XVI. 
That  ftven  Years  quiet  PoffefTion  fhall  give  a» 
unqueftionable  Right,  except  in  Cafes  of  Infants, 
Lunaticks,  married   Women,   or  Perfons  beyond 
the  Seas. 

XVII. 
That  all  Biiberies,  and  Extortions  whatsoever, 
fhall  be  feverely  punifhed. 

XVIII. 
That  all  Fines  fhall  be  moderate,  and  faving 
Mens  Contenements,  Merchandize,  or  Wainage, 
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XIX. 

That  all  Marriages  (not  forbidden  by  the  Law 
of  God,  as  to  Nearnefs  of  Blood  and  Affinity  by 
Marriage)  fhall  be  encouraged ;  but  the  Parents  or 
Guardians  (hall  be  firft  confulted,  and  the  Mar- 
riage fliall  be  publifhed  before  it  be  folemnized  ; 
and  it  (hall  be  folemnized  by  taking  one  another  as 
Hufband  and  Wife,  before  credible  WitnefTes,  and 
a  Certificate  of  the  whole,  under  the  Hands  of 
Parties  and  WitnefTes,  (hall  be  brought  to  the  proper 
Regifter  of  that  County,  and  (hall  be  regiftred  in 
his  Office. 

XX. 

And  to  prevent  Frauds  and  vexatious  Suits  with- 
in the  faid  Province,  that  all  Charters,  Gifts, 
Grants,  and  Conveyances  of  Land,  (except  Leafes 
for  a  Year  or  under)  and  all  Bills,  Bonds,  and 
Specialities  above  five  Pounds^  and  not  under  three 
Months,  made  in  the  faid  Province,  (hall  be  en- 
rolled or  regiftered  in  the  publick  Enrollment-Office 
of  the  faid  Province,  within  the  Space  of  two 
Months  next  after  the  making  thereof,  elfe  to  be 
void  in  Law.  And  all  Deeds,  Grants,  and  Con- 
veyances of  Land  (except  as  aforefaid)  within  the 
faid  Province,  and  made  out  of  the  faid  Province, 
fhall  be  enrolled  or  regiftered  as  aforefaid,  within 
fix  Months  next  after  the  making  thereof,  and 
fettling  and  conftituting  an  Enrollment-Office  or 
Regiftry  within  the  faid  Province,  elfe  to  be  void 
in  Law  againft  all  Peribns  w7hatfoever. 
XXI. 

That  all  Defacers  or  Corrupters  of  Charters, 
Gifts,  Grants,  Bonds,  Bills,  Wills,  Contracts,  and 
Conveyances,  or  that  fhall  deface  or  falfify  any 
Enrollment,  Regiftry  or  Record  within  this  Pro- 
vince, fhall  make  double  Satisfaction  for  the  fame  5 
half  whereof  fhall  go  to  the  Party  wronged,  and 
K  5  they 
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they  fliall  be  difmiffed  of  all  Places  of  Truft,  and 
be  publickly  difgraced  as  falfe  Men. 
XXII. 

That  there  fhall  be  a  Regifter  for  Births,  Mar- 
riages,  Burials,  Wills,    and  Letters   of  Admini- 
flration,  diftincl:  from  the  other  Regiftry. 
XXIII. 

That  there  fhall  be  a  Regifter  for  all  Servants, 
where  their  Names,  Time,  Wages,  and  Days  of 
Payment  fhall  be  regiftred. 

XXIV. 

That  all  Lands  and  Goods  of  Felons  fhall  be 
liable  to  make  Satisfaction  to  the  Party  wronged 
twice  the  Value;  and  for  Want  of  Lands  or 
Goods,  the  Felons  fhall  be  Bondmen,  to  work  in 
the  common  Prifon  or  Work-houfe,  or  otherwife, 
till  the  Party  injured  be  fatisfied. 
XXV. 

That  the  Eftates  of  capital  Offenders,  as  Trai- 
tors and  Murderers,  fhall  go  one  Third  to  the  next 
cf  Kin  to  the  Sufferer,  and  the  Remainder  to  the 
next  of  Kin  to  the  Criminal. 
XXVI. 

That  all  Witnefles,  coming  or  called  to  teftify 
t^eir  Knowledge  in  or  to  any  Matter  or  Thing  in 
•  r\  (  curt,  or  before  any  lawful  Authority  within 
tl ■•<  faid  Province,  fhall  there  give  or  deliver  in 
tiri-  Evidence  or  Teftimony  by  folemnly  pro- 
i  ng  to  fpeak  the  Truth,  the  whole  Truth,  and 
i-  -    I  ut  the  Truth,  to  the  Matter  or  Thing 

■h.  Quciaon.  And  in  Cafe  any  Perfon  fo  called  to 
Evidence,  fhaH  be  convicled  of  wilful  Falfhood, 
Rich  Perfon  fhall  fuffer  and  undergo  fuch  Damage 
or  Penalty,  ~s  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  againff,  whom 
he  or  fbe  bore  falfe  Witnefs,  did  or  fhould  under- 
go y  and  flrall  alfo  make  Satisfaction  to  the  Party 
lurarongedj  and  be  publickly  cxpofed  as  a  falfe  Wit- 
nefs, 
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nefs,  never  to  be  credited  in  any  Court,  or  before 
any  Ma<nftrate  in  the  faid  Province.

And   to  the   End   that  all  Officers  chofen  to 
ferve  within  this  Province,  may  with  more  Care 
and  Diligence  anfwer  the  Truft  repofed  iathem, 
it  is  agreed,  That  no  fuch  Perfon  lhall  enjoy  more 
than  one  publick  Office  at  one  Time. 
XXVIII. 
That  all  Children  within  this  Province  of  the 
Age  of  twelve  Years,  (hall  be  taught  fome  ufefui 
Trade  or  Skill,  to  the  End  none  may  be  idle,  but 
the  Poor  may  work  to  live,  and  the  Rich,  if  they 
become  poor,  may  not  want. 
XXIX. 
That  Servants  be  not  kept  longer  that*  their 
Time,  and  fuch  as  are  careful,  be  both  juftly  and:

dom, Fornication,  and  other  Unckannefs  (not  to 
be  repeated)  all  Treafons,  Mifprifons,  Murders, 
Duels,  Felony,  Sedition,  Maims,  forcible  Entries, 
and  other  Violences,  to  the  Perfons  and  Eftates  of 
the  Inhabitants  within  this  Province ;  all  Prizes, 
Stage-Plays,  Cards,  Dice,  Maygames,  Gamefters, 
Mafques,  Revels,  Bull-baitings,  Cock-fightings* 
Bear-baitings,  and  the  like,  which  excite  the  Peo- 
ple to  Rudenefs,  Cruelty,  Loofenefs,  and  Irreligi- 
on,  fhall  be  refpe&ively  difcouraged  and  feverely 
punifhed,  according  to  the  Appointment  of  the 
Governor  and  Freemen  in  provincial  Council  and 
general  AfTernbly;  as  alfo  all  Proceedings  contrary 
to  thefe  Laws,  that  are  not  here  made  exprefiy 
penal.

F  I  R  s  t; 

THAT  fo  foon  a&it  pleafeth  God,  that  the 
abovefaid  Perfons  arrive  there,  a  certain 
Quantity  of  Land  or  Ground  Plat,  fhaiL  be,  laid: 
out  for  a  large  Town  or  City,  in  the  mod  conve- 
nient Place  upon  the  River  for  Health  and  Navi- 
gation ,  and  every  Purchafer  and  Adventurer  (halt 
by  Lot  have  fo  much  Land  therein  as  will  an- 
fwer  to  the  Proportion  which  he  hath  bought  or 
taken  up  upon  Rent :  But  it  is  to  be  noted,  that, 
the  Surveyors  fhall  confider  what  Roads  or  High- 
ways will  be  neceflary  to  the  Cities,  Towns,  or 
through  the  Lands.  Great  Roads  from  City  to 
City  (hall  not  contain  lefs  than  forty  Feet  in 
Breadth,  and  (hall  be  firft  laid  out  and  declared  to 
fee  for  Highways,  before  the  Dividend  of  Acres- 
be  laid  out  for  the  Purchafer \  and  the  like  Obfer- 
vation  to  be  had  for  the  Streets  in  the  Towns  and

That  the  Land  in  the  Town  be  laid  out  toge- 
ther after  the  Proportion  of  ten  thoufand  Acres  of 
the  whole  Country,  that  is,  two  hundred  Acres  if 
the  Place  will  bear  it :  However,  that  the  Propor- 
tion be  by  Lot,  and  entire,  fo  as  thofe  that  defire 
to  be  together,  efpecially  thofe  that  are  by  the  Ca- 
talogue laid  together,  may  be  fo  laid  together  both 
in  the  Town  and  Country.

That  when  the  Country- Lots  are  laid  out,  every 
Purchafer,  from  one  thoufand  to  ten  thoufand  Acres,

That  where  any  Number  of  Purchafers,  more 
or  lefs,  whofe  Number  of  Acres  amounts  to  five  or

That  the  Proportion  of  Lands  that  {hall  be  laid 
out  in  the  firft  great  Town  or  City,  for  every  Pur- 
chafer,  fhall  be  after  the  Proportion  of  ten  Acres 
for  every  five  hundred  Acres  purchafed,  if  the  Place 
will  allow  it, 

VI. 

That  notwith (landing  there  be  no  Mention  made, 
in  the  feveral  Deeds  made  to  the  Purchafers,  yet 
the  faid  William  Penn  does  accord  and  declare, 
that  all  Rivers,  Rivulets,  Woods  and  Underwoods, 
Water,  Water-courfes,  Quarries,  Mines  and  Mi- 
nerals, (except  Mines  Royal)  fhall  be  freely  and 
fully  enjoyed,  and  wholly  by  the  Purchafers,  into 
whofe  Lot  they  fall.

That  every  Man  fhall  be  bound  to  plant  or  man 
fo  much  of  his  Share  of  Land  as  fhall  be  fet  out 
and  furveyed,  within  three  Years  after  it  is  fo  fet 
out  and  furveyed,  or  elfe  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  new 
Comers  to  be  fettled  thereupon,  paying  to  them, 
their  Survey-Money,  and  they  go  up  higher  for 
their  Shares.

There  fhall  be  no  buying  and  felling,  be  it  with 
an  Indian^  or  one  among  another,  of  any  Goods 
to  be  exported,  but  what  fhall  be  performed  in  pub- 
lick  Market,  when  fuch  Places  fhall  be  fet  apart  or 
erected,  where  they  fhall  pafs  the  publick  Stamp 
or  Mark.  If  bad  Ware,  and  prized  as  good,  or 
deceitful  in  Proportion  or  Weight,  to  forfeit  the 
Value  as  if  good  and  full  Weight  and  Proportion,, 
to  the  publick  Treafury  of  the  Province,  whe- 
ther it  be  the  Merchandize  of  the  Indian^  or  that 
of  the  Planters.

That  no  Man  fhall  by  any  Ways  or  Means,  irt 
XVord  or  Deed,  affront  or  wrong  any  Indian,  but 
he  (hall  incur  the  fame  Penalty  of  the  Law,  as  if 
he  had  committed  it  againft  his  Fellow-Planter  y 
and  if  any  Indian  fhall  abufe,  in  Word  or  Deed, 
any  Planter  of  this  Province,  that  he  fhall  not  be- 
ll is  own  Judge  upon  the  Indian,  but  he  {hall  make 
his  Complaint  to  the  Governor  of  the  Province^

Aft  AC  T  of  Settlement,  made  at 
Chefter,   1682. 

WHEREAS  William  Penn,  Proprietary 
and  Governor  of  the  Province  of  PennfyU 
vania,  and  Territories  thereunto  belonging,  hath, 
out  of  his  great  Kindnefs  and  Goodnefs  to  the  In- 
habitants thereof,  been  favourably  pleafed  to  give 
and  grant  unto  them  a  Charter  of  Liberties  and 
Privileges,  dated  the  "Twenty-fifth  Day  of  the  fe- 
cond  Month ,  One  Thoufand  Six  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
two  :  By  which  Charter  it  is  faid,  the  Government 
(hall  confift  of  the  Governor  and  Freemen  of  the 
faid  Province,  in  the  Form  of  a  provincial  Council 
and  general  Affembly  ;  and  that  the  provincial 
Council  fhall  confift  of  ftventy-two  Members,  to 
be  chofen  by  the  Freemen  ;  and  that  the  general 
Affembly  may,  the  firjl  Year,  confift  of  the  whole 
Body  of  the  Freeholders,  and  ever  after  of  an 
elected  Number,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  Per- 
fons,  without  the  Confent  of  the  provincial  Coun- 
cil and  general  Affembly  :  And  fuch  Affembly  to 
fit  yearly  on  the  twentieth  Day  of  the  third  Month, 

as 
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as  In  the  firji,  fecond,  third,  fixth,  fourteenth  and 
ftxteenth  Articles  of  the  Charter,  Reference  being 
thereunto  had,  doth  more  at  large  appear. 

And  forafmuch  as  this  Charter  was  the  firji 
of  thofe  probationary  Laws,  that  were  agreed  to 
and  made  by  and  between  the  Proprietary,  and 
'Governor,  and  Freemen  in  England,  that  were 
Purchafers  in  this  Province,  which  faid  Laws,  in 
the  whole  and  in  every  Part  thereof,  were  to  be 
fubmitted  to  the  Explanation  and  Confirmation  of 
the  firjl  provincial  Council  and  general  AfTembly 
that  was  to  be  held  in  this  Province,  as  by  the 
Title  and  firji  Law  of  the  faid  Agreement  doth 
plainly  appear. 

And  whereas,  the  Proprietary  and  Governor 
hath,  according  to  that  Charter,  iflued  out  Writs 
to  the  refpecTlve  Sheriffs  of  the  fix  Counties  of 
this  Province,  to  fummon  the  Freemen  thereof,  to 
chufe  in  each  County  twelve  Perfons  of  mod  Note 
for  their  Sobriety,  Wifdom,  and  Integrity,  to  ferve 
in  provincial  Council;  and  alfo  to  inform  the 
Freemen  that  they  might  come,  for  this  Time,  in 
their  own  Perfons,  to  make  up  a  general  Aflembly, 
according  to  Charter.  And  that  the  faid  refpedtive 
Sheriffs  by  their  Returns,  and  the  Freemen  by 
their  Petitions  to  the  Proprietary  and  Governor, 
have  plainly  declared,  that  the  Fewnefs  of  the 
People,  their  Inability  in  Eftate,  and  Unfkilfulnefs 
in  Matters  of  Government,  will  not  permit  them 
to  ferve  in  fo  large  a  Council  and  Aflembly,  as  by 
the  Charter  is  expreffed  ;  and  therefore  do  defire, 
that  the  Members  now  chofen  to  be  their  Deputies 
and  Reprefentatives,  may  ferve  both  for  provincial 
Council  and  general  Aflembly ;  that  is  to  fay,  three 
out  of  each  County  for  the  provincial  Council, 
and  the  remaining  nine  for  the  general  AfTembly, 
according  to  Act,  as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  faid 
provincial  Council  and  general  Aflembly  had  con- 

fifted 
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fitted  of  the  faid  Numbers  of  Members  mentioned 
in  the  Charter  of  Liberties  ;  upon  Confideration  of 
thePremifTes,  and  that  the  Proprietary  and  Governor 
may  teftify  his  great  Willingnefs  to  comply  with 
that  which  may  be  molt  eafy  and  pleafing,  he  is 
willing  that  it  be  enacted : 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Proprietary  and  Go- 
vernor, by  and  with  the  unanimous  Advice  and 
"Confent  of  the  Freemen  of  this  Province,  and 
Territories  thereunto  belonging,  in  provincial 
Council  and  general  AfTembly  met,  That  the 
Numbers  defiredby  the  Inhabitants  in  their  feveral 
Petitions,  and  exprefs'd  to  be  their  Defires  by  the 
Sheriffs  Returns  to  the  Proprietary  and  Governor, 
to  ferve  as  the  provincial  Council  and  general 
AITembly,  be  allowed  and  taken,  to  all  Intents  and 
Purpofes,  to  be  the  provincial  Council  and  general 
AfTembly  of  this  Province :  And  that  the  Quorum 
fhall  be  proportionably  fettled,  according  to  the 
Method  exprefs'd  in  the  fifth  Article ;  that  is  to 
fay,  two  thirds  to  make  a  Quorum  in  extraordinary 
Cafes,  and  one  third  in  ordinary  Cafes,  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  faid  fifth  Article  :  Which  faid  provin- 
cial Council  and  general  AfTembly,  fo  already 
chofen,  are  and  fhall  be  held  and  reputed  the  legal 
provincial  Council  and  general  AfTembly  of  the 
Province  and  Territories  thereof,  for  this  prefent 
Yean  and  that  from  and  after  the  Expiration 
of  this  prefent  Year,  the  provincial  Council  fhall 
confift  of  three  Perfons  out  of  each  County,  as 
aforefaid;  and  the  AfTembly  fhall  confift  o$  fix 
Perfons  out  of  each  County ;  which  faid  provincial 
Council  and  general  AfTembly  may  be  hereafter 
enlarged,  as  the  Governor,  and  provincial  Council 
and  AfTembly  fhall  fee  Caufe,  fo  as  the  faid  Number 
do  not,  at  any  Time,  exceed  the  Limitations  ex- 
prefs'd in  the  third  and  fixteenth  Article  of  the 
Charter,  any  Thing  in  this  Act,  or  any  other  Aft, 

Charter 
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Charter  or  Law,  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  not- 
withftanding. 

And  becaufe  the  Freemen  of  this  Province  and 
Territories  thereof,  are  deeply  fenfible  of  the  kind 
and  good  Intentions  of  the  Proprietary  and  Govern 
nor  in  this  Charter,  and  of  the  lingular  Benefit 
that  redounds  to  them  thereby,  and  are  defirous 
that  it  may  in  all  Things  beft  anfwer  the  Defign 
of  the  publick  Good,  the  Freemen  of  the  faid  pro- 
vincial Council  and  general  Affembly  met,  having 
unanimoufly  requefted  fome  Variations,  Explana- 
tions and  Additions,  in  and  to  the  faid  Charter, 
he,  the  Proprietary  and  Governor,  hath  therefore 
yielded  that  it  be  enacted  : 

And  it  is  hereby  ENACTED,  That  the  Time 
for  the  Meeting  of  the  Freemen  of  this  Province 
and  Territories  thereof,  to  chufe  their  Deputies 
to  reprefent  and  ferve  them,  in  provincial  Council 
and  general  Affembly,  fhall  be  yearly  hereafter, 
oil  the  teath  Day  of  the  firji  Month  ;  which  Mem- 
bers fo  chofen  for  the  provincial  Council,  fhall 
make  their  Appearance,  and  give  their  Attendance, 
in  provincial  Council,  within  twenty  Days  after 
their  Election ;  and  the  faid  Members  elected  to 
ferve  in  general  Affembly,  fhall  yearly  meet  and 
affemble,  on  the  tenth  Day  of  the  faid  third 
Month,  to  the  End  and  Purpofes  declared  in  the 
Charter,  at  and  in  fuch  Place  as  is  limited  in  the 
faid  Charter,  unlefs  the  Governor  and  provincial 
Council  fhall,  at  any  Time,  fee  Caufe  to  the  con- 
trary. 

And  whereas  it  is  exprefs'd  in  the  faid  Charter, 
That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fhall 
prepare  and  propofe  to  the  general  Affembly,  all 
Bills  which  they  mall  think  fit  to  pafs  into  Laws, 
within  the  faid  Province  :  Be  it  ENACTED 
by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Governor 
and  provincial  Council  fhall  have  the  Power  of 

preparing 
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preparing  and  propofing  to  the  general  Affemblv, 
all  Bills  that  they  fhall  jointly  affent  to  and  think 
fit  to  have  pafs'd  into  Laws,  in  the  faid  Province 
and  Territories  thereof,  that  are  not  inconfiftent 
with,  but  according  to  the  Powers  granted  by  the 
King's  Letters  Patents  to  the  Proprietary  and 
Governor  afore/aid  ;  which  Bills  fhall  be  publifhed 
in  the  molt  noted  Towns  and  Places  in  the  faid 
Province  and  Territories  thereof,  twenty  Days  be- 
fore the  Meeting  of  the  general  Affembly  afore- 
faid. 

And  for  the  better  Decifion  and  Determination 
of  all  Matters  and  Queftions  upon  Elections  of 
Reprefentatives,  and  Debates  in  provincial  Council 
and  general  Affembly,  It  is  hereby  declared  and 
ENACTED,  fcfc  That  all  Queftions  upon 
Elections  of  Reprefentatives,  and  Debates  in  pro- 
vincial Council  and  general  Affemblv,  In  per  fond 
Matters,  fhall  be  decided  by  the  Ballot  •  and  all 
Queftions  about  preparing  and  enading  Laws,  fhall 
be  determined  by  the  Vote. 

And   that  fo   united  an  Interefl:  may   have  an 
united   Term  and   Stile  to  be   exprefs'd    by    It  is 
hereby  declared  and  ENACTED,  That  the  ge- 
neral Affembly  fhall  be  henceforth  termed  or  called 
the   Assembly;  and  the  Meeting  of  the  Go* 
vernor,    provincial  Council,    and  Affembly,    and 
their  Afts   and    Proceedings,  fhall   be  filled   and 
called  the  Meetings,  Sessions,  Acts  or  Pro- 
ceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  of  tie 
Province  of  Pennfylvania,  and  the  Territories  there- 
unto  belonging.     And    that   the   Ereemen    of    this 
Province,  and  the  Territories  thereof,  may  not,  on 
their  Part,  feem  unmindful  or  ungrateful  to  their 
Proprietary  and   Governor,  for  the  Teftimony  he 
hatn  been  pleafed  to  give,  of  his  great  Good-Will 
towards  them  and  theirs,  nor  be  wanting  Gf  that 
Duty  they  owe  to  him  and  thcmfelves,  they  have

neither  directly  nor    indirectly  contrive,  propofc,- 
enac%  or  do  any  Thing  or  Things  whatsoever,  by

Duke  of  York  and  Many,  unto  the  faid  Proprie- 
tary and  Governor,  his  Heirs  and  Succeffors;  any 
Thing    in   this   A&,    or    any   other  A&,  Grant, 
Charter,  or  Law,  to  the  contrary  of  thefe  Things 
herein    and    hereby   explained,    altered,    hmittcd, 
promifed,  declared,  and  enacted,  in  any  wife  not- 
withftanding.

TO  all  Perfons,  To  whom  thefe  Prefents  may 
come.     WHEREAS  King  CHARLES  the 
Second,  by  his  Letters  Patents,    under  the  Great 
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Seal  of  England^  bearing  Date  the  fourth  Day  ok 
March,  in  the  thirty  and  third  Year  of  the  King, 
for  divers  Confiderations  therein  mentioned,  hath 
been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me 
William  Penn  (by  the  Name  of  William  Penn, 
Efq;  Son  and  Heir  of  Sir  William  Penn,  deceafed) 
and  to  my  Heirs  and  Afligns  for  ever,  all  that 
Tra£f.  of  Land,  or  Province,  called  Pennfylvania^ 
in  America,  with  divers  great  Powers,  Prehemi- 
nences,  Royalties,  Jurifdi&ions,  and  Authorities, 
neceilary  for  the  Weil-being  and  Government 
thereof.  And  WHEREAS  the  King's  deareft 
Brother,  James,  Duke  of  York  and  Albany,  fcfc  by 
his  Deeds  of  Feoffment,  under  his  Hand  and  Seal, 
duly  perfected,  bearing  Date  t  efour-and~twentieth 
Day  of  Augujl,  One  Thou/and  Six  Hundred  Eighty 
and  Two,  did  grant  unto  me,  my  Heirs  and  Af- 
figns,  all  that  Tracl:  of  Land,  lying  and  being 
from  twelve  Miles  Northward  of  Neiv-Cajlle  upon 
Delaware  River,  in  America,  to  Cape  Hinlopen,. 
upon  the  faid  River  and  Bay  of  Delaware  South- 
ward, together  with  all  Royalties,  Franchifes, 
Duties,  Jurifdi&ions,  Liberties  and  Privileges  there- 
unto belonging.

Now  know  ye,  That  for  the  Well-being  and 
good  Government  of  the  faid  Province,  and  Ter- 
ritories thereunto  annexed,  and  for  the  Encou- 
ragement of  all  the  Freemen  and  Planters,  that 
may  be  therein  concerned,  in  Purfuance  of  the 
Rights  and  Powers  afore-mentioned,  I  the  faid

faid  Province  of  Pennfylvania  and  Territories  there- 
unto annexed,  for  ever. 

IMPRIMIS. 
That  the  Government  of  this  Province  and  Ter- 
ritories thereof  fhall,  from  Time  to  Time,  ac- 
cording to  the  Powers  of  the  Patent  and  Deeds  of 
Feoffment  aforefaid,  confift  of  the  Proprietary  and 
Governor,  and  Freemen  of  the  faid  Province  and 
Territories  thereof,  in  Form  of  provincial  Council 
and  Aflembly,  which  provincial  Council  fhall  con- 
fift of  eighteen  Perfons,  being  three  out  of  each 
County,  and  which  Aflembly  mail  confift  of  thirty- 
fix  Perfons,  being  fix  out  of  each  County,  Men 
of  moft  Note  for  their  Virtue,  Wifdom  and  Ability, 
by  whom  all  Laws  {hall  be  made,  Officers  chofen, 
and  publick  Affairs  tranfa£ted,  as  is  hereafter  limit- 
ted  and  declared. 

II. 
There  being  three  Perfons  already  chofen  for 
every  refpeclive  County  of  this  Province  and  Ter- 
ritories thereof,  to  ferve  in  the  provincial  Council, 
one  of  them  for  three  Years,  one  for  two  Years,  and 
one  for  one  Year  ;  and  one  of  them  being  to  go  off 
yearly  in  every  County  ;  that  on  the  tenth  Day  of 
the  firfi  Month  yearly,  for  ever  after,  the  Free- 
men of  the  faid  Province  and  Territories  thereof 
fhall  meet  together  in  the  moft  convenient  Place 
in  every  County  of  this  Province  and  Territories

That  after  the  firji /even  Years,  every  one  of 
the  faid  third  Parts  that  goeth  yearly  off,  fhall  be 
incapable  of  being  chofen  again  for  one  whole 
Year  following,  that  fo  all  that  are  capable  and 
qualified  as  aforefaid,  may  be  fitted  for  Govern- 
ment, and  have  a  Share  of  the  Care  and  Burthen 
of  it.

That  the  provincial  Council  in  all  Cafes  and

and  pafiing  Bills  into  Laws,  iliall  be  openly  decla- 
red and  refolved  by  the  Vote. 
XIX. 

That  at  all  Times  when  the  Proprietary  and 
Governor  fhall  happen  to  be  an  Infant,  and  under 
the  Age  of  one  and  twenty  Years,  and  no  Guardians 
or  Cornmifiioners  are  appointed  in  Writing,  by  the 
Father  of  the  faid  Infant,  or  that  fuch  Guardian 
fhall  be  deceafed,  that  during  fuch  Minority,  the 
provincial  Council  fhall,  from  Time  to  Time,  a5 
they  fliall  fee  meet,  confiitute  and  appoint  Guar- 
dians and  Commiffioners,  not  exceeding  three,  one 
of  which  fhall  prefide  as  Deputy  and  chief  Guar* 
dian  during  fuch  Minority,  and  fhall  have  and  exe- 
cute, with  the  Conjfcnt  of  one  of  the  other  two, 

all 
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all  the  Power  of  a  Governor,  in  all  publick  Affairs* 
and  Concerns  of  the  (kid  Province  and  Territories 
thereof,  according  to  Charter  ;  which  faid  Guar- 
dian fo  appointed,  fhall  alfo  have  the  Care  and 
Overfight  of  the  Eitate  of  the  faid  Minor,  and  be 
yearly  accountable  and  refponfible  for  the  fame  to 
the  provincial  Council,  and  the  provincial  Council 
to  the  Minor,  when  of  Age,  or  to  the  next  Heir, 
in  cafe  of  the  Minor's  Death,  for  the  Truft  be- 
fore exprefled. 

XX. 
That  as  often  as  any  Days  of  the  Month  mentioned 
in  any  Article  of  this  "Charter,  fhall  fall  upon  the  firji 
Day  of  the  Week,  commonly  called  the  Lord's-Day, 
the  Bufinefs  appointed  for  that  Day  fhall  be  deferred 
until  the  next  Day,  unlefs  in  Cafes  of  Emergency. 

XXL 
And  for  the  Satisfaction  and  Encouragement  of 
all  Aliens,  I  do  give  and  grant,  that  if  any  Alien, 
who  is  or  fhall  be  a  Purchafer,  or  who  doth  or 
fhall  inhabit  in  this  Province  or  Territories  thereof, 
fhall  deceafe  at  any  Time  before  he  can  well  be 
naturalized,  his  Right  and  Intereft  therein  fhall 
notwithstanding  defcend  to  his  Wife  and  Children, 
or  other  his  Relations,  be  he  Teftate  or  Inteffate, 
according  to  the  Laws  of  this  Province  and  Terri- 
tories thereof  in  fuch  Cafes  provided,  in  as  free 
and  ample  Manner,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  as 
if  the  faid  Alien  had  been  naturalized. 

XXIL 
And  that  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  and 
Territories  thereof,  may  be  accommodated  with 
fuch  Food  and  Suftenance,  as  God  in  his  Provi- 
dence hath. freely  afforded,  I  do  alfo  further  grant 
to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  and  Territories 
thereof,  Liberty  to  fowl  and  hunt  upon  the  Lands 
they  hold,  and  all  other  Lands  therein  not  enclofed  ; 
and  to  fifh  in  all  Waters  in  the  faid  Lands,  and  in 

all 
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all  Rivers  and  Rivulets  in  and  belonging  to  this 
Province  and  Territories  thereof,  with  Liberty  to 
draw  his  or  their  Fifti  on  fhore  on  any  Man's 
Lands,  fo  as  it  be  not  to  the  Detriment  or  Annoy- 
ance of  the  Owner  thereof,  except  fuch  Lands  as 
do  lie  upon  Inland  Rivulets  that  are  not  Boatable,  or 
which  are  or  may  behere  after  erected  into  Manors. 
XXIII. 

And  that  all  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province 
and  Territories  thereof,  whether  Purchafers  or 
others,  may  have  the  laft  worldly  Pledge  of  my 
good  and  kind  Intentions  to  them  and  theirs,  I  do 
give,  grant,  and  confirm  to  all,  and  every  one  of 
them,  full  and  quiet  PofTefHon  of  their  refpeftive 
Lands,  to  which  they  have  any  lawful  or  equitable 
Claim,  faving  only  fuch  Rents  and  Services  for  the 
fame  as  are  or  cuftornarily  ought  to  be  referved  to 
me,  my  Heirs  or  Affigns. 

XXfV. 

That  no  Aft,  Law  or  Ordinance  whatsoever, 
fhall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  made  or  done  by 
the  Proprietary  and  Governor  of  this  Province  and 
Territories  thereunto  belonging,  his  Heirs  or  Af- 
figns,  or  by  the  Freemen  in  provincial  Council  or 
AfTembJy,  to  alter,  change,  or  diminifh,  the  Form 
or  Effect  of  this  Charter,  or  any  Part  or  Claufe 
thereof,  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning 
thereof,  without  the  Confent  of  the  Proprietary  and 
Governor,  his  Heirs  or  AfTIgns,  and  fix  Parts  of 
/even  of  the  faid  Freemen  in  provincial  Council 
and  Afiembly  met. 

XXV. 

And  Laftly,  I,  the  faid  William  Penn,  Proprietary 
and  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Pennf) dvania  and 
Territories  thereunto  belonging,  for  me,  my  Heirs 
and  Ailigns,  have  folemnly  declared,,  granted,  con- 
firmed, and  do  hereby  folemnly  declare,  grant  and 
confirm,  that  neither  J,  nor  my  Heirs  nor  Afligns, 

(ball 
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fhall  procure  or  do  any  Thing  or  Things,  where- 
by the  Liberties  in  this  Charter  contained  and  ex- 
prefled,  fhall  be  infringed  or  broken  :  And  if  any 
Thing  be  procured  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  con- 
trary to  thefe  Premifles,  it  fhall  be  held  of  no  Force 
or  Effect.  In  Witnefs  whereof,  I,  the  faid  William 
Penn,  at  Philadelphia  in  Pennfylvania,  have  unto 
this  prefent  Charter  of  Liberties  fet  my  Hand  and 
Broad  Seal,  this  fecond  Day  of  the  fecond  Month,  in 
the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thoufand  fix  Hundred 
Eighty  and  Three i  being  the  five-and-thirtieth  Year 
of  the  King,  and  the  third  Year  of  my  Govern- 
ment.

LADELPHIA. 

JJ/ ILLIAM  PE NN,  Proprietary  and  Go- 
*£"  vernor  of  the  Province  of  Pennfylvania,  &c. 
To  all  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  mall  come,  fends 
greeting.  KNOW  YE,  That  at  the  humble 
Requeit  of  the  Inhabitants  and  Settlers   of  this 

Town 
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Town  of  Philadelphia*  being  fome  of  the  firft  Ad- 
venturers and  Purchafers  within  this  Province,  for 
their  Encouragement,  and  for  the  more  immediate 
and  entire  Government  of  the  faid  Town,  and 
better  Regulation  of  Trade  therein  :  I  have,  by  Vir- 
tue of  the  King's  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  England*  erected  the  faid  Town  into  a  Bo- 
rough, and  by  thefe  Prefents  do  erecl  the  faid 
Town  and  Borough  of  Philadelphia  into  a  City  ; 
which  City  fhall  extend  the  Limits  and  Bounds,  as 
it  is  laid  out  between  Delaware  and  SkuylkilL 

And  I  do  for  me,  my  Heirs  and  Affigns,  grant 
and  ordain,  that  the  Streets  of  the  faid  City  fhall 
for  ever  continue  as  they  are  now  laid  out  and  re- 
gulated ;  and  that  the  End  of  each  Street  extend- 
ing into  the  River  Delaware*  mall  be  and  continue 
free  for  the  Ufe  and  Service  of  the  faid  City,  and 
the  Inhabitants  thereof,  who  may  improve  the  fame 
for  the  ben:  Advantage  of  the  City,  and  build 
Wharfs  fo  far  out  into  the  River  there,  as  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common-Council,  herein 
after  mentioned,   fhall  fee  meet. 

And  I  do  nominate  Edward  Shippen  to  be  the 
prefent  Mayor,  who  mail  fo  continue  until  another 
be  chofen  as  is  herein  after  directed. 

And  I  do  hereby  ailign  and  name  Tho?nas  Story 
to  be  the  prefent  Recorder,  to  do  and  execute  all 
Things  which  unto  the  Office  of  Recorder  of  the 
faid  City  doth  or  may  belong. 

And  I  do  appoint  Thomas  Farmer  to  be  the  pre- 
fent Sheriff,  and  Robert  Asfloeton  to  be  prefent 
Town-clerk,  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  Clerk 
of  the  Court  and  Courts. 

And  I  do  hereby  name,  conftitute,  and  appoint, 
Jo/hua  Carpenter*  Griffith  Jones*  Anthony  Morris, 
Jofeph  Wilcox*  Nathan  Stanbury*  Charles  Rea, 
Thomas   Majlers>    and    William  Carter*   Citizens

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and  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  City,  to  be  the  prefent 
Aldermen  of  the  faid  City  of  Philadelphia. 

And  I  do  alio  nominate  and  appoint  John  Par- 
fons,  William  Hud/on,  William  Lee,  Nehemiah  Allen, 
Thomas  Pafchal,  John  Bud,  jun.  Edward  Smout, 
Samuel  Buckley,  James  Atk'mfon,  Pentecojl  Teague, 
Francis  Cook,  and  Henry  Badcocke,  to  be  the  twelve 
prefent  Common-council  Men  of  the  faid  City. 

And  I  do  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  me,  my  Heirs 
and  Succeflbrs,  give,  grant  and  declare,  that  the 
faid  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen,  and  Common- 
council  Men  for  the  Time  being,  and  they  which 
hereafter  fhall  be  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen  and 
Common- council  Men  within  the  faid  City,  and 
their  Succeflbrs,  for  ever  hereafter,  be  and  (hall  be, 
by  Virtue  of  thefe  Prefents,  one  Body  corporate 
and  politick  in  Deed,  and  by  the  Name  of  the 
Mayor  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, in  the  Province  of  Pennfylvania :  And  them 
by  the  Name  of  Mayor  and  Commonalty  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  one  Body  politick  and  cor- 
porate in  Deed  and  in  Name,  I  do  for  me,  my 
Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  fully  create,  conftitute  and 
confirm,  by  thefe  Prefents  -,  and  that  by  the  fame 
Name  of  Mayor  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  they  may  have  perpetual  Succeflion  ;

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Chatties,  and  to  do  and  execute  all  otber  Things 
about  the  fame,  by  the  Name  aforefaid  ;  and  alfo 
that  they  be,  and  mail  be,  for  ever  hereafter,  Perfons 
able  and  capable  in  Law,  to  fue  and  be  fued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  anfwer  and  be  anfwered  unto, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  or  any  the  Courts 
and  other  Places,  and  before  any  Judges,  Juftices, 
and  other  Perfons  whatfoever  within  the  faid  Pro- 
vince, in  all  Manner  of  Actions,  Suits,  Com- 
plaints, Pleas,  Caufes  and  Matters  whatfoever3 
and  of  what  Nature  or  Kind  foever.

And  I  do  for  me,  my  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  give3 
and  by  thefe  Prefents,  grant  full  Power  aud  Au* 
thority  unto  the  Mayor,  Recorder  and  Common- 
Council  of  the  faid  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  any 
five  or  more  of  the  Aldermen,  and  nine  or  more

ing, and  there  fhall  fubfcribe  the  Declarations 
and  Profeffion  of  his  chriftian  Belief,  according  to 
the  late  Ac~l  of  Parliament  made  in  the  firji  Year  of 
King  William*  s  Reign,  entitled,  Jn  Aft  for  exempt- 
ing their  Majefties  Subjects  dijfenting  from  the  Church 
of  England,  from  the  Penalties  of  certain  Laws  ; 
and  then  and  there  the  Mayor  fo  prefented,  fhall 
make  his  folemn  Affirmation  and  Engagement  for 
the  due  Execution  of  his  Office. 

And  that  the  Recorder,  Sheriff,  Aldermen,  and 
Common-Council-Men,  and  all  other  Officers 
of  the  faid  City,  before  they  or  any  of  them  fhall 
be  admitted  to  execute  their  refpe£tive  Offices, 
fliall  make  and  fubfcribe  the  faid  Declarations  and 
Profeffion  aforefaid,  before  the  Mayor  for  the  Time 
being,  and  at  the  fame  Time  fhall  be  attefted  for 
the  due  Execution  of  their  Offices  refpeclively ; 
which  Declarations,  Promifes,  and  Atteftations, 
the  Mayor  of  the  faid  City,  for  the  Time  being, 
is  hereby  impowered  to  take  and  adminifter  ac- 
cordingly. 

And  that  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Aldermen 
of  the  faid  City,  for  the  Time  being,  fliall  be 
Juftices  of  the  Peace  and  Juftices  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer ;  and  are  hereby  impowered  to  a£l  with- 
in the  faid  City  and  Liberties  thereof  accordingly, 
as  fully  and  amply  as  any  Juftice  or  Juftices  of  the 
Peace,  or  Oyer  and  Terminer,  can  cr  may  do  with- 
in the  faid  Province.

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all  and  all  Manner  of  Treafons,  Murders,  Man- 
flaughters,  and  all  Manner  of  Felonies,  and  other 
Crimes  and  Offences,  Capital  and  Criminal,  what- 
(bever,  according  to  the  Laws  of  this  Province  and 
of  the  Kingdom  of  England,  with  Power  alfo  to 
hear  and  determine  all  petty  Larcenaries,  Routs, 
Riots,  unlawful  Aflemblies ;  and  to  try  and  punifti 
all  Perfons  that  fhall  be  convicted  for  Drunkennefs, 
Swearing,  Scolding,  breaking  the  Peace,  or  fuch 
like  Offences,  which  are  by  the  Laws  of  this  Pro- 
vince to  be  punifhed  by  Fine,  Imprifonment  or 
Whipping;  with  Power  alfo  to  award  Procefs 
againft  all  Rioters  and  Breakers  of  the  Peace,  and 
to  bind  them,  and  all  other  Offenders  and  Perfons 
of  evil  Fame,  to  the  Peace  or  good  Behaviour,  as 
any  Juftice  or  Juftices  of  the  Peace  can  do,  with- 
out being  accountable  to  me  or  my  Heirs,  for  any 
Fines  or  Amerciaments  to  be  impofed  for  the  faid 
Offences,  or  any  of  them. 

And  I  do  hereby  impower  them,  or  any  four  of 
them  (whereof  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  for  the 
Time  being  fhall  be  two)  with  the  City  Sheriff 
and  Town-Clerk,  to  hold  and  keep  a  Court  of 
Record,  Quarterly,  or  oftener,  if  they  fee  Occa- 
fion,  for  the  enquiring,  hearing  and  determining 
of  the  Pleas  and  Matters  aforefaid ;  and  upon  their 
own  View,  or  after  a  legal  Procedure  in  fome  of 
thofe  Courts,  to  caufe  all  Nuifances  and  Encroach- 
ments in  the  Streets  of  the  City  to  be  removed, 
and  punifh  the  Parties  concerned,  as  the  Law  and 
Ufage  in  fuch  Cafes  (hall  require. 

And  I  do  by  thefe  Prefents  ailign  and  appoint, 
that  the  prefent  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Aldermen 
herein  before-mentioned,  be  the  prefent  Juftices  of 
the  Peace,  and  Oyer  and  Terminer,  within  the 
faid  City ;  and  that  they  and  all  others  that  fhall 
be  Mayors,  Recorders,  and  Aldermen  of  the  faid 
City  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  have  full  Power 

and 
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and  Authority,  and  are  hereby  impowered  and- 
authorized,  without  any  further  or  other  Com- 
miffion,  to  be  Juflices  of  the  Peace,  and  of  Oyer 
and  Terminer,  within  the  faid  City  for  ever;  and- 
(hall  alfo  be  Juflices  of  the  Peace,  and  the  Mayor 
and  Recorder  fliall  be  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Ju- 
ftices  of  the  County  Courts,  Quarter-Seffions,  Oyer 
and  Terminer,  and  Gaol  Delivery,  in  the  faid 
County  of  Philadelphia;  and  fhall  have  full  Power 
to  award  Procefs,  bind  to  the  Peace  or  Behaviour, 
or  commit  to  Prifon,  for  any  Matter  or  Caufe, 
arifing  without  the  faid  City,  and  within  the  Body 
of  the  aforefaid  County,  as  Occafion  fhall  require; 
and  to  caufe  Kalendars  to  be  made  of  fuch  Pri- 
foners,  which,  together  with  all  Recognizances 
and  Examinations  taken  before  them,  for  or  con- 
cerning any  Matter  or  Caufe  not  determinable  by 
them,  fhall  be  duly  returned  to  the  Judges  or  Ju- 
flices of  the  faid  County,  in  their  refpeclive  Courts 
where  the  fame  fhall  be  cognizable.

And  that  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  for  the  Time 
being,  fhall  have, "and  by  thefe  Prefents  have 
Power  to  take  Recognizance  of  Debts  there,  ac- 
cording to  the  Statute  of  Merchants,  and  of  Ac- 
tion BurneJ ;  and  to  ufe  and  affix  the  common 
Seal  thereupon,  and  to  all  Certificates  concerning 
the  fame. 

And  that  it  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the 
Mayor  of  the  faid  City,  for  the  Time  being,  for 
ever  hereafter  to  nominate,  and  from  Time  to 
Time  appoint  the  Clerk  of  the  Market,  who  fhall 
have  Aflize  of  Bread,  Wine,  Beer,  Wood,  and 
other  Things  $  and  to  do,  execute  and  perform  all 

Things 
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Things  belonging  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  with- 
in the  faid  City. 

And  I  will  that  the  Coroners  to  be  chofen  by 
the  County  of  Philadelphia  for  the  7'ime  being, 
fhall  be  Coroners  of  the  faid  City  and  Liberties 
thereof;  but  that  the  Freemen  and  Inhabitants  of 
the  faid  City  fhall,  from  Time  to  Time,  as  often 
as  Occafion  be,  have  equal  Liberty  with  the  In- 
habitants of  the  faid  County,  to  recommend  or 
chufe  Perfons  to  ferve  in  the  refpec~tive  Capacities 
of  Coroners  or  Sheriffs  for  the  County  of  Phila- 
delphia,  who  fhall  refide  within  the  faid  City. 

And  that  the  Sheriff  of  the  faid  City  and  Coun- 
ty for  the  Time  being,  fhall  be  the  Water-Bailiff, 
who  fhall  and  may  execute  and  perform  all  Things 
belonging  to  the  Office  of  Water-Bailiff,  upon 
Delaware  River,  and  all  other  navigable  Rivers 
and  Creeks  within  the  faid  Province. 

And  in  Cafe  the  Mayor  of  the  faid  City  for  the 
Time  being,  fhall,  during  the  Time  of  his  Mayor- 
alty, mifbehave  himfelf,  or  misgovern  in  that 
Office,  I  do  hereby  impower  the  Recorder,  Al- 
dermen, and  Common-Council-Men,  or  five  of 
the  Aldermen  and  nine  of  the  Common-Council* 
Men  of  die  faid  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the 
Time  being,  to  remove  fuch  Mayor  from  his  Of- 
fice of  Mayoralty ;  and  in  fuch  Cafe,  or  in  Cafe 
of  the  Death  of  the  faid  Mayor  for  the  Time 
being,  that  then  another  fit  Perfon  fhall,  within 
four  Days  next  after  fuch  Death  or  Removal,  be 
chofen  in  Manner  as  is  above  directed  for  electing 
of  Mayors,  in  the  Place  of  him  fo  dead  or  re- 
moved. 

And  left  there  mould  be  a  Failure  of  Juftice  or 
Government  in  the  faid  City,  in  fuch  Interval,  I 
do  hereby  appoint,  That  the  eldeft  Alderman  for 
the  Time  being,  fhall  take  upon  him  the  Office  of 
a  Mayor  there,  and  fhall  excrcife  the  fame  till  ano- 
ther 
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ther  Mayor  be  chofen  as  aforefaid  ;  and  in  Cafe  of 
the  Difability  of  fuch  eldeft  Alderman,  then  the 
next  in  Seniority  fhall  take  upon  him  the  faid 
Office  of  Mayor,  to  exercife  the  fame  as  aforefaid. 

And  in  Cafe  the  Recorder,  or  any  of  the  Al- 
dermen or  Common-Council-Men  of  or  belonging 
to  the  faid  City,  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  mif- 
behave  him  or  themfelves  in  their  refpe6tive  Offices 
and  Places,  they  fhall  be  removed,  and  others 
chofen  in  their  Stead,  in  Manner  following,  that 
is  to  fay,  The  Recorder  for  the  Time  being  may 
be  removed  (for  his  Mifbehaviour)  by  the  Mayor 
and  two  thirds  of  the  Aldermen  and  Common- 
Council-Men  refpeclively ;  and  in  Cafe  of  fuch 
Removal,  or  of  the  Death  of  the  Recorder,  then  to 
chufe  another  fit  Perfon  (killed  in  the  Law,  to  be 
the  Recorder  there,  and  fo  to  continue  during 
Pleafure  as  aforefaid. 

And  the  Alderman  fo  mifbehaving  himfelf,  may 
be  removed  by  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  nine  of 
the  Aldermen  and  Common  Council-Men;  and  in 
Cafe  of  fuch  Removal  or  Death,  then,  within/^r 
Days  after,  to  chufe  a  fit  Perfon  or  Perfons  to  fup- 
ply  fuch  Vacancies;  and  the  Common-Council- 
Men,  Conftables,  and  Clerk  of  the  Market,  for 
Mifbehaviour,  fhall  be  removed,  and  others  chofen, 
as  is  directed  in  the  Cafe  of  Aldermen. 

And  I  do  alfo,  for  me  and  my  SuccefTors.  by 
thefe  Prefents,  grant  to  the  faid  Mayor  and  Com- 
monalty, and  their  SuccefTors,  that  if  any  of  the 
Citizens  of  the  faid  City  fhall  be  hereafter  nomi- 
nated, elected,  and  chofen  to  the  Office  of  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Common  Council-Men  as  afore- 
faid, and  having  Notice  of  his  or  their  Election, 
fhall  refufe  to  undertake  and  execute  that  Office  to 
which  he  is  fo  chofen,  that  then,  and  fo  often,  it 
fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  and  Re- 
corder,  Aldermen,    and   Common-Council-Men, 

or 
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or  the  major  Part  of  the  Aldermen  and  Common- 
Council-Men  for  the  Time  being,  according  to 
their  Difcretion,  to  impofe  fuch  moderate  Fines 
upon  fuch  Refufers,  fo  as  the  Mayor's  Fine  exceed 
not  forty  Pounds,  the  Alderman's  five  and  thirty 
Pounds,  and  Common-Council-Men  twenty  Pounds^ 
and  other  Officers  proportionally,  to  be  levied  by 
Diftrefs  and  Sale,  by  Warrant  under  the  common 
Seal,  or  by  other  lawful  Ways,  to  the  Ufe  of  the 
faid  Corporation. 

And  in  fuch  Cafes  it  fhall  be  lawful  to  chufe 
others  to  fupply  the  Defects  of  fuch  Refufers,  in 
Manner  as  is  as  above  directed  for  Elections. 

And  that  it  {hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for 
the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  at  leaft  three  Aldermen 
for  the  Time  being,  from  Time  to  Time,  fo  often 
as  they  fhall  find  Occafion,  to  fummon  a  Com- 
mon-Council of  the  laid  City. 

And  that  no  AfFembly  or  Meeting  of  the  faid 
Citizens  fhall  be  deemed  or  accounted  a  Com- 
mon-Council, unlefs  the  faid  Mayor  and  Recorder, 
and  at  leaft  three  of  the  Aldermen  for  the  Time 
being,  and  nine  of  the  Common-Council-Men,  be 
prefent. 

And  alfo  that  the  faid  Mayor,  Recorder,  Al- 
dermen and  Common-Council -Men  for  the  Time 
being,  from  Time  to  Time,  at  their  Common- 
Council,  fhall  have  Power  to  admit  fuch  and  fo 
many  Freemen  into  their  Corporation  and  Society, 
as  they  fhall  think  fit. 

And  to  make  (and  they  may  make,  ordain,  con- 
ftitute  and  eftablifh)  fuch  and  fo  many  good  and 
reafonable  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Conftitutions 
(not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  England  and  this 
Government)  as  to  the  greater  Part  of  them  at 
fuch  Common-Council  afTembled  (where  the  Mayor 
and  Recorder  for  the  Time  being  are  to  be  al- 
ways 
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ways  prefent)  fhall  feem  necefTary  and  convenient 
for  the  Government  of  the  faid  City. 

And  the  fame  Laws,  Ordinances,  Orders  and 
Conftitutions  fo  to  be  made,  to  put  in  Ufe  and 
Execution  accordingly,  by  the  proper  Officers  of 
the  faid  City;  and  at  their  Pleafure  to  revoke, 
alter,  and  make  anew,  as  Occafion  {hall  require. 

And  alfo  impofe  fuch  Mulcts  and  Ameiciaments 
upon  the  Breakers  of  fuch  Laws  and  Ordinances, 
as  to  them  in  their  Difcretion  mail  be  thought 
reafonable  ;  which  Mul&s,  as  alfo  all  other  Fines 
and  Amerciaments  to  be  fet  or  impofed  by  Virtue 
of  the  Powers  granted,  fhall  be  levied  as  above 
is  directed  in  Cafe  of  Fines,  to  the  Ufe  of  the 
faid  Corporation,  without  rendering  any  Account 
thereof  to  me,  my  Heirs  and  SuccefTors ;  with 
Power  to  the  Common- council  aforefaid,  to  miti- 
gate, remit,  or  releafe  fuch  Fines  and  Mulcts, 
upon  the  Submiffion  of  the  Parties.  Provided  al- 
ways, That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  hereafter,  fhall 
have  Right  of  eleding  or  being  ele&ed,  by  Virtue 
of  thefe  Prefents,  to  any  Office  or  Place  judicial  or 
minifterial,  nor  fhall  be  admitted  Freemen  of  the 
faid  City,  unlefs  they  be  free  Denizens  of  this  Pro- 
vince, and  are  of  the  Age  of  twenty-one  Years  or 
upwards,  and  are  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  City,  and 
have  an  Eftate  of  Inheritance  or  Freehold  therein, 
or  are  worth  fifty  Pounds  in  Money,  or  other  Stock, 
and  have  been  refident  in  the  faid  City  for  the 
Space  of  two  Years,  or  {hall  purchafe  their  Free- 
dom of  the  Mayor  and  Commonalty  aforefaid. 

And  I  do  further  grant  to  the  faid  Mayor  and 
Commonalty  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  that  they 
and  their  SuccefTors,  fhall  and  may  for  ever  here- 
after hold  and  keep  within  the  faid  City,  in  every 
Week  of  the  Year,  two  Market-days,  the  one 
upon  the  fourth  Day  of  the  Week,  and  the  other 
upon  the  feventh  Day  of  the  Week,  in  fuch  Place 

or 
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or  Places  as  is,  (hall,  or  may  be  appointed  for  that 
Purpofe,  by  the  laid  Commonalty,  or  their  Suc- 
ceilbrs,  from  "rime  to  Time. 

And  alfo  two  Fairs  therein  every  Year,  the  one 
of  them  to  begin  on  the  fixteenth  Day  of  the  third 
Month,  called  May^  yearly,  and  fo  to  be  held  in 
and  about  the  Market-place,  and  continue  for  that 
Day  and  two  Days  next  following  j  and  the  other 
of  the  faid  Fairs  to  be  held  in  the  aforefaid  Place 
on  the  fixteenth  Day  of  the  ninth  Month  yearly, 
and  for  two  Days  next  after. 

And  I  do  for  me,  my  Heirs  and  A*ffigns,  by 
Virtue  of  the  King's  Letters  Patent,  nrjee,  eredi: 
and  conftitute  the  faid  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  be 
a  Port  or  Harbour  for  difcharging  and  unlading  of 
Goods  and  Merchandize  out  of  Ships,  Boats,  and 
other  VefTels;  and  for  landing  and  (hipping  them 
in  or  upon  fuch  and  fo  many  Places,  Keys  and 
Wharfs  there,  as  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Common-council  of  the  faid  City,  fhall  from  Time 
to  Time  be  thought  molt  expedient  for  the  Ac- 
commodation and  Service  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Cuftoms,  in  the  Management  of  the  King's  Affairs, 
and  Prefervation  of  his  Duties,  as  well  as  for 
Conveniency  of  Trade. 

And  I  do  ordain  and  declare,  that  the  faid  Port 
or  Harbour  (hall  be  called  the  Port  of  Philadelphia, 
and  mail  extend  and  be  accounted  to  extend  into 
all  fuch  Creeks,  Rivers,  and  Places  within  this- 
Province,  and  fhall  have  fo  many  Wharfs,  Keys, 
Landing-places  and  Members  belonging  thereto, 
for  landing  and  fhipping  of  Goods,  as  the  faid 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common-council  for  the 
Time  being,  with  the  Approbation  of  the  chief 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  King's  Cuftoms,  fhall 
from  Time  to  Time  think  fit  to  appoint. 

And   I  do  alfo  ordain,  that  the   Landing-places 

now  and  heretofore  ufed  at  the  Prnw-pot-boufe  and 
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Blue-anchor,  faving  to  all  Perfons  their  juft  and 
lecal  Right  and  Properties  in  the  Lands  fo  to  be 
open,  as  alio  the  Swamp  between  Bud's  Buildings 
and  the  Society-bill,  (hall  be  left  open  and  common 
for  the  Ufe  and  Service  of  the  laid  City  and  all 
others,  with  Liberty  to  dig  Docks  and  make  Har- 
bours for  Ships  and  Veffels,  in  all  or  any  Part  of 
the  faid  Swamp. 

And  I  do  hereby  grant,  that  all  the  vacant  Land 
within  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  the  faid  City, 
(ball  remain  open  as  a  free  Common  of  Paiture, 
for  the  Ufe  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  City, 
until  the  fame  (hall  be  gradually  taken  in,  in  order 
to  build  or  improve  thereon,  and  not  otherwile. 
Provided  always,  That  nothing  herein  contained, 
fhall  debar  me  or  my  Heirs  in  Time  to  come, 
from  fencing  in  all  the  vacant  Lands  that  he  be- 
tween the  Center  MeetJig-houfe  and  the  Sehuylhl, 
which  I  intend  lhall  be  divided  from  the  Land,  by 
me  allotted  for  Delaware  Side,  by  a  ftra.t  Line 
aloncr  the  Broad-Jlreet,  from  Edward  Shppin  s  Land 
through  the  Center  Square  by  Darnel  Pegg  s  Land; 
nor   lhall  the  fencing  or  taking   in    any   of  the 
Streets,  happening  to  be  within  that  Inclofure  on 
Sebuylkil,  be  deemed  or   adjudged  to  be  an  In- 
croachment,  where  it  lhall  not  interfere  or  flop 
any  of  the  Streets  or  Paffages  leading  to  any  of 
the  Houfes  built  or  to  be  built  on  that  Side,  any 
Thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwith- 

ftaAndT  do  grant,  that  this  prefent  Charter  fhall, 
in  all  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity,  be  conftrued 
and  taken  moft  favourably  and  beneficially,  for  the 
faid  Corporation.  o     j

TJ/'ILLIAM  PENN,  Proprietary  and  Go- 
vernor  of  the  Province  of  Pennfylvania,  and 
Territories  thereunto  belonging.  To  all  to  whom 
thefe  Prefents  fhall  come,  fendeth  Greeting 
Whereas  King  CHARLES  the  Second,  by  h?s 
Letters  Patents,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
bearing  Date  the  fourth  Day  of  March,  in  the 
Year  One  Thou/and  fix  Hundred  and  Eighty,  was 
gracioufly  pieafed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me,  and 
my  Heirs  and  Affigns  for  ever,  this  Province  of 
Pennfylvania,  with  divers  great  Powers  and  Jurif- 
didions  for  the  well  Government  thereof. 

And  whereas  the  King's  deareft  Brother 
J  AMES  Duke  of  YORK  and  ALBANY,  Sec 
by  his  Deeds  of  Feoffment,  under  his  Hand  and 
Seal  duly  perfected,  bearing  Date  tjie  twenty-fourth 
Day  of  Auguft,  One  Thoufand  fix  Hundred  Eighty 
and  Two,  did  grant  unto  me,  my  Heirs  and  Affirm 
all  that  Tra&of  Land,  now  called  the  Territories 
of  Pennfylvania,  together  with  Powers  and  Jurif- 
didions  for  the  good  Government  thereof. 

And  whereas  for  the  Encouragement  of  all   the 

Freemen  and  Planters,  that  might  be  concerned  in 

the  laid  Province  and  Territories,  and  for  the  good 
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Government  thereof,  I  the  faid  William  Penn, 
in   the  Year  One  Thoufand  fix  Hundred  Eighty  and 
Three,  for  me,  my  Heirs,  and  Affigns,  did  grant 
and  confirm  unto  all  the  Freemen,  Planters  and 
Adventurers  therein,  divers  Liberties,  Franchifes 
and  Properties,  as  by   the   faid   Grant,  entituled, 
The  FRAME  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of 
Pennfylvania,  and  Territories  thereunto  belonging,  in 
America,  may  appear  ;  which  Charter  or  Frame 
bein<r  found  in  fome  Parts  of  it,  not  fo  fuitable  to 
the  prefent  Circumftances  of  the  Inhabitants,  was 
in  the  third  Month,  in  the  Year  One  Thoufand  feven 
Hundred,  delivered  up  to  me,  byfx  Parts  of  feven. 
of  the  Freemen  of  this  Province  and  Territories, 
in  general  Affembly  met,  Provifion  being  made  in 
the  faid  Charter,  for  that  End  and  Purpofe. 

And  whereas  I  was  then  pleafed  to  promife, 
That  I  would  reftore  the  faid  Charter  to  them 
aoain,  with  neceffary  Alterations,  or  in  Lieu  there- 
of, give  them  another,  better  adapted  to  anfwer 
the  prefent  Circumftances  and  Conditions  of  the 
faid  Inhabitants;  which  they drave  now,  by  the .r 
Reprefentatives  in  general  Affembly,  met  at  Phi- 
ladelphia, requefted  me  to  grant. 

Know  yeqtherefore,  That  for  the  further  Well- 
bein«  and  good  Government  of  the  W  Province, 
^Territories;  and  in  Pur  uance  of  the  Rights 
and  Powers  before-mentioned,  I  the  faid  William 
Penn  do  declare,  grant,  and  confirm,  unto  all  the

Becaufe  no  People  can  be  truly  happy,  though 
under  the  greateft  Enjoyment  of  civil  Liberties, 
if  abridged  of  the  .Freedom  of  their  Confciences, 
as  to  their  religious  Profeffton  and  Worfhip  :  And 
Almighty  God  being  the  only  Lord  of  Conscience, 
Father  of  Lights  and  Spirits,  and  the  Author  as 
well  as  Object  of  all  divine  Knowledge,  Faith  and 
Worfhip,  who  only  doth  enlighten  the  Minds,  and 
perfuade  and  convince  the  Underftandings  of  People, 
J  do  hereby  grant  and  declare,  That  no  Perfon  or 
Perfons,  inhabiting  in  this  Province  or  Territories, 
who  mail  confefs  and  acknowledge  One  Almighty 
God,  the  Creator,  Upholder  and  Ruler  of  the 
World  ;  and  profefs  him  or  themfelves  obliged  to 
live  quietly  under  the  civil  Government,  fnall  be 
in  any  Cafe  molefted  or  prejudiced,  in  his  or  their 
Perfon  or  Eftate,  becaufe  of  his  or  their  confeien- 
tious  Perfuafion  or  Practice,  nor  be  compelled  to 
frequent  or  maintain  any  religious  Worfhip;,  Place 
or  Miniftry,  contrary  to  his  or  their  Mind,  or  to  do 
or  fuffer  any  other  Acl  or  Thing,  contrary  to  their 
religious  Perfuafion. 

And  that  all  Perfons  who  alfo  profefs  to  believe 
in  J  ejus  Chri/t,  the  Saviour  of  the  World,  mail  be 
capable  (notwithftanding  their  other  Perfwafions, 
and  Practices  in  Point  of  Confcience  and  Religion) 
to  ferve  this  Government  in  any  Capacity,  °both 
legiflatively  and  executively,  he  or  they  folemnly 
promifing,  when  lawfully  required,  Allegiance  to 
the  King  as  Sovereign,  and  Fidelity  to  the  Pro- 
prietary and  Governor,  and  taking  the  Attefts  as 
now  eftablifhed  by  the  Law  made  at  Newcaftle  m 
the  Year  one  Thoufand  and  /even  Hundred^  entitled, 
An  Aft  direSting  the  Attejis  of  fever al  Officers  and 
Minifiersy  as  now  amended  and  confirmed  by  this  pre- 
fent  Ajfembly.  *

For  the  well  governing  of  this  Province  and 
Territories,  there  (hall  be  an  AiTembly  yearly  cho- 
fen, by  the  Freemen  thereof,  to  confift  of  four 
Perfons  out  of  each  County,  ofmoft  Note  for  Vir- 
tue, Wifdom  and  Ability,  (or  of  a  greater  Num- 
ber at  any  Time,  as  the  Governor  and  AiTembly 
fhall  agree)  upon  the  firft  Day  of  Oclober  for  ever ; 
and  fhall  fit  on  the  fourteenth  Day  of  the  fame 
Month,  at  Philadelphia, ,  unlefs  the  Governor  and 
Council  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  fee  Caufe  to  ap- 
point another  Place  within  the  faid  Province  or 
Territories  :  Which  AiTembly  fhall  have  Power  to 
chufe  a  Speaker,  and  other  their  Officers  ;  and  fhall 
be  Judges  of  the  Qualifications  and  Elections  of 
their  own  Members ;  lit  upon  their  own  Adjourn- 
ments j  appoint  Committees  j  prepare  Bills  in 
order  to  pafs  into  Laws ;  impeach  Criminals,  and 
Tedrefs  Grievances ;  and  fhall  have  all  other  Powers 
and  Privileges  of  an  AiTembly,  according  to  the 
Rights  of  the  free-born  Subje&s  of  England,  and  as 
is  ufual  in  any  of  the  King's  Plantations  in  America. 

And  if  any  County  or  Counties,  fhall  refufe  or 
negleft  to  chufe  their  refpeclive  Reprefentatives 
as  aforefaid,  or  if  chofen,  do  not  meet  to  ferve  in 
AiTembly,  thofe  who  are  fo  chofen,  and  met,  fhall 
have  the  full  Power  of  an  AiTembly,  in  as  ample 
Manner  as  if  all  the  Reprefentatives  had  been  cho- 
fen and  met,  provided  they  are  not  lefs  than  two 
Thirds  of  the  whole  Number  that  ought  to  meet. 

And  that  the  Qualifications  of  Electors  and 
Eleaed,  and  all  other  Matters  and  Things  relating 
to  Eleaions  of  Reprefentatives  to  ferve  in  AiTem- 
blies,  though  not  herein  particularly  expreiTed, 
fhall  be  and  remain  as  by  a  Law  of  this  Govern- 
ment, made  ztNewcaJlle  in  the  Year  One  Thou/and 
feven  Hundred,  entitled,  An  Aft  to  afcertain  the  Num- 
ber of  Members  ofAJfembly,  and  to  regulate  theElecliom 
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III. 

That  the  Freemen  in  each  refpective  County, 
at  the  Time  and  Place  of  meeting  for  electing  their 
Reprefentatives  to  fervein  Affembly,  may,  as  often 
as  there  fhall  be  Occafion,  chufe  a  double  Number 
of  Perfons  to  prefent  to  the  Governor  for  Sheriff's 
and  Coroners,  to  ferve  three  Years,  if  fo  long  they 
behave  themfelves  well ;  out  of  which  refpective 
Elections  and  Preferments,  the  Governor  fhall  no- 
minate and  commiflionate  one  for  each  of  the  faid 
Offices,  the  third  Day  after  fuch  Prefentment, 
or  elfe  the  firji  named  in  fuch  Prefentment,  for 
each  Office  as  aforefaid,  fhall  ftand  and  ferve  in 
that  Office  for  the  Time  before  refpectively  limi- 
ted ;  and  in  Cafe  of  Death  or  Default,  fuch  Va- 
cancies fhall  be  fupplied  by  the  Governor,  to  ferve 
to  the  End  of  the  (aid  Term. 

Provided  always,  that  if  the  faid  Freemen  fhall 
at  any  Time  neglect  or  decline  to  chufe  a  Perfon 
or  Perfons  for  either  or  both  the  aforefaid  Offices, 
then  and  in  fuch  Cafe,  the  Perfons  that  are  or 
fhall  be  in  the  refpective  Offices  of  Sheriff's  or 
Coroners,  at  the  Time  of  Election,  fhall  remain 
therein,  until  they  fhall  be  removed  by  another 
Election  as  aforefaid. 

And  that  the  Juftices  of  the  refpective  Counties 
fhall  or  may  nominate  and  prefent  to  the  Gover- 
nor three  Perfons,  to  ferve  for  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
for  the  faid  County,  when  there  is  a  Vacancv, 
one  of  which  the  Governor  fhall  comrniffionate, 
within  ten  Days  after  fuch  Prefentment,  or  elfe  the 
firft  nominated  fhall  ferve  in  the  faid  Office  during 
good  Behaviour, 

IV. 

That  the  Laws  of  this  Government  fhall  be  in 

this  Stile,   viz.     By  the  Governor^  with  the  Confent 

and  Approbation  of  the  Freemen  in  general  djjem- 
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My  met  5    and  flial)  be,  after  Confirmation  by  the 
Governor,  forthwith  recorded  in  the  Rolls-office, 
and  kept  at  Philadelphia^  unlefs  the  Governor  and 
Aflembly  fliall  agree  to  appoint  another  Place. 
V. 
That  all  Criminals  fhall  have  the  fame  Privile- 
ges of  Witneffes  and  Council  as  their  Profecwtors. 
VI. 

That  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  mall  or  may,  at 
any  Time  hereafter,  be  obliged  to  anfwer  any 
Complaint,  Matter  or  Thing  whatfoever,  relating 
to  Property,  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  or 
in  any  other  Place,  but  in  ordinary  Courfe  of  Juftice, 
unlefs  Appeals  thereunto  mail  be  hereafter  by  Law 
appointed. 

VII. 

That  no  Perfon  within  this  Government  mail 
be  licenced  by  the  Governor  to  keep  an  Ordi- 
nary, Tavern,  or  Houfe  of  publick  Entertainment, 
hut  fuch  who  are  firft  recommended  to  him,  under 
the  Hands  of  the  Juftices  of  the  refpe&ive  Coun- 
ties, figned  in  open  Court;  which  Juftices  are  and 
{hall  be  hereby  impowered,  to  fupprefs  and  forbid 
•any  Perfon,  keeping  fuch  Publick-houfe  as  afore- 
faid,  upon  their  Mifhehaviour,  on  fuch  Penalties 
as  the  Law  doth  or  fhall  direct ;  and  to  recommend 
others  from  Time  to  Time,  as  they  fliall  fee  Oc- 
cafion. 

VIII. 

If  any  Perfon,  through  Temptation  or  Melan- 
choly, fhall  deftroy  himfelf,  his  Eftate,  real  and 
perfonal,  fhall  notwithstanding  defcend  to  his  Wife 
and  Children,  or  Relations,  a~s  if  he  had  died  a  na- 
tural Death  ;  and  if  any  Perfon  fhould  be  deftroy ed 
or  killed  by  Cafualty  or  Accident,  there  fhall  be  rio 
Forfeiture  to  the  Governor  by  Reafon  thereof. 

And  no  AcT:,  Law  or  Ordinance  whatfoever, 
fhall  at  any  Time  hereafter,  be  made  or  done,  to 

alter, 
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alter,  change  or  diminifti  the  Form  or  Effefl:  of 
this  Charter,  or  of  any  Part  or  Claufe  therein,  con- 
trary to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  thereof,  with- 
out the  Confentof  the  Governor  for  the  Time  be- 
ing, m&Jhc  Parts  of  /even  of  the  Affembly  met. 

But  becaufe  the  Happinefs  of  Mankind  depends 
fo  much  upon  the  enjoying  of  Liberty  of  their 
Confciences  as  aforefaid,  I  do  hereby  folemnly  de- 
clare, promife  and  grant,  for  me,  my  Heirs  and 
Afligns,  that  the  firji  Article  of  this  Charter,  re- 
lating to  Liberty  of  Confcience,  and  every  Part  and 
Claufe  therein,  according  to  the  true  Intent  and 
Meaning  thereof,  {hall  be  kept  and  remain  without 
any  Alteration,  inviolably  for  ever. 

And  Laftly,  I  the  faid  William  Penn,  Proprietary 
and  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Pennfylvania*  and 
Territories  thereunto  belonging,  for  myfelf,  my 
Heirs  and  AiTigns,  have  folemnly  declared,  granted 
and  confirmed,  and  do  hereby  folemnly  declare, 
grant  and  confirm,  That  neither  I,  my  Heirs  or 
AiTigns,  {hall  procure  or  do  any  Thing  or  Things, 
whereby  the  Liberties  in  this  Charter  contained  and 
expreiTed,  nor  any  Part  thereof,  mall  be  infringed 
or  broken  :  And  if  any  Thing  mall  be  procured  or 
done,  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  contrary  to  thefe 
Prefents,  it  fhall  be  held  of  no  Force  or  Effec~t. 

In  Witnefs  whereof,  I  the  faid  William  Penn* 
at  Philadelphia  in  Pennfylvariia*  have  unto  this  pre- 
fent  Charter  of  Liberties  fet  my  Hand  and  Broad 
Seal,  this  twenty-eighth  Day  of  Oclober*  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  One  Thouf and  f even  Hundred  and  One, 
being  the  thirteenth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King 
WILLIAM  the  Third*  over  England*  Scotland* 
France  and  Ireland*  &c.  and  the  twenty-firji  Year 
of  my  Government. 

And  notwithstanding  the  Clofure  and  Teft  of 
this  prefent  Charter  as  aforefaid,  I  think  fit  to  add 
this  following  Provifo  thereunto,  as  Part  of  the 
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fame,  That  is  to  fay,  That  notwithftanding  any 
Claufe  or  Claufes  in  the  abovementioned  Charter, 
obliging  the  Province  and  Territories  to  join  to- 
gether in  Legiflation,  I  am  content,  and  do  hereby 
declare,  That  if  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  Pro- 
vince and  Territories  fhall  not  hereafter  agree  to 
join  together  in  Legiflation,  and  that  the  fame 
fhall  be  fignified  unto  me,  or  my  Deputy,  in  open 
Affembly,  or  otherwife,  from  under  the  Hands  and 
Seals  of  the  Reprefentatives,  for  the  Time  being, 
of  the  Province  and  Territories,  or  the  major  Part 
of  either  of  them,  at  any  Time  within  three  Years 
from  the  Date  hereof,  that  in  fuch  Cafe,  the  In- 
habitants of  each  of  the  three  Counties  of  this 
Province  fhall  not  have  le/s  than  eight  Perfons  to 
reprefent  them  in  Afiembly,  for  the  Province  ; 
and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Philadelphia 
(when  the  faid  Town  is  incorporated)  two  Perfons 
to  reprefent  them  in  Affembly  ;  and  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  each  County  in  the  Territories,  fhall  have 
as  many  Perfons  to  reprefent  them,  in  a  diftinft 
Affembly  for  the  Territories,  as  fhall  be  by  them 
requefted  as  aforefaid. 

Notwithftanding  which  Separation  of  the  Pro* 
vince  and  Territories,  in  RefpecT:  of  Legiflation, 
I  do  hereby  prornife,  grant  and  declare,  That  the 
Inhabitants  of  both  Province  and  Territories, 
fhall  feparately  enjoy  all  other  Liberties,  Privileges 
and  Benefits,  granted  jointly  to  them  in  this  Char- 
ter, any  Law,  Ufage  or  Cuftom  of  this  Govern- 
ment, heretofore  made  and  praclifed,  or  any  Law 
made  and  paffed  by  this  general  Affembly,  to  the 
contrary  hereof  notwithftanding.
